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PREFACE  TO  SECOND  EDITION 


In  the  nineteen  years  that  have  elapsed  since  the  publica- 
tion of  the  first  edition  of  this  book  many  changes  in  the  stat- 
utes have  been  made  and  many  decisions  upon  questions  that 
were  then  unsettled  have  been  rendered.  For  this  reason  it 
has  been  necessary  to  revise  the  book  and  to  rewrite  parts  of 
it.  The  author  has  endeavored  to  cite  all  the  subsequent 
American  cases,  and  the  more  important  English  cases,  which 
relate  to  the  matters  dealt  with. 

The  statutes  of  the  various  states  which  create  causes  of 
action  for  injuries  resulting  in  death  are  characterized  by  a 
lack  of  uniformity,  in  substance  as  well  as  in  form,  which 
is  all  the  more  striking  when  it  is  remembered  that  a  fairly 
good  model  of  legislation  was  furnished  by  Lord  Campbeirs 
act.  The  statutes  of  a  majority  of  the  states  do,  indeed,  while 
differing  among  themselves  on  many  points,  follow  the  broad 
lines  of  the  English  act,  conferring  a  right  of  action  in  favor 
of  the  decedent's  family  or  of  other  designated  beneficiaries 
for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  which  have  resulted  to  them 
from  the  death.  la  many  states,  however,  the  action  given 
is  for  the  recovery  of  the  damages  which  result,  not  to  cer- 
tain beneficiaries,  but  to  the  estate  of  the  person  killed ;  while 
in  other  states  the  statute  takes  the  form  of  a  survival  act; 
and  many  states  have  a  survival  act,  as  well  as  a  death  act, 
the  existence  of  both  presenting  questions  which  are  differ- 
ently answered  in  different  states.  In  some  states,  again, 
punitive  damages  may  be  recovered ;  and  in  one  the  damages 
are  assessed  with  reference  to  the  degree  of  culpability  of 
the  defendant.  The  list  of  statutory  peculiarities,  which  have 
required  judicial  interpretation  and  multiplied  litigation, 
might   be   extended   indefinitely.     Moreover,   in   addition  to 
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Other  differences,  the  statutes  differ  in  respect  to  the  limit  of 
recovery,  some  fixing  one  limit,  some  another,  and  some  no 
limit.  To  the  wife  and  children  of  a  man  killed  in  a  rail- 
way accident  on  a  journey  from  San  Francisco  to  New  York 
it  would  be  a  matter  of  grave  concern,  affecting  vitally  the 
extent  of  their  redress,  in  which  one  of  the  dozen  or  more 
states  on  the  line  of  travel  the  accident  occurred. 

The  conflicting  and  often  crude  legislation  of  the  forty- 
eight  states  upon  this  important  subject  presents  a  forcible 
argument  in  favor  of  a  uniform  act.  The  diversity  cannot 
be  justified,  or  explained,  by  the  existence  of  diverse  local 
needs  and  conditions;  it  arose  from  the  fact  that  by  reason 
of  the  failure  of  the  courts  to  entertain  jurisdiction  over 
death  actions  the  matter  came  to  be  dealt  with  by  forty-eight 
independent  legislative  bodies.  Some  measure  of  uniformity 
has  been  brought  about  by  the  recent  federal  employers*  lia- 
bility act  relating  to  common  carriers  engaged  in  interstate 
commerce,  but  the  field  of  federal  legislation  is  comparatively 
small.  The  drafting  of  a  uniform  death  act  might  well  be 
undertaken  by  the  Commissioners  on  Uniform  State  Laws.

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The  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  treat  of  those  questions  of 
law  which  are  peculiar  to  the  various  statutory  civil  actions 
maintainable  when  the  death  of  a  person  has  been  caused  by 
the  wrongful  act  or  negligence  of  another.  The  statutes  by 
which  a  right  of  action  in  such  case  has  been  created  are  to  a 
great  extent  modeled  upon  the  English  statute  known  as  "Lord 
Campbeirs  Act,"  which  was  enacted  in  1846.  Lord  Campbell's 
act  provides  that,  "whensoever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  be 
caused  by  the  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default  of  another, 
and  the  act,  neglect,  or  default  is  such  as  would,  if  death 
had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party  injured  to  maintain 
an  action  and  recover  damages  in  respect  thereof,  then,  and 
in  every  such  case,  the  person  who  would  have  been  liable  if 
death  had  not  ensued  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  dam- 
ages notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  person  injured."  The 
American  acts,  with  some  exceptions,  have  followed  the  lan- 
guage of  the  parent  act  in  providing  that  the  action  may  be 
maintained  whenever  death  is  caused  by  "wrongful  act,  neg- 
lect, or  default."  For  the  sake  of  brevity,  the  book  has  been 
entitled  "Death  by  Wrongful  Act,"  though  "Death  by  Wrong- 
ful Act  or  Negligence"  would  more  accurately  describe  it. 
This  subject,  although  it  has  been  briefly  considered  in  sev- 
eral text-books,  has  never  been  treated  with  any  degree  of 
fullness. 

These  acts  in  effect  provide  that  the  statutory  action  may 
be  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  whom  they  des- 
ignate, whenever  the  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default  is  such 
that  if  it  had  resulted  merely  in  bodily  injury,  without  causing 
death,  the  person  injured  might  have  maintained  an  action. 
It  is  obvious,  therefore,  that  in  the  statutory  action  the  same 
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questions  in  respect  to  the  wrongfulness  of  the  act  or  the 
negligence  of  the  defendant  must  arise  that  would  arise  in 
an  action  for  personal  injury  founded  upon  the  same  wrong- 
ful  act,  neglect,  or  default.  These  questions  are  sufficiently 
treated  in  books  upon  torts,  upon  personal  injuries,  and  es- 
pecially upon  negligence.  It  is  not  the  purpose  of  this  book 
to  consider  the  rules  and  principles  of  law  upon  which  the 
answers  to  questions  of  this  character  depend.  Its  purpose 
is  simply  to  treat  of  those  questions  which  are  peculiar  to  the 
various  statutory  actions.  In  other  words,  it  is,  as  a  rule,  as- 
sumed that  the  death  was  caused  under  such  circumstances 
that,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  an  action  might  have  been  main- 
tained by  the  person  injured. 

Although  most  of  the  acts  have  been  to  a  great  extent  mod- 
eled upon  Lord  Campbell's  act,  and  consequently  can  be  con- 
sidered together,  some  of  the  acts  are  peculiar  in  whole  and 
many  in  part;  and  all  these,  so  far  as  they  are  peculiar,  re- 
quire separate  treatment.  Again,  some  states,  while  they 
have  passed  acts  similar  to  Lord  Campbell's  act,  have  enacted 
additional  provisions  granting  a  right  of  action  when  death 
is  caused  under  particular  circumstances;  for  example,  when 
it  is  caused  by  certain  kinds  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  com- 
mon carriers,  or  when  the  person  killed  is  a  minor  and  leaves 
a  surviving  parent.  Peculiar  provisions  of  this  sort  also  re- 
quire separate  treatment.  It  is  the  plan  of  the  book  to  con- 
sider the  peculiarities  of  the  various  statutes  separately  before 
proceeding  to  a  discussion  of  the  principles  common  to  those 
of  the  general  type  of  Lord  Campbell's  act.  The  writer  has 
endeavored  to  cite  all  the  cases  that  have  arisen  in  the  United 
States  and  in  England  under  these  acts,  so  far  as  the  deci- 
sions relate  to  matters  peculiar  to  the  statutory  actions,  wheth- 
er the  cases  turn  upon  the  special  features  of  particular  acts 
or  are  of  more  general  applicability.  The  Canadian  cases 
have  also  been  freely  cited.  References  have  been  given,  in 
all  cases  concurrently  reported,  to  the  National  Reporter  Sys- 
tem, as  well  as  to  the  official  reports.    Whenever  it  seemed 
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to  the  writer  that  a  statement  of  the  facts  of  the  case  would 
be  of  value,  such  a  statement  has  been  given  in  the  text  or 
in  the  notes. 

In  determining  the  effect  of  a  decision,  it  is  of  course  nec- 
essary to  have  in  mind  the  provisions  of  the  statute  under 
which  the  action  was  brought.  For  this  reason  the  various 
enactments  *  ♦  ♦  have  been  printed  in  full  in  the  appen- 
dix. An  analytical  table  of  these  statutes  has  also  been  pre- 
pared. It  is  believed  that  the  analytical  table  will  be  found 
of  convenience  (1)  as  a  ready  means  of  ascertaining  the  pro- 
visions of  a  particular  statute  upon  a  given  point,  and  (2)  as 
a  means  of  ascertaining  what  statutes  have  provisions  of  a 
similar  nature  to  the  statute  which  may  be  under  considera- 
tion. It  is  believed  that  the  table  will  be  found  of  especial 
value  in  the  newer  states  and  territories  whose  statutes  have  not 
yet  been  construed  by  the  courts.  For  example,  an  examina- 
tion of  the  table  would  inform  a  person  wishing  to  arrive  at 
a  proper  construction  of  the  many  peculiar  provisions  of  the 
act  of  New  Mexico,  which  has  received  little  or  no  construc- 
tion, or  of  the  act  of  Colorado,  which  has  received  compara- 
tively little,  that  these  acts  are  nearly  identical  with  that  of 
Missouri,  which  has  been  fully  construed  by  the  courts  of 
that  state,  and  which  is  discussed  in  the  text  and  notes.  The 
table  may  also  be  useful  to  persons  interested  in  legislation 
upon  this  subject.

It  might  naturally  be  supposed, 
therefore,  that  damages  could  be  recovered  by  persons  of 
this  description,  not  only  for  the  loss  of  service  or  society 
before  the  death,  but  also  for  the  permanent  loss  of  service 
or  society,  caused  by  the  death.  It  might  perhaps  be  sup- 
posed that  the  law  would  even  grant  a  remedy,  as  is  done 
by  the  Scotch  law,^  to  the  children  and  to  other  members  of

In  1860  the  supreme 
court  of  the  kingdom  of  Hawaii  rejected  the  English  common-law 
rule,  and  sustained  the  right  of  a  widow  to  sue  for  the  wrongful 
death  of  her  husband.  Kake  v.  Horton,  2  Hawaii,  209.  The  rule 
so  adopted  is  still  in  force  as  part  of  the  common  law  of  the  ter- 
ritory. The  Schooner  Robert  Lewers  Co.  T.  Kekauoha,  114  Fed.  849, 
62  0.  0.  A.  483. 
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the  family  of  the  deceased  who  might  have  suffered  injury 
by  his  death,  irrespective  of  any  technical  loss  of  service 
or  of  society ;  but  to  both  classes  alike  the  common  law  de- 
nies a  remedy.  The  law  has  not  become  established,  indeed, 
without  vigorous  dissent  upon  the  part  of  able  judges,  but 
the  common-law  rule  may  now  be  broadly  stated  to  be  that 
no  civil  action  can  be  maintained  against  a  person  for  caus- 
ing the  death  of  a  human  being. 

§  2.    Higgins  v.  Butcher 

The  earliest  case  is  Higgins  v.  Butcher,*  which  arose  in 
the  king's  bench  in  1606.  The  plaintiff  declared  that  the  de- 
fendant assaulted  and  beat  his  wife,  of  which  she  died,  to 
his  damage.  It  was  objected  "that  the  declaration  was  not 
good,  because  it  was  brought  by  the  plaintiff  for  beating 
his  wife ;  and  that,  being  a  personal  tort  to  the  wife,  is  now 
dead  with  the  wife ;  and  if  the  wife  had  been  alive,  he  could 
not  without  his  wife  have  this  action,  for  damages  shall  be 
given  to  the  wife  for  the  tort  offered  to  the  body  of  his  wife. 
Quod  fuit  concessum.  And  by  Tanfield,  J.,  if  a  man  beats 
the  servant  of  J.  S.,  so  that  he  dies  of  the  battery,  the  mas- 
ter shall  not  have  an  action  against  the  other  for  the  bat- 
tery and  loss  of  service,  because,  the  servant  dying  of  the 
extremity  of  the  battery,  it  is  now  become  an  offense  to 
the  crown,  being  converted  into  felony,  and  that  drowns  the 
particular  offense  and  private  wrong  offered  to  the  master 
before,  and  his  action  is  thereby  lost.  Quod  Fenner  and 
Yelverton,  concesserunt."  The  declaration  seems  to  have 
been  for  the  damage  to  the  wife,  and  not  for  loss  of  services, 
so  that  all  that  the  case  actually  decided  is  that,  where  a 
wrong  is  done  to  a  person  who  dies,  the  action  dies.    In  a 

s  Yelverton,  89. 
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report  of  the  case  in  Rolle's  Abridgment,*  it  is  said:  "If 
one  beat  my  servant  so  that  I  lose  his  service  for  some 
months,  and  the  servant  then  dies,  still  I  shall  have  an  ac- 
tion of  trespass  against  the  trespasser,  for  this  was  a  dis- 
tinct trespass  to  me."  The  case  is  usually  cited  as  deciding 
that,  in  case  of  an  injury  resulting  in  death,  the  right  of  ac- 
tion is  merged  in  the  felony. 


§  3.    Baker  v.  Bolton 

The  question  was  not  again  raised  in  England  until  1808, 
in  Baker  v.  Bolton,*  which,  although  only  at  nisi  prius,  is 
the  leading  case  upon  the  subject.  This  was  an  action 
against  the  defendants  as  proprietors  of  a  stagecoach  on 
which  the  plaintiff's  wife  was  traveling  when  it  was  over- 
turned, whereby  she  was  so  severely  hurt  that  she  died 
within  a  month.  The  declaration,  besides  other  special  dam- 
age, states  that,  "by  means  of  the  premises,  the  plaintiff  had 
wholly  lost  and  been  deprived  of  the  comfort,  fellowship, 
and  assistance  of  his  said  wife,  and  had  from  thence  hitherto 

s  2  RoUe's  Abridgment,  675,  placlta  2  and  3.  So  in  another  report 
of  the  case  (Noy,  18),  Tanfleld,  J.,  is  made  to  say  ''that  it  will  not 
lie,  as  the  case  is,  because  the  wife  Is  dead,  and  that  she  ought  to 
have  joined  in  the  action ;  but  otherwise  of  a  servant."  In  Smith 
V.  Sykes,  Freem.  224,  it  was  held  that  if  A.  beat  the  wife  of  B.,  so 
that  she  dies,  B.  can  have  no  action  on  the  case  for  that,  because 
it  is  criminal,  and  of  a  higher  nature.  And  it  was  urged  that  If  a 
man  beat  a  feme  covert,  the  husband  could  have  no  action  per  quod 
consortium  amlsit,  but  that  the  husband  and  wife  ought  to  Join  in 
the  action,  and,  if  the  husband  dies.  It  shall  survive  to  the  wife ;  but 
the  action  shall  not  survive  to  the  husband,  if  the  wife  dies.  Curia 
advisare  vult  The  reporter  adds:  *'Mes  semble  a  moy:  q*le  action 
per  quod  consortium  amislt  gist  bien  per  2  RolL  556;  2  BoU.  Rep. 
51." 

4  1  Campb.  49a 
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suffered  and  undergone  great  grief,  vexation,  and  anguish 
of  mind."  It  appeared  that  the  plaintiff  was  much  attached 
to  his  wife,  and  that,  being  a  publican,  she  had  been  of 
great  use  to  him  in  conducting  his  business.  Lord  Ellen- 
borough  told  the  jury  that  they  could  only  take  into  ccMisid- 
eration  the  loss  of  the  wife's  society  to  the  plaintiff,  and  his 
distress  of  mind  on  her  account,  from  the  time  of  the  acci- 
dent till  the  moment  of  her  dissolution.  He  then  laid  down 
his  famous  proposition  that,  "in  a  civil  court,  the  death  of  a 
human  being  could  not  be  complained  of  as  an  injury."  In 
support  of  this,  he  cited  no  authority,  and  stated  no  reason. 
Nevertheless,  his  statement  of  the  law  has  been  accepted  in 
nearly  ail  subsequent  cases  as  final. 

§  4.    Lord  Campbell's  act 

Such  were  the  decisions  in  England  when,  in  1846,  the 
statute  commonly  known  as  "Lord  Campbell's  Act"  ^  was 
enacted — an  act  which  has  served  as  the  model  for  similar 
acts  in  most  of  the  states  in  this  country.  Lord  Campbell's 
act  is  entitled  "An  act  for  compensating  the  families  of  per- 
sons killed  by  accidents."    It  gave  an  action  to  the  family 

B  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  93.  Probably  the  earliest  statute  giving  a  remedy 
for  death  caused  by  negligence  was  enacted  in  Massachusetts  in 
1648:  "The  court  considering  the  great  danger  that  persons,  horses, 
teames,  are  exposed  to  by  reasons  of  defective  bridges,  &  country 
highways  in  tliis  Jurisdiction,  Doth  Order  &  declare:  Tliat  if  any 
person,  at  any  time  loose  his  life,  In  passing  any  such  bridge  or  high- 
way, after  due  warning  given  unto  of  any  of  the  Select  men  of  the 
towne  in  which  such  defect  is,  in  writing  under  the  hand  of  two 
witnesses  or  upon  presentment  to  the  shire  Court,  of  such  defective 
wayes  or  bridges,  that  then  the  county  or  towne  which  ought  to 
secure  such  wayes  or  bridges,  shall  pay  a  fine  of  one  hundred  pounds, 
to  the  parents,  husband,  wife  or  children  or  next  of  kin,  to  the 
partie  deceased."  Colonial  Laws  of  Massachusetts  (reprinted  from 
the  edition  of  1060)  Boston,  1889,  p.  126. 
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for  the  recovery  of  damages  resulting  from  death,  irrespec- 
tive of  any  technical  loss  of  service  or  of  society,  thereby 
introducing  into  the  law  an  entirely  new  principle  of  recov- 
ery. It  left  the  existing  action  for  loss  of  service  or  of  so- 
ciety untouched.  Nevertheless,  the  preamble  of  the  act 
broadly  recites:  "Whereas  no  action  at  law  is  now  main- 
tainable against  a  person  who  by  his  wrongful  act,  neglect, 
or  default,  may  have  caused  the  death  of  any  person."  As 
the  preamble  was  doubtless  intended  to  be  declaratory  of 
the  law,  it  has  generally  been  taken  to  be  a  parliamentary 
recognition  of  Lord  Ellenborough's  rule,  though  the  force  of 
the  argument  was  denied  by  Bramwell,  B.,  in  the  case  of 
Osbom  V.  Gillett,*  in  which  an  effort  was  made,  in  1873,  to 
overrule  Baker  v.  Bolton. 

§  5.    Osbom  V.  Gillett 

The  declaration  in  Osborn  v.  Gillett  stated  that  the  de- 
fendant, by  his  servant,  negligently  drove  a  wagon  and 
horses  against  the  plaintiff's  daughter  and  servant,  whereby 
she  was  injured,  and  by  reason  thereof  afterwards  died; 
whereby  the  plaintiff  lost  her  service,  and  incurred  the  ex- 
penses of  burial.  The  defendant  pleaded  that  she  was  killed 
on  the  spot,  so  that  the  plaintiff  sustained  no  damages 
which  entitled  him  to  sue;  and  also  that  the  acts  of  the 
defendant  amounted  to  a  felonious  act  by  his  servant,  and 
that  the  servant  had  not  been  tried,  convicted,  or  acquitted 
of,  nor  in  any  manner  prosecuted  for,  the  offense.  The 
court  (Kelly,  C.  B.,  Pigott,  B.,  and  Bramwell,  B.)  unani- 
mously held  the  latter  plea  bad ;  but  a  majority  of  the  court 
held  the  former  plea  good,  Bramwell,  B.,  dissenting.    Pig-

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ott,  B,,  said :  "It  may  seem  a  shadowy  distinction  to  hold 
that,  when  the  service  is  simply  interrupted  by  accident  re- 
sulting from  negligence,  the  master  may  recover  damages, 
while  in  case  of  its  being  determined  altogether  by  the  serv- 
ant's death,  from  the  same  cause,  no  action  can  be  sustained. 
Still  I  am  of  opinion  that  the  law  has  been  so  understood 
up  to  the  present  time ;  and,  if  it  is  to  be  changed,  it  rests 
with  the  legislature,  and  not  with  the  courts,  to  make  the 
change.  It  is  admitted  that  no  case  can  be  found  in  the 
books  where  such  an  action  as  the  present  has  been  main- 
tained, although  similar  facts  must  have  been  a  matter  of 
very  frequent  occurrence.  This  alone  is  strong  to  show 
that  the  general  understanding  has  been  to  the  effect  laid 
down  by  Lord  Ellenborough  in  Baker  v.  Bolton.  That 
was,  no  doubt,  a  nisi  prius  decision ;  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  it  has  ever  been  questioned."  He  also  relies  on  the 
preamble  to  Lord  Campbell's  act.  As  to  the  plea  that  the 
act  amounted  to  a  felony,  he  observed  that  "it  only  affords 
a  defense,  if  at  all,  when  the  action  is  brought  against  the 
supposed  criminal,  and  before  prosecution." 

The  dissenting  opinion  of  Bramwell,  B.,  is  a  strong  pres- 
entation of  the  case  against  the  existence  of  any  rule  for- 
bidding the  maintenance  of  an  action  for  loss  of  service  re- 
sulting from  death.  In  conclusion  he  says:  "It  seems  to 
me  that  the  principle  the  plaintiff  relies  on  is  broad,  plain, 
and  clear,  viz.,  that  he  sustained  a  damage  from  a  wrongful 
action  for  which  the  defendant  is  responsible;  that  the  de- 
fendant, to  establish  an  anomalous  exception  to  the  rule,  for 
which  exception  he  can  give  no  reason,  should  show  a  clear 
and  binding  authority,  either  by  express  decision,  or  a  long 
course  of  uniform  opinion,  deliberately  formed  and  express- 
ed by  English  lawyers  or  experts  in  the  English  law.  I  find 
neither.    With  the  exception  of  a  short  note  of  the  case  of 
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Baker  ▼.  Bolton,  there  is  no  semblance  of  an  authority  on 
this  side  of  the  Atlantic,  and  the  cases  from  the  other  side  ^ 
are  merely  founded  on  that  one,  and  some  vague  notion  of 
a  merger  in  a  felony." 


§  6.    "EsLrly  American  cases 

The  earliest  American  cases  were  not  in  accord  with 
Baker  v.  Bolton.  Cross  v.  Guthery,®  in  the  supreme  court 
of  Connecticut  (1794),  was  an  action  on  the  case  against  a 
surgeon  for  unskillfully  performing  an  operation  on  the 
plaintiff's  wife,  as  the  result  of  which  she  died,  whereby  the 
plaintiff  had  been  put  to  cost  and  expense,  and  had  been 
deprived  of  her  service,  company,  and  consortship.  After 
a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  for  i40,  the  defendant 
moved  in  arrest  of  judgment  that  the  declaration  was  in- 
sufficient, on  the  ground  that  the  offense  charged  appeared 
to  be  a  felony,  and  by  the  laws  of  England  the  private  in- 
jury was  merged  in  the  public  offense.  But  the  court  held 
the  declaration  sufficient,  saying  that  the  rule  urged  was 
applicable  in  England  only  to  capital  crimes,  where,  from 
necessity,  the  offender  must  go  unpunished,  or  the  injured 
individual  go  unredressed. 

In  Ford  v.  Monroe,*  in  the  supreme  court  of  New  York 
(1838),  the  declaration  charged  that,  by  the  negligence  of  a 
servant  of  the  defendant,  an  infant  son  of  the  plaintiff,  of 
about  10  years,  was  run  over  and  killed.    The  plaintiff  al-

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leged,  by  way  of  special  damage,  that  in  consequence  of 
the  occurrence,  his  wife  became  sick,  and  that  he  was  de- 
prived of  her  society,  and  subjected  to  expense  in  attend- 
ance upon  her;  and  also  alleged  the  loss  of  service  of  the 
child  for  a  period  of  10  years  and  upwards.  The  judge 
charged  the  jury  that  the  plaintiff  would  be  entitled  to  re- 
cover for  the  value  of  the  child's  sewices  until  he  became 
21  years  of  age,  and  also  the  damages  occasioned  by  his 
wife's  sickness.  The  main  ground  urged  upon  an  applica- 
tion for  a  new  trial,  which  was  denied,  was  the  failure  of 
proof  that  the  servant  was  acting  within  the  scope  of  his 
authority.  On  the  question  of  damages  the  court  observed 
that  they  were  clearly  proved  to  have  been  the  direct  con- 
sequence of  the  act  complained  of. 

Both  Cross  v.  Guthery  and  Ford  v.  Monroe,  so  far  as 
they  are  authorities  that  an  action  may  be  maintained  for 
loss  of  service  caused  by  death,  have  been  overruled.** 
They  are  of  interest,  however,  as  showing  that,  at  the  time 
they  were  decided.  Lord  Ellenborough's  rule  was  not  uni- 
versally  recognized  in  this  country.  This  is  shown,  also, 
by  the  dictum  of  Ware,  J.,  in  Plummer  v.  Webb,**  which 
arose  in  the  United  States  district  court  for  Maine,  in  1825. 
He  was  of  opinion  that  a  libel  might  be  maintained  by  the 
father  for  the  consequential  damages  resulting  from  the 
assault  and  battery  of  a  minor  child,  on  the  high  seas,  per 
quod  servitium  amisit,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the 
child  in  consequence  of  the  battery.  The  case  was  in  ad- 
miralty, but  he  did  not  rest  his  opinion  upon  any  difference 
of  the  admiralty  rule  from  that  of  the  common  law.

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§  7.    Carey  v.  Berkshire  R.  Co, 

The  earliest  discussion  of  the  question  in  the  United 
States,  except  the  remarks  of  Ware,  J.,  which  were  unnec- 
essary to  the  decision,  occurred  in  the  cases  of  Carey  v. 
Berkshire  R.  Co.  and  Skinner  v.  Housatonic  R.  Corp.,  which 
were  considered  together  by  the  supreme  court  of  Massa- 
chusetts, in  1848."  The  first  of  these  cases  was  an  action 
on  the  case  to  recover  damages  for  the  loss  of  life  of  the 
plaintiff's  husband,  in  consequence  of  the  negligence  of 
the  defendant's  servants.  The  second  was  an  action  on  the 
case  brought  by  the  plaintiff  for  the  loss  of  service  of  his 
son,  aged  11  years,  who  was  killed  by  the  cars  of  the  de- 
fendant. The  court,  in  its  opinion,  by  Metcalf,  J.,  says  that 
these  cases  raise  a  new  question  in  our  jurisprudence.  Re- 
ferring to  the  case  of  Higgins  v.  Butcher,**  the  court  says 
that,  whatever  may  be  the  meaning  of  the  maxim  that  a 
trespass  is  merged  in  a  felony,  it  has  no  application  to  the 
cases  under  consideration,  in  neither  of  which  was  the 
killing  felonious.  "If  these  actions,  or  either  of  them,  can 
be  maintained,"  the  court  says,  "it  must  be  upon  some  es- 
tablished principle  of  the  common  law;  and  we  might  ex- 
pect to  find  that  principle  applied  in  some  adjudged  case  in 
the  English  books,  as  occasions  for  its  application  must 
have  arisen  in  very  many  instances.  At  least,  we  might 
expect  to  find  the  principle  stated  in  some  elementary  trea- 
tise of  approved  authority.  None  such  was  cited  by  coun- 
sel, and  we  cannot  find  any.  This  is  very  strong  evidence, 
though  not  conclusive,  that  such  actions  cannot  be  sup- 
ported.   But  it  is  not  necessary  to  rely  entirely  on  this  neg-

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ative  evidence,  for  we  find  it  adjudged  in  Baker  v.  Bolton 
and  others  that  the  death  of  a  human,  being  is  not  the 
ground  of  an  action  for  damages*  *  ♦  *  Such,  then,  we 
cannot  doubt,  is  the  doctrine  of  the  common  law ;  and  it  is 
decisive  against  the  maintenance  of  these  actions."  The 
court  dismisses  Ford  v.  Monroe  **  as  a  case  in  which  the 
question  under  discussion  was  not  raised.  It  was  com- 
mented on  as  strange,  by  Bramwell,  B.,  in  Osborn  v.  Gil- 
lett,**  that  these  two  cases  "are  supposed  to  present  a  sin- 
gle question  only  for  the  court,  while  it  is  obvious  that  the 
case  of  master  and  servant  raises  a  different  question  from 
that  of  husband  and  wife.'' 


§  8.    Eden  v.  Lexington  ft  P.  R.  Co. 

In  Eden  v.  Lexington  &  F.  R.  Co.,**  in  18S3,  the  court  of 
appeals  of  Kentucky  held  that  a  husband  could  not  main- 
tain an  action  for  the  injury  sustained  by  him  in  conse- 
quence of  the  death  of  his  wife,  caused  by  the  negligence  of 
the  defendant's  servants.  The  court  denied  the  existence 
in  Kentucky  of  the  common-law  rule  suspending  the  civil 
remedy  in  cases  involving  felony  until  after  the  conviction 
or  acquittal  of  the  felon,  but  declared  that,  "for  injuries  to 
life,  the  civil  remedy  is  considered  as  being  entirely  merged 
in  the  civil  offense."  "This,"  the  court  incorrectly  says, 
"was  said  to  be  the  established  common-law  doctrine  in 
the  case  of  Baker  v.  Bolton.'

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§  9.    James  v.  Christy 

In  James  v.  Christy/^  in  the  supreme  court  of  Missouri, 
in  1853,  it  was  assumed  that  an  action  could  be  maintained 
by  the  father  to  recover  for  the  loss  of  the  services  of  his 
minor  son,  who  had  been  killed  by  the  negligence  of  the  de- 
fendant, a  common  carrier.  After  beginning  suit  the  plain- 
tiff died,  and  the  point  of  the  decision  was  that  the  action 
survived,  under  the  Missouri  statute  governing  the  sur- 
vival of  actions.  The  court  observed:  "The  statute  ex- 
tends to  all  cases  where  personal  property  is  lessened. 
Here  the  father  was  entirely  deprived  of  all  property  in 
his  son's  services."  The  case  is  cited  without  disapproval 
in  a  later  Missouri  decision.** 


§  10.    Shields  v.  Yonge 

In  Shields  v.  Yonge,**^  in  1854,  the  supreme  court  of 
Georgia  refused  to  follow  Baker  v.  Bolton,  and  held  that 
a  suit  could  be  maintained  by  a  father  for  the  death  of  a 
minor  son,  caused  by  the  defendant's  negligence,  to  recover 
damages  for  the  loss  of  his  service  until  the  age  of  21.  Ben- 
ning,  J.,  in  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  takes  the 
position  that  the  supposed  rule  that  in  a  civil  court  the 
death  of  a  human  being  cannot  be  complained  of  as  an  inju- 
ry is  in  reality  no  rule  of  law  at  all,  but  a  mere  statement  of 
the  practical  working  of  the  old  law  of  forfeiture,  taken  in 
connection  -virith  the  rule  that,  in  cases  where  the  wrong 
complained  of  amounted  to  a  felony,  the  remedy  was  sus-

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pended  until  after  conviction.  Because  in  former  times,  he 
argues,  all  homicides  were  felonies,  and  all  felonies  were 
punished  by  forfeiture  of  goods,  if  not  of  life,  nothing  re- 
mained after  conviction  out  of  which  to  satisfy  a  judgment 
in  a  civil  action.  Hence,  he  argues,  arose  the  erroneous 
notion  that  in  cases  of  homicide  the  private  injury  was 
merged  in  the  public  wrong,  which  he  assumes  to  be  equiv- 
alent to  the  rule  declared  by  Lord  EUenborough.  Shields 
V.  Yonge  has  been  approved  by  the  same  court** 


§  11.    Later  American  cases 

The  question  under  discussion  has  been  repeatedly  before 
the  courts,  and  the  cases,  with  the  exception  of  those  which 
have  been  above  referred  to,  and  of  Sullivan  v.  Union  Pac. 
R.  Co.,**  which  will  be  referred  to  presently,  have  been 
unanimous  in  yielding  to  the  authority  of  Baker  v.  Bol- 
ton. The  rule  has  been  applied  equally  in  actions  brought 
by  the  husband  for  the  death  of  the  wife ;  **  by  the  wife 
for  the  death  of  the  husband;  *•  by  the  parent  for  the  death

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son  of  having  been  forced  to  pay  an  insurance  policy  on 
the  life  of  a  person  killed  by  the  defendant.*^  In  Connect- 
icut Mut.  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  New  York  &  N.  H.  R.  Co.," 
which  was  a  case  of  the  last  description,  the  supreme  court 
of  Connecticut  gave  its  adherence  to  the  rule,  without  even 
referring  to  Cross  v.  Guthery.  In  Green  v.  Hudson  River 
R.  Co.,**  the  New  York  court  of  appeals  overruled  Ford 
V.  Monroe.  In  Sullivan  v.  Union  Pac.  R.  Co.,**  mentioned 
above  as  in  conflict  with  the  current  of  the  decisions,  which 
arose  in  the  United  States  circuit  court  for  Nebraska,  in 
1874,  it  was  held  that  an  action  was  maintainable  by  a  fa- 
ther, whose  son  had  been  killed  by  the  defendant's  negli- 
gence, to  recover  damages  for  the  loss  of  service  until  the 
son's  majority ;  and  Dillon,  J.,  delivered  an  able  opinion  in 
support  of  the  position  of  the  court.

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York  &  N.  H.  R.  Co.  The  court  held  that  the  action  could 
not  be  maintained,  and  Hunt,  J.,  who  delivered  the  opinion, 
says :  "The  authorities  are  so  numerous  and  so  uniform  to 
the  proposition  that  by  the  common  law  no  civil  action  lies 
for  an  injury  which  results  in  death,  that  it  is  impossible 
to  speak  of  it  as  a  proposition  open  to  question."  This 
statement  of  the  law  was  approved  by  the  same  court  in 
The  Harrisburg,**  which  held  that  the  same  rule  was  ap- 
plicable in  this  respect  in  courts  of  admiralty  as  at  common 
law. 

§  12.    Reason  for  the  rule 

No  satisfactory  reason  for  the  rule  has  ever  been  sug- 
gested, though  attempts  have  been  made  to  base  it  upon 
the  merger  of  the  civil  remedy  in  the  felony,  upon  the  law 
of  forfeiture,  upon  the  maxim  "actio  personalis  moritur 
cum  persona,"  and  upon  public  policy. 

§  13.    Merger 

Blackburn,  J.,  says  *•  that  the  dictum  of  Tanfield,  J.,  in 
Higgins  V.  Butcher,  is  the  earliest  authority  we  can  find 
for  the  notion  that  the  civil  remedy  was  merged  in  the  felo- 
ny. Whether  the  doctrine  of  an  absolute  merger  ever  ex- 
isted has  been  doubted.'*  In  recent  times  it  has  been  held 
in  England  that  the  merger  is  only  temporary,  and  that  it 
amounts  only  to  a  suspension  of  the  civil  remedy  until  the 
wrongdoer  has  been  prosecuted.**    Thus,  the  fact  that  the

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thief  had  not  been  prosecuted  was  held  no  defense  in  an 
action  of  trover  against  the  innocent  purchaser  of  stolen 
goods;  '•  and  where  the  wrong  complained  of  was  commit- 
ted, not  by  the  defendant,  but  by  his  servant,  the  failure  to 
prosecute  was  no  defense.'^ 

It  has  been  recently  questioned,'®  moreover,  whether  the 
doctrine  of  merger  existed*  even  to  this  limited  extent,  and 
it  has  been  held  that,  although  the  evidence  shows  that  the 
wrong  complained  of  amounts  to  a  felony,  this  is  no  ground 
for  a  nonsuit.  In  the  United  States  the  doctrine  of  the  sus- 
pension of  the  civil  remedy  has  been  held  by  some  courts, 
but  has  more  frequently  been  denied.^*  Be  the  rule  of  the 
common  law  what  it  may,  it  can  obviously  furnish  no  rea- 
son for  Lord  Ellenborough's  rule ;  for  in  Baker  v.  Bolton  it 
was  not  suggested  that  the  killing  was  felonious,  and  Lord 
Ellenborough  did  not  confine  the  rule  to  cases  of  felony. 
That  merger  was  a  ground  for  the  rule  was  denied  in  Os- 
bom  v.  Gillett,  and  the  notion  has  been  universally  repu- 
diated in  this  country.*® 

§  14.    Forfeiture 

It  was  suggested  in  Shields  v.  Yohge,  as  has  been 
pointed  out,*^  that  the  explanation  of  the  supposed  exist- 
ence, if  not  the  reason,  of  the  rule  was  to  be  found  in  the 
law  of  the  forfeiture  of  the  goods  and  life  of  the  felon  upon 
conviction,  taken  in  connection  with  the  suspension  of  the

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civil  remedy  until  after  prosecution.  But  this  explanation 
is  open  to  the  objection  that  forfeiture  and  suspension  of 
the  civil  remedy  were  not  confined  to  homicide,  but  accom- 
panied other  felonies,  in  respect  to  which  it  is  not  pretended 
that  a  complete  merger  took  place,  so  that  the  argument 
proves  too  much.** 


§  15.    Actio  personalis  moritur  cum  persona 

This  maxim  simply  means  that  the  right  of  action  dies 
with  the  person  who  was  a  party  to  the  action,  and  there- 
fore does  not  meet  the  case  of  the  master,  parent,  or  hus- 
band. This  argument  was  disposed  of  by  Hunt,  J.,  in 
Green  v.  Hudson  River  R.  Co.,**  which  was  an  action  by 
the  husband  for  the  killing  of  his  wife.  "That  principle,  in 
my  judgment,"  he  says,  "does  not  touch  the  present  class 
of  cases.  In  its  legal  aspect)  the  injury  here  complained  of 
was  done  to  the  plaintiff,  and  not  to  his  deceased  wife. 
The  claim  is  for  compensation  for  injury  to  his  rights,  and 
not  to  hers.  Should  her  executors  bring  their  action  to 
recover  damages  for  the  pain  and  anguish  suffered  by  her 
for  the  cause  alleged,  the  principle  of  actio  personalis  would 
find  its  proper  application.  It  is  not  applicable  to  the  ac- 
tion of  the  present  plaintiff,  in  which  the  party  alleged  to  be 
injured,  and  the  party  inflicting  the  injury,  are  still  in  ex- 
istence."

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§  16.    Public  policy 

This  term  may  be  used  to  express  various  vague  reasons 
which  different  judges  have  urged  in  support  of  the  rule. 
For  example,  Christiancy,  J.,**   says  that  "the  reason  of 
the  rule  is  to  be  found  in  that  natural  and  almost  universal 
repugnance  among  enlightened  nations  to  setting  a  price 
upon  human  life."    And  Storrs,  J.:  **  "It  is  manifestly  not 
one  reason  but  many,  which  lie  at  the  basis  of  the  common- 
law  rule.     Considerations  of  the  most  varied  and  grave 
character  would  present  themselves  to  the  minds  of  any 
court,  even  though  the  matter  should  be  presented  to  them 
as  an  original  question,  to  dissuade  them  from  entertaining 
any  action,  sounding  in  damages,  and  seeking  a  recovery 
on  account  of  the  destruction  of  life.     *     *     *     If  a  suit 
should  be  brought  to  recover  for  the  mental  suffering,  loss 
of  society,  comfort,  support,  and  protection  resulting  from 
the  death  of  another  person,  we  should  see  at  once,  so  in- 
tertwined is  the  web  of  human  affection,  interest,  and  rela- 
tionship, that  the  author  of  his  death,  however  slight  or 
accidental  his  default,  would  be  responsible  in  numberless 
actions  brought  on  behalf  of  wives,  children,  friends,  broth- 
ers, sisters,  and  dependents  of  all  degrees,  to  say  nothing, 
for  the  present,  of  creditors;  and,  for  an  injury  of  such  in- 
calculable extent,  writers  on  jurisprudence,  perhaps  with- 
out strict  accuracy,  have  assigned  the  awful  magnitude  of 
the  wrong  as  the  reason  why  neither  court  nor  jury  have 
ever  been  trusted  by  the  law  with  the  function  of  estimat- 
ing it"

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However  strange  it  may  be  that  the  common  law,  which 
provides  a  remedy  for  the  seduction  of  a  daughter  based 
upon  what  is  in  most  cases  the  legal  fiction  of  a  loss  of 
service,  should  have  denied  a  remedy  for  a  permanent  loss

§  17.    Limitation  of  the  rule 

The  scope  of  the  rule  being  that  no  action  can  be  main- 
tained for  causing  death,  the  rule  does  not  preclude  an  ac- 
tion to  recover  damages  for  loss  of  the  service  of  the  in- 
jured party  during  the  period  between  the  injury  and  the 
death,  although  the  death  resulted  directly  from  the  injury. 
Thus,  in  Baker  v.  Bolton,  Lord  Ellenborough  told  the  jury 
that  they  could  take  into  consideration  the  loss  of  the  wife's 
society,  and  the  distress  of  mind  the  plaintiff  had  suffered 
on  her  account,  from  the  time  of  the  accident  until  the  mo- 
ment of  her  dissolution;  and  this  distinction  has  been  fol- 
lowed.*^

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§  18.     Right  of  action  where  death  is  caused  by  breach  of 

contract 

It  has  been  held  in  England  that,  where  death  is  caused 
by  the  breach  of  a  carrier's  implied  contract  for  safe  car- 
riage, the  executor  or  administrator,  although  he  could  not 
sue  in  tort,  may  sue  in  contract,  and  recov-er  damages  suf- 
fered by  the  decedent's  estate.  The  first  authority  to  this 
effect  is  a  dictum  in  Knights  v.  Quarks*®  (1820),  which 
was  cited  with  approval  in  Alton  v.  Midland  Ry.  Co.***     In 
Potter  V.  Metropolitan  District  Ry.  Co.*^  it  was  held  that 
the  right  of  a  husband  to  sue  for  loss  in  respect  to  injuries 
suffered  by  his  wife,  who  had  been  injured  while  a  passen- 
ger, by    the   defendant's  negligence,   being   founded  on  a 
breach    of   contract,   survived   to   his   administratrix.     In 
Bradshaw  v.  Lancashire  &  Y.  Ry.  Co.*^  (1875),  where  a  pas- 
senger on  a  train  was  injured,  and,  after  an  interval,  died 
in  consequence,  it  was  held  that  his  executrix  might,  in  an 
action  for  breach  of  contract,  recover  the  damages  to  his 
personal  estate  arising  in  his  lifetime  from  medical  expens- 
es, and  loss  occasioned  by  his  inability  to  attend  to  busi- 
ness.   Grove,  J.,  remarks  that  up  to  Potter  y.  Metropolitan 
District  Ry.  Co.  no  action  of  this  kind  appears  ever  to  have 
been  brought,  but  that  the  case  is  indistinguishable,  and 
that  they  are  bound  by  it.    Bradshaw  v.  Lancashire  &  Y. 
Ry.  Co.  was  followed  in  Leggott  v.  Great  Northern  Ry. 
Co.**  (1876),  in  which  the  queen's  bench  held  on  demurrer

In  the  recent  case  of  Jackson  v.  Watson  &  Sons,'*  which 
was  an  action  for  breach  of  a  warranty  that  tinned  salmon 
sold  by  the  defendants  to  the  plaintiff  was  fit  for  consump- 
tion as  human  food,  the  plaintiff  claimed  damages  on  the 
ground,  among  other  grounds,  that  his  wife,  having  par- 
taken of  the  salmon,  had  died  in  consequence,  and  that,  she 
having  performed  services  for  him  in  his  household,  he  was 
under  the  necessity  of  hiring  some  one  else  to  perform  such 
services.  The  jury  having  found  for  the  plaintiff  and 
awarded  £200.  in  respect  of  such  damages,  it  was  held  that, 
the  death  not  forming  an  essential  part  of  the  cause  of  ac- 
tion, but  only  an  element  in  ascertaining  the  damages 
arising  therefrom,  there  was  no  rule  of  law  which  pre- 
vented their  recovery.  "On  the  whole,"  said  Vaughan  Wil- 
liams, L.  J.,  "I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  this  ex- 
ception from  the  general  principle  on  which  damages  are 
based  [i.  e.,  the  'anomalous  exception'  dealt  with  by  Bram- 
well,  B.,  in  his  dissenting  opinion  in  Osbom  v.  Gillett] 
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recovered  by  his  administratrix  under  Lord  Campbell's  act  was  no 
bar  to  a  subsequent  action  by  the  administratrix  to  recover  damages 
from  the  same  cause  to  his  i)er8onal  property.

The  right  of  the  personal  representative  to  maintain  an 
action  for  a  breach  of  the  contract  of  carriage,  resulting  in 
the  death  of  his  intestate,  was  sustained  without  discussion 
by  Blatchford,  J.,  in  The  City  of  Brussels,**  and  in  Ken- 
tucky in  Winnegar's  Adm'r  v.  Central  Pass.  Ry.  Co.*'  In 
New  Hampshire  it  has  been  held  that  an  action  founded 
upon  contract  cannot  be  maintained  against  the  personal 
representative  of  a  deceased  surgeon  to  recover  damages 
arising  from  his  unskillful  treatment  of  the  plaintiff,  the 
court  declaring  that,  when  the  breach  of  contract  results 
in  an  injury  purely  personal,  an  exception  arises  to  the  gen- 
eral rule  that  actions  ex  contractu  survive.*^  So  in  New 
York,  where  the  plaintiff  placed  his  insane  wife  as  a  pa- 
tient in  the  hospital  of  the  defendant,  which  contracted  to 
keep  a  constant  and  careful  guard  over  her,  but  negligently 
failed  to  do  so,  and  in  the  absence  of  an  attendant  she 
jumped  from  a  window  and  was  killed,  and  the  plaintiff 
brought  action  to  recover  damages  for  loss  of  her  society 
and  services  resulting  from  the  death,  by  reason  of  the

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defendant's  breach  of  contract,  it  was  held  that  the  action 
for  such  breach  was  ex  delicto,  and  not  ex  contractu,  and 
that  since  the  cause  of  action  did  not  fall  within  the  statute, 
and  no  action  for  death  lay  at  common  law,  no  cause  of  ac- 
tion was  stated.  The  complaint  alleged  that  the  death  was 
the  direct  result  of  the  negligence  and  careless  omission  of 
the  defendant  to  keep  a  constant,  careful,  and  continuous 
guard,  and  that  as  a  direct  result  of  its  negligent  omission 
so  to  do  the  plaintiff  lost  his  wife.  "This,"  said  the  court, 
"is  to  allege  *a  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default  by  which 
the  decedent's  death  was  caused,'  within  the  precise  lan- 
guage of  the  statute.  And  the  statute  seems  to  give  the 
cause  of  action,  and  to  fix  its  limitations.  There  seems  to 
be  no  difference  between  the  negligent  breach  of  this  con- 
tract, as  alleged,  and  the  negligent  breach  of  the  contract 
of  a  common  carrier  to  safely  transport  the  passenger.  In 
each  case  there  is  a  contract,  and  in  each  case  there  is  a 
tort.  But  the  action  for  such  a  breach  is  ex  delicto,  and  not 
ex  contractu.  *  *  *  The  learned  counsel  for  the  appel- 
lant, with  great  frankness,  stated  upon  the  argument  that 
he  desired  no  decision  upon  a  technical  point,  that  he  might 
be  entitled  to  nominal  damages,  or  to  a  recovery  of  the 
consideration  paid,  but  contended  for  the  broad  proposition 
that  for  the  alleged  breach  of  this  contract  causing  his 
wife's  death,  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  recover  for  the  value 
of  her  society  and  services.  But  the  contract  was  to  keep 
a  constant  watch  and  guard.  It  was  not  to  prevent  the 
unfortunate  patient  from  committing  suicide.  Nor  could  it 
fairly  be  held  to  be  within  the  reasonable  intendment  of 
this  contract  that  the  hospital  agreed  to  pay  to  the  husband 
the  value  of  his  wife's  life  to  him  in  case  she  did  commit 
suicide.  There  has  been  no  case  cited  to  us,  nor  have  we 
been  able  to  find  one,  which  allows  a  recovery  upon  such  a 
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complaint  or  such  a  state  of  facts.  Nor  can  we  see  any 
reason  w^hy  there  should  be  any  difference  in  the  rule  where 
the  tortious  act  which  caused  death  is  alleged  to  be  a 
breach  of  an  express  contract  than  where  it  is  alleged  to 
be  a  breach  of  an  implied  contract,  or  where  no  contractual 
relation  at  all  existed.  It  is  settled  by  innumerable  cases 
that  the  right  to  recover  for  the  death  of  a  human  being  is 
a  right  solely  given  by  statute,  and,  as  the  plaintiff  comes 
not  within  the  statute,  the  judgment  should  be  affirmed, 
with  costs."  **

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§  19.    Lord  Campbell's  act 

Lord  Campbeirs  act  was  passed  in  1846,  and  beginning 
with  New  York,  whose  act  was  passed  in  1847,  all  the 
states  and  territories  of  the  United  States  have  followed 
the  example  of  England,  and  have  granted  a  remedy  to  the 
families  of  persons  killed  by  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  de- 
fault.   Similar  statutes  have  also  been  enacted  in  Canada. 

§  20.    Scope  of  Lord  Campbell's  act 

The  scope  of  Lord  Campbell's  act  is  indicated  by  its  ti- 
tle, viz. :  "An  act  for  compensating  the  families  of  persons 
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killed  by  accidents."  The  preamble  recites :  "Whereas,  no 
action  at  law  is  now  maintainable  against  a  person  who, 
by  his  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default,  may  have  caused 
the  death  of  another  person,  and  it  is  often  expedient  and 
right  that  the  wrongdoer  in  such  case  should  be  answer- 
able in  damages  for  the  injury  so  caused  by  him."  The 
title  and  preamble  together  show  the  intention  of  the  fram- 
ers  of  the  act,  namely,  to  make  an  exception  to  the  com- 
mon-law rule,  by  creating  a  new  right  of  action  in  favor  of 
the  family  of  the  deceased. 


§  21.    Provisions  of  the  act 

The  act  provides  as  follows:  (1)  That  whensoever  the 
death  of  a  person  shall  be  caused  by  wrongful  act,  neglect, 
or  default,  such  as  would,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  have 
entitled  the  party  injured  to  maintain  an  action  and  recover 
damages  in  respect  thereof,  then  the  person  who  would 
have  been  liable  if  death  had  not  ensued  shall  be  liable  to 
an  action  for  damages,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the 
person  injured ;  and  (2)  although  the  death  shall  have  been 
caused  under  such  circumstances  as  amount  in  law  to  fel- 
ony ;  (3)  that  the  action  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  wife, 
husband,  parent  (which  includes  grandparent  and  steppar- 
ent), and  child  (which  includes  grandchild  and  stepchild); 
(4)  that  the  action  shall  be  brought  by  and  in  the  name 
of  the  executor  or  administrator;  (5)  that  the  jury  may 
give  such  damages  as  they  may  think  proportioned  to 
the  injury  resulting  from  such  death  to  the  parties,  respec- 
tively, for  whom  and  for  whose  benefit  such  action  shall  be 
brought;  (6)  that  the  amount  so  recovered,  after  deducting 
costs  not  recovered  from  the  defendant,  shall  be  divided 
among  the  before-mentioned  parties  in  such  shares  as  the 
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jury  by  their  verdict  shall  find  and  direct;  (7)  that  not 
more  than  one  action  shall  lie  for  and  in  respect  of  the  same 
subject-matter;  (8)  that  every  such  action  shall  be  com- 
menced within  12  calendar  months  after  the  death ;  (9)  that 
the  plaintiff  shall  be  required,  together  with  the  declaration, 
to  deliver  to  the  defendant  or  his  attorney  a  full  particular 
of  the  person  or  persons,  for  whom  and  on  whose  behalf 
such  action  shall  be  brought,  and  of  the  nature  of  the 
claim  in  respect  of  the  damages  sought  to  be  recovered. 

In  1864  the  act  was  amended  as  follows:  (1)  That  if 
there  shall  be  no  executor  or  administrator,  or  if,  there 
being  such  executor  or  administrator,  no  action  shall  with- 
in six  calendar  months  after  the  death  have  been  brought 
by  the  executor  or  administrator,  then  such  action  may  be 
brought  by  all  or  any  of  the  persons  for  whose  benefit  such 
action  would  haye  been  brought,  if  brought  by  the  executor 
or  administrator;  and  (2)  that  the  defendant  may  pay  a 
sum  of  money  into  court  as  compensation  to  all  persons 
entitled,  without  specifying  the  shares  into  which  it  is  to  be 
divided  by  the  jury,  and  if  such  sum  is  not  accepted,  and 
an  issue  is  made  as  to  its  sufficiency,  and  the  jury  shall 
think  it  sufficient,  the  defendant  shall  be  entitled  to  the  ver- 
dict upon  that  issue. 

In  1908  the  act  was  again  amended  by  providing  that  in 
assessing  damages  there  shall  not  be  tak^n  into  account  any 
sum  paid  or  payable  on  the  death  of  the  deceased  under 
any  contract  of  assurance  or  insurance. 

§  22.    Distinguishing  features  of  action 

The  distinguishing  features  of  the  new  action  are  three 
in  number:  (1)  That  it  may  be  maintained  whenever 
death  is  caused  by  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default,  such  as 
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would,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party  in- 
jured to  maintain  an  action;  (2)  that  it  is  for  the  exclusive 
benefit  of  certain  designated  members  of  the  family  of  the 
deceased;  and  (3)  that  the  damages  recoverable  are  such 
as  result  to  the  beneficiaries  from  the  death. 


§  23.    The  act  creates  a  new  cause  of  action 

It  is  manifest  that  the  act  did  not  repeal,  or  create  an  ex- 
ception to,  the  rule  of  "actio  personalis  moritur  cum  per- 
sona," by  providing  for  the  survival  of  the  action  which  the 
party  injured  might  have  maintained;  for,  though  the  ac- 
tion can  be  maintained  only  when  tne  death  is  caused  under 
such  circumstances  as  would  have  entitled  the  party  injur- 
ed to  maintain  an  action,  it  is  not  maintainable  for  the  re- 
covery of  the  damages  resulting  from  the  personal  injury 
to  him,  and  hence,  by  survival,  to  his  estate;  but  is  main- 
tainable only  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  the  pecuniary 
loss  resulting  from  the  death  to  the  surviving  members  of 
his  family.  As  Coleridge,  J.,  said  in  one  of  the  first  cases  ^ 
that  arose  under  the  act:  "This  act  does  not  transfer  this 
right  of  action  to  his  representative,  but  gives  to  his  repre- 
sentative  a  totally  new  right  of  action,  on  different  princi- 
ples." It  must  be  admitted  that  expressions  occur  in  some 
of  the  opinions  to  the  effect  that  the  statute  gives  a  sub- 
stituted, and  not  a  new,  right  of  action ;  *  but,  having  re- 
gard to  the  provisions  of  the  act  in  respect  to  the  persons 
who  are  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  action  and  the  meas-

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ure  of  damages,  sueh  a  position  is  entirely  untenable.*  Said 
Lord  Blackburn,  in  Seward  v.  The  Vera  Cruz :  *  "A  totally 
new  action  is  given  against  the  person  who  would  have 
been  responsible  to  the  deceased  if  the  deceased  had  lived 
— an  action  which  *  *  *  is  new  in  its  species,  new  in  its 
quality,  new  in  its  principle,  in  every  way  new,  and  which 
can  only  be  brought  if  there  is  any  person  answering  the 
description  of  the  widow,  parent,  or  child,  who,  under  such 
circumstances,  suffers  pecuniary  loss." 

§  24.    Statutes  similar  to  Lord  Campbell's  act 

The  states  find  territories,  including  the  District  of  Co- 
lumbia, whicif  have  to-day  upon  their  statute  books  acts 
substantially  similar  to  Lord  Campbell's  act  are  the  follow- 
ing: Alabama,  Arkansas,  California,  Colorado,  Delaware, 
District  of  Columbia,  Florida,  Idahff),  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kan- 
sas, Louisiana,  Maine,  Maryland,  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Mis- 
sissippi, Missouri,  Montana,  Nebraska,  Nevada,  New  Jersey, 
New  Mexico,  New  York,  North  Dakota,  Ohio,  Pennsylva- 
nia, Rhode  Island,  South  Carolina,  South  Dakota,  Texas, 
Utah,  Vermont,  Wisconsin,  and  Wyoming.

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These  various  statutes  differ  greatly  in  the  language  in 
which  they  are  expressed,  both  from  the  English  act  and 
from  each  other,  even  in  respect  to  the  three  features  which 
have  been  called  the  "distinguishing  features"  of  the  ac- 
tion created  by  Lord  Campbell's  act.    For  example,  in  some 
statutes  it  is  not  expressly  provided  that  the  act,  neglect,  or 
default  must  be  such  as  would  have  entitled  the  party  in- 
jured to  maintain  an  action;   in  others  it  is  not  expressly 
provided  that  the  action  is  for  the  benefit  of  particular  mem- 
bers of  the  family;   and  in  others  it  is  not  expressly  pro- 
vided that  the  damages  recoverable  are  such  as  result  from 
the  death.    It  is  believed,  however,  that  in  all  these  statutes 
there  is,  in  effect,  no  substantial  difference  in  these  respects. 
On  the  other  hand,  in  matters  which  are  not  distinguishing 
features  of  the  action   created  by  Lord   Campbell's  act, 
these  statutes  differ  greatly  from  that  act,  and  from  each 
other.    These  differences  are  mainly  in  respect  (1)  to  the 
particular  members  of  the  family  for  whose  benefit  action 
may  be  brought;  (2)  the  persons  in  whose  names  it  may  be 
brought ;  (3)  the  time  within  which  it  may  be  brought ;  (4) 
the  manner  of  distribution ;   and  (5)  in  respect  to  practice. 
They  differ  also  materially  in  their  provisions  concerning 
(6)  the  measure  of  damages ;  some  fixing  one  amount,  some 
another,  and  some  none  at  all,  as  the  limit  of  recovery ;  and 
a  few  providing  for  the  recovery,  also,  of  exemplary  or  puni- 
tive damages,  or  containing  other  peculiar  provisions. 

§  25.    Statutes  giving  damages  resulting  from  the  death  to 

the  estate 

Alaska,  Arizona,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Oregon,  and  Washing- 
ton have  not  been  included  with  the  states  having  statutes 
similar  to  Lord  Campbell's  act,  for  the  reason  that  the  acts

of  these  states,  as  construed  by  the  courts,  provide  for  a 
recovery,  not  for  the  benefit  of  the  family,  but  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  estate.  Moreover,  in  Iowa  the  statute  in  terms 
provides  that  the  right  of  action  of  the  party  injured  shall 
survive. 

North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia  have  not 
been  included,  for  the  reason  that  in  these  states  it  is  held, 
for  different  reasons,  that  the  action  is  maintainable  not- 
withstanding that  there  may  be  in  existence  no  one  of  the 
relatives  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is  primarily  given. 

In  their  other  features,  however,  the  statutes  of  these 
states  substantially  resemble  those  of  the  states  included  in 
the  preceding  group. 

§  26.    Statutes  providing  for  survival  of  right  of  action  of 

party  injured 

Connecticut,  Iowa,  New  Hampshire,  and  Tennessee,  in- 
stead of  in  terms  creating  a  new  right  of  action,  provide 
that  the  right  of  action  of  the  party  injured  shall  survive. 
In  different  ways,  however,  the  statutes  of  these  states  pro- 
vide for  the  recovery  of  damages  resulting  from  the  death, 
and  indirectly  accomplish  nearly  the  same  result  as  do 
those  statutes  which  expressly  create  a  new  cause  of  action. 

In  many  states  in  which  statutes  similar  to  Lord  Camp- 
bell's act  exist,  it  is  now  also  enacted  that  actions  for  inju- 
ries to  the  person  shall  survive. 

§  27.    Georgia 

In  Georgia  the  measure  of  damages  is  arbitrarily  fixed  at 
the  full  value  of  the  life,  without  deducting  the  expenses 
of  the  deceased  had  he  lived. 
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§  28.    Statutes  granting  remedy  by  indictment 

Remedy  by  indictment  also  exists,  with  other  remedies, 
in  Massachusetts,  and  formerly  existed  in  Maine  and  in  New 
Hampshire. 

§  29.    Massachusetts 

In  Massachusetts,  besides  the  remedy  by  indictment,  vari- 
ous actions  may  be  maintained,  in  different  cases,  by  the 
executor  or  administrator,  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  or 
children  or  heirs.  The  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts 
statutes  are  various  and  complicated,  and  are  in  most  re- 
spects totally  unlike  those  of  the  other  states.  They  re- 
quire separate  consideration. 

§  30.    Statutes  granting  additional  remedies 

Many  of  the  states  and  territories  provide  for  still  other 
actions  which  may  be  maintained  in  certain  cases  for  caus- 
ing death.  Thus,  in  Alabama,  California,  Colorado,  Florida, 
Idaho,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Montana,  Oregon,  Utah,  and  Wash- 
ington, a  special  action  may  be  maintained  by  the  parent 
for  the  death  of  a  child.  In  Colorado,  Missouri,  and  New 
Mexico,  if  the  death  is  caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  rail- 
road company  or  common  carrier,  under  certain  circum- 
stances, the  defendant  is  liable  to  a  forfeiture,  to  be  re- 
covered in  a  civil  action.  In  Kentucky  and  Washington,  an 
action  is^iven  where  a  person  is  killed  in  a  duel;  and  in 
Kentucky  another  action  is  given  where  a  person  is  killed 
by  the  careless  use  of  firearms.  In  Illinois,  Missouri,  and 
Pennsylvania,  an  action  may  be  maintained,  in  case  of  loss 
of  life,  by  reason  of  willful  failure  to  comply  with  the  provi- 
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sions  of  acts  regulating  the  operation  of  mines.  These  vari- 
ous provisions  will  be  considered  in  their  proper  connec- 
tion. All  the  statutes  in  force  in  the  United  States,  togeth- 
er with  those  of  England,  are  contained  in  the  appendix. 


§  31.    Constitutionality  of  statutes 

In  some  states  the  right  of  action  for  death  is  secured  or 
regulated  by  constitutional  provisions.  In  New  York  "  and 
Utah  it  is  provided  that  the  right  of  action  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  injuries  resulting  in  death  shall  never  be  abro- 
gated, and  the  amount  recoverable  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  statutory  limitations.  Provisions  somewhat  similar, 
varying  in  some  particulars,  are  found  in  the  constitutions 
of  Arkansas,  Kentucky,  Oklahoma,  Pennsylvania,  Texas 
and  Wyoming.  In  Mississippi  and  Oklahoma  the  constitu- 
tions make  certain  changes  in  the  common  law  of  master 
and  servant  with  reference  to  actions  for  personal  injuries 
and  for  death.  In  most  states,  however,  the  constitutions 
are  silent  upon  the  subject,  and  the  constitutionality  of  the 
various  acts  which  give  a  remedy  in  case  of  death  has  rarely

1062.  **The  right  of 
action  now  existing"  was  originally  conferred  by  statute,  and  has 
been  continued  by  Code  Civ.  Proc.  8  1902.    Held,  that  the  require-

been  questioned.*  Such  an  act  does  not  impair  the  obliga- 
tion of  the  contract  entered  into  between  the  state  and  a 
previously  chartered  corporation,  the  act  imposing  no  new 
duties,  and  simply  giving  a  new  remedy  for  the  breach  of  an 
acknowledged  obligation.^  Even  when  the  act  is  made  to 
apply  exclusively  to  railroad  corporations,  it  is  not  open 
to  exception  on  that  account.*  This  objection  was  consid- 
ered by  the  court  in  passing  upon  the  constitutionality  of 
the-  former  New  Hampshire  act,  which  gave  a  remedy  by 
indictment,  but  solely  against  the  proprietors  of  railroads. 
"This  law,"  says  Bell,  J.,  "applies  to  a  class,  well  defined, 
of  common  carriers,  distinguished  by  the  circumstance  that 
they  use,  in  their  business,  steam  locomotives,  *  *  * 
and  attended  with  risks  peculiar  to  themselves,  and  far  ex- 
ceeding those  of  other  carriers.  The  same  reason  for  this 
provision  does  not  apply  to  any  other  class  of  persons,  and

count." •    And  a  Kentucky  case  has  held  that  a  provision 
which  gave  a  right  of  action  to  the  representatives  of  one 
who  should  lose  his  life  through  the  negligence  of  the  op- 
erators of  a  railroad  was  not  in  violation  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  which 
declares  that  no  state  shall  deny  to  any  person  within  its 
jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws,  and  also  was 
not  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  the  state  bill  of  rights 
which  guarantees  equal  rights  to  all  persons  under  the  law, 
and  the  impartial  administration  of  justice.*®     It  has  also 
been  held  in  Missouri  that  a  provision  which  authorizes  the 
recovery  of  the  fixed  sum  of  $5,000  in  case  of  death  occa- 
sioned by  the  negligence  of  certain  classes  of  carriers  was 
not  in  violation  of  the  same  provision  of  the  fourteenth 
amendment,  in  authorizing  a  judgment  against  such  defend- 
ant as  one  of  a  special  class.    The  same  provision  of  the 
Missouri  statute  was  held  not  to  be  in  violation  of  the 
seventh  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
as  arbitrarily  liquidating  damages  without  a  trial  by  jury 
as  to  the  amount.** 

In  Kentucky  the  act  entitled  "An  act  for  tlie  redress  of 
injuries  arising  from  the  neglect  or  misconduct  of  railroad 
companies  or  others,"  which  gave  a  right  of  action  for  death 
against  railroad  companies  in  case  of  negligence,  and 
against  all  persons  in  case  of  willful  neglect,  was  held  not 
to  be  in  conflict  with  an  article  of  the  constitution  that  no 
law  shall  relate  to  more  than  one  subject,  which  shall  be 
expressed  in  the  title.**

§  31 — 1.    Amendment  or  Repeal  of  Statutes 

Where  a  right  of  action  has  accrued  under  a  statute  giv- 
ing a  remedy  in  case  of  death,  a  constitutional  provision 
against  retroactive  legislation  has  been  held  to  operate  to 
preserve  the  right,  notwithstanding  the  repeal  of  the  stat- 
ute,^* as  well  as  to  exclude  the  persons  entitled  to  such  a 
right  of  action  from  the  benefit  of  an  amendment  authoriz- 
ing the  recovery  of  damages  additional  to  those  previously 
allowed.**  If  a  cause  of  action  has  accrued,  it  is  not  af- 
fected by  a  subsequent  change  in  the  law.**  It  seems,  how- 
is  Sherlock  v.  Ailing,  83  U.  S.  99,  23  L.  Ed.

"All  rights  of  action  for 
the  death  of  a  person,"  said  the  court,  "must  depend  upon 
the  status  as  regards  the  law  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  for 
it  is  then  that  the  remedial  right,  as  against  the  wrongdoer, 
must  exist  and  its  violation  commence,  in  contemplation 
of  the  statute,  in  order  that  the  final  event  terminating  the 
possibility  of  pecuniary  benefits  accruing  to  the  statutory 
beneficiary  by  a  continuance  of  the  life  may  constitute  a 
remedial  wrong."  ^^  On  the  other  hand,  under  a  survival 
statute,  in  New  Hampshire,  it  was  held  that  the  right  of 
the  administrator  to  prosecute  an  action  for  personal  inju- 
ries suffered  by  the  intestate  is  to  be  determined  by  the 
statute  in  force  at  his  death.^*

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§  32.    Liberal  or  strict  construction  of  statutes 

The  cases  contain  many  conflicting  dicta  as  to  whether 
these  statutes  are  to  be  liberally  or  strictly  construed.  On 
the  one  hand,  it  is  said  that  they  are  remedial,  and  should 
consequently  receive  a  liberal  construction ;  ^^  and,  on  the 
other  hand,  it  is  said  that  they  are  in  derogation  of  the 
common  law,  and  should  consequently  receive  a  strict  con- 
struction.*® In  Kentucky  it  has  been  said  that  the  first  sec- 
tion of  the  former  act,  being  entirely  remedial,  should  be 
construed  liberally;  but  that  the  third  section,  which  al- 
lowed punitive  damages,  was  chiefly  penal,  and  should  be 
interpreted  more  strictly.**

§  34.    Peculiar  provisions 

Many  of  the  statutes  in  force  in  the  United  States  contain 
peculiar  provisions  which  cannot  conveniently  be  consid- 
ered in  the  general  treatment  of  the  subjects  to  which  they 
relate.  So  far  as  these  peculiar  provisions  relate  to  the 
circumstances  under  which  an  action  can  be  maintained, 
they  will  be  considered  in  the  present  chapter.  The  stat- 
utes of  some  of  the  newer  states  and  of  the  territories  have 
not  yet  been  construed  by  the  courts,  and  so  far  as  this  is 
the  case  no  discussion  of  these  statutes  will  be  attempted, 
and  the  reader  is  referred  to  the  analytical  table  and  to  the 
appendix  for  information. 

§  35.    Alabama 

Code  1907,  §  2486,^  gives  to  the  personal  representative 
a  right  of  action  for  wrongful  act,  omission,  or  negligence,

death  of  a  minor  child."  For  the  death  of  a  minor  two  ac- 
tions may  be  maintained — one,  under  section  3445,  to  re-

§  40 — 1.    Kansas 

The  statutes  confer  a  right  of  action  for  death,  substan- 
tially like  that  created  by  Lord  Campbell's  act,  and  also 
enact  that,  in  addition  to  the  causes  of  action  which  sur- 
vive at  common  law,  causes  of  action  for  an  injury  to  the 
person  shall  also  survive,  and  that  the  action  may  be

The  widow  of  a 
testator,  whose  death  was  instantaneous  and  caused  by  the  wrong- 
ful act  of  another,  is  entitled  to  receive,  as  sole  beneficiary  of  tes- 
tator's will,  moneys  collected  by  her  as  executrix  as  damages  for 
testator's  wrongful  death,  to  the  exclusion  of  testator's  children.  In 
re  CJook's  Estate,  126  Iowa,  158,  101  N.  W.  747.

§  41.    Kentucky 

(a)  General  death  act 

Const.  §  241,**  adopted  in  1891,  provides:  "Whenever  the 
death  of  a  person  shall  result  from  an  injury  inflicted  by 
negligence  or  wrongful  Act,  then,  in  every  such  case,  dam- 
ages may  be  recovered  for  such  death,  from  the  corpora- 
tions and  persons  so  causing  the  same.  Until  otherwise 
provided  by  law,  the  action  to  recover  such  damages  shall 
in  all  cases  be  prosecuted  by  the  personal  representative  of 
the  deceased  person.  The  general  assembly  may  provide 
how  the  recovery  shall  go  and  to  whom  belong;  and  until 
such  provision  is  made  the  same  shall  form  part  of  the  per- 
sonal estate  of  the  deceased  person."  **  Under  this  provi- 
sion the  legislature  passed  an  act,  now  St.  1909,  §  6,  as 
follows:  "Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  result  from 
an  injury  inflicted  by  negligence  or  wrongful  act,  then  in

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every  such  case,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  such  death 
from  the  persons  or  person,  company  or  companies,  cor- 
poration or  corporations,  their  agents  or  servants  causing 
the  same,**  and  when  the  act  is  willful  or  the  negligence 
is  gross,  punitive  damages  may  be  recovered,  and  the  ac- 
tion to  recover  such  damages  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the 
personal  representative  of  the  deceased.  The  amount  re- 
covered, less  funeral  expenses  and  the  costs  of  administra- 
tion, and  such  costs  about  the  recovery,  including  attor- 
ney's fees  as  are  not  included  in  the  recovery  from  the  de- 
fendant, shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  and  go  to  the  kindred 
of  the  deceased  in  the  following  order,  viz.:  (1)  If  the 
deceased  leaves  a  widow  or  husband,  and  no  children  or 
their  descendants,  then  the  whole  to  such  widow  or  hus- 
band. (2)  If  the  deceased  leaves  either  a  widow  and 
children  or  a  husband  and  children,  then  one-half  to  such 
widow  or  husband  and  the  other  one-half  to  the  children 
of  the  deceased.  (3)  If  the  deceased  leaves  a  child  or  chil- 
dren, but  no  widow  or  husband,  then  the  whole  to  such 
child  or  children.  If  the  deceased  leaves  no  widow,  hus- 
band or  child,  then  such  recovery  shall  pass  to  the  moth- 
er and  father  of  deceased,  one  moiety  each,  if  both  be  liv- 
ing;   if  the  mother  be  dead  and  the  father  be  living,  the

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whole  thereof  shall  pass  to  the  father;  and  if  the  father 
be  dead  and  the  mother  living,  the  whole  thereof  shall  go 
to  the  mother;  and  if  both  father  and  mother  be  dead, 
then  the  whole  of  the  recovery  shall  become  a  part  of  the 
personal  estate  of  the  deceased;  and  after  the  payment  of 
his  debts,  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  pass  to  his  kindred 
more  remote  than  those  above  named,  as  is  directed  by  the 
general  law  on  descent  and  distribution." 

Before  this  constitutional  provision  was  adopted,  the 
words  "wrongful  act"  had  no  place  in  the  statutes  relating 
to  actions  for  death,*^  which  were  unlike  those  to  be 
found  in  any  other  state.  The  adoption  of  the  constitu- 
tional provision  did  not  have  the  effect  of  repealing  the 
prior  legislation,*®  but  the  above  enactment  did  repeal  Gen. 
St.  1888,  c.  57,  §  3,  which  gave  a  remedy  for  the  loss  or 
destruction  of  life  by  "willful  neglect"  and  authorized  the 
recovery  of  punitive  damages  therefor,**  and  no  right  of 
action  for  "willful  neglect"  now  exists.  Under  Gen.  St. 
1888,  c.  57,  §  3,  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  dece-

death  is  caused  by  ordinary  negligence.'^  There  can  be 
no  recovery  against  a  master  for  the  death  of  a  servant 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  a  fellow  servant,  even  if  the 
negligence  be  gross ; "  but  if  the  negligence  be  that  of  a 
.  superior  servant  there  may  be  a  recovery,  even  if  the  neg-

«i  **It  is  claimed  that  the  verdict  was  excessive,  that  the  earning 
capacity  of  a  girl  of  9  years  old  Is  not  so  susceptible  of  proof  that 
Its  value  after  she  might  become  21  can  be  measured,  which  is  to 
say  that,  for  negligently  killing  female  children  there  is  only  a  nom- 
inal liability.  A  girl  9  years  old  has  an  expectation  of  living  39 
years  longer.  Her  expectancy  is  hers,  not  her  father's,  though  her 
services  until  she  is  21  may  belong  to  him.  But  the  jury  do  not 
award  compensation  for  her  labor.  It  is  for  the  destruction  of  her 
power  to  earn  money,  a  power  which  is  hers  alone,  and,  while  it  may 
be  difficult  to  prove,  is  nevertheless  of  certain  and  substantial  value. 
We  cannot  say,  and  who  could,  that  $6,000  was  too  great  a  value, 
or  even  enough.  Certain  it  is,  it  does  not  strike  us  as  being  so  ex- 
cessive as  to  indicate  passion  or  prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  jury, 
or  excessive  at  all."  Louisville  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Kimble's  Adm'x,  140

.§  44.    Massachusetts 

The  provisions  of  the  Massachusetts  statutes  are  various 
and  complicated,  and  in  most  respects  are  unlike  those  of 
the  other  states.  The  earlier  acts  provided  remedies  in 
certain  cases  where  death  was  caused  by  the  negligence  of 
certain  classes  of  corporations  and  common  carriers,  as 
well  as  by  the  negligence  of  counties,  towns,  and  persons 
in  failing  to  maintain  or  repair  highways,  bridges,  and  the 
like,  and  later  acts  provided  a  remedy  where  death  was 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  employers  in  certain  cases.  It 
was  not  until  1897  that  a  remedy  was  provided  against  all

In  addition  to  the  actions  which  survive  by  the  common 
law,  the  following  shall  also  survive:  Actions  *  *  * 
of  tort  for  assault,  battery  and  imprisonment  or  other  dam- 
age to  the  person,"  etc.**  An  executor  or  administrator 
may  maintain  an  action  upon  the  cause  of  action  which  ac- 
crued to  the  party  injured  for  the  recovery  of  the  same 
damages  which  he  might  have  recovered  had  he  lived ;  ** 
but  this  action  cannot  be  maintained  if  the  death  was  in- 
stantaneous.*'^ In  the  absence  of  evidence  of  conscious 
suffering,  or  of  loss  incurred  before  the  death  by  means  of 
the  injury,  the  damages  are  only  nominal.**

Dec.  616,  in  which  case  the  court  said:  "These  statutes  are 
framed  on  different  principles,  and  for  different  ends.  The  English 
statute  gives  damages,  as  such,  and  proportioned  to  the  injury,  to

person,  adopting,  to  this  extent,  the  principle  on  which  It  has  been 
attempted  to  support  the  present  actions.  Our  statute  is  confined 
to  the  death  of  passengers  carried  by  certain  enumerated  modes  of 
conveyance.  A  limited  penalty  is  imposed  as  a  punishment  of  care- 
lessness in  common  carriers ;  and  as  this  penalty  is  to  be  recovered 
by  indictment,  it  is  doubtless  to  be  greater  or  smaller,  within  the 
prescribed  maximum  and  minimum,  according  to  the  degree  of  blame 
which  attaches  to  the  defendants,  and  not  according  to  the  loss  sus- 
tained by  the  widow  and  heirs  of  the  deceased.

circumstances  which  authorize  the  maintenance  of  an  in- 
dictment, and  if  an  employe  of  a  railroad  corporation,  be- 
ing in  the  exercise  of  due  care,  is  killed  under  such  circum- 
stances as  would  have  entitled  him  to  maintain  an  action 
for  damages  against  such  corporation  if  death  had  not  re- 
sulted, the  corporation  shall  be  liable  in  the  same  manner 
and  to  the  same  extent  as  if  the  deceased  had  not  been  an 
employe ;  •*  but  no  executor  or  administrator  shall,  for  the 
same  cause,  avail  himself  of  more  than  one  of  the  remedies 
given.** 

The  executor  or  administrator  may  also  maintain  a  like

The  statutes  give  a  death  act,^^*  substantially  like  Lord 
Campbell's  act,  enacted  in  1848,  and  a  survival  act,"®  which 
provides  that,  "in  addition  to  the  actions  which  survive  by 
the  common  law,  the  following  shall  also  survive;  that 
is  to  say :  *  *  *  actions  of  assault  and  battery,  *  *  * 
for  negligent  injury  to  persons,"  etc.  The  provision  for 
the  survival  of  actions  for  assault  and  battery  has  been 
in  force  since  1838,  and  the  addition  of  actions  for  negli- 
gent injuries  to  the  person  was  made  in  1885.  A  recov- 
ery cannot  be  had  under  both  acts.^^^  At  one  time  the 
court  inclined  to  the  view  that  the  survival  act  applied  only 
where  death  results  from  other  causes  than  the  injury,  and 
that  the  death  act  applied  where  death  results  from  the 
injury,  whether  instantaneous  or  not;  ^*^  but  the  view  that 
has  prevailed  is  that  if  the  death  which  results  from  the  in- 
jury is  instantaneous  the  remedy  is  under  the  death  act, 
while  if  the  death  is  not  instantaneous  the  remedy  is  under 
the  survival  act.^*'  "This  act  [the  death  act]  was  designed 
to  cover  cases  of  instantaneous  death,  where  there  was  no

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plete  remedy,  giving  to  the  next  of  kin  all  of  the  redress 
which  the  deceased  would  have  been  entitled  to,  and  not 
making  it  dependent  upon  or  limited  to  an  amount  of  ac- 
tual contribution  to  his  or  her  support.  It  may  be  said 
that  this  view  left  no  redress  to  the  widow  and  next  of  kin 
for  negligent  homicides  not  instantaneous,  because  such 
did  not  survive  under  section  7397,  How.  Ann.  St.,  and 
would  not  be  covered  by  this  construction  of  section  8313, 
as  originally  passed.  This  is  true,  but  it  does  not  justify 
our  disregarding  a  plain  condition  upon  which  the  right 
of  action  was  made  to  rest,  viz.,  that  the  death  prevents  a 
right  of  action  accruing  to  the  deceased.  Subsequently  this 
omission  was  supplied  by  the  insertion  in  the  survival  act 
of  the  words  'for  negligent  injuries  to  the  person.'  So,  as 
the  law  now  stands,  the  right  of  action  is  readily  deter- 
minable.

Thus  it  was  held  that 
where  the  decedent  survived  the  injury  for  a  moment, 
whether  in  a  conscious  or  unconscious  condition,  the  action 
was  under  the  survival  act,  and  not  under  the  death  act. 
"We  see  no  reason,"  said  the  court,  "for  splitting  hairs  as 
to  what  is  meant  by  instantaneous  death,  though  we  caif 
appreciate  the  difference  between  a  continuing  injury  re- 
sulting in  drowning,  or  death  by  hanging,  throwing  from  a 
housetop,  etc.,  and  one  where  a  person  survives  the  wrong- 
ful act  in  an  injured  condition.

Been  liable,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  and  the  representatives 
of  such  person,  shall  be  liable  for  damages  notwithstanding 
the  death,  whether  instantaneous  or  not;  that  the  action 
may  be  brought  in  name  of  the  widow  for  the  death  of  her 
husband,  and  vice  versa,  of  the  parent  for  the  death  of  a 
child,  and  vice  versa,  of  a  brother  for  the  death  of  brother 
or  of  a  sister,  and  vice  versa,^'^  and  that  all  parties  inter- 
ims Mobile,  J.  &  K.  G.  R.  Go.  v.  Hicks,  91  Miss.

changing  the  amount  recoverable  from  $5,000  to  a  sum  not 
less  than  $2,000  and  not  exceeding  $10,000.  The  section  as 
amended  is  not  a  delegation  to  the  jury  of  the  legislative 
power  of  fixing  penalties,  so  as  to  deprive  one  liable  there- 
under of  his  property  without  due  process  of  law,  in  vio- 
lation of  the  constitution.^**  The  statute  is  remedial  as 
well  as  penal.^*" 

Under  this  section  in  its  original  form  it  was  once  held 
that  "any  person,"  as  used  in  the  first  branch  of  the  sec- 
tion, included  fellow  servants  of  a  servant  whose  negli- 

tbe  representatiye  of  a  deceased  passenger  against  an  "owner"  of 
the  road  as  contradistinguished  from  the  corporation  having  charge 
of  it.

IBS  In  an  action  for  the  death  of  one  killed  while  driving  over  a 
railroad  crossing,  the  court  instructed  the  Jury  that  if  they  found  for 
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The  Colorado  ***  and  New  Mexico  *'*  statutes  are  in 
most  respects  substantial  copies  of  the  Missouri  statute. 
In  Colorado  it  was  held,  following  Missouri,  that  "any  per-

The  railroad  act  is  a  survival  act,  and  not  a  death  act, 
and  no  action  can  be  prosecuted  under  it  if  the  death  was 
instantaneous.**'*  So,  also,  the  miners'  act  is  a  survival  act, 
and  the  damages  are  for  the  injuries  sustained  by  the  de- 
cedent at  the  time  of  death,  as  distinguished  from  the  dam- 
ages suffered  by  him  or  his  estate  by  reason  of  the  death.*'®

In  Illinois,*®*  Indiana,*®*  Missouri,*®*  and  Pennsylva- 
nia *®*  there  exist  special  acts  for  the  protection  of  the  life 
and  safety  of  persons  employed  in  coal  mines.  The  Illi- 
nois act  gives  a  right  of  action,  in  cases  of  loss  of  life  by 
reason  of  willful  violation  of  the  act,  or  of  willful  failure 
to  comply  with  its  provisions,  in  favor  of  the  widow  and 
next  of  kin  of  the  person  so  killed,  and  other  persons  de- 
pendent *®*  upon  him,  for  a  recovery  of  damages  for  the  in^ 
juries  sustained  by  reason  of  such  loss  of  life,  not  to  exceed 
$10,000.  The  acts  of  Indiana,  Missouri,  and  Pennsylvania 
are  in  their  principal  features  the  same.  In  order  to  ren- 
der the  defendant  liable  under  the  Illinois  act,  the  failure 
must  be  willful,*®^  and  the  safeguard  omitted  must  have 
been  such  that  it  would  have  prevented  the  fatal  result;  *®® 
but,  if  it  would  have  prevented  such  result,  it  is  immaterial 
that  the  occasion  for  the  safeguard  arose  from  a  purely  ac- 
cidental cause.*®*  There  can  be  no  recovery  unless  the 
party  injured  could  have  maintained  an  action  if  death  had 
not  ensued.**®    The  action  is  properly  brought  by  the  wid-

employes,  or  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  insufficiency  due 
to  its  negligence  in  its  cars,  engines,  appliances,  machinery, 
track,  roadbed,  ways,  or  works ;  that  in  actions  so  brought 
the  contributory  negligence  of  the  employe  shall  not  bar  a 
recovery,  where  his  contributory  negligence  was  slight  and 
that  of  the  employer  was  gross  in  comparison,  but  the  dam- 
ages shall  be  diminished  by  the  jury  in  proportion  to  the 
amount  of  negligence  attributable  to  such  employe,  ques- 
tions of  negligence  and  contributory  negligence  being  for 
the  jury;  that  no  contract  of  employment,  and  no  insur- 
ance, relief  benefit,  or  indemnity,  or  acceptance  of  the  same 
by  the  person  entitled,  shall  be  a  bar  or  defense,  etc. ;  that 
no  action  shall  be  maintained  unless  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  time  the  cause  of  action  accrued,  etc. 

In  Employers'  Liability  Cases  ^*'  it  was  held  by  the  Su-i 
preme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  while  Congress  may 
prescribe,  as  between  an  interstate  carrier  and  such  of  its 
employes  as  are  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  that  the 
carrier  shall  be  liable  for  the  death  or  injury  of  any  such 
employe  while  so  engaged  which  may  result  from  the  neg- 
ligence of  a  fellow  servant,  a  regulation  of  intrastate  as 
well  as  of  interstate  commerce,  and  therefore  one  beyond 
the  power  of  Congress  to  enact,  is  made  by  the  provision 
that  "every  common  carrier  engaged  in  trade  or  commerce'* 
in  the  District  of  Columbia  or  in  the  territories  or  between

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the  several  states  shall  be  liable  for  the  death  or  injury 
of  "any  of  its  employes"  which  may  result  from  the  neg- 
ligence of  "any  of  its  officers,  agents,  or  employes,"  and  that 
the  invalidity  of  the  provision  as  applied  to  intrastate  com- 
merce invalidates  the  provision  as  applied  to  interstate  com- 
merce. In  El  Paso  &  N.  R.  Co.  v.  Gutierrez,***  it;  was  held 
that  Congress  had  power  to  enact  so  much  of  the  act  as 
provides  that  every  common  carrier  engaged  in  trade  or

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Congress  under  the  commerce  clause  to  regulate  the  liabil- 
ity of  an  interstate  railway  carrier  for  the  death  or  injury 
of  an  employe  engaged  in  interstate  commerce,  which  may 
result  from  the  negligence  of  a  fellow  servant,  is  not  ex- 
ceeded, although  the  act  embraces  instances  where  the  caus- 
al negligence  is  that  of  an  employe  engaged  in  intrastate 
commerce;  that  the  laws  of  the  several  states,  in  so  far  as 
they  cover  the  field,  were  superseded  by  the  act;  that  the 
enforcement  of  rights  under  the  act  cannot  be  regarded  as 
impliedly  restricted  to  the  federal  courts;  and  that  juris- 
diction of  ah  action  to  enforce  the  rights  arising  under  the 
act  may  not  be  declined  by  the  courts  of  a  state  whose  ordi- 
nary jurisdiction  as  prescribed  by  local  laws  is  adequate  to 
the  occasion.  Referring  to  the  prior  act,  the  court  said: 
"The  present  act,  unlike  the  one  condemned  in  Employers' 
Liability  Cases  (Howard  v.  Illinois  C.  R.  Co.,  207  U.  S.  463, 
28  Sup.  Ct.  141,  52  L.  Ed.  297),  deals  only  with  the  liability 
of  a  carrier  engaged  in  interstate  commerce  for  injuries  sus- 
tained by  its  employes  while  engaged  in  such  commerce. 
And  this  being  so,  it  is  not  a  valid  objection  that  the  act 
embraces  instances  where  the  causal  negligence  is  that  of 
an  employe  engaged  in  intrastate  commerce ;  for  such  neg- 
ligence, when  operating  injuriously  upon  an  employe  en- 
gaged in  interstate  commerce,  has  the  same  effect  upon 
that  commerce  as  if  the  negligent  employe  were  also  en- 
gaged therein/*

§  60.    When  action  lies 

In  order  that  a  cause  of  action  under  Lord  Campbell's  act 
and  similar  statutes  shall  exist,  it  is  necessary  that  the  fol- 
lowing circumstances  concur:  (1)  That  the  death  shall 
have  been  caused  by  such  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default 
of  the  defendant  that  an  action  might  have  been  maintained 
therefor  by  the  party  injured  if  death  had  not  ensued ;  (2) 
that  there  be  in  existence  some  one  of  the  persons  for  whose 
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benefit  the  action  may  be  brought ;  (3)  that  there  be  in  ex- 
istence a  proper  party  plaintiff — that  is,  that  an  executor  or 
administrator  shall  have  been  appointed — unless  the  stat- 
ute authorizes  the  action  to  be  brought  directly  by  the  ben- 
eficiaries; (4)  that  the  time  within  which  the  action  must 
be  brought  has  not  elapsed ;  and,  (5)  according  to  some  au- 
thorities, that  the  beneficiaries,  or  some  one  of  them,  shall 
have  suffered  pecuniary  loss  by  reason  of  the  death. 
Whether,  if  no  pecuniary  loss  has  been  sustained,  the  ac- 
tion may  be  maintained  for  nominal  damages,  is  a  question 
upon  which  there  is  a  conflict  of  authority,  and  which  will 
be  discussed  later. 


§  61.    The  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default 

Lord  Campbell's  act  provides  that  whenever  the  death  of 
any  person  is  caused  by  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default, 
and  the  act,  neglect,  or  default  is  such  as  would,  if  death 
had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party  injured  to  maintain 
an  action  and  recover  damages  in  respect  thereof,  then,  and 
in  every  such  case,  the  person  who  would  have  been  liable 
if  death  had  not  ensued  shall  be  liable  notwithstanding  the 
death. 

This  language  has  been  followed  in  nearly  all  the  Ameri- 
can acts,  except  those  which  in  terms  provide  for  the  sur- 
vival of  the  action  of  the  party  injured,  although  some  of 
the  acts  do  not  expressly  provide  that  the  act,  neglect,  or 
default  must  be  such  as  would  have  entitled  the  party  in- 
jured to  maintain  an  action.  Differences  occur,  however, 
in  the  description  of  the  act  or  default.  For  example,  the 
language  used  in  Alabama  is  "wrongful  act,  omission,  or 
negligence;"  in  Texas,  "wrongful  act,  negligence,  unskill- 
fulness,  or  default;"   in  California,  Idaho,  Montana,  Utah, 
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and  Washington  "wrongful  act  or  neglect;"  in  Arizona, 
"wrongful  act  or  default;"  in  Delaware  and  Pennsylvania, 
"unlawful  violence  and  negligence;"  in  Florida,  "wrong- 
ful act,  negligence,  or  carelessness;"  in  Indiana,  Kansas, 
Minnesota,  Oklahoma,  Oregon,  and  Washington,  "wrong- 
ful act  or  omission;"  in  Mississippi,  "wrongful  or  negli- 
gent act  or  omission;"  in  Tennessee,  "wrongful  act,  omis- 
sion, or  killing."  In  Georgia  action  lies  in  case  of  "homi- 
cide," which  is  made  to  include  all  cases  where  death  re- 
sults from  a  crime,  or  from  criminal  or  other  negligence. 

§  62.    **Wrongfur 

The  word  "wrongful"  requires  little  comment.  To  be 
"wrongful,"  an  act  need  not  be  intentional.^  Whether  an 
act  is  wrongful  depends  upon  the  duty  or  obligation  which 
the  defendant  owed  to  the  party  injured.  As  was  observed 
in  a  Minnesota  case:  *  "In  the  case  at  bar,  any  act  or  omis- 
sion violative  of  the  obligations  which  the  appellants  as 
common  carriers  of  passengers  assumed  towards  the  intes- 
tate would  be  a  'wrongful  act  or  omission,'  within  the 
meaning  of  the  statute.  The  word  'wrongful'  in  the  stat- 
ute is  not  used  in  the  sense  of  'willful'  or  'malicious.' "  So 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States :  "The  statute  does

'Neglect'  stands  in  the  same  category  with  'wrongful  act.' 
It  implies  some  omission  of  duty."  • 


§  63.    Act  or  neglect  must  be  such  that  party  injured 

might  have  maintained  action 

An  essential  limitation  upon  the  words  "wrongful  act, 
neglect,  or  default"  is  created  by  the  provision  that  they 
must  be  such  as  would  have  entitled  the  party  injured  to 
maintain  an  action  therefor.  This  provision  makes  it  a  con- 
dition to  the  maintenance  of  the  statutory  action  that  an 
action  might  have  been  maintained  by  the  party  injured  for 
the  bodily  injury.*  The  condition  has  reference,  of  course, 
not  to  the  loss  or  injury  sustained  by  him,  but  to  the  cir- 
cumstances under  which  the  bodily  injury  arose,  and  to 
the  nature  of  the  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default ;  •  and,

A  preliminary  question  arises,  therefore,  in  every  action 
for  death,  namely,  was  the  act,  neglect,  or  default  com- 
plained of  such  that  if  it  had  simply  caused  bodily  injury, 
without  causing  death,  the  party  injured  might  have  main- 
tained an  action  ? 

§  64.    Intentional  killing 

Where  the  death  results,  not  from  mere  negligence,  but 
from  intentional  violence,  the  question  whether  the  wrong- 
ful act  was  such  that  the  party  injured  might  have  main- 
tained an  action  if  death  had  not  ensued  will  of  course  de- 
pend upon  whether  the  defendant  had  any  excuse  or  jus- 
tification.'' This  question,  being  the  same  as  that  which 
arises  in  actions  for  trespass  to  the  person  not  resulting  in 
death,  requires  no  extended  examination  here.    The  law

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of  self-defense  is  the  same  as  in  a  criminal  prosecution,  with 
the  exception^  it  has  been  said,  of  the  rule  of  evidence, 
which  in  a  criminal  cause  gives  the  defendant  the  benefit 
of  a  reasonable  doubt.®  It  has  been  held  that  the  plea  of 
self-defense  does  not  cause  the  burden  to  shift.®  But  the 
better  rule  appears  to  be  that  the  burden  of  proof  is  on 
the  plaintiff,  as  in  other  cases,  to  establish  his  case,  and  as 
a  part  of  it  to  show  prima  facie  that  the  killing  was  wrong- 
ful, and  that  when  he  has  done  so  the  burden  of  proof  is  on 
the  defendant  to  show  justification  or  excuse.^®  Contrib- 
utory negligence  on  the  part  of  the  deceased,  when  the  ac- 
tion is  founded  on  intentional  violence,  is,  of  course,  no  de-

§  65.    Death  caused  by  negligence 

Where  the  death  results  from  negligence,  the  question 
whether  the  negligence  was  such  that  the  party  injured 
might  have  maintained  an  action  will  depend  primarily  up- 
on the  relation  borne  by  the  defendant  to  the  party  injured, 
as  determining  whether  the  neglect  was  in  respect  to  any 
duty  owed  by  the  former  to  the  latter.  According  to  the 
circumstances  of  the  particular  case,  the  answer  may  de- 
pend upon  the  law  of  master  and  servant,**  of  passenger

In  an  action  by  E.'s  administratrix  to  recover  for  the 
drowning  of  E.  by  a  collision  with  the  defendant's  steam  tug,  there 
was  evidence  that  at  the  time  of  the  accident  E.  and  her  husband, 
J.,  were  crossing  BufTalo  river  in  a  small  scow  which  J.  was  sculling ; 
that  J.  was  blind  but  able-bodied,  and  familiar  with  the  management 
of  such  boats ;  that  the  night  was  so  light  that  the  scow  could  be 
seen  100  feet  distant,  and  there  was  a  lighted  lantern  in  it;  that 
J.  called  out,  but  the  tug  did  not  slacken  speed,  and  that  the  tug 
w^uld  not  have  collided  if  it  had  kept  straight  on  without  sheering 
towards  the  scow.  There  was  no  proof  that  the  board  of  supervising 
inspectors  had  prescribed  the  manner  of  showing  a  light  on  the 
scow  and  similar  craft.  Held,  that  the  evidence  warranted  a  find- 
ing of  negligence  on  the  part  of  the  defendant's  employes.  Harris 
V.  Uebelhoer,  75  N.  Y.  169.  The  court  properly  refused  to  instruct 
that  if  defendant's  servant  left  the  team  beside  the  highway,  and, 
while  he  was  getting  a  drink  of  water  at  a  well  at  a  distance  of 
only  10  or  12  feet  away,  the  team  ran  away,  causing  decedent's 
death,  that  fact  alone  was  not  such  negligence  as  would  make  de- 
fendant liable,  as  it  ignored  other  facts,  besides  taking  the  question 
of  negligence  from  the  Jury.  Hudson  v.  Houser,  123  Ind.  300,  24 
N.  E.  243.  Defendants,  who  were  the  board  of  health  of  a  city,  re- 
moved the  deceased,  who  was  ill  with  smallpox.  Held  that,  if  they 
failed  to  exercise  the  care  which  the  circumstances  demanded,  they 
were  liable  in  an  action  for  wrongful  death,  though  they  acted  under 
a  city  ordinance.

to  write  a  complete  treatise  upon  the  law  relating  to  per- 
sonal injuries.  The  answer  to  that  question  is  outside  the 
scope  of  this  book. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  law  of  master  and 
servant,  with  respect  to  the  rules  governing  contributory 
negligence,  the  fellow  servant  rule,  the  assumption  of  the 
risks  of  the  employment,  and  kindred  matters,  has  been 
changed  by  employers'  liability  acts  in  many  states,  and 
that  these  changes  modify  the  law  applicable  to  actions  for 
death  as  well  as  to  actions  brought  by  the  injured  em- 
ploye. No  general  discussion  of  the  various  employers*  lia- 
bility acts  will  be  attempted,  but  many  of  them  are  referred 
to  in  the  paragraphs  which  treat  of  the  peculiar  statutes  of 
the  various  states. 

§  66.    Contributory  negligence  of  deceased 

As  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  party  injured  is  in 
general  a  defense  in  an  action  by  him,  founded  upon  neg- 
ligence, for  the  personal  injury,  it  follows  that  his  contrib- 
utory negligence  is  to  the  same  extent  a  defense  in  the  stat- 
utory action.*'

The  rule  applies  in  an  action  by  a  parent  for 
the  death  of  a  minor  ehUd,  although  the  latter  was  employed  by 
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The  defense  of  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  party 
injured  applies  not  only  under  statutes  which  expressly 
provide  that  an  action  for  death  may  be  maintained  when- 
ever the  party  injured  might  have  maintained  an  action, 
but  also  under  statutes  which  do  not  contain  this  express 
provision ;  -®  and  of  course  it  applies  under  statutes  which 
in  terms  provide  for  a  survival  of  the  original  cause  of  ac- 
tion.^^  So,  in  jurisdictions  where  the  rule  of  contributory 
negligence  is  modified  by  the  rule  of  comparative  negli- 
gence, the  mociification  applies  as  much  in  actions  by  the 

party  injured  as  in  the  statutory  action.**     In  Kentucky,

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by  "willful  neglect,"  contributory  negligence  was  no  de- 
fense.^* 

The  rule  differs  in  different  jurisdictions,  in  actions  for 
personal  injuries  and  consequently  in  actions  for  causing 
death,  in  respect  to  the  burden  of  proof;  in  some  jurisdic- 
tions the  burden  of  showing  that  the  plaintiff  or  the  dece- 
dent was  in  the  exercise  of  due  care  being  upon  the  plain- 
tiff, and  in  some  jurisdictions  the  burden  of  proving  con- 
tributory negligence  being  upon  the  defendant.  In  some 
states  the  general  practice  is  regulated  by  statute.  A  con- 
sideration of  the  varying  rules  is  beyond  the  scope  of  this 
book.  The  rule  in  respect  to  contributory  negligence  is  al- 
so affected  by  the  peculiar  provisions  of  the  death  acts  of 
some  of  the  states,  as  well  as  by  many  of  the  employers' 
liability  acts.  Thus  the  federal  employers'  liability  act,  ap- 
plicable to  common  carriers  by  railroads,  provides  that  the 
fact  that  the  employe  may  have  been  guilty  of  contributory 
negligence  shall  not  bar  a  recovery,  but  the  damages  shall 
be  diminished  by  the  jury  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of 
negligence  attributable  to  the  employe.** 

§  66 — 1.    Deceased's  violation  of  law  as  contributory  cause 

Since  it  is  a  defense  in  an  action  for  personal  injuries 
that  the  plaintiff's  violation  of  law  contributed  directly  and 
proximately  to  cause  the  injury,  it  follows  that  the  same 
defense  is  open  in  the  statutory  action  for  death.  Thus  it 
was  held  that  damages  are  not  recoverable  for  the  death  of 
a  boy  under  15  years  of  age,  who  was  killed  through  the 
negligence  of  his  employer  while  operating  a  passenger 
elevator  running  at  a  speed  of  more  than  100  feet  a  minute, 
in  violation  of  a  statute  providing  that  such  elevators  shall

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be  operated  only  by  competent  persons  not  less  than  18 
years  of  age,  and  making  its  violation  "by  operating  or 
causing  an  elevator  to  be  operated"  contrary  to  its  pro- 
visions a  penal  offense.*^  "The  illegal  act  of  the  plaintiff's 
intestate,"  said  the  court,  "was  the  operation  of  the  ele- 
vator. His  injury  occurred  'while  he  was  engaged  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties  *  *  *  in  running  and  oper- 
ating the  said  elevator/  The  plaintiff's  case  stands  like 
that  of  a  street  car  conductor,  who,  while  running  a  car  on 
Sunday,  was  struck  by  a  passing  car  negligently  operated. 
Day  V.  Highland  Street  Railway,  135  Mass.  113,  44  Am. 
Rep.  447."  Here  the  holding  of  the  court  rested  upon  the 
ground  that  the  illegal  act  of  the  boy  in  operating  the  ele- 
vator contributed  to  the  accident.  On  the  other  hand,  in 
Kansas,  in  an  action  by  a  father  for  the  negligent  death  of 
his  son  while  employed  in  a  factory,  it  was  held  that  the 
fact  that  the  father  consented  to  such  employment  was  not 
a  bar  to  a  recovery,  notwithstanding  that  it  was  his  duty 
under  the  statute  to  have  his  son  at  school.**  "The  de- 
fendant maintains  that  the  plaintiff  was  guilty  of  contribu- 
tory negligence,"  said  the  court,  "in  that  he  consented  to 
his  son's  employment  in  the  factory,  thereby  violating  the 
statute  requiring  parents  of  children  between  8  and  IS 
years  of  age  to  send  them  to  school.  The  connection  is 
too  remote.  The  fact  that  the  deceased  was  not  at  school 
was  not  the  proximate  cause  of  his  injury.  It,  at  most, 
merely  produced  a  condition  that  made  the  accident  possi- 
ble. The  defendant's  argument  is  substantially  the  same 
as  that  upon  which  a  few  courts  have  held  that  a  passenger 
traveling  upon  Sunday  in  violation  of  the  law  cannot  re- 
st MaUoy  y.

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cover  for  an  injury  resulting  from  the  negligence  of  the 
carrier.  That  argument  has  already  been  repudiated  in  this 
state  (Kansas  City  v.  Orr,  62  Kan.  61,  66,  61  Pac.  61,  50 
L.  R.  A.  783),  as  well  as  in  most  others  where  it  has  been 
considered.  The  plaintiff's  consent  to  his  son's  employ- 
ment did  not  involve  the  assumption  of  any  risk  resulting 
from  the  company's  negligence."  While  the  principle  that 
should  govern  such  cases  is  conceded,  there  is  much  con- 
flict in  its  application.  "No  case  has  been  brought  to  our 
attention,  and  upon  careful  investigation  we  have  found 
none,  in  which  a  plaintiif ,  whose  violation  of  law  contributed 
directly  and  proximately  to  cause  him  an  injury,  has  been 
permitted  to  recover  for  it ;  and  the  decisions  are  numer- 
ous to  the  contrary.  *  *  *  While  this  principle  is  uni- 
versally recognized,  there  is  great  practical  difficulty  in 
applying  it.  The  best  minds  often  differ  upon  the  question 
whether,  in  a  given  case,  illegal  conduct  of  a  plaintiff  was 
a  direct  and  proximate  cause  contributing,  with  others,  to 
his  injury,  or  was  a  mere  condition  of  it;  or,  to  state  the 
question  in  another  way,  appropriate  to  the  reason  of  the 
rule,  whether  or  not  his  own  illegal  act  is  an  essential  ele- 
ment of  his  case  as  disclosed  upon  all  the  evidence.  Upon 
this  point  it  is  not  easy  to  reconcile  the  cases."  ••  A  con- 
sideration of  the  questions  involved,  which  are  not  peculiar 
to  actions  for  death,  is  outside  the  scope  of  this  book* 

§  67.    Imputed  negligence . 

It  follows  also  from  what  has  been  said  that,  wherever 
the  negligence  of  a  third  person  would  be  imputed  to  the 
plaintiff  in  an  action  for  personal  injury,  it  will  be  equally

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imputed  to  the  deceased  in  an  action  for  his  death.  Indeed, 
the  famous  case  of  Thorogood  v.  Bryan,**  which  estab- 
lished the  rule  that  the  negligence  of  the  carrier,  contribut- 
ing, with  the  negligence  of  a  third  person,  to  the  injury  of 
a  passenger,  will  be  imputed  to  the  latter,  was  an  action 
under  Lord  Campbell's  act;  and  although  Thorogood  v. 
Bryan  has  been  overruled  in  England,'*  and  generally  re- 
pudiated in  the  United  States,**  the  rule  of  that  case,  in 
jurisdictions  where  it  applies  at  all,  applies  to  actions  for 
death." 

§  68.    Imputed  negligence  in  action  for  death  of  child 

The  question  of  imputed  negligence  arises  most  frequent- 
ly in  actions  brought  by  or  in  behalf  of  persons  non  sui  juris 
(who  include  children,  idiots,  and  insane  persons)  for  in- 
juries to  which  the  negligence  of  their  legal  custodians  has 
contributed.  In  some  jurisdictions  it  is  held  that,  upon  the 
theory  of  agency  or  identity,  such  contributory  negligence 
should  be  imputed  to  the  plaintiflf;  and  in  other  jurisdic- 
tions this  is  denied.  The  leading  authority  in  support  of 
the  rule  which  attributes  the  negligence  of  the  parent  or 
custodian  to  the  child  is  the  New  York  case  of  Hartfield  v. 
Roper.**  What  is  generally  known  as  the  rule  of  Hartfield 
V.  Roper  is  that,  in  the  case  of  a  young  child,  the  negligence 
of  the  parent  or  other  person  to  whose  care  the  child  is  in- 
trusted has  the  same  effect  in  preventing  the  maintenance

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of  an  action  by  th^  child  for  an  injury  caused  by  negligence 
that  the  child's  own  want  of  care  would  have  if  he  were  an 
adult.**  In  jurisdictions  where  Hartfield  v.  Roper  is  repu- 
diated, the  rule  generally  prevails  that  all  that  is  required 
of  a  child  is  the  exercise  of  care  and  prudence  equal  to  his 
capacity,  and  that  the  negligence  of  his  parent  or  custodian 
will  not  be  imputed  to  him.*^ 

In  cases  brought  to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  per- 
sons non  sui  juris,  where  the  injury  from  which  death  re- 
sulted was  due  in  part  to  the  contributory  negligence  of 
the  parent  or  guardian  of  the  deceased,  in  jurisdictions 
where  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper  prevails,  there  can  of 
course  be  no  recovery.  In  New  York  the  rule  of  Hartfield 
v.  Roper  has  frequently  been  applied  in  this  class  of  cases.** 
Cases  that  hold  that  there  can  be  no  recovery  by  the  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator  for  the  death  of  an  infant  where  the 
negligence  of  the  parents  contributed  to  the  injury  are  also

Not  all  of  these  cases  rest  upon  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v. 
Roper,  or,  at  any  rate,  rest  exclusively  on  that  ground.  In 
Maryland  and  Michigan,  at  least,  the  decisions  are  placed 
rather  upon  the  ground  that  the  parents  are  the  real  parties 
in  interest,  and  that  consequently  no  recovery  can  be  had 
if  their  negligence  contributed  to  cause  the  death.  Thus,  in 
a  Maryland  case,"^  where  the  child,  when  killed,  was  accom- 
panied by  her  grandfather,  under  whose  care  her  father  had 
placed  her,  and  the  judge  charged  that,  if  the  jury  should 
find  that  the  death  resulted  from  the  defendant's  negligence, 
the  plaintiff  could  recover  provided  the  accident  could  not 
have  been  avoided  by  the  exercise  of  due  care  and  caution 
on  the  part  of  the  child,  or  of  her  father,  or  of  the  person 
accompanying  her,  the  court,  in  sustaining  the  charge,  ob- 
served that  to  allow  recovery  in  cases  where  the  party  en- 
titled to  the  action  was  guilty  of  contributory  negligence

In  Illinois  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper  was  repudiated 
in  Chicago  City  Ry.  Co.  v.  Wilcox.'*  This  was  an  action 
brought  by  an  infant  for  personal  injury  and  the  court  dis- 
tinguishes such  a  case  from  an  action  by  the  administrator 
of  an  infant  for  death.  Bailey,  J.,  says:  "It  seems  to  be 
assumed  by  several  of  the  writers  that  this  court  is  com- 
mitted to  the  doctrine  that  in  a  suit  by  a  child  to  recover 
damages  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  defendant,  the 
negligence  of  the  plaintiff's  parents  or  custodians  may  be 
imputed  to  the  plaintiff  in  support  of  the  defense  of  con- 
tributory negligence.  While  there  is  in  some  of  the  cases 
some  foundation  for  this  assumption,  yet,  in  our  opinion, 
the  question  has  never  been  so  considered  or  determined  by

And  in  an  Indiana  case,  an  action  by  the  father,  it  was 
held  erroneous  to  charge  that,  if  the  child  was  capable  of 
exercising  care  and  discretion,  any  question  relating  to  the 
parents'  care  was  not  to  be  considered.  "If  the  child  was 
the  plaintiff,"  said  the  court,  "the  negligence  of  the  parent 
would  not  be  imputed  to  it;  but  the  father  is  the  plaintiff, 
and  seeks  to  recover  because  of  the  negligence  of  the  de- 
fendant. In  such  case  the  negligence  of  the  parents  is  a 
proper  question  for  the  consideration  of  the  jury."  »•

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§  69.    Contributory  negligence  of  beneficiaries — In  general 

The  question  whether  the  contributory  negligence  of  a 
beneficiary  of  the  action  is  a  bar  to  an  action  by  him  or  on 
his  behalf  is  most  frequently  presented  in  actions  by  or  on 
behalf  of  parents  for  the  death  of  a  child.  Where  the  doc- 
trine of  imputed  negligence  prevails,  so  that  there  could  be 
no  recovery  by  the  child  for  personal  injury  if  the  negli- 
gence of  the  parent  contributed  to  it,  in  such  case  there 
could,  under  acts  similar  to  Lord  Campbell's  act,  be  no  re- 
covery for  the  death,  for  the  reason  that  the  right  of  recov- 
ery is  limited  to  cases  in  which  the  person  injured  could 
have  maintained  an  action  if  death  had  not  ensued.  The 
doctrine  of  imputed  negligence  being  repudiated  in  most 
jurisdictions,  however,  the  question  is  there  presented 
whether  the  right  of  the  party  injured  to  maintain  an  action 
is  the  sole  test  of  the  right  of  the  beneficiary  to  recover 
damages  for  the  death,  or  whether  it  is  merely  one  of  the 
conditions  of  the  right,  and  whether  the  right  of  action  is 
not  also  conditional  upon  the  beneficiary's  freedom  from 
contributory  negligence.  Against  this  view  it  has  been 
urged  that  the  statute  in  terms  imposes  no  such  condition, 
and  that  so  to  construe  the  statute  is  judicial  legislation. 
Nevertheless  the  courts  have  almost  unanimously  held  that 
the  contributory  negligence  of  the  beneficiary  is  a  bar,  upon 
the  general  ground  that  one  should  not  be  allowed  to  profit 
by  his  own  negligence. 

§  70.    Same— In  action  by .  beneficiaries 

The  question  is  presented  in  its  simplest  form  where  the 
right  of  action  is  given  directly  to  the  parent  or  next  of 
kin,  who  bring  the  action  in  their  own  names  without  the 
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intervention  of  a  personal  representative.  Here  the  case 
is  like  that  of  an  action  by  a  father  for  loss  of  service  of  his 
child  caused  by  personal  injury,  in  which  case  the  father's 
contributory  negligence  is  a  defense,  and  the  cases  are 
unanimous  in  so  holding.  Thus  the  distinction  taken  by 
the  Illinois  court  in  Chicago  City  Ry.  Co.  v.  Wilcox " 
has  also  been  taken  in  Pennsylvania  "^  and  Texas,"'  in

The  court  says  that  in  a  suit  by  a  child 
for  injuries  resulting  from  the  negligence  of  another,  the  child  will 
be  charged  with  only  ^such  discretion  as  a  child  of  its  years 
would  exercise,  and,  if  it  be  wanting  in  discretion,  the  fact  that  the 
negligence  of  its  parents  may  have  contributed  to  the  injury  can 
offer  no  excuse;  yet,  if  the  action  be  by  the  parent  for  the  child's 
death,  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  parents  is  a  defense,  dis- 
tinguishing the  case  from  Galveston,  H.  &  H.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Moore,  59 
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cases  where  the  action  was  brought  directly  by  the  parents. 
In  these  jurisdictions  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper  is  de- 
nied.** That  the  contributory  negligence  of  parents  in  ac- 
tions by  them  for  the  death  of  a  minor  child  is  a  defense  is 
also  held  in  Missouri,*®  Arkansas,*^  Alabama,**   Idaho,**

§  71.    Same — ^In  action  by  personal  representative 

Where  the  action  is  brought  by  the  personal  represen- 
tative on  behalf  of  the  beneficiaries,  the  principle  is  the 
same.  He  is  merely  a  formal  plaintiff,  and,  although  he 
may  be  also  a  beneficiary,  the  vital  question  is :  Who  is  en- 
titled to  the  recovery?  Of  course,  the  contributory  negli- 
gence of  an  executor  or  administrator,  if  he  is  not  a  bene- 
ficiary, can  have  no  effect  at  all.**  If  he  is  the  sole  bene- 
ficiary, and  is  guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  the  case 
cannot  be  distinguished  from  one  where  the  statute  confers 
upon  him  the  right  to  sue  in  his  own  name,  in  which  case, 
as  we  have  seen,  he  is  barred  by  his  own  negligence.  This 
is  frequently  the  situation  wher^e  a  widowed  parent  is  the 
person  solely  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  action,  as  is  the 
case  under  most  statutes  when  the  action  is  brought  for  the 
death  of  a  minor  child  who  leaves  no  issue.  It  may,  of 
course,  be  that  the  sole  beneficiary  who  is  guilty  of  contrib- 
utory negligence  is  not  the  personal  representative,  or  that 
he  or  some  one  else  is  the  personal  representative,  but  that 
there  are  other  negligent  beneficiaries.  In  all  such  cases  the 
principle  is  the  same;  that  is,  that  the  contributory  negli- 
gence of  the  sole  beneficial  plaintiff  or  of  all  the  beneficial 
plaintiffs  is  a  bar  to  recovery.*^    "The  underlying  principle

Upon  principle, 
we  think  that,  no  matter  how  the  suit  is  brought,  whether 
as  administrator  or  as  father,  it  can  be  defeated  by  the  fa- 
ther's contributory  negligence,  when  he  is  sole  benefi- 
ciary." ••  "As  the  parent  cannot  recover  for  loss  of  services 
when  he  himself  contributed  to  the  injury  which  caused  the 
loss,  can  the  intervention  of  the  personal  representative, 
who  is  a  mere  trustee,  having  no  interest  either  for  himself 
or  the  estate  he  represents,  shield  him  from  the  usual  con- 
sequences of  such  negligence  ?  I  should  say  not.  The  dam- 
ages for  loss  of  services  and  those  arising  from  the  wrong- 
ful death  are  the  same  in  principle,  and  should  be  governed 
by  the  same  rules  as  to  defenses.  The  damages  for  wrong- 
ful death  are  such  as  are  proportioned  to  the  pecuniary  in- 
jury resulting  to  the  parent  from  death  caused  by  such  in- 
jury. Such  is  the  provision  of  the  statute.  The  damages 
for  loss  of  services  are  the  same,  being  the  pecuniary  loss 
resulting  to  the  parent  from  the  injury  to  the  child.  If  the 
parent,  by  his  negligence,  contributes  towards  the  injury 
which  causes  the  death  of  the  child,  he  is  equally  guilty  with 
the  other  party,  who  by  his  negligence  caused  the  injury; 
and  when  both  parties,  by  their  combined  negligent  acts, 
bring  about  an  injury,  neither  party  can  sustain  an  action

The  position  that  there  can  be  recovery  in  such  cases  has 
been  taken  in  Iowa  and  New  Hampshire,  and  was  formerly, 
but  is  no  longer,  taken  in  Ohio  and  Virginia.  In  Connect- 
icut,'® New  Jersey,'^  and  Oregon  '*  the  question  has  been 
left  undecided.  In  other  states  where  the  question  has 
arisen  it  has  been  held  that  there  can  be  no  recovery.^'

In  an  Iowa  case  ^*  the  administrator  sued  for  damages  to 
the  estate  from  the  death  of  a  child  caused  by  the  break- 
ing of  a  bridge  over  which  the  child  was  riding  in  a  car- 
riage, with  his  parents,  and  it  was  held  that  their  negligence 
would  not  defeat  the  action.  The  act  was  in  terms  a  sur- 
vival act,  and  provided  that  the  damages  should  be  disposed 
of  as  personal  property  belonging  to  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased. The  court  repudiates  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper, 
and  says:  "If  his  parents,  by  their  negligence,  contributed 
to  his  death,  that  does  not  seem  to  be  a  sufficient  reason  for 
denying  his  estate  relief.  Such  negligence  would  prevent  a 
recovery  by  the  parents  in  their  own  right.  *  '  *  *  It  is 
claimed  that,  ♦  *  *  since  they  inherited  his  estate,  the 
rule  which  would  bar  a  negligent  parent  from  recovering  in 
such  a  case  in  his  own  right  ought  to  apply.  But  plaintiff 
seeks  to  recover  in  the  right  of  the  child,  and  not  for  the

It  may  be  that  a  recovery  in  this  case  will  result 
in  conferring  an  undeserved  benefit  upon  the  father,  but 
that  is  a  matter  which  we  cannot  investigate.  //  the  facts 
are  such  that  the  child  could  have  recovered  had  his  injuries 
not  been  fatal,  his  administrator  can  recover  the  full  amount 
of  damages  which  the  estate  of  the  child  sustained," 
It  is  to  be  noted  that,  under  the  circumstances  of  this  case, 
the  amount  recovered  was  not  liable  for  the  debts  of  the 
deceased,  but  belonged  solely  to  the  parents. 

The  same  rule  was  formerly  declared  in  Virginia,  in  a 
suit  by  the  father  as  administrator  of  an  infant.'*  "Such 
negligence,"  says  the  court,  *'is  not  imputable  to  the  child, 
and  is  consequently  not  to  be  considered  when  the  suit  is 
by  the  child  or  his  personal  representative.  *  *  ♦  The 
doctrine  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper  has  been  repudiated  in  this 
state.  *  *  *  Hence,  when  the  facts  are  such  that  the 
child  could  have  recovered  had  his  injuries  not  been  fatal, 
his  administrator  may  recover,  without  regard  to  the  neg- 
ligence or  presence  of  the  parents  at  the  time  the  injuries 
are  received,  and  although  the  estate  is  inherited  by  the  par- 
ents." The  Virginia  court  has  since  pointed  out  that  this 
language  was  not  necessary  to  the  decision,  and  has  ap- 
provec}  the  rule  which  is  now  generally  held.'* 

The  question  was  presented  in  Ohio  in  Cleveland,  C.  & 
C.  R.  Co.  V.  Crawford ''  under  peculiar  circumstances.    The

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administrator  sued  for  the  death  of  a  father  and  mother 
killed  by  the  collision  of  a  wagon,  in  which  they  and  three 
of  their  four  children  were  driving,  with  the  defendant's  lo- 
comotive. The  children  were  the  sole  next  of  kin.  The 
defendant  requested  the  court  to  charge  that,  if  the  persons 
for  whose  benefit  the  action  was  brought  were  guilty  of  con- 
tributory negligence,  a.  recovery  could  not  be  had  for  their 
benefit.  This  request,  the  court  held,  was  properly  refused, 
because,  first,  the  statute  gives  the  right  of  action  to  the 
personal  representative  upon  the  same  conditions  that 
would  have  entitled  the  party  injured  to  an  action  if  death 
had  not  ensued,  and  because  the  right  of  action  of  the  par- 
ents would  not  have  been  defeated,  if  they  were  free  from 
negligence  themselves,  by  the  contributory  negligence  of 
the  children.  The  court  assigned  as  a  second  reason  that 
the  amount  recovered  is  a  gross  sum  to  be  distributed  to 
the  next  of  kin  in  the  proportion  provided  by  law,  and  that, 
if  the  contributory  negligence  of  some  would  defeat  a  re- 
covery as  to  them,  it  would  also  defeat  it  as  to  those  who 
in  no  wise  contributed  to  the  injury.  And  in  a  later  Ohio 
case  ^®  it  was  held  that  the  contributory  negligence  of  a  hus- 
band in  purchasing  a  drug  to  be  used  by  his  wife  is  not  to 
be  imputed  to  her,  and  would  not  defeat  an  action  by  her 
administrator  against  the  dealer  for  her  death,  resulting 
from  the  use  of  a  poisonous  drug,  which  the  dealer  negli- 
gently delivered  to  the  husband,  instead  of  the  drug  re- 
quested, unless  she  constituted  him  her  agent.  Owen,  C. 
J.,  says:  "The  plaintiff  does  not  prosecute  the  action  as 
husband,  but  as  the  administrator,  of  his  wife.  It  is  prose- 
cuted for  the  benefit  of  the  children,  as  well  as  the  husband, 
of  the  intestate.

Co.  V.  Crawford,  it  was  in  effect  overruled,  although  the 
court  distinguished  it  on  the  narrow  ground  of  an  amend- 
ment of  the  statute,  requiring  the  jury  to  give  such  dam- 
ages as  they  may  think  proportioned  to  the  pecuniary 
injury  resulting  from  the  death  to  the  beneficiaries  "respec- 
tively." The  court  also  distinguishes  the  cases  in  Iowa,  Vir- 
ginia, and  Louisiana  on  the  ground  that  the  damages  be- 
come a  part  of  the  estate  of  the  deceased  and  are  inherited 
from  the  estate  by  the  beneficiaries  as  heirs,  upon  whom 
the  estate  is  cast  by  operation  of  law.  "But  it  is  other- 
wise," the  court  says,  "as  to  a  recovery  for  damages  under 
our  statute.  While  the  liability  is  created  by  the  statute, 
the  damages  do  not  become  a  part  of  the  estate,  and  are 
not  cast  as  an  estate  by  operation  of  law  upon  the  bene- 
ficiaries, but  must  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by  action ;  and 
in  such  action  the  usual  defenses,  including  contributory 
negligence,  can  be  interposed,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
statute.  Our  statute  has  no  provision  on  the  subject,  and 
hence  it  would  seem  to  irresistibly  follow  that  the  defense 
of  contributory  negligence  may  be  made  in  such  actions." 
In  New  Hampshire  ®®  the  action  was  brought  by  the  ad- 
ministrator for  the  death  of  a  child,  under  an  act  which  pro- 
vides that  causes  of  action  of  tort  for  physical  injury  to  the 
person  shall  survive,  subject  to  the  limitations  of  the  act, 
and  that  the  damages  shall  be  distributed  among  persons

distribution").  In  the  case  presented  the  parents  were  ap- 
parently the  sole  beneficiaries.  It  was  held  that  the  contrib- 
utory negligence  of  the  father  was  not  a  bar.  The  court 
rejects  the  rule  of  Hartfield  v.  Roper,  and  says:  "This  ac- 
tion, brought  by  the  administrator  of  the  child's  estate,  is 
for  the  benefit  of  the  estate,  and  not,  as  the  defendants 
claim,  for  the  benefit  of  the  father.  The  fact  that  the  fa- 
ther will  indirectly  be  benefited  is  only  an  incident  of  the 
suit  Had  the  child  survived,  the  action  would  have  been 
brought  in  its  own  name.  The  father's  cause  of  action 
would  have  been  what  it  is  now — case  for  the  loss  of  the 
child's  service.  The  child's  cause  of  action  survived  by  rea- 
son of  the  statute,  and  the  money  recovered  in  it  will  be 
assets  in  the  hands  of  its  administrator,  to  be  distributed  in 
accordance  with  the  special  provisions  of  the  statute.  If 
the  father's  negligence  barred  his  right  to  recover  in  the  ac- 
tion, there  would  seem  to  be  no  reason  why  it  would  not 
bar  him  from  recovering  any  property  of  the  child's  which 
he  might  inherit  under  the  general  provisions  relating  to 
descent  and  distribution ;  but  this  is  not  claimed  to  be,  and 
is  not,  the  law.  The  evidence  of  the  father's  negligence  was 
properly  excluded."  The  decision  being  that  the  father's 
negligence  did  not  bar  his  right  to  recover,  the  question 
whether  the  negligence  of  one  of  the  beneficiaries  should 
bar  the  right  of  another  (the  mother)  who  was  not  negligent 
was  not  mentioned. 
In  Arkansas  ®*  an  action  was  brought  by  the  father  as

administrator  for  the  death  of  his  child  and  for  the  sole 
benefit  of  the  estate,  under  a  survival  act  which  provides  for 
an  action  to  recover  damages  for  the  suffering  of  the  intes- 
tate caused  by  personal  injuries  which  resulted  in  his  death, 
and  it  was  held  that  the  contributory  negligence  of  the 
father  could  not  defeat  the  action,  although  he  was  the  sole 
distributee  of  the  estate.  The  court  distinguishes  the  case 
from  one  brought  under  the  Arkansas  death  act  (Lord 
Campbell's  act),  on  the  ground  that  under  that  act  the  ad- 
ministrator sues  as  trustee  for  those  upon  whom  the  act 
confers  the  right  of  recovery  and  not  as  representative  of 
the  estate,  citing  with  approval  the  Iowa  case  above  stated. 
"Our  conclusion  is/'  said  the  court,  "that,  where  the  right 
of  the  parent  is  derived  from  the  child  by  inheritance  under 
the  statutes  (sections  2636,  6285,  Kirby's  Dig.),  contribu- 
tory negligence  is  not  a  defense.  To  so  hold  is  not,  as  some 
text-writers  and  judges  loosely  express  it,  magnifying  form 
above  substance,  but  rather  is  it  carrying  out  the  law  as  it 
is  written.  If  the  result  is  to  confer  an  undeserved  benefit 
upon  one  whose  negligence  has  been  partly  instrumental  in 
producing  the  estate  sought  to  be  recovered,  that  is  a  mat- 
ter for  the  legislature  to  deal  with,  but  not  for  the  courts." 
In  Alabama,  while  it  is  held  that  in  an  action  by  the  par- 
ent or  by  the  personal  representative  on  his  behalf,  under 
section  2485  of  the  Code  (1907),  to  recover  pecuniary  com- 
pensation for  the  loss  of  service  the  contributory  negligence 
of  the  parent  is  a  defense,**  it  is  also  held  that  under  sec- 
tion 2486,  for  the  recovery  of  damages  which  the  court  has 
declared  to  be  entirely  punitive,  the  statute  being  intended 
to  prevent  homicides,  that  the  contributory  negligence  of 
the  parent  administrator  will  not  defeat  a  recovery,  al-

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though  he  "may  be  one  of  the  distributees,  or  entitled  to  all, 
or  a  part,  of  the  proceeds  of  the  judgment."  ** 

In  New  York,  in  the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme 
court,  in  an  action  brought  by  the  father  as  administrator 
for  the  death  of  his  child  under  the  death  act  (Lord  Camp- 
bell's act),  it  was  held  by  a  divided  court  that  contributory 
negligence  of  the  father,  not  being  willful  or  intentional, 
would  not  defeat  the  action,  although  as  next  of  kin  he  was 
entitled  to  the  damages  resulting.**  The  decision  was  bas- 
ed on  the  ground  that  by  the  express  terms  of  the  statute 
the  decedent,  if  living,  could  have  maintained  an  action,  and 
that  the  statute  contained  no  such  limitation.  "If  the  de- 
cedent had  left  several  next  of  kin  him  surviving,  all  simi- 
larly situated  as  to  him,"  said  the  opinion,  "each  would  have 
been  entitled,  under  the  statute,  to  a  pro  rata  share  of  any 
recovery  which  might  be  had.  If  the  negligence  of  one  of 
such  next  of  kin  contributed  to  the  accident  which  resulted 
in  the  death,  would  such  negligence  prevent  a  recovery? 
Certainly  the  rights  of  those  who  were  free  from  negligence 
ought  not  to  be  thus  affected ;  and,  if  so,  then,  in  such  case, 
should  a  jury  be  instructed  to  deduct  from  its  verdict  the 
share  of  the  one  negligent?  It  is  apparent  that  the  rule 
contended  for  by  defendant's  counsel  would  lead  to  great 
confusion  in  the  administration  of  the  law  in  this  class  of 
cases,  and  ought  not  to  be  adopted,  except  for  substantial 
reasons.  There  is  nothing  to  indicate  that  the  legislature 
intended  that  such  construction  should  be  placed  upon  the 
statute;  but,  on  the  contrary,  its  language  would  seem  to 
forbid  such  an  interpretation."  In  the  court  of  appeals  the 
judgment  was  affirmed,  but  it  was  said  that  the  "interest-

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ing  question"  as  to  the  plaintiff's  contributory  negligence 
was  not  before  the  court.  In  a  later  case  ®*  in  the  appellate 
division,  the  above  case  was  not  approved,  and  it  was  held 
that  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  father  in  such  case 
bars  a  recovery,  he  being  the  sole  next  of  kin  and  solely  en- 
titled to  the  recovery. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  case  mentioned  in  this  sec- 
tion on  Iowa,  New  Hampshire,  and  Arkansas  arose  under 
acts  which  were  in  form  survival  rather  than  death  acts,  and 
in  some  of  the  cases  which  have  declined  to  follow  the  rule 
adopted  by  them  they  have  been  distinguished  on  that 
ground,  yet  it  seems  that  whatever  the  nature  of  the  right 
of  action  which  the  statute  gives  to  the  survivors  designated 
the  same  principle  should  be  applicable ;  that  is,  that  no  one 
shall  profit  by  his  own  negligence,  and  that  if  any  bene- 
ficiary of  the  action  has  by  his  negligence  contributed  to  the 
death  there  should  be  no  recovery  of  damages  for  him. 

§  72.    Same — ^Where  some  but  not  all  beneficiaries  are 

negligent 

The  principle  once  established  that  there  can  be  no  recov- 
ery if  the  sole  beneficiary  or  all  the  beneficiaries  were 
guilty  of  contributory  negligence,  it  logically  follows  that 
the  contributory  negligence  of  one  or  more  of  the  benefi- 
ciaries cannot  defeat  a  recovery  by  or  on  behalf  of  bene- 
ficiaries who  were  not  negligent.  The  assessment  of  the 
damages  in  such  cases,  however,  particularly  where  the 
statute  provides  for  a  recovery  of  a  gross  sum  to  be  distrib- 
uted among  the  beneficiaries,  has  seemed  to  some  courts  to 
present  an  insuperable  difficulty  to  a  denial  of  recovery  to

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some  and  an  allowance  to  others.**  But  this  difficulty  is 
more  imaginary  than  real.  In  such  cases  the  court  may 
properly  leave  it  to  the  jury  to  assess  the  damages  with 
reference  to  the  injury  of  the  non-negligent  beneficiaries 
alone.*^  As  was  said  in  Ohio  in  Wolf  v.  Lake  Erie  &  W. 
R.  Co. :  **  "In  arriving  at  the  total  amount  of  damages  to 
be  awarded  under  the  statute  as  amended,  the  jury  should 
consider  the  pecuniary  injury  to  each  separate  beneficiary 
(not  found  guilty  of  contributory  negligence),  but  return  a 
verdict  for  a  gross  sum,  which  sum  should  be  distributed 
among  the  beneficiaries  not  found  guilty  of  contributory 
negligence.  As  to  beneficiaries  found  guilty  of  contribu- 
tory negligence,  no  damages  should  be  awarded  on  their  ac- 
count, and  the  jury  should  find  in  its  verdict  which,  if  any, 
of  the  beneficiaries  were  guilty  of  such  contributory  negli- 
gence.   This  would  no  more  complicate  the  trial  than  is

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usual  in  trial  for  torts,  in  which  it  often  occurs  that  some 
are  discharged,  and  others  held  liable."  It  is  true  that  in 
this  case,  in  order  to  distinguish  it  from  the  earlier  case  of 
Cleveland,  C.  &  C.  R.  Co.  v.  Crawford,  the  court,  as  already 
pointed  out,  laid  stress  on  an  intervening  amendment  of  the 
statute  requiring  the  jury  to  give  damages  proportioned  to 
the  injury  to  the  beneficiaries  "respectively,"  but  under  most 
statutes  it  is  the  damages  that  result  to  the  beneficiaries 
that  are  recoverable,  and  the  word  "respectively"  adds  lit- 
tle if  anything. 

§  73.    Instantaneous  death 

It  follows  from  what  has  been  said  that  under  statutes 
of  the  general  type  of  Lord  Campbell's  act,  which  create  a 
new  cause  of  action,  and  give  damages  for  the  injury  re- 
sulting from  the  death,  it  is  generally  immaterial  whether 
the  death  is  or  is  not  instantaneous.**  This  point  seems  too 
clear  for  argument,  and  that  such  is  the  law  has  been  tacitly 
assumed  in  nearly  all  the  cases  which  have  arisen  under 
these  statutes,  and  in  which  death  resulted  immediately 
from  the  injury.  In  Brown  v.  Buffalo  &  S.  L.  R.  Co.**  the 
point  was  briefly  disposed  of.  After  referring  to  the  first 
section  of  the  New  York  act,  the  court  says :  "This  provision

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settles  the  question,  and  leaves  nothing  for  debate  or  doubt. 
No  one  would  question  the  right  of  the  intestate,  in  this 
case,  if  he  had  survived  the  injury,  to  have  maintained  an 
action  for  it.  *  *  *  The  statute  gives  the  action  to  the 
personal  representative  of  the  individual  injured,  when  the 
injury  causes  his  death,  and  it  makes  no  distinction  between 
cases  where  the  death  was  immediate  or  instantaneous,  or 
where  it  was  consequential." 

In  some  states,  however,  where  there  is  a  survival  act  as 
well  as  a  death  act,  the  latter  is  held  to  be  limited  to  cases 
of  instantaneous  or  immediate  death,  and  cases  where  the 
death  was  not  instantaneous  or  immediate  are  held  to  fall 
under  the  survival  act.  This  is  the  construction  which  has 
been  adopted  in  Maine  and  Michigan.*^  A  different  conclu- 
sion was  reached  in  Massachusetts,  under  somewhat  similar 
statutes,  on  the  ground  that  under  the  death  act  there  was 
no  limitation  to  cases  of  instantaneous  death  in  the  express 
terms  of  the  statute.®*  And  in  some  other  states  where 
there  are  survival  acts,  the  construction  placed  upon  them 
is  that  the  right  of  action  survives  only  if  death  results  from 
other  causes  than  the  injury,  and  consequently  under  the 
death  acts  in  such  states  it  is  immaterial  whether  the  death 
is  or  is  not  instantaneous.**

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§  74.    Instantaneous  death  under  statutes  providing  for 

survival  of  action 

Under  statutes  which  provide  simply  for  a  survival  of 
causes  of  action  for  personal  injury,  and  do  not  in  terms  or 
by  implication  provide  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  the 
injury  resulting  from  the  death,  a  different  question  is  of 
course  presented.  These  statutes  suppose  the  person  de- 
ceased to  have  been  once  entitled  to  an  action  for  the  in- 
jury, and  either  to  have  commenced  the  action  and  subse- 
quently died,  or,  being  entitled  to  bring  it,  to  have  died  be- 
fore exercising  the  right.**  It  follows  that  no  action  can  be 
maintained  by  the  personal  representative  if  the  death  was 
instantaneous. 

The  question  has  frequently  arisen  in  various  forms  in 
Massachusetts,  under  a  statute  which  enacts  that  "the  ac- 
tion for  trespass  on  the  case,  for  damages  to  the  person, 
shall  hereafter  survive ;  so  that,  in  the  event  of  the  death  of 
the  person  entitled  to  bring  such  action,  or  liable  thereto, 
the  same  may  be  prosecuted  or  defended  by  or  against  the 
executor  or  administrator  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  were 
living."  •*  Under  this  statute  the  rule  has  been  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  no  action  can  be  maintained  where  the  death 
was  instantaneous.**    The  mere  fact  that  there  was  evidence

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of  some  slight  spasmodic  action  on  the  part  of  the  deceased, 
where  the  other  evidence  tended  to  show  that  death  was 
immediate,  has  been  held  not  sufficient  to  prevent  the  court 
from  directing  a  verdict  for  the  plaintiff,  on  the  ground  that 
the  death  was  instantaneous;  '^  but  where  the  injured  par- 
ty lived  after  the  accident  only  15  minutes,  though  in  a  state 
of  unconsciousness,  it  was  held  that  the  action  survived.*®

discussing  this  question  in  that  case,  Shaw,  G.  J.,  says:  "What  con- 
stitutes that  termination  or  period  of  life  which  Is  necessary  to 
give  the  party's  representatives  a  right  of  action?  It  is  not  neces- 
sary to  go  into  a  minute,  metaphysical  discussion  of  the  question. 
We  are  to  ascertain  what  the  intent  of  the  legislature  was  when 
they  passed  the  law.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  they  intended 
to  make  a  distinction  between  a  case  where  death  was  so  instan- 
taneous that  there  was  no  manifestation  of  life  whatever  and  a  case 
where  there  might  be  some  slight  spasmodic  action  of  the  body  of 
the  sufferer  to  Indicate  that  life  was  not  quite  extinct  •  •  • 
The  statute  must  have  a  practical  construction,  and  supposes  a  case 
where  a  cause  of  action  accrued  to  the  injured  party  in  his  lifetime, 
which,  by  force  of  the  statute  in  question,  devolved  upon  and  vested 
in  his  personal  representative,  at  his  decease  afterwards.  •  •  • 
The  question  is,  was  the  death  instantaneous,  or  did  the  party  in- 
jured live  after  the  accident  happened?  It  is  in  evidence  that  there 
was  only  a  momentary,  spasmodic  struggle,  and  the  death  instan- 
taneous." The  deceased  was  last  seen  alive  in  the  mill  10  or  15 
minutes  before  the  accident;  three  quarters  of  an  hour  after  the 
accident  his  dead  body  was  found  about  20  feet  below  where  he  had 
been  last  seen,  with  no  marks  of  injury  upon  it,  surrounded  by  loose 
gr^ln  over  his  head.  There  was  expert  evidence  that  he  died  of  suf- 
focation, and  that  a  person  so  situated  would  retain  consciousness 
from  3  to  5  minutes.

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§  75.    Instantaneous  death — Connecticut,  Iowa,  Louisiana, 

Tennessee 

The  question,  however,  whether  a  right  of  action  exists 
where  death  was  instantaneous,  even  when  the  question 
arises  under  statutes  which  in  terms  provide  for  the  survival 
of  the  action,  necessarily  depends  greatly  upon  the  lan- 
guage and  purpose  of  each  particular  enactment.  In  Con- 
necticut, Iowa,  Tennessee,  and,  it  seems,  in  Louisiana,  un- 
der statutes  which  so  provide,  it  has  been  held  that  the  fact 
that  death  was  instantaneous  is  immaterial. 

The  question  arose  in  Connecticut  under  the  former  stat- 
ute, which  provided  that  "actions  for  injury  to  the  person, 
whether  the  same  do  or  do  not  result  in  death,  *  ♦  * 
shall  survive."  The  court  pointed  out  the  difference  be- 
tween this  language  and  that  of  the  Massachusetts  statute, 
and  held  that  the  right  of  action  was  not  confined  to  cases 
where  an  interval  of  time  intervened  between  the  accident 
and  the  death. ^®*  The  Connecticut  statute  was  amended, 
to  read :  "Whether  the  same  do  or  do  not  instantaneously  or 
otherwise  result  in  death."  ^*^^     The  statute  now  provides 

IOC  Murphy  v.  New  York  &  N.  H.  R,  Co.,  30  Conn.  184.  Referring 
to  the  Massachusetts  cases,  Ellsworth,  J.,  says:  *'These  decisions  ob- 
viously do  not  turn  at  all  on  the  want  of  injury,  •  ♦  ♦  but 
upon  the  want  of  a  perfect  cause  of  action  before  death,  which  alone 
could  bring  the  case  within  their  statute.  We  think  that  construc- 
tion rather  nice  and  technical,  and,  were  our  statute  the  same  as 
theirs,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  we  should  adopt  it ;  but  our  stat- 
ute is  quite  different.  *  *  *  Its  language  is  merely  Vhether  the 
injury  do  or  do  not  result  in  death.'

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that  in  actions  surviving  or  to  be  brought  by  an  executor  or 
administrator  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  "whether  in- 
stantaneous or  otherwise,"  the  executor  or  administrator 
may  recover  just  damages,  not  exceeding  $10,000.^®® 

In  Iowa  the  statute  enacts  that  "all  causes  of  action  shall 
survive,  and  may  be  brought,  notwithstanding  the  death 
of  the  person  entitled  or  liable  to  the  same."  In  Conners  v. 
Burlington,  C.  R.  &  N.  Ry.  Co.^®*  the  court,  after  quoting 
the  various  statutory  provisions,  says:  "For  many  years 
before  the  enactment  of  the  present  Code,  a  statute  was  in 
force  ♦  ♦  ♦  which  provided  that,  'when  a  wrongful  act 
produces  death,  the  perpetrator  is  civilly  liable  for  the  in- 
jury/ When  the  present  Code  was  enacted,  the  section  in 
which  that  provision  was  contained  was  repealed,  and  the 
sections  quoted  above  were  enacted  in  lieu  thereof.  *  *  ♦ 
But  we  think  the  effect  of  these  provisions  is  the  same  as 
though  that  express  language  had  been  retained." 

In  Tennessee  the  statute  enacts  that  "the  right  of  action 
which  a  person  who  dies  from  injuries  received  from  anoth- 
er, or  whose  death  is  caused  by  the  wrongful  act,  omission, 
or  killing  by  another,  would  have  had  against  the  wrong- 
doer in  case  death  had  not  ensued,  shall  not  abate  or  be  ex- 
tinguished by  his  death,"  etc.  In  respect  to  this  section  the 
supreme  court  of  Tennessee  has  said:  "It  cannot  be  contro- 
verted that  the  language  'whose  death  is  caused  by  the 
wrongful  act  or  omission  of  another'  includes  cases  of  in-

In  Louisiana  the  statute  reads :  "Every  act  whatever  that 
causes  damage  to  another  obliges  him  by  whose  fault  it 
happened  to  repair  it  The  right  of  this  action  shall  sur- 
vive in  case  of  death  in  favor  of  the  minor  children  or 
widow  of  the  deceased,"  etc.  Under  this  provision  it  seems 
that  damages  may  be  recovered  although  the  death  was  in- 
stantaneous.^**

It  is  of  course  necessary  to  the  maintenance  of  the  ac- 
tion that  the  death  should  have  been  caused  by  the  wrong- 
ful act,  neglect,  or  default;  that  is,  that  the  death  should 
have  been  the  natural  and  proximate  result.^**    Thus,  where,

place,  and  circumstances,  as  also  the  condition  of  the  drunken  man 
himself,  the  conductor  expels  such  passenger,  who  is  afterwards  run 
over  and  killed  by  another  train,  not  in  fault,  the  expulsion  itself 
is  not  proximate  cause  of  the  death.  Railway  Co.  v.  Yalleley,  32

Deceased  was  driving  on  a  street,  and  was  thrown  from 
his  wagon  by  the  wheel  running  Into  a  hole  by.  the  side  of  a  street- 
railway  track,  and  was  killed  by  striking  his  head  on  a  loose  rail 
and  protruding  spike.  Held,  that  the  railway  company  was  liable 
for  the  death,  its  negligence  in  having  its  track  in  bad  repair  being 
the  proximate  cause  of  the  accident,  though  the  city  was  also  neg- 
ligent in  permitting  the  hole  to  remain  in  the  street;  but  that  the 
negligence  of  the  city  was  not  the  proximate  cause  of  the  death, 
and  that  the  city  was  not  liable.

lis  Defendant  requested  the  court  to  charge  (1)  that  if,  before  the 
accident,  plaintiff's  Intestate  was  taking  or  had  incipient  pneumonia,, 
and  that  she  died  from  such  pneumonia,  then  the  presumption  is  that 
the  injury  did  not  cause  the  death;  (2)  that  if  the  jury  believed 
that  if  she  had  been  in  ordinary  health  when  the  accident  occurred, 
her  injury  would  not  have  produced  death,  and  that  her  death  was 
the  result  of  bad  health  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  then  plaintiff 
cannot  recover.  The  judge  refused,  and  charged  that  If  plaintiff's 
intestate  was  injured  through  the  negligence  of  defendant,  and  such

the  act  or  neglect  complained  of  is,  of  course,  generally  de- 
termined by  the  same  considerations  that  would  determine 
the  answer  to  the  question  whether  the  injury,  if  death  had 
not  ensued,  was  caused  by  the  act  or  neglect  in  question. 

In  cases,  however,  where  the  death  does  not  follow  imme- 
diately after  the  injury,  the  question  is  often  presented  un- 
der somewhat  peculiar  circumstances.  The  question  may 
arise  whether  the  death  was  caused  by  the  act  or  neglect 
complained  of,  or  by  some  intervening  cause.  In  such  cases 
it  must  appear  that  the  death  was  the  result  of  the  act  or 
neglect,  and  not  of  the  intervening  cause.^^*    But  the  death

110  A  passenger  was  so  injured  that  he  became  insane,  and  eight 
months  after  the  accident  committed  suicide.  Held,  that  his  own  act 
was  the  proximate  cause  of  his  death.  Scheffer  v.  Washington  City, 
V.  M.  &  G.  S.  R.  Co.,  105  U.  S.  249,  26  L.  Ed.  1070.  The  voluntary, 
willful  act  of  suicide  of  an  insane  person,  whose  insanity  was  caused 
by  a  railroad  accident,  and  who  knows  the  purpose  and  physical 
effect  of  his  act,  is  a  new  cause,  so  that  his  death  is  not  by  reason 
of  the  negligence  of  the  railroad  company.  Daniels  v.  New  York, 
N.  H.  &  H.  R.  Co.,  183  Mass.  393,  67  N.  B.  424,  62  L.  R.  A.  751. 
An  action  is  maintainable;  when  the  death  is  self-inflicted,  only  where 
it  is  the  result  of  an  uncontrollable  influence,  or  is  accomplished  in 
delirium  or  frenzy  caused  by  defendant's  negligent  act  or  omission, 
and  without  conscious  volition  of  a  purpose  to  take  life.  Brown  v. 
American  Steel  &  Wire  Co.,  43  Ind.  App.  560,  88  N.  E.  80.  It  was 
a  controverted  question  whether  the  intestate  died  of  disease  or  from 
a  fall  in  the  street.  The  jury  were  instructed  that  plaintiff  could 
not  recover  unless  it  was  shown  by  a  preponderance  of  the  evidence 
that  the  injury  received  from  the  fall  was  the  proximate  cause  of 
intestate's  deatl},  and  there  was  no  instruction  in  conflict  with  that 
one.  Held,  that  the  charge  was  not  open  to  the  objection  that  it 
was  so  framed  as  to  sustain  the  theory  of  the  defendant's  liability, 
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will  be  referred  to  the  act  complained  of,  if  it  was  suffi- 
cient to  cause  the  death,  unless  it  be  shown  that  the  death 
must  have  resulted  from  the  intervening  cause,  indepen- 
dently of  the  injury.**^  The  mere  fact  that  the  party  in- 
jured was  unskillfully  treated,  or  did  not  adopt  the  best 
remedies,  and  that  this  contributed  to  his  death,  will  not  de- 
feat the  action,  but  the  question  should  be  left  to  the  jury

117  It  was  contended  that  the  death  was  not  the  proximate  result 
of  the  injury,  but  of  pneumonia.  Held,  that  the  death  must  be  re- 
ferred to  the  injurj%  unless  it  be  shown  that  the  death  must  have 
resulted  if  the  injury  had  not  been  done.  Beauchamp  v.  Saginaw 
Mln.  Co.,  50  Mich.  163,  15  N.  W.  65,  45  Am.  Rep.  30.  The  evidence 
showed  that  the  immediate  cause  of  death  was  peritonitis.  Plain- 
tiff's medical  witnesses  testified  that  that  disease  might  be  caused 
in  seven  different  ways.  There  was  proof  that  a  certain  cause,  which 
the  Jury  might  competently  find  ensued  from  defendant's  negligence, 
already  existed.  The  jur>'  found  for  plaintiff.  Held,  that  it  was 
no  objection  that  there  was  no  proof  but  that  several  causes  which 
could  not  be  attributed  to  defendant's  negligence  existed  in  the  case, 
as,  if  a  sufl3cient  cause  was  shown,  the  presumption  is  that  causes 
not  made  to  appear  did  not  exist.  Looram  v.  Third  Ave.  R.  Co., 
6  N.  Y.  Supp.  504.  The  evidence  tended  to  show  that  the  child  was 
22  months  old,  and  previously  in  good  health;  that  defendant's 
engine  struck  the  child,  and  threw  it  15  feet;  that  it  was  taken  up 
senseless,  with  one  leg  broken ;  that  the  leg  was  set,  and  the  phy- 
sician's directions  followed;  that  a  cough  set  in,  and  the  child  man- 
ifested great  pain,  etc;  that  in  a  few  days  it  had  an  unnatural  ap- 
pearance in  the  eyes ;  that  these  symptoms  Increased  until  its  death ; 
that  about  8  days  before  its  death  it  grew  much  worse ;  that  a  few 
days  before  the  death  the  physicians  removed  the  splints  and  band- 
ages; that  the  death  occurred  about  a  month  after  the  injury. 
Held,  that  the  question  whether  the  death  was  caused  by  the  injury 
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whether  or  not  the  death  was  caused  by  the  injury.^^*  In 
an  Alabama  case  ^^^  the  court  went  a  step  farther.  The

118  An  instruction  that,  If  the  jury  believed  that  the  injury  was 
the  Immediate  cause  of  death,  the  fact  that  the  person  injured  was 
unsklllfully  treated  is  no  defense,  is  correct.  Nagel  v.  Missouri  Pac. 
Ry.  Co.,  75  Mo.  653,  42  Am.  Rep.  418.  It  is  no  defense  that  the 
party  Injured  did  not  adopt  the  best  remedies,  or  follow  explicitly 
the  directions  of  the  physician.  It  should  be  left  to  the  jury  wheth- 
er his  conduct  was  reasonable,  and  whether  the  death  was  caused 
by  the  injury.  Texas  &  St  L.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Orr,  46  Ark.  182.  Where 
plalntlfl's  Intestate,  through  the  negligence  of  defendant  had  re- 
ceived an  injury  which,  without  a  surgical  operation,  would  have 
caused  death,  and  employed  a  competent  surgeon,  by  whose  mistake 
the  operation  was  not  successful,  and  the  Intestate  died  In  conse- 
quence, held,  that  there  was  no  error  in  refusing  to  charge  that,  if 
death  was  proximately  caused  by  pressing  the  intestines  into  the 
abdominal  cavity  (the  aUeged  mistake),  the  plaintiff  could  not  re- 
cover.

The  judge  also  charged  that 
if  death  was  produced  by  the  error,  Ignorance,  or  maltreatment  of 
the  surgeon,  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover,  which  the  appellate  court 
said  was  quite  as  favorable  to  the  defendant  as  the  case  would 
warrant  Plaintiff's  intestate  rejected  the  advice  of  his  physician, 
and  refused  to  submit  his  Injured  leg  to  amputation ;  the  physician 
testifying  that  such  an  operation  would  merely  "have  Improved  the

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mistake,  poison  was  given  him,  sufficient  to  cause  the  death 
of  a  well  man,  from  the  immediate  effect  of  which  he  died. 
There  was  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the  injuries  re- 
ceived were  mortal,  and  that  they  caused  him  to  succumb 
more  quickly  to  the  poison  than  if  he  had  been  well.  It 
was  held  that,  under  the  provision  of  the  Code  giving  a 
right  of  action  when  the  injury  "results"  in  death,  the  ac- 
tion could  be  maintained  against  the  original  wrongdoer. 
The  reasoning  of  the  court  is  to  the  effect  that  when  the  re- 
sult is  the  necessary  result  of  the  first  cause,  and  a  cause 
intervenes,  sufficient,  also,  to  produce  the  result,  whose  op- 
eration is,  however,  hastened  by  the  concurrent  operation  of 
the  first  cause,  the  latter  may  be  regarded  as  a  proximate 
cause. 

A  person  who  aids  and  abets  the  wrongful  act  is  equally 
liable  with  the  person  who  actually  perpetrates  it.^*® 

chances*'  of  recovery.  Held,  that  the  refusal  could  not,  as  a  matter 
of  law,  be  said  to  be  negligence.  Sullivan  v.  Tioga  R.  Co.,  112  N.  Y.

It  is  immaterial  that  the  injury  causing  death  results 
from  the  neglect  of  a  statutory  duty,  provided  that  the  par- 
ty injured  thereby  might  have  maintained  an  action  if  death 
had  not  ensued.^*^    Thus  railway  companies  are  liable  when

companies  liable  for  injuries  to  any  employe,  through  the 
negligence  of  another  employe,  without  contributory  neg- 
ligence, while  engaged  in  operating,  running,  or  switching 
cars,  such  company  is  liable  under. the  death  act,  for  the 
death  of  an  employe  injured  by  a  coemploye  occurring 
under  such  circumstances  as  would  have  entitled  the  de- 
cedent to  recover  under  the  former  statute.**'  And  where 
a  statute  gives  a  right  of  action  to  a  person  for  injuries 
sustained  while  a  passenger  of  a  railroad  company,  ex- 
cept where  the  injury  was  occasioned  by  his  own  crim- 
inal negligence,  or  by  his  violation  of  some  express  rule

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or  regulation  of  the  carrier  actually  brought  to  his  no- 
tice, the  statute  creating  a  presumption  of  negligence  where 
the  case  does  not  fall  within  the  exceptions,  the  statute 
is  applicable  in  an  action  brought  by  the  administrator 
of  a  person  injured  while  a  passenger,  under  the  death 
act.

duty  it  was  under  a  certain  statute  to  keep  the  bridge  in  re- 
pair, although  the  statute  imposing  such  duty  upon  town- 
ships was  passed  subsequently  to  the  act  creating  a  right 
of  action  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  and  although  the 
later  statute  did  not  expressly  provide  that  townships  should 
be  liable  in  case  of  death.  The  opinion  was  delivered  by 
Cooley,  C.  J.,  who  says:  "The  statute  of  1848  [giving  a 
remedy  for  injuries  resulting  in  death]  is  in  the  strictest

It  was  not  made  for  cases  which  might  arise 
under  the  law  as  it  then  was,  but  it  was  enacted  to  establish 
a  general  and  very  wholesome  rule,  as  applicable  to  causes 
of  action  that  might  arise  under  subsequent  remedial  stat- 
utes, and  as  to  those  arising  under  the  common  law  or  un- 
der statutes  then  existing."  And  in  a  later  case  ^"  it  was 
held  by  the  same  court  that  a  city  was  liable  under  a  later 
act  rendering  cities  liable  in  damages  to  persons  injured 
upon  highways  although  the  act  provided  that  no  munici- 
pality should  be  liable  to  any  person  for  "bodily  injury"  sus- 
tained upon  public  highways  except  under  the  provisions  of 
the  act,  and  abrogated  the  common-law  liability  for  such 
"bodily  injuries,"  and  made  no  provision  for  the  recovery  of 
damages  in  cases  of  death  resulting  therefrom.  A  different 
conclusion,  however,  was  reached  in  South  Carolina,  where 
it  was  held  that  the  act  giving  to  the  personal  representative 
a  right  of  action  in  case  of  death  did  not  apply  to  a  case 
under  a  subsequent  statute,  which  gave  a  right  of  action 
"against  a  county  for  damages  sustained  by  any  one  in- 
jured through  a  defect  in  the  repair  of  a  highway  or  bridge." 
The  court  rests  its  decision  both  upon  the  ground  that  the 
legislature  could  not  have  intended  to  embrace  within  the 
provisions  of  the  earlier  act  new  rights  to  be  subsequently 
created  by  statute,  and  upon  the  ground  that  the  right  of 
action  given  by  the  later  act  was  not  based  upon  negligence, 
but  upon  a  defect  in  the  repair  of  the  highway  or  bridge,

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regardless  of  negligence,  and  that  consequently  the  wrong 
complained  of  did  not  come  within  the  words  "wrongful  act, 
neglect,  or  default."  ^^® 

§  78.    Death  resulting  from  liquor  sold  by  defendant 

Where  the  death  of  a  person  results  from  intoxication 
caused  by  liquor  furnished  him  by  the  defendant,  no  ac- 
tion can,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  be  maintained  by 
the  personal  representative,  since  none  could  have  been 
maintained  by  the  party  injured  if  death  had  not  ensued.*** 
But  if,  when  the  liquor  is  furnished,  the  decedent  is  already 
so  intoxicated  as  to  be  incapable  of  intelligent  action,  a  dif- 
ferent question  is  presented,  and  it  has  been  held  that  in 
such  case  the  action  can  be  maintained.  Thus,  where  the 
decedent  was  a  confirmed  inebriate,  and  the  defendants 
made  a  wager  that  he  could  not  drink  three  pints  of  whisky, 
and  persuaded  him  to  try,  and  after  drinking  two  pints  he 
became  helplessly  intoxicated,  but  the  defendants,  although 
warned  by  a  bystander  that  it  would  kill  him,  induced  him 
to  drink  a  third  pint,  which  caused  his  death,  it  was  held

V  Collinsworth,  144  Ky.  3,  137  S.  W.  766. 
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that  the  defendants  were  liable.^'*  The  court  said  that, 
whatever  effect  the  consent  of  the  decedent  might  otherwise 
have  had  in  excusing  the  acts  of  the  defendants,  their  con- 
duct in  persuading  him  to  drink  the  third  pint  when  he  was 
in  a  helpless  condition  amounted  to  deception,  and  was 
equivalent  to  force.  And  in  Pennsylvania,  where  the  dece- 
dent was  already  intoxicated  when  the  liquor  was  sold,  it 
was  held  that  there  was  not  such  concurrent  negligence  on 
the  part  of  the  deceased  as  to  relieve  the  defendant  from 
liability.^*^  This  case  certainly  goes  to  the  extreme  limit, 
and  is  opposed  to  a  later  Alabama  case,*'^  where  it  was 
held  that,  even  if  the  action  was  within  the  purview  of  the 
statute,  the  contributory  negligence  of  the  decedent  in  be- 
coming intoxicated  would  constitute  a  defense,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  he  was  already  helplessly  drunk  when 
the  liquor  was  sold.  Where  the  wrongful  act  of  the  de- 
fendant who  sold  the  liquor  consisted  in  expelling  the  de- 
cedent from  a  saloon,  late  at  night,  after  he  had  become 
helpless,  it  was  held  that  the  question  of  contributory  neg- 
ligence was  not  involved.^'* 

The  question  whether  an  action  can  be  maintained  by  the 
widow  for  loss  of  support  caused  by  her  husband's  death 
under  the  so-called  "civil  damage  acts"  is,  of  course,  totally 
distinct.  The  weight  of  authority  is  in  favor  of  such  an 
action,^**    although   the    contrary   doctrine   is   also   main-

§  79.     Felonious  killing 

Most  of  the  acts,  following  Lord  Campbell's  act,  provide 
that  the  action  may  be  maintained  although  the  death  has 
been  caused  under  such  circumstances  as  amount  in  law  to 
felony.*'^     This  provision,  however,  has  been  omitted  in

In  Arizona,  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  and  Wyoming,  "al- 
though the  death  shall  have  been  caused  under  such  circumstances 
as  amount  in  law  to  murder  in  the  first  or  second  degree  or  man- 
slaughter." In  Alabama,  "though  there  has  not  been  prosecution  or 
conviction  or  acquittal  of  the  defendant"  In  Iowa,  New  York,  and 
and  perhaps  other  states,  the  provision  against  the  merger  of  the 
civil  in  the  criminal  offense  is  general.  In  Quebec,  the  net  provides 
that  the  "actions  are  independent,  and  do  not  prejudice  the  criminal 
proceedings  to  which  the  parties  may  be  subject"

§  80.    Ebcistence  of  beneficiaries  essential 

The  statutes  which  require  the  action  to  be  brought  in  the 
name  of  the  executor  or  administrator  generally  provide  in 
express  terms  that  the  action  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
the  widow  and  next  of  kin,  or  other  members  of  the  family, 
of  the  deceased,  and  that  the  amount  recovered  shall  be  di- 
vided among  the  persons  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is 
brought  to  the  exclusion  of  creditors  of  the  estate.  The  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator,  as  such,  has  no  interest  in  the  re- 
covery, and  he  acts  in  effect  as  trustee  for  the  persons  bene- 
ficially entitled.*     It  follows  that,  unless  the  deceased  left

§  81.    Otherwise  under  some  statutes 

Under  the  Virginia  statute,  although  the  damages  are 
given  first  to  the  husband  or  wife,  parent  or  child,  yet,  if 
neither  of  these  is  alive,  the  damages  are  assets  to  be  dis- 
posed of  according  to  law.  For  this  reason  it  is  held  that 
the  existence  of  husband,  wife,  parent,  or  child  is  not  nec- 
essary to  the  maintenance  of  the  action/  The  rule  in  West 
Virginia  appears  to  be  the  same,  although  the  statute  ex- 
pressly declares  that  the  amount  recovered  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  deceased,  and  the 
reason  for  the  rule  is  not  clear. "^  In  North  Carolina  the 
same  rule  also  prevails,  for,  though  the  amount  recovered 
is  not  liable  to  be  applied  as  assets,  it  is  required  to  be  paid, 
if  it  remains  unclaimed  for  five  years  in  the  hands  of  the 
executor  or  administrator,  to  the  state  university.*  In  Ore- 
gon the  amount  recovered  is  to  be  administered  as  other  per-

sonal  property  of  the  decedent,  and  it  is  held  that  the  action 
may  be  maintained  although  he  left  surviving  no  relatives 
or  creditors.*  "Under  Lord  Campbell's  act,  and  similar 
statutes,"  said  the  court,  "the  damages  recovered  belong  to 
the  designated  beneficiary,  and  are  measured  by  the  value 
of  the  life  taken  to  the  particular  person  entitled  to  the  ben- 
efit of  the  statute,  while  under  our  statute  they  belong  to 
the  estate,  and  are  coextensive  with  the  value  of  the  life 
lost,  without  regard  to  its  value  to  any  particular  person. 
In  the  one  case  the  object  of  the  action  is  to  recover  the 
pecuniary  loss  sustained  by  the  designated  relatives,  and  in 
the  other  the  value  of  the  life  lost,  measured,  as  near  as  can 
be,  by  the  earning  capacity,  thriftiness,  and  probable  length 
of  life  of  the  deceased,  and  the  consequent  amount  of  prob- 
able accumulations  during  the  expectancy  of  such  life.  Carl- 
son V.  Oregon  Short  Line  &  U.  N.  Ry.  Co.,  21  Or.  450,  28 
Pac.  497.  It  follows,  therefore,  that,  so  far  as  the  right  to 
maintain  the  action  is  concerned,  it  is  immaterial  whether 
the  deceased  left  surviving  him  any  relatives  or  creditors 
whatever.  The  right  of  action  is  given  by  the  statute  to  the 
administrator  or  executor  in  his  representative  capacity,  and 
is  in  the  nature  of  an  asset  of  the  estate.  The  heirs,  credit- 
ors, or  distributees  have  no  interest  in  the  recovery  on  ac- 
count of  any  right  of  action  for  the  pecuniary  injury  sus- 
tained by  them,  but  only  by  virtue  of  being  creditors  or  of 
kinship ;  and,  if  the  expense  of  the  administration  and  debts 
of  the  deceased  equal  or  exceed  the  assets,  including  the

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amount  of  the  recovery,  the  next  of  kin  would  receive  no 
benefit  whatever  from  the  right  of  action."  And  so  in 
Alaska,  where  the  recovery  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  husband, 
wife,  or  children,  but  if  there  be  none  is  to  be  administered 
as  other  personal  property  of  the  decedent,  it  is  held  that, 
the  act  having  been  taken  substantially  from  the  Oregon 
Code  after  its  construction  in  that  state,  in  accordance  with 
such  construction,  it  is  no  defense  that  the  decedent  left 
no  husband,  wife,  children,  or  family.**  And  in  Arizona, 
where  the  statute  provides  that  the  jury  shall  give  such 
damages  as  they  shall  deem  fair  and  just,  and  that  the  re- 
covery shall  not  be  subject  to  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the 
deceased-,  and  shall  be  distributed  to  the  parties  and  in  the 
proportions  provided  by  law  in  relation  to  the  distribution 
of  the  personal  estate  left  by  persons  dying  intestate,  it  is 
held  that  the  plaintiff  need  not  allege  or  prove  the  exist- 
ence of  beneficiaries,  or  the  amount  of  damages  suffered  by 
them." 

§  82.    Widow  and  next  of  kin 

Many  of  the  statutes  provide  that  the  action  may  be 
brought  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  next  of  kin.  This 
provision  does  not  mean,  however,  that  the  action  is  main- 
tainable only  when  there  are  both  widow  and  next  of  kin; 
it  is  sufficient  if  there  be  either.**    Other  statutes  provide

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that  the  action  may  be  brought  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow, 
or  widower,  and  next  of  kin ;  ^*  and  others,  for  the  benefit 
of  the  widow  and  children,  if  any,  or  next  of  kin.^*  Fre- 
quently it  is  also  provided  that  the  damages  are  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  same  manner  as  personal  property  of  per- 
sons dying  intestate.  In  such  case  the  "next  of  kin"  com- 
prehend those  who  would  take  the  personal  property  of  the 
deceased  under  the  statute  of  descents  and  distributions.^* 
This  statement  must  be  qualified,  however,  in  accordance 
with  the  decisions  in  some  jurisdictions,  where  the  statute 
provides  that  the  action  is  ^maintainable  for  the  benefit  of 
the  widow,  or  widow  and  children,  and  next  of  kin,  without 
expressly  including  the  surviving  husband,  as  explained  in 
the  following  section. 

IS  Where  the  statute  provides  that  the  damages  shall  inure  to  the 
exclusive  benefit  of  the  widow  and  children,  If  any,  or  next  of  kin, 
if  deceased  died  leaving  a  widow,  but  no  children,  no  right  of  action 
existed  for  the  benefit  of  his  brothers,  who  were  his  next  of  kin.

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§  83.    Whether  husband  is  next  of  kin 

Whether  the  husband  is  a  beneficiary,  under  a  statute 
providing  that  the  action  may  be  brought  for  the  benefit  of 
the  widow  and  next  of  kin,  is  a  question  which  has  been  an- 
swered differently  by  diflferent  courts.  In  some  states  it  has 
been  held  adversely  to  the  husband,  on  the  ground  that  he 
is  not  expressly  mentioned,  and  that  he  is  not  included 
among^the  next  of  kin.^'  Thus  in  New  York  the  court 
said :  "It  is  the  pecuniary  injury  resulting  to  the  wife  and 
next  of  kin  which  is  to  be  estimated;  but  the  injury  to  the 
husband,  when  it  is  the  wife  whose  death  has  been  caused 
by  the  defendant's  act,  is  not  spoken  of  as  a  ground  of  dam- 
ages. And  the  husband  is  not  embraced  within  the  descrip- 
tion of  next  of  kin  of  his  wife.  Husband  and  wife,  as  such, 
are  not  kin  to  each  other  in  a  legal  sense."  ^^  And  in  Min- 
nesota, where  the  statute  also  provided  that  the  recovery 
was  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  widow  and  next  of  kin, 
"to  be  distributed  to  them  in  the  same  proportion  as  the 
personal  property  of  deceased  persons,"  the  decision  was

the  same;  the  court  saying  that  the  words  "next  of  kin" 
are  limited  in  legal  meaning  to  blood  relations,  and  do  not 
include  husband  or  wife,  unless  accompanied  by  other  words 
clearly  manifesting  an  intention  to  extend  their  signification, 
and  that,  while  the  provision  for  distribution  regulates  the 
proportion  in  which  the  damages  recoverable  shall  be  dis- 
tributed, the  damages  themselves  by  the  express  terms  of 
the  statute  are  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  next  of

been  held  that  the  husband  is  a  beneficiary.'*  In  Ohio,  for

A  bastard  is  not  a  "child,"  within  Lord  Campbell's  act.*' 
Under  the  Pennsylvania  statute,  giving  a  right  of  action  to 
the  "parent,"  it  was  held  that  the  mother  of  an  illegitimate 
child  could  not  recover.^*  And  so  in  Georgia,  Louisiana 
and  Mississippi."*^  In  South  Carolina  a  mother  cannot  re- 
cover, as  sole  beneficiary,  for  the  death  of  her  illegitimate 
child."^  And  under  a  Vermont  statute,  giving  a  right  of  ac- 
tion to  one  dependent  on  a  person  whose  death  is  caused  by 
intoxication  from  the  use  of  liquor  unlawfully  sold,  an  ille- 
gitimate child  cannot  recover.**     On  the  other  hand,  in

§  86.    Aliens

action  can  be  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  the  mother  of  an  lUe- 
gltlmate  child  as  the  next  of  kin  of  such  child.  Security  Title  & 
Trust  Co.  V.  West  Chicago  St  R,  Co.,  91  111.  App.  332.  The  admin- 
istrator of  an  Illegitimate  child  brought  action  for  his  death  for  the 
benefit  of  his  "next  of  kin,'*  consisting  of  his  mother,  his  half-broth- 
ers, and  his  half-sister  by  his  mother's  subsequent  marriage.  Bums* 
Ann.  St  1908,  f  2998,  provides  that  Ulegitlmate  children  may  inherit 
from  the  mother  as  if  legitimate,  and  through  the  mother,  if  dead, 
any  property  or  estate  which  she  would.  If  living,  have  taken  by 
gift,  devise,  or  descent,  and  by  section  3002  the  mother  of  an  illegiti- 
mate child  dying  Intestate  without  Issue  or  other  descendants  In- 
herits his  estate;  and.  If  such  mother  be  dead,  her  descendants  or 
kindred  shall  Inherit.  Held,  that  the  "next  of  kin"  Included  such 
persons  as  were  entitled  to  inherit  the  personal  property  of  the  de- 
cedent, and  that,  under  sections  2998  and  3002,  the  mother  and  the 
half-brothers  and  the  half-sister  were  the  next  of  kin,  and  that  the 
administrator's  action  could  be  maintained  for  their  benefit  L.  T.

to  be  brought  by  the  personal  representatives  or  may  be 
maintained  by  the  beneficiary  in  his  own  name.*® 

A  different  view  has  been  taken  in  Pennsylvania,  where 
in  a  leading  case  *^  it  was  held  that  a  nonresident  alien  (an 
Italian)  was  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  act.  "No  case 
has  been  cited  to  us,"  said  the  court,  "nor  are  we  aware  of 
any,  in  which  a  nonresident  alien,  whether  husband,  widow, 
child,  or  parent  of  the  deceased,  has  maintained  a  suit  under 
the  act  of  April  26,  1855,  to  recover  damages  for  an  injury 
causing  death.  Our  legislation  on  this  subject  is  in  accord 
with  the  English  statute  of  August  26,  1846,  and  therefore 
the  decisions  of  the  English  courts  construing  this  statute 
are  often  referred  to  in  cases  grounded  upon  our  acts  of 
April  15,  1851,  and  April  26,  1855.  But  no  case  has  been 
brought  to  our  notice  in  which  an  English  court  has  held 
that  a  nonresident  alien  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  conferred 
by  the  act  of  1846.  *  *  *  No  statute  or  law  of  Italy 
has  been  shown  which  authorizes  such  a  suit.  Our  statute 
was  not  intended  to  confer  upon  nonresident  aliens  rights  of 
action  not  conceded  to  them  or  to  us  by  their  own  country, 
or  to  put  burdens  on  our  own  citizens  to  be  discharged  for 
their  benefit.  It  has  no  extraterritorial  force,  and  the  plain- 
tiff is  not  within  the  purview  of  it.    While  it  is  possible  that

This  case  was  adhered  to  in  that 
state,**  and  of  course  followed  in  the  federal  courts  in  ac- 
tions arising  under  the  Pennsylvania  statute.**  By  a  recent 
amendment  of  the  statute  the  rule  in  Pennsylvania  has  been 
made  the  same  as  that  generally  prevailing  elsewhere  by

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lowed  in  Wisconsin,* •  although  even  there  an  action  was 
held  to  be  maintainable  far  the  benefit  of  a  resident  of  an- 
other state,  as  distinguished  from  a  nonresident  alien.** 

As  to  the  point  made  in  the  leading  Pennsylvania  case 
that  the  English  courts  have  not  held  that  a  nonresident 
alien  is  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  Lord  Campbell's  act,  it  is 
to  be  said  that  a  recent  English  decision  has  held  that  he  is 
so  entitled.*'  It  is  of  course  not  necessary  in  this  view 
that  the  act  should  have  extraterritorial  force.  As  observed 
by  Holmes,  C.  J. :  "It  is  true  that  legislative  power  is  ter- 
ritorial, and  that  no  duties  can  be  imposed  by  statute  upon 
persons  who  are  within  the  limits  of  another  state.  But 
rights  can  be  offered  to  such  persons,  and  if,  as  is  usually 
the  case,  the  power  that  governs  them  makes  no  objection, 
there  is  nothing  to  hinder  their  accepting  what  is  oflfered."  ** 
As  to  the  contention  that  the  more  liberal  construction  is 
opposed  to  the  spirit  and  policy  of  the  statute,  the  weight  of 
argument  is  certainly  against  this.  As  was  said  in  a  Minne- 
sota case :  "Turning,  now,  to  the  language  of  our  own  stat- 
ute, there  is  not  a  word  or  expression  indicating  an  inten- 
tion to  limit  its  application  to  persons  residing  within  the 
state,  or  to  residents  of  sister  states.    The  object  of  the

§  87.    Survival  of  right  of  beneficiary 

The  action  for  death,  being  an  action  for  tort,  is  generally 
held  to  fall  within  the  common-law  rule  that  such  actions 
do  not  survive  the  death  of  the  party  in  whose  favor  the 
right  of  action  existed.'*    It  is  immaterial  that  the  nominal

This  has  been  de- 
cided in  cases  where  the  question  was  presented  by  the 
death  of  the  sole  party  in  interest  pending  the  suit/*  Thus 
under  a  Wisconsin  statute,  which  provided  that  the  damages 
should  go  to  the  husband  or  widow,  if  such  relative  survive 
the  deceased,  and  otherwise  to  the  descendants,  etc.,  of  the 
deceased,  it  was  held  that  where  the  husband  died  pending 
the  action  it  abated ;  the  court  saying  that  while  it  is  appar- 
ent that  under  the  English  and  New  York  statutes  the 
right  of  action  vests  at  once  for  the  benefit  of  all  of  the  per- 
sons entitled  to  receive  any  part  of  the  money  recovered, 
and  may  be  maintained  as  long  as  any  one  of  such  persons 
survives,  it  is  equally  apparent  that  by  the  Wisconsin  stat- 
ute the  right  of  action  vests  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  hus- 
band or  widow,  and  for  the  benefit  of  descendants  only  if  no 
husband  or  widow  survives.*'  Where  this  view  prevails,  it 
follows  that  if  there  are  several  beneficiaries,  upon  the  death 
of  one  the  action  survives  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  oth- 
ers, to  the  exclusion  of  the  estate  of  the  beneficiary  so 
dying.**    If,  however,  a  beneficiary  who  at  the  time  of  the

"The  widow 
having  died,"  said  the  court,  "the  question  now  to  be  de- 
termined is  whether  the  suit  abates,  or  the  administrator 
may  still  prosecute  it,  for  the  benefit  of  the  father  of  de- 
ceased, who  is  the  next  of  kin  now  surviving.  We  think 
the  exclusive  statutory  beneficiary  was  that  person  or  class 
of  persons  who  were  entitled  to  the  recovery  at  the  death  of 
deceased,  when  the  cause  of  action  accrued.  In  this  case 
it  was  the  widow,  and,  in  the  language  of  the  statute,  the 
right  of  action  passed  to  her,  or  to  the  administrator,  for 
her  benefit.  The  right  of  recovery  having  once  vested  in 
the  widow,  it  did  not  pass  upon  her  death  to  her  personal 
representative,  neither  did  it  revest  in  the  next  of  kin  of 
deceased,  for  the  reason  that  no  provision  is  made  in  the 

death  is  brought  by  several  next  of  kin,  the  death  of  one  before 
trial,  though  abating  the  action  as  to  him,  does  not  abate  the  ac- 
tion as  to  the  others.

those  which  survive  at  common  law.  A  provision  that  ac- 
tions for  damages  for  injury  to  the  person  shall  survive 
does  not  include  an  action  for  death,  since  the  action  is  to 
recover,  not  damages  for  the  injury  to  the  person  of  the  de- 
cedent, but  damages  for  the  pecuniary  loss  which  the  bene- 
ficiaries have  suffered.'^  A  provision  that  actions  for 
wrongs  done  to  the  property  of  another  shall  survive 
stands  on  a  different  footing,  since  the  action  for  death  is 
for  the  recovery  of  damages  for  the  pecuniary  injury  suf- 
fered by  the  beneficiaries,  and  a  statute  which  gives  the 
right  of  action  creates  a  property  right,  and  it  has  accord- 
ingly been  held  in  some  states  where  actions  for  wrongs 
done  to  the  property  of  another  survive  that  this  covers  ac- 
tions for  death."*    "As  in  the  language  of  the  statute,"  said

the  New  York  court/*  "  *the  damages  awarded  to  the  plain- 
tiff' are  to  be  estimated  on  the  basis  of  'a  fair  and  just  com- 
pensation for  the  pecuniary  injuries  resulting  from  the  de- 
cedent's death  to  the  person  or  persons  for  whose  benefit 
the  action  is  brought/  we  think  the  injury  is  for  a  wrong 
done  to  the  property,  rights,  or  interests  of  the  beneficiary, 
and  that  hence  the  cause  of  action  survives ;  the  recovery, 
if  any,  being  a  part  of  his  estate,  the  same  as  it  would  have 
been  if  collected  and  paid  over  before  his  death."  And  in 
a  New  Jersey  case  •*  it  was  said :  "The  controlling  feature 
of  this  legislation  is  that  damages  are  made  recoverable  for 
causing  death  as  compensation  for  the  pecuniary  injury  the 
designated  beneficiaries  have  sustained  by  reason  of  the 
death.  *  *  *  It  is  also  clear  that  the  pecuniary  injury 
to  be  compensated  for  is  that  of  the  widow  or  persons  who 
are  next  of  kin  at^the  time  of  the  death,  *  *  *  and  that 
the  cause  of  action  created  by  the  statute  inures  to  such 
persons  as  a  vested  right.  By  this  statute  a  property  right 
is  created  in  the  beneficiary.  *  *  *  The  death  of  the 
beneficiary  pending  suit  will  have  a  controlling  influence 
upon  the  quantum  of  recovery.  The  personal  injury  sus- 
tained would  be  limited  in  duration  ^nd  extent  to  his  life- 
time. But  the  death  of  the  beneficiary  pending  suit  cannot 
be  made  available  to  abrogate  the  liability  of  tlie  wrongdoer

The 
right  to  compensation  vested  in  the  beneficiary  immediately 
on  the  death  of  the  deceased." 

In  some  other  states  the  survival  of  the  action  for  the  bene- 
ficiary has  been  held  upon  grounds  that  do  not  so  clearly  ap- 
pear.*^ Under  the  peculiar  provisions  of  the  South  Carolina 
statute  it  is  held  that,  upon  the  death  of  the  person  who  was  the 
sole  beneficiary  when  the  action  was  begun,  the  action  may  be 
prosecuted,  not  for  the  benefit  of  his  estate,  but  for  the  benefit 
of  those  who  would  have  been  the  beneficiaries,  had  he  not  sur- 
vived the  decedent,  and  who  stand  next  in  the  order  of  succes- 
sion.** 

§  88.    Assignment  of  right  of  beneficiary 

In  New  York  it  has  been  held  that  the  interest  of  a  bene- 
ficiary in  the  damages  to  be  recovered,  having  the  essential 
attributes  of  property  stands  on  the  same  footing  as  a  dis- 
tributive share  in  any  other  fund,  and  is  assignable,  and 
that  the  suit  may  be  prosecuted,  notwithstanding  such  as- 
signment, by  the  sole  beneficiary.*'

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§  89.    Distribution 

Lord  Campbell's  act  provides  that  the  amount  recovered 
shall  be  divided  among  the  parties  for  whose  benefit  the 
action  is  brought  in  such  shares  as  the  jury  by  their  verdict 
shall  find.  This  provision  has  been  substantially  followed 
in  Maryland,  Texas,  and  Virginia.**  In  Texas  it  has  been 
held  that  the  failure  of  the  jury  to  apportion  the  damages 
assessed  is  error,**  but,  in  the  absence  of  objection,  is  not 
ground  for  reversal.**  It  is  proper  for  the  jury  to  exclude 
from  the  verdict  a  party  who  fails  to  prove  pecuniary  loss.*^ 
It  was  enacted  by  27  &  28  Vict.  c.  95,  that  the  defendant 
may  pay  money  into  court  as  compensation  in  one  sum  to 
all  the  persons  entitled,  without  specifying  the  shares  into 
which  it  is  to  be  divided  by  the  jury,  and  that  if  such  sum  is 
not  accepted,  and  an  issue  is  taken  as  to  its  sufficiency,  and 
the  jury  shall  think  it  sufficient,  the  defendant  shall  be  en- 
own  right,  and  a  recoYery  by  him  would  have  been  a  bar  to  any  sub- 
sequent action.

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out  means  of  support,  is  compelled  to  divide  the  net  amount 
of  the  judgment  she  has  recovered  as  administratrix  with  a 
man  of  means,  possessed  of  considerable  real  and  personal 
property.  We  must,  however,  construe  the  law  as  it  is 
written,  regardless  of  the  seeming  injustice  inflicted  in  par- 
ticular cases  by  the  existing  rule."  The  injustice  of  allow- 
ing participation  by  those  who  have  suffered  no  pecuniary 
loss  at  the  expense  of  those  who  have  suffered  such  loss 
was  recognized  in  a  recent  case  in  Nebraska ;  but  the  court 
held  that,  however  much  it  might  be  in  the  interest  of  jus- 
tice to  make  it  the  duty  of  the  court  or  jury  trying  the 
case  to  determine  the  proportion  in  which  the  damages  re- 
covered should  be  distributed,  the  method  of  distribution 
enjoined  by  the  statute  must  be  followed.*^  In  Pennsylva- 
nia, however,  where  the  statute  provided  that  the  persons 
entitled  to  recover  damages  should  be  the  husband,  widow, 
children,  or  parents,  and  that  the  sum  recovered  should  go 
to  them  on  the  proportion  they  would  take  in  the  decedent's 
personal  estate  in  case  of  intestacy,  it  was  held  that,  where 
the  widow  had  recovered  judgment,  children  of  full  age, 
whose  family  relations  with  the  deceased  had  been  severed, 
and  who  had  suffered  no  direct  pecuniary  loss,  were  not  en- 
titled to  share  in  the  judgment.®* 

The  distribution  is  governed  by  the  law  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  death,'*  and  of  course,  in  an  action  under  the 
statute  of  another  state  for  death  in  that  state,  the  distribu- 
tion should  be  according  to  the  law  of  the  foreign  state.**

Where  money  is  paid  to  the  administrator  by  way  of  com- 
promise, it  is  to  be  distributed  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
paid  upon  judgment,  and  may  be  recovered  from  him  by 
the  beneficiaries. ••  Although  the  amount  recovered  is  not 
strictly  assets,  the  sureties  of  the  administrator  are  liable 
upon  his  bond  for  its  proper  application.**  The  shares  of 
the  distributees  are  subject  to  the  payment  of  their  propor.- 
tionate  part  of  the  expenses  of  litigation.*^  In  Minnesota  it 
is  held  that,  since  the  recovery  does  not  inure  to  the  benefit 
of  the  decedent's  estate,  but  solely  to  the  benefit  of  the 
beneficiaries,  the  distribution  does  not  rest  in  the  probate 
court  appointing  the  administrator,  but  rests  exclusively  in 
the  court  in  which  the  recovery  is  had.**

Most  of  the  statutes  provide  that  the  action  may  be  prose- 
cuted by  the  executor  or  administrator,  or  by  the  "personal 
representatives,"  though  many  provide  that  it  may  be  prose- 
cuted directly  by  the  parties  for  whose  benefit  it  is  given. 
In  certain  cases  in  Massachusetts  the  remedy  is  by  indict- 
ment. In  Maryland,  also,  the  action,  though  in  all  respects 
a  civil  proceeding,  is  brought  in  the  name  of  the  state.  The 
peculiar  provisions  of  the  different  acts,  so  far  as  they  have 
been  construed  by  the  courts,  will  be  considered  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  more  general  discussion  of  this  subject.

§  110.    Foreign  administrator 

Where  the  decedent  was  a  resident  of  another  state  than 
the  state  in  which  the  injury  occurred  and  in  which  the  ac- 
tion is  brought,  the  question  arises  whether  it  can  be  main- 
tained by  an  executor  or  administrator  elsewhere  appointed. 
As  a  general  rule  an  executor  or  administrator  appointed  in 
one  state  may  not  sue  in  another,  letters  testamentary  or  of 
administration  having  no  extraterritorial  force,  and  it  be- 
ing the  policy  of  the  law  to  protect  the  creditors  of  the  es- 
tates of  decedents.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  true  that  the 
claim  of  the  personal  representative  under  statutes  similar 
to  Lord  Campbell's  act  is  not  one  for  the  benefit  of  the  es- 
tate, but  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  designated,  among 
whpm  creditors  are  not  included.  Nevertheless  the  rule 
which  precludes  a  foreign  executor  or  administrator  from 
suing  has  frequently  been  applied  in  such  cases,  where  the 
foreign  representative  has  not  taken  out  ancillary  letters,

Thus,  in  a  recent  case  in  North  Carolina, 
the  court  dismissed  the  contention  that  the  foreign  adminis- 
trator could  sue  because  he  must  hold  the  proceeds  of  the 
recovery  for  those  designated  in  the  statute  as  beneficiaries 
of  the  fund  upon  the  ground  that  the  legislature  in  provid- 
ing that  the  action  should  be  brought  by  "the  executor,  ad- 
ministrator or  collector  of  the  decedent"  clearly  contem- 
plated, nothing  else  appearing,  a  domestic  representative.'** 
In  many  states  a  more  liberal  interpretation  of  the  statute 
has  been  adopted,  and  it  is  held  that  foreign  representatives 
may  sue.**     In  Wisconsin  it  has  been  held  that  the  term

The  question  of  the  right  of  a  foreign  representative  to 
sue  may  also  be  raised  in  an  action  under  a  foreign  statute 
for  a  death  occurring  in  another  state.**  In  such  case  it  is 
generally  held  that  the  question  as  to  the  proper  plaintiff  is 
to  be  determined  by  the  statute  which  creates  the  right  of 
action,  and  not  by  the  lex  fori,  so  that  the  action  must  be 
brought  by  the  personal  representative  of  the  decedent  or 
by  the  beneficiaries  as  the  foreign  statute  may  provide.** 
When  the  statute  provides  that  the  action  must  be  brought 
by  the  personal  representative,  the  same  conflict  in  the  decir 
sions  is  found  as  in  the  preceding  case.  By  some  courts  it 
is  held  that  the  personal  representative  who  is  entitled  to 
sue  is  one  appointed  by  authority  of  the  state  where  the  ac- 
tion  is  brought.*^     Other  courts  hold,  upon   the  ground

foreign  letters  testamentary  or  of  administration  should  not 
confer  any  of  the  powers  or  authorities  possessed  by  do- 
mestic executors  or  administrators.  "The  New  Jersey  stat- 
ute," said  the  court,  "confers  the  right  of  action  in  cases  of 
this  kind  on  the  personal  representative  of  the  deceased.  He 
acts,  therefore,  not  by  the  authority  which  the  probate 
court  gave  when  it  granted  him  the  power  to  administer  the 
estate  of  the  deceased,  but  solely  by  virtue  of  the  authority

vested  in  him  by  the  statute.  It  designated  the  personal 
representative  of  the  deceased,  whoever  he  might  be,  as  the 
party  to  enforce  the  right  of  action  given  by  the  statute.  In 
bringing  this  suit,  therefore,  the  plaintiff  does  so,  not  as 
the  personal  representative  of  her  deceased  husband,  and 
by  virtue  of  the  authority  conferred  upon  her  as  such,  but 
as  the  representative  or  trustee  of  the  parties  for  whose 
benefit  the  action  was  instituted,  and  by  the  authority  con- 
ferred upon  her  by  the  statute.  The  right  of  action  might 
have  been  conferred  upon  the  beneficiaries  themselves,  or 
upon  any  private  person  or  public  official;  and,  if  it  had 
been,  it  is  too  clear  for  argument  that  there  could  be  no 
question  of  the  right  of  the  person  or  official  thus  desig- 
nated to  maintain  the  action.  The  fact  that  the  legisla- 
ture of  New  Jersey  saw  proper  to  invest  the  right  to  bring 
the  action  in  the  person  acting  as  the  personal  represen- 
tative of  the  deceased,  instead  of  conferring  the  authority 
upon  some  other  person  or  official,  does  not  make  the  per- 
son the  representative  of  the  deceased  in  prosecuting  the 
case,  and  therefore  bring  him  within  the  prohibition  of  the 
act  of  1832."  ••  Some  courts  have  gone  so  far  as  to  hold 
that  the  plaintiff  must  be  the  executor  or  administrator  ap- 
pointed in  the  foreign  state  where  the  cause  of  action  arose, 
upon  the  ground  that  the  statute  which  creates  the  right 
confers  the  right  of  action  upon  him  and  upon  him  only.^® 
It  is  generally  held,  however,  that  an  administrator  ap- 
pointed in  the  state  where  the  action  is  brought  is  a  proper

When  the  jurisdiction  of  the  probate  court  to  appoint  an 
administrator  depends  upon  the  existence  of  assets  of  the 
deceased  to  be  administered,  the  question  arises  whether 
a  claim  for  damages  for  his  death  constitutes  such  assets. 
Such  a  claim,  although  enforceable  by  the  administrator, 
belongs  in  fact  to  the  persons  for  whose  benefit  the  right 
of  action  is  given,  and  who  do  not  include  creditors  of  the 
estate;  and,  if  the  statutes  which  confer  jurisdiction  upon 
this  ground  are  literally  followed,  jurisdiction  in  such  cases 
cannot  be  obtained.  This  view  has  been  taken  in  some 
states;^*    but  it  is  generally  held  that  the  fact  that  this

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§  112.    Widow 

The  right  of  a  widow  to  sue,  when  the  statute  gives  her 
the  right,  vests  in  her  at  the  death  of  the  husband,  and  is 
not  divested  by  her  subsequent  marriage.'^  She  is  not 
prevented  from  maintaining  the  action  by  the  fact  that  she 
had  been  living  in  separation  from  him.**  She  may  recover, 
although  she  was  married  to  the  decedent  after  he  received 
the  injury  causing  his  death.** 

§  113.    Parents 

In  some  states  a  right  of  action  is  given  to  the  father  or 
mother  for  the  death  of  a  child.**  Under  some  statutes,  as 
in  Missouri,**  adopted  children  are  expressly  included. 
Whether  parents  may  recover  for  the  death  of  an  adopted 
child,  where  adopted  children  are  not  expressly  included,  is 
not  clear.**     Under  the  New  Jersey  death  act,  providing

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§  118.    Who  may  be  sued 

The  action  being  maintainable,  according  to  the  terms 
of  most  of  the  statutes,  whenever  the  act  or  neglect  causing 
death  was  such  that  the  party  injured  might  have  main- 
tained an  action,  the  question  who  may  be  sued  will  in  gen- 
eral depend  in  each  case  upon  precisely  the  same  consider- 
ations that  would  govern  in  an  action  for  personal  injury.®* 
It  has  been  held  that  the  action  could  be  maintained  against 
the  trustee  or  receiver  of  a  corporation,*'  against  the  master 
of  a  vessel,**  against  the  state,*^  and  against  a  municipali-

ty,**  and  that  it  could  not  be  maintained  against  a  lessor.** 
Many  of  the  statutes,  in  express  terms,  declare  that  cor- 
porations shall  be  liable ;  but,  whether  they  are  so  included 
or  not,  the  action  is  maintainable  against  them  as  much 
as  against  individuals.*^®  Under  a  Minnesota  statute,  mak- 
ing vessels  liable  for  all  injuries  done  by  them  to  persons 
or  property,  it  has  been  held  that  an  action  is  maintainable 
against  a  steamboat  by  the  administrator  of  a  person  who

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§  119.    Abatement  on  death  of  wrongdoer 

The  statutes  which  create  a  cause  of  action,  with  one  or 
two  exceptions,  do  not  undertake,  either  expressly  or  im- 
pliedly, to  change  the  common-law  rule  which  precludes 
the  maintenance  of  personal  actions  against  the  representa- 
tives of  the  wrongdoer.  Accordingly,  where  the  statute 
makes  no  such  exception,  the  right  of  action  abates  upon 
the  death  of  the  offending  party.*®*  A  different  view  was, 
indeed,  taken  in  the  early  New  York  case  of  Yertore  v. 
Wiswall's  Ex'rs,*®*  in  which  it  was  held  that  the  right  of 
action  survived  by  force  of  the  statute  of  that  state  provid- 
ing  that  actions  for  "wrongs  done  to  the  property  rights  or 
interests  of  another"  might  be  maintained  against  the  ex- 
ecutor or  administrator.

In  the  latter  state  it  is  held 
that  a  constitutional  provision  that  the  right  of  action  for 
injuries  resulting  in  death  shall  survive  does  not  mean  that 
it  shall  survive  after  the  death  of  the  wrongdoer.**®  On 
the  other  hand,  in  Illinois,  where  a  statute  provides  "that 
actions  to  recover  damages  for  an  injury  to  the  person" 
shall  survive,  it  is  held  that  an  action  for  death  may  be 
maintained  against  the  legal  representative  of  the  wrong- 
doer.*** And  so  in  Kentucky,  under  a  statute  providing 
that  no  right  of  action  for  personal  injury,  or  injury  to  the 
real  or  personal  estate,  shall  cease  or  die  with  the  person 
injuring  or  injured,  except  actions  for  assault.***

§  120.    Limitation  of  time  for  commencing  action 

Lord  Campbell's  act  contains  a  proviso  that  "every  such 
action  must  be  commenced  within  twelve  calendar  months 
after  the  death  of  such  deceased  person,"  and  a  similar  pro- 
vision is  contained  in  a  majority  of  the  statutes,  some  lim- 
iting the  time  to  one  year  and  some  to  a  longer  period. 
Other  statutes  provide  that  the  action  must  be  commenced 
"within  one  year,"  or  "within  two  years,"  or  within  a  cer- 
tain period  afte#  it  accrues.  Still  other  statutes  limit  the 
time  from  the  act  or  neglect  or  from  the  injury.  A  few 
statutes  *  contain  no  special  limitation,  and  leave  the  period 
to  be  determined  by  the  general  provisions  regulating  the 
limitation  of  actions  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable.  The 
existence  of  the  right  of  action  cannot  be  made  to  depend, 
by  analogy  to  the  common-law  rule  in  cases  of  murder,  up- 
on the  dying  of  the  injured  person  within  a  year  and  a  day 
from  the  date  of  the  injury.*

These  special  limitations  differ  in  some  respects  from 
those  created  by  the  ordinary  statutes  of  limitation.  Inas- 
much as  the  act  which  creates  the  limitation  also  creates 
the  action  to  which  it  applies,  the  limitation  is  not  merely 
of  the  remedy,  but  is  of  the  right  of  action  itself.*  The 
right  is  given  subject  to  the  limitation,  and  a  subsequent 
change  in  the  period  of  limitation  will  not  extend  the  period 
so  as  to  affect  an  existing  right  of  action.^    If  the  right  is

the  statute.  CuUen,  C.  J.,  who  delivered  the  majority  opin- 
ion, observed  that  such  an  action  must  be  brought  in  com- 
pliance, not  only  with  the  statute  of  1886,  but  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  Code,  which  require  an  action  by  personal 
representatives  for  death  to  be  brought  within  two  years 
after  the  death,  as  was  done  in  this  case,  and  that  this  pro- 
vision of  the  Code  effectually  cuts  off  stale  claims.  The 
dissenting  opinion  is  based  largely  on  the  contention  that 
the  legislature  could  not  have  meant  that  the  beneficiaries 
could  thus,  by  delaying  the  appointment  of  an  administra-

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sue  the  conclusion  seems  to  follow  necessarily  that  there 
can  be  no  accrual  of  the  action  until  his  appointment.  Dif- 
ferent considerations  must  govern  under  a  statute  which 
limits  the  time  from  the  accrual  of  the  action,  but  which 
gives  the  right  of  action  to  the  beneficiaries  without  the  in- 
tervention of  the  personal  representative  as  plaintiff.** 

In  Missouri,  where  the  right  of  action  is  given  directly  to 
the  persons  interested,  without  the.  intervention  of  an  ad- 
ministrator, under  a  provision  that  the  action  must  be  com- 
menced within  a  year  "after  the  cause  of  action  shall  ac- 
crue," it  is  held  that  the  time  begins  to  run  at  the  death. *^ 
In  Indiana  a  proviso  that  the  action  must  be  commenced 
"within  two  years"  has  been  held  to  mean  within  two  years 
from  the  death.*® 

In  some  states  there  are  no  limitations  applicable  solely 
to  this  class  of  actions,  and  the  question  has  arisen  under 
the  general  statute  of  limitations  applicable  to  actions 
founded  on  injuries  to  the  person.  In  Iowa,  where  the  stat- 
ute provides  that  "actions  founded  on  injuries  to  the  per- 
son" may  be  brought  within  two  years  "after  their  causes 
accrue,"  and  the  statute  giving  the  action  in  case  of  death 
declares  that  "such  action  shall  be  deemed  a  continuing

accrues  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  and  is  not  suspended  be- 
tween the  death  and  the  qualification  of  the  administra- 
tor.*® But  in  Kentucky,  under  a  similar  limitation,  the 
time  runs  from  the  death  and  not  from  the  time  the  admin- 
istrator qualifies.'^

§  123.    Notice  of  claim  and  special  limitation 

Under  some  statutes  it  is  provided  that  no  action  shall 
be  maintained  unless  written  notice,  stating  the  particulars 
of  the  injury,  be  given  to  the  defendant  within  a  certain 
time.**  Under  most  statutes  the  giving  of  such  notice  is  a 
condition  precedent  of  the  right  of  action,  and  must  be  al- 
leged in  the  complaint.** 

In  many  states  there  are  statutes  which  provide  that  ac- 
tions for  personal  injuries  shall  not  be  brought  against 
cities,  villages,  towns,  etc.,  unless  notice  of  the  injury  be 
served  upon  the  defendant  within  a  specified  time  after  the 
injury,  which  often  provide  also  as  a  prerequisite  to  the 
right  of  action  that  it  must  be  begun  within  a  specified 
time.    If  the  statute  which  gives  a  right  of  action  for  death 

against  a  railroad  company  for  injuries  to  a  servant,  brought  by 
the  servant's  administrator,  accrued  on  the  infliction  of  the  injury, 
from  which  time  the  one-year  statute  of  limitations  began  to  run.

tice, and  limiting  the  time  within  which  the  action  may  be 
brought,  is  not  applicable.*'  The  statutes  requiring  such 
notice  differ,  and  different  courts  have  laid  weight  upon 
different  provisions  in  reaching  the  conclusion  that  they  do 
not  apply,  as  that  the  notice  is  to  be  given  by  the  "person 
injured,"  or  that  the  statute  makes  a  different  period  of  lim- 
itation than  that  made  by  the  death  act.  In  New  York  it 
has  been  held  by  a  divided  court  that  such  a  statute  is  ap- 
plicable.*^

§  124.    Release  or  recovery  by  party  injured 

If  the  deceased,  in  his  lifetime,  has  done  anything  that 
would  operate  as  a  bar  to  a  recovery  by  him  of  damages  for 
the  personal  injury,  this  will  operate  equally  as  a  bar  in  an 
action  by  his  personal  representatives  for  his  death.  Thus, 
a  release  by  the  party  injured  of  his  right  of  action,^  or  a

an  action.  The  question  has  sometimes  been  discussed  as 
if  it  depended  on  whether  the  statutory  right  of  action  is  a 
new  right  of  action,  or  only  a  continuation  of  the  right  of 
action  of  the  party  injured.  Thus,  in  Read  v.  Great  East- 
ern Ry.  Co.,*  Blackburn,  J.,  found  it  necessary  to  qualify  the

Where  deceased,  during  his  lifetime,  released  the  wrongdoer,  his  ad- 
ministrator cannot  maintain  the  action,  unless  he  shows  that  the 
release  was  procured  by  fraud  or  duress.  Gen.  St  S.  G.  f  2186,  which 
excludes  a  right  of  action  in  the  administrator  for  a  death  by  wrong- 
ful act  where  deceased,  in  his  lifetime,  has  recovered  a  final  judg- 
ment for  the  injury,  does  not  imply  that  the  administrator  may  main- 
tain the  action  in  every  other  case,  but  was  only  intended  to  pre- 
vent a  double  remedy  in  any  case.  Price  v.  Richmond  &  D.  R.  Go., 
33  S.  G.  556,  12  S.  E.  413,  26  Am.  St  Rep.  700.  Under  the  Georgia 
statute  giving  a  right  of  action  in  case  of  homicide,  a  contract  be- 
tween deceased  and  his  employer,  exempting  the  latter  from  lia- 
bility for  negligence  is  a  bar  in  an  action  by  the  wife,  if  the  de- 
ceased was  killed  under  such  circumstances  as  by  his  contract  would 
have  debarred  him,  if  he  had  lived,  from  maintaining  an  action  for 
personal  Injury.  Western  &  A.  R.  Co.  v.  Strong,  52  Ga.  461 ;  Hend- 
ricks V.  Western  &  A.  R.  Go.,  52  Ga.  467.

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declarations  of  the  earlier  cases  on  this  point,  and  observes 
that  "the  action  is  not  new  in  the  sense  that  there  is  an  in- 
dependent cause  of  action  vested  in  the  representatives  of 
the  deceased  in  their  own  right."  He  concludes :  "I  think  it 
[the  statute]  meant  to  say  that,  if  the  party  injured  had  not 
in  his  lifetime  received  compensation,  the  defendant  would 
be  liable  to  an  action  by  the  executor  or  relatives  for  the 
loss  which  they  had  sustained  from  his  death."  And  in 
Griffiths  V.  Earl  of  Dudley,'  Field,  J.,  says:  "Read  v.  Great 
Eastern  Ry.  Co.  is  a  clear  decision  that  Lord  Campbell's 
act  did  not  give  any  new  cause  of  action,  but  only  substi- 
tuted the  right  of  the  representative  to  sue  in  the  place  of 
the  right  which  the  deceased  himself  would  have  had  if  he 
had  survived."  In  Littlewood  v.  Mayor,  etc.,  of  City  of 
New  York,!  on  the  other  hand,  Rapallo,  J.,  maintains  that 
the  statutory  right  of  action  is  a  new  right,  and  not  a  mere 
continuation  of  the  right  of  the  deceased.  He  is  of -opinion, 
however,  that  this  is  not  the  point  on  which  the  case  turns, 
and  that  the  true  question  is  whether,  in  enacting  the  stat- 
ute, the  legislature  had  in  view  a  case,  like  that  under  his 
consideration,  where  the  deceased,  in  his  lifetime,  had  re- 
covered damages.  "The  language  of  the  act,"  he  says, 
"plainly  indicates,  I  think,  that  the  framers  had  in  view 
the  maxim  'actio  personalis,'  etc.,  and  that  their  main  pur- 
pose was  to  deprive  the  wrongdoer  of  the  immunity  from 
civil  liability  afforded  by  that  rule.  *  *  *  The  form  of 
expression  employed  in  the  act  shows  that  the  legislature 
had  in  mind  the  case  of  a  party  entitled  to  maintain  an 
action,  but  whose  right  of  action  was  by  the  rule  of  the 
common  law  extinguished  by  his  death,  and  not  the  case  of

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one  who  had  maintained  his  action,  or  who  had  recovered 
damages.  This  still  more  strongly  appears  by  reference  to 
the  words  of  the  act  which  describe  the  wrongdoer  against 
whom  a  right  of  action  is  given.  He  is  not  described  in  any 
language  which  is  applicable  to  a  party  against  whom  judg- 
ment has  been  obtained  by  the  deceased  for  the  injury,  but 
as  'the  person  who  would  have  been  liable  if  death  had  not 
ensued.'  And  the  enactment  is  that  this  person  shall  be 
liable  notwithstanding  the  death.  It  seems  to  me  very  evi- 
dent that  the  only  defense  of  which  the  wrongdoer  was 
intended  to  be  deprived  was  that  afforded  him  by  the  death 
of  the  party  injured.  *  *  *  The  statute  may  well  be 
construed  as  meaning  that  the  party  who,  at  the  time  of 
bringing  the  action,  *would  have  been  liable  if  death  had 
not  ensued'  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  notwithstanding  the 
death." 

In  Georgia,  where  the  statute  did  not  contain  the  qualifi- 
cation that  the  act  or  neglect  must  be  such  as  would  have 
entitled  the  party  injured  to  maintain  an  action,  the  court 
rested  the  defendant's  liability  upon  still  other  grounds. 
"The  substantial  grounds  on  which  the  courts  must  hold 
that  the  husband's  settlement  bars  the  wife,"  said  the 
court,*  "are  based  upon  the  fact  that  the  wife's  right  in  the 
life  of  the  husband  is  subordinate  to  what  he  himself  has 
done  with  his  life;  that,  as  his  negligence  is  imputable  to 
her,  so  his  ratification  and  condonation  of  the  wrong  done 
him  estop  her;  that  his  acceptance  of  payment  ratifies  the 
act,  and  admits  that  he  has  been  made  whole  of  his  injury ; 
that  thereafter  the  defendant  can  say  he  has  not  harmed  the 
husband,  but  that  payment,  like  pardon,  relates  back  to  the 
original  act,  and  makes  it  as  though  it  had  not  been.    The

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settlement  operates  as  a  bar,  upon  considerations  of  a  pub- 
lic policy  encouraging  compromises."  It  is  hardly  possi- 
ble to  place  the  general  holding  upon  any  very  logical 
ground.  The  position  taken  by  the  courts  is  fairly  enough 
summed  up  as  follows:  "Whether  the  right  of  action  is  a 
transmitted  right  or  an  original  right,  whether  it  be  cre- 
ated by  a  survival  statute  or  by  a  statute  creating  an  in- 
dependent right,  the  general  concensus  of  opinion  seems 
to  be  that  the  gist  and  foundation  of  the  right  in  all  cases 
is  the  wrongful  act,  and  that  for  such  wrongful  act  but  one 
recovery  should  be  had,  and  that  if  the  deceased  had  re- 
ceived satisfaction  in  his  lifetime,  cither  by  settlement  and 
adjustment  or  by  adjudication  in  the  courts,  no  further 
right  of  action  existed."  • 

Cases  of  a  release  of  his  claim  by  the  party  injured  are 
to  be  distinguished  from  those  of  contracts  entered  into  by 
him  which  undertake  to  abridge  the  right  of  the  benefi- 
ciaries under  a  death  act  to  recover  damages  in  the  event 
of  his  death.  The  question  is  frequently  presented  by  con- 
tracts entered  into  by  railway  employes  with  railway  relief 
associations,  the  contracts  providing  that  benefits  shall  be 
paid  in  the  event  of  injury  or  death,  and  that  the  acceptance 
of  benefits  from  the  relief  fund  shall  operate  as  release  of 
all  claims  for  damages  against  the  company  arising  from 
the  injury  or  death.  Under  such  contracts  it  is  held  that, 
while  the  acceptance  by  one  of  the  beneficiaries  under  a 
death  act  of  such  a  death  benefit  may  bar  that  beneficiary,*

decedent]  might  have  maintained  an  action,  had  he  lived. 
He  had  not  waived  his  right  of  action.  He  undertook  to 
contract  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  the  contract  might 
waive  it  by  accepting  the  benefit,  but  this  action  is  not  for 
the  benefit  of  his  estate,  but  for  that  of  his  widow  and  next 
of  kin ;  and  the  measure  of  damages  is,  not  what  he  might 
have  recovered,  had  he  lived,  but  their  pecuniary  loss  by 
reason  of  his  death.  Whether  or  not  he  could,  by  a  com- 
promise after  the  accident,  before  his  death,  deprive  them 
of  their  right  of  action,  he  could  not  contract  away  their 
right  before  the  injury,  and  without  their  consent.  Nor 
could  he  contract  that  the  widow  might,  after  his  death,  de- 
suit,"  it  WEB  said,  "should  control  the  judgment,  so  that  the  share 
thereof  of  Nora  McKeering,  as  one  of  the  next  of  kin,  will  be  held 
for  the  benefit  of  the  defendant  company,  by  reason  of  the  payment 
made  under  the  relief  fund,  need  not  now  be  considered."  McKeer- 
ing  V.  Pennsylvania  R.  CJo.,  65  N.  J.  Law,  57,  46  Atl.

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prive  the  next  of  kin  of  their  remedy.  The  children,  of 
whom  there  were  eight,  were  not  beneficiaries  in  the  con- 
tract, and  his  contract,  and  the  widow's  acceptance  of  a  sum 
for  her  benefit,  did  not  discharge  the  right  of  action  on 
the  children's  behalf.  The  widow,  in  accepting  her  benefit, 
acted  individually,  and  not  as  an  administratrix.  In  main- 
taining this  action,  she  proceeds  in  her  representative  ca- 
pacity, and  is  not  estopped,  so  far  as  the  rights  of  others 
are  concerned,  by  her  acts  as  an  individual." 

From  contracts  of  the  character  discussed  in  the  preced- 
ing paragraph  are  to  be  distinguished  those  entered  into  be- 
tween a  railway  company  and  a  free  passenger,  whereby 
the  company  is  exempted  from  liability  for  injury  to  the 
person  of  the  passenger.  Whether  such  an  exemption,  even 
from  responsibility  for  injuries  from  ordinary  negligence,  is 
valid,  is  a  question  on  which  the  cases  conflict.  Where  the 
exemption  is  held  to  be  valid,  however,  it  operates,  in  case 
the  death  of  the  passenger  results  from  an  injury  caused 
by  such  negligence,  to  exempt  the  company  from  liability  to 
respond  in  damages  to  persons  entitled  to  recover  for  death 
caused  by  wrongful  act  or  neglect,  not  upon  the  gpround 
that  the  injured  person  released  his  claim,  but  upon  the 
ground  that  the  death  was  not  due  to  the  omission  on  the 
part  of  the  company  of  any  duty  owing  to  him,  and  hence 
cannot  be  considered  wrongful  or  negligent.*

A  release  or  compromise  of  his  claim  by  the  plaintiff  is 
of  course  a  defense  to  the  action,  and  this,  whether  the  re- 
lease or  compromise  was  by  the  administrator,^®  or  other 
person  authorized  to  prosecute  the  claim,  either  in  a  rep- 
resentative capacity  ^^  or  for  his  own  benefit,^^  or  by  a  per-

§  126.     Cause  of  action  of  party  injured  survives  by  stat- 
ute in  some  states 

In  many  states  the  common-law  rule  has  been  changed 
by  enactments  which  provide  that  the  right  of  action  for 
injury  to  the  person  shall  survive.  As  the  two  causes  of 
action  are  distinct — the  one  in  favor  of  the  estate  to  recover

An  action  by  an  administrator  for  the 
wrongful  death  of  his  intestate,  *'for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  wid- 
ow and  children,**  cannot  be  compromised  by  the  widow  without  the 
consent  of  the  children  or  administrator.  Knoxville,  C.  G.  &  L.  R. 
Co.  v.  Aouff,  92  Tenn.  26,  20  S.  W.  348.  Where,  prior  to  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  administratrix  or  the  commencement  of  action,  defend- 
ant settles  with  one  of  the  next  of  kin,  the  proper  practice  is  to 
have  that  portion  of  the  fund  which  would  otherwise  be  distributed 
to  the  heir  with  whom  the  settlement  was  made  applied  pro  tanto 
in  settlement  of  the  Judgment.  McVeigh  v.  Minneapolis  &  R.  R.  R. 
Co.,  110  Minn.  184,  124  N.  W.  971. 
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such  damages  as  might  have  been  recovered  by  the  party 
injured,  the  other  in  favor  of  the  surviving  members  of  his 
family  to  recover  damages  for  the  pecuniary  injury  result- 
ing to  them  from  the  death — it  would  logically  follow  that 
the  administrator  might,  upon  the  same  facts,  avail  himself 
of  either  remedy;  and  so  it  has  been  frequently  held.^*  In 
Illinois,  however,  where  the  statute  declares  that,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  actions  which  survive  at  common  law,  actions 
to  recover  damages  for  injury  to  the  person  shall  survive, 
it  is  held  that  this  enactment  is  applicable  only  to  cases 
where  death  results  from  some  other  cause  than  the  injury; 
and  that,  if  death  results  from  the  injury,  the  only  right  of 
action  is  for  the  death.**  A  similar  statute  has  received 
the  same  construction  in  Kansas  *^  and  Rhode  Island.^* 
In  these  states,  therefore,  the  question  whether  the  admin- 
istrator might  for  the  same  injury  avail  himself  of  both 
remedies  cannot  arise.  In  some  other  states,  where  there 
is  a  survival  act  as  well  as  a  death  act,  the  death  act  is  held 
to  be  limited  to  cases  of  instantaneous  or  immediate  death, 
and  cases  where  the  death  was  not  instantaneous  or  imme-

§  127.     Concurrent  actions  by  administrator 

In  other  jurisdictions,  whether  the  personal  representa- 
tive would  be  permitted  to  maintain  both  the  action  which 
survives  by  statute  and  the  action  for  death  is  not  entirely 
clear.*®    It  was  said  by  Long,  J.,  in  Hurst  v.  Detroit  City

son. Held  to  only  authorize  the  personal  representative  to  be  sub- 
stituted as  plaintiff  in  the  orlgijial  action  brought  by  him,  and 
converted  by  amendment  of  the  pleadings,  if  the  facts  warrant  it, 
into  an  action  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  next  of  kin.  Ander- 
son V.  Fielding,  92  Minn.  42,  99  N.  W.  357,  104  Am.  St  Rep.  665. 
The  right  of  action  given  to  an  administrator  by  Pub.  St  c.  52,  f 
17,  to  sue  for  his  intestate's  loss  of  life,  caused  by  a  defect  in  a 
highway,  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  children,  \b  independent  of 
the  administrator's  right  to  sue  for  damages  suffered  by  the  intes- 
tate during  liis  lifetime  from  the  injury  which  caused  his  death,  un- 
der Pub.  St  c  165,  §  1,  and  both  actions  may  proceed  at  the  same 
time.  Bowes  v.  City  of  Boston,  155  Mass.  3i4,  29  N.  B.  633,  15  L.  R, 
R.  A.  365.  This  case,  however,  arising  under  the  Massachusetts  stat- 
utes has  little  application* 
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Ry.  Co.,*^  that  the  satisfaction  of  the  claim  for  death 
would  be  no  bar  to  the  other  claim  if  such  action  could  be 
maintained.  In  Leggott  v.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.,"  it 
was  held  that  a  recovery  by  the  administratrix  in  an  action 
under  Lord  Campbell's  act  was  no  bar  to  an  action  by  her 
(founded  on  the  implied  contract  of  the  defendants  as  car- 
riers) to  recover  for  loss  of  time  and  expenses  resulting 
from  personal  injury  to  the  intestate,  who  was  a  passenger 
on  the  defendants'  railway.  The  opinions  in  that  case  point 
out  that  the  administratrix  sued  in  a  different  right  in  each 
case,  and  the  principle  of  that  decision  is  certainly  equally 
applicable  to  an  action  by  the  administrator  on  the  cause  of 
action  of  his  intestate  for  the  personal  injury,  which  is 
made  to  survive  by  the  enactments  in  question.  Whether 
Leggott  v.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.  is  reconcilable  with  the 
cases  which  hold  that  a  release  or  recovery  by  the  party 
injured  is  a  bar  to  an  action  for  the  death,  is  perhaps  ques- 
tionable. Certainly  there  is  an  apparent  inconsistency  in 
holding  that  a  recovery  of  judgment  by  the  party  injured  is 
a  bar,  and  that  a  recovery  by  the  administrator  upon  the 
identical  cause  of  action  is  no  bar,  in  an  action  for  the 
death.**     Upon  the  ground  that  the  two  causes  of  action

§  128.    Concurrent  actions  by  parent  or  heirs  and  by  ad- 

ministratCMT 

The  acts  of  many  states  give  a  right  of  action  to  the  fa- 
ther or  mother  of  a  child,  as  well  as  a  right  of  action  to  the 

tion  may  be  prosecuted  to  final  Judgment  by  or  against  the  personal 
representative  of  decedent.  It  was  held  that  where  plaintiff,  in  an 
action  for  personal  injuries,  died  from  such  injuries  pending  the  ac- 
tion, and  his  administrator  recovered  judgment  therein  under  sec- 
tion 21^,  such  judgment  is  a  bar  to  an  action  by  the  administrator 
for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and  next  of  kin  to  recover  for  the  in- 
juries resulting  from  the  death.  Ross,  C.  J.,  who  delivered  the  opin- 
ion says:  "The  construction  we  have  placed  on  the  act  of  1849  gives 
the  administrator  or  executor  the  right  to  sue  and  recover  for  the 
wife  and  next  of  kin,  wherever  the  intestate,  if  he  were  living,  could 
have  maintained  an  action  for  such  act  causing  the  Injury  occasion- 
ing the  death/*

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personal  representative  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow  and 
next  of  kin,  or,  as  in  Iowa,  Oregon,  and  Washington,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  estate.  The  right  of  the  parents  to  re- 
cover is  held  to  be  confined  to  cases  in  which  they  were  en- 
titled to  the  child's  services  by  reason  of  his  minority,  or 
because  the  relation  of  parent  and  child  in  fact  continued 
after  minority.  Where,  as  in  Indiana,  the  right  of  action  of 
the  personal  representative  is  for  the  benefit  of  the  widow 
and  next  of  kin,  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  a  case  could  arise 
in  which  the  parents  would  be  entitled  to  recover  for  loss 
of  the  child's  services,  and  in  which  all  the  damages  that 
could  result  from  the  death  would  not  be  recoverable  in  an 
action  by  the  parents;  while,  if  the  parents  were  not  en- 
titled to  recover  for  the  loss  of  the  child's  services,  all  the 
damages  that  could  result  would  be  recoverable  in  an  action 
by  the  personal  representative.*'  It  would  follow  that  in 
such  jurisdictions  the  remedies  of  parent  and  of  personal 

* 

representative  are  practically  exclusive,  and  that  a  recovery 
in  an  action  by  one  would  be  a  bar  to  an  action  by  the 
other.  In  Alabama  the  act  provides  that  a  suit  by  the  fa- 
ther or  mother  is  a  bar  to  a  suit  by  the  personal  represen- 
tative. 

In  Iowa  and  Washington,  however,  the  recovery  by  the 
parent  is  confined  to  the  loss  of  the  child's  services  during 
minority,  but  the  personal  representative  may  recover  for 
the  loss  to  the  child's  estate  after  he  should  have  attained 
his  majority.*^  Upon  this  ground  it  has  been  held  in  Wash- 
ington that  a  judgment  in  favor  of  the  administrator  is  not 
a  bar  to  an  action  by  the  father.**     In  Oregon,  also,  the

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measure  of  damages  in  an  action  by  the  personal  represen- 
tative is  the  loss  to  the  estate.  Where,  however,  the  per- 
sonal representative  of  a  deceased  adult  recovered  damages, 
it  was  held  by  a  divided  court  that  this  was  a  bar  to  an  ac- 
tion for  the  same  death  by  the  parent,  although  the  child, 
who  was  married,  continued  to  render  services  to  him  aft- 
er majority,  as  well  as  before.** 

In  some  acts  it  is  provided  that  the  action  may  be 
brought  by  the  personal  representative  or  heirs.  In  Cali- 
fornia it  is  held  that  a  recovery  by  the  executor  is  a  bar  to 
an  action  by  the  heirs.'®

§  129.    Classification  of  statutes 

The  distinguishing  feature  of  Lord  Campbell's  act  and 
of  acts  similar  to  it,  in  respect  to  damages,  is  that  the  dam- 
ages to  be  recovered  are  solely  such  as  result  (1)  from  the 
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death  (2)  to  the  persons  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is 
given.  This  feature  is  common  to  all  the  acts  in  force  in 
the  United  States,  with  the  following  exceptions : 

1.  The  acts  of  Iowa,  Kentucky,.  Oregon,  and  Rhode  Is- 
land, as  construed  by  the  courts,  provide  that  the  damages, 
except  in  actions  by  parents,  shall  be  such  as  result  from 
the  death  to  the  estate. 

2.  The  acts  of  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  and  West  Vir- 
ginia, as  construed  by  the  courts,  provide  for  a  recovery 
notwithstanding  that  there  may  be  in  existence  no  one  of 
the  relatives  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is  primarily  given. 

3.  The  acts  of  Louisiana,  Mississippi,  and  Tennessee  pro- 
vide, in  effect,  for  the  recovery  both  of  such  damages  as 
result  to  the  party  injured  from  the  injury  and  to  the  benefi- 
ciaries from  the  death. 

4.  The  act  of  Georgia  provides  that  the  measure  of  dam- 
ages shall  be  the  full  value  of  the  life,  without  deduction  for 
the  expenses  of  the  deceased  had  he  lived. 

5.  The  acts  of  Massachusetts  provide  for  a  forfeiture  in 

I 

certain  cases  to  be  recovered  by  indictment.  A  civil  action 
may  also  be  maintained  under  certain  circumstances  in 
which  the  damages  are  assessed  with  reference  to  the  de- 
gree of  culpability  of  the  defendant. 

The  provisions  of  these  states  in  respect  to  damages  will 
be  considered  before  proceeding  to  a  general  discussion  of 
the  subject  of  damages.  Certain  peculiar  features  in  respect 
to  damages  in  the  acts  of  some  other  states  will  be  consid- 
ered in  this  chapter. 

§  130.    Alabama 

Code,  §  2486,  as  amended  by  Gen.  Laws  1911,  p.  484,  pro- 
vides that  a  personal  representative  may  "recover  such 
damages  as  the  jury  may  assess"  for  the  wrongful  act, 
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omission,  or  negligence  of  any  person  whereby  the  death 
was  caused.  Section  3910  (Employes'  Act),  as  amended  by 
Gen.  Laws  1911,  p.  485,  provides  that,  if  the  injury  results 
in  death,  the  personal  representative  "is  entitled  to  maintain 
an  action  therefor."  Both  sections  provide  that  the  dam- 
ages are  not  subject  to  the  payment  of  debts,  but  shall  be 
divided  according  to  the  statute  of  distributions.  Under 
section  2486  the  damages  are  punitive,  and  the  recovery  is 
not  confined  to  the  pecuniary  loss.*  Under  section  3912 
the  recovery  is  confined  to  the  pecuniary  loss,^  and  the

It  has  been  said  that 
the  object  of  this  legislation  was  partly  penal  or  punitive 
in  character,  but  mainly  to  make  compensation  for  loss 
of  life,  such  compensation  as  part  of  the  estate  of  the  in- 
jured  party  to  go  to  designated  persons,  that  the  loss  of 
life  is  not  to  be  estimated  from  the  standpoint  of  the  bene- 
ficiaries, but  that  the  statute  proceeds  "in  part  at  least, 
upon  the  theory  that  loss  of  earning  capacity  by  death  is 
a  loss  to  a  man's  estate,  which  may  be  greater  or  less  ac- 
cording to  circumstances."  In  the  case  under  consideration 
the  death  was  instantaneous,  and  the  court  said  that  in 
such  a  case  the  loss  thus  measured  would  be  the  principal 
element  to  be  considered  in  fixing  the  liability,  and  that 
hence  evidence  that  the  decedent  was  in  good  health  and  in 
the  prime  of  life  was  properly  received  as  showing  the  val- 
ue of  his  life  to  himself.*  Where  the  death  is  not  instanta- 
neous, it  seems  that  the  plaintiff  may  recover  also  damages 
measured  by  the  same  rule  as  if  the  action  had  been 
brought  by  the  decedent  in  his  lifetime.**

Under  Rev.  Civil  Code,  art.  2315,  as  amended,  a  recovery 
may  be  had  (1)  of  such  damages  as  the  party  injured  could 
have  recovered,  and  (2)  of  damages  for  the  death.*^  No 
rule  seems  to  be  laid  down  in  respect  to  the  measure  of 
damages  under  either  cause  of  action,  except  that  the  dam- 
ages are  compensatory.**     Louisiana  is  peculiar  in  allow-

Myhan  v.  Lou- 
isiana Electric  Light  &  Power  Co.,  41  La.  Ann.  964,  6  South.  709,  7 
L.  R.  A.  172,  17  Am.  St  Rep.  436.  Deceased  was  22  years  old,  and 
contributed  somewhat  to  the  support  of  his  family,  consisting  of  his 
mother,  the  plaintiff,  with  whom  he  lived,  and  her  two  daughters, 
the  younger  16  years  old.  She  had  property  of  no  great  value,  and 
was  in  debt  Plaintiff  sued  upon  both  causes  of  action.  Held,  that 
a  verdict  of  $7,500  should  be  reduced  to  $6,000.  Breaux,  J.,  said: 
**The  object  is  not  benefit,  but  compensation.  ♦  ♦  ♦  We  wiU  not 
particularize  the  damages,  and  we  wiU  not  dissect  the  purest  senti- 
ments, and  the  kindest  impulses,  to  establish  how  much  is  aUowed 
for  each  particular  item  of  suffering."    McFee  v.  Ylcksburg,  S.  &  P.

Under  the  death  act  an  action  can  be  maintained  only 
where  the  death  was  instantaneous;  and  if  the  death  was 
not  instantaneous,  the  action  must  be  brought  under  the 
survival  act.^*  Under  the  death  act  the  jury  may  give  such 
damages  as  they  shall  deem  fair  and  just  compensation,  not 
exceeding  $5,000,  with  reference  to  the  pecuniary  injuries 
resulting  from  the  death,  to  the  beneficiaries,  and  the  meas- 
ure of  damages  is  the  same  as  under  Lord  Campbell's  act 
and  similar  enactments.^^  Under  the  survival  act  plaintiff 
may  recover  only  such  damages  as  the  deceased  sustained 
in  his  lifetime,  nothing  being  allowed  for  the  loss  of  life, 
nor  for  what  he  might  have  earned,  had  he  lived  longer.**

ceeding $10,000,  in  the  discretion  of  the  jury"  •"  The  sec- 
tion was  amended  in  1905  by  adding  the  words  in  italics, 
and  by  changing  the  amount  from  $5,000  to  the  sum  now 
provided.

personal  property  left  by  persons  dying  intestate."  The 
statute  thus  distributes  the  total  amount  recovered  accord- 
ing to  a  fixed  rule,  and  without  regard  to  the  greater  or 
less  damage  suffered  by  any  beneficiary,  and  the  action  is 
considered  as  though  brought  in  behalf  of  the  estate  of 
the  decedent  for  the  damage  caused  to  the  estate  by  the

the  mental  and  physical  suffering,  loss  of  time,  and  neces- 
sary expenses  resulting  to  the  deceased  from  the  person- 
al  injuries,  and  also  the  damages  resulting  to  the  parties 
for  whose  benefit  the  action  survives  from  the  death. 

The  right  of  action,  whether  the  death  was  instantaneous 
or  not,  passes  with  all  its  incidents  to  the  personal  repre- 
sentative,^'  and,  if  fraud,  malice,  gross  negligence,  or  op- 
pression upon  the  part  of  the  defendant  be  shown,  exem- 
plary damages  may  be  recovered.*^ 

The  contributory  negligence  of  the  deceased  may  be 
shown  in  mitigation  of  damages.*®  In  estimating  the  dam- 
ages,  the  jury  must  consider  the  value  of  the  life,  as  deter- 
mined by  the  age,  condition,  capacity  for  earning  money, 
and  expectation  of  life  of  the  deceased,  and  also  the  amount 
of  compensation  due  for  the  physical  or  mental  sufferings; 
but  the  principal  inquiry  is,  how  much  negligence  was  dis-

99  Deceased  was  57  years  old,  in  declining  health,  his  monthly 
earnings  $25,  and  his  sufferings  had  not  been  extreme;  the  neg- 
ligence of  defendant  was  not  gross,  and  there  was  evidence  of  con- 
tributory negligence.  Held,  that  a  verdict  of  $12,000  was  excessive.

§  152.    Limit  of  recovery 

Many  statutes  provide  that  the  amount  that  may  be 
recovered  as  damages  shall  not  exceed  a  certain  sum.  This 
sum  is  limited  to  $5,000  in  Colorado,  Connecticut,  Illinois, 
Maine,' and  Wyoming;  to  $7,500  in  Minnesota  and  Oregon; 
to  $7,000  in  New  Hampshire ;  to  $10,000  in  Alaska,  Con- 
necticut, the  District  of  Columbia,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Kan- 
sas, Missouri,  Ohio,  Oklahoma,  South  Dakota,  Virginia, 
West  Virginia,  and  Wisconsin.  In  some  states  a  mini- 
mum as  well  as  a  maximum  limit  is  imposed,  and  in  some 
different  amounts  are  fixed  for  the  different  rights  of  ac- 
tion which  are  created.  In  many  states  the  statutes  im- 
pose no  limit.

§  153.    Measure  of  damages  under  statutes  similar  to  Lord 
CampbelFs  act — Pecuniary  loss  to  beneficiaries 

Lord  Campbell's  act  provides  that  the  jury  may  assess 
such  damages  as  they  may  think  proportioned  to  the  in- 
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jury  resulting  from  the  death  to  the  parties  respectively  for 
whose  benefit  the  action  shall  be  brought.  This  language 
has  been  substantially  followed  in  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, Maryland,  Mississippi,  North  Dakota,  South  Carolina, 
South  Dakota,  and  Texas,  although  in  Texas  exemplary 
damages  may  also  be  given. 

A  more  common  form  of  language  is  that  of  the  original 
New  York  act,  viz.  that  the  damages  may  be  such  a  sum 
as  the  jury  shall  deem  a  fair  and  just  compensation,  with 
reference  to  the  pecuniary  injuries  resulting  from  the  death 
to  the  wife  and  next  of  kin.  This  language  has  been  sub- 
stantially followed  in  Arkansas,  Illinois,  Maine,  Michigan, 
Nebraska,  New  Jersey,  Ohio,  Vermont,  and  Wisconsin,  and 
(with  certain  important  qualifications)  in  Colorado,  Missou- 
ri, Nevada,  and  New  Mexico. 

In  other  states  the  language  is  broader,  viz.:  Alabama, 
"such  damages  as  the  jury  may  assess ;"  California,  Idaho, 
Montana,  and  Utah,  "such  damages  as,  under  all  the  cir- 
cumstances of  the  case,  may  be  just;"  Arizona  and  Wyo- 
ming, "such  damages  as  they  shall  deem  fair  and  just;" 
Florida,  "such  damages  as  the  parties  *  *  *  may  have 
sustained ;"  Pennsylvania,  "damages  for  the  death ;"  Dela- 
ware, "damages  for  the  death  and  loss  thus  occasioned." 

In  Indiana,  Kansas,  Minnesota,  and  Oklahoma,  there  is 
no  express  provision  as  to  the  measure  of  damages,  except 
that  limiting  the  amount  of  recovery. 

In  spite  of  these  diflFerences  in  phraseology,  it  is  believed 
that  the  principles  applicable  to  the  measure  of  damages 
under  all  these  acts  is  generally  the  same,  viz.,  that  the  dam- 
ages  are  measured  by  the  pecuniary  loss  resulting  to  the 
beneficiaries  of  the  action  from  the  death}  This  state- 
ment, however,  is  subject  to  the  qualification  that  certain

§  154.    No  damages  for  solatium 

In  Blake  v.  Midland  Ry.  Co.,*  which  is  perhaps  the  lead- 
ing case  upon  the  measure  of  damages,  Coleridge,  J.,  said : 
"The  title  of  this  act  may  be  some  guide  to  its  meaning; 
and  it  is  *An  act  for  compensating  the  families  of  persons 
killed,'  not  for  solacing  their  wounded  feelings;"  and  in 
that  case  it  was  held  that,  in  assessing  damages,  the  jury 
could  not  take  into  consideration  the  mental  sufferings  of 
the  plaintiff  for  the  loss  of  her  husband,  and  that,  as  the 
damages  exceeded  any  loss  sustained  by  her  admitting  of  a 
pecuniary  estimate,  they  must  be  considered  excessive. 
As  has  been  stated,  the  New  York  act,  and  some  others 
which  have  been  modeled  upon  it,  require  the  damages  to 
be  assessed  with  reference  to  the  "pecuniary"  injuries.  But, 
irrespective  of  the  use  of  "pecuniary"  in  the  various  enact- 
ments, the  construction  adopted  in  Blake  v.  Midland  Ry. 
Co.  has  been  almost  universally  followed,  and  it  is  held 
that  the  jiiry  are  confined  to  the  pecuniary  loss,  and  that 
nothing  can  be  allowed  by  way  of  solatium  for  the  grief 
and  wounded  feelings  of  the  beneficiaries,'  or  to  compen-

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§  155.    Exemplary  damages 

It  follows  from  the  rule  that  damages  must  be  assessed 
with  reference  to  the  pecuniary  loss  to  the  beneficiaries  that 
exemplary  or  punitive  damages  cannot  be  given.^*  They 
are,  however,  expressly  authorized  by  the  acts  of  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  Nevada,  South  Carolina,  Texas,  and,  it  seems, 
New  Mexico.  In  Connecticut,**  where  the  right  of  action 
of  the  party  injured  survives;  in  Tennessee,*'  under  the 
peculiar  statutes  of  that  state;  and  in  Alabama,*^  under 
the  "Act  to  prevent  homicides" — ^they  may  be  given.  They 
may  also  be  given  in  West  Virginia,*®  and,  it  seems,  Vir- 
ginia,** under  the  anomalous  construction  there  adopted. 
But,  even  where  exemplary  damages  are  authorized,  they 
are  not  to  be  given  in  every  case  where  a  recovery  of  pe- 
cuniary damages  would  be  proper.*^  Thus,  in  Texas,**  the 
statute  confines  them  to  cases  of  "willful  act  or  omission 
or  gross  negligence  of  the  defendant."  In  Missouri  **  they 
cannot  be  given  unless  there  are  "aggravating  circum- 
stances."

It  was  observed  by  Pollock,  C.  B.,  in  Franklin  v.  South 
Eastern  Ry.  Co.,*'  that  the  only  way  to  ascertain  what 
Lord  Campbell's  act  did  mean  was  to  show  what  it  did  not 
mean.  Inasmuch  as  these  acts  do  not  transfer  the  right  of 
action  of  the  party  injured  to  his  personal  representative, 
but  give  a  new  right  of  action,  in  which  the  damages  are 
to  be  assessed  with  reference  to  the  injury  resulting  from 
the  death  to  the  beneficiaries,  nothing  can  be  allowed  on 
account  of  the  physical  or  mental  suffering,  or  other  in-

§  157.    Medical  and  funeral  expenses 

Since  the  damages  are  based  solely  upon  the  injury 
which  results  from  the  death,  it  would  logically  follow  that 
in  an  action  for  death  the  expenses  of  nursing,  medical  at- 
tendance, etc.,  which  result,  not  from  the  death,  but  from 
the  injury  causing  it,  cannot  be  recovered.  It  has  been 
frequently  held,  however,  usually  in  actions  by  parents  for 
the  death  of  minor  children,  that  these  expenses  may  be 
included.^®  As  to  funeral  expenses,  it  has  been  held  in 
England  that  they  cannot  be  included.**  "The  subject- 
as  See  §  147.

,§  158.    Meaning  of  "pecuniary'* 

The  use  of  "pecuniary"  to  designate  the  kind  of  loss  for 
which  recovery  can  be  had  is  misleading,  for  the  damages 
are  by  no  means  confined  to  the  loss  of  money,  or  of  what 
can  be  estimated  in  money.  As  will  be  seen,  damages  are 
recoverable  for  the  loss  of  the  services  of  husband,  wife, 
and  child,  and  also  for  the  loss  by  a  child  of  the  care,  edu- 
cation, and  counsel  which  he  might  have  received  from  his 
parents.  The  word  has  been  used  rather  for  the  purpose 
of  excluding  from  the  recovery  damages  to  the  feelings  and 
affections  than  of  confining  the  damages  strictly  to  those 
injuries  which  are  "pecuniary,"  according  to  the  ordinary 
definition.  As  was  observed  by  Denio,  J.,  in  Tilley  v.  Hud- 
son River  R.  Co. :  ^^  "The  word  'pecuniary'  was  used  in 
distinction  to  those  injuries  to  the  affections  and  sentiments 
which  arise  from  the  death  of  relatives,  and  which,  though

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painful  and  grievous  to  be  borne,  cannot  be  measured  or 
recompensed  by  money.  It  excludes,  also,  those  losses 
which  result  from  the  deprivation  of  the  society  and  com- 
panionship, which  are  equally  incapable  of  being  defined  by 
any  recognized  measure  of  value."  The  meaning  would  be 
better  expressed  by  "material,"  as  was  suggested  by  Pat- 
terson, J.  A.,  in  an  opinion  in  which  he  carefully  reviews 
all  the  English  decisions.'*  The  construction  placed  upon 
the  word  by  the  courts  can  only  be  ascertained  by  an  ex- 
amination of  the  various  rules  which  have  been  evolved 
for  measuring  the  damages,  and  which  differ,  according  as 
the  action  is  brought  for  the  benefit  of  husband,  wife,  minor 
child,  or  parent  of  minor  child,  for  the  loss  of  services  or 
support  to  which  the  beneficiary  was  legally  entitled,  or  is 
brought  for  the  benefit  of  a  person  whose  damages  consist 
only  in  the  loss  of  a  prospective  benefit  to  which  he  was 
not  legally  entitled. 

§  159.    Reasonable  expectation  of  benefit 

The  loss  which  a  man  suffers  by  the  death  of  a  relative 
may  be  the  loss  of  something  which  he  was  legally  enti- 
tled to  receive,  or  may  be  the  loss  of  something  which  it 
was  merely  reasonably  probable  he  would  receive.  The 
first  description  of  loss  is  principally  '^  confined  to  a  hus- 
band's loss  of  his  wife's  services,  a  wife's  loss  of  her  hus-

But  the  statutes  do  not  confine  the  benefit  of  the 
action  to  husbands,  wives,  minor  children,  and  parents  of 
minor  children ;  and  hence  a  person  entitled  to  the  benefit 
of  the  action  may  recover  damages  for  the  loss  of  a  pecun- 
iary benefit  to  which  he  was  not  legally  entitled,  but  which 
it  is  reasonably  probable  he  would  have  received  except  for 
the  death.'*  The  second  description  of  loss  includes  the 
loss  by  the  beneficiary  of  any  pecuniary  benefit  which  he 
might  reasonably  have  expected  to  receive  during  the  life- 
time of  the  deceased  by  gift,  and  also  the  loss  of  any  ac- 
cumulations which  it  is  probable  that  the  deceased  would 
have  added  to  his  estate  had  he  lived  out  his  natural  life, 
and  which  the  beneficiary  would  probably  have  received 
by  inheritance.  Thus  the  second  description  of  loss  may  be 
divided  into  (1)  losses  of  prospective  gifts,  and  (2)  losses 
of  prospective  inheritances.  The  loss  sustained  by  a  hus- 
band, wife,  minor  child,  and  parent  of  a  minor  child  may 
be  of  both  descriptions.  The  loss  sustained  by  an  adult 
child,  parent  of  an  adult  child,  or  collateral  relative  can 
only  be  of  the  latter  description.  The  measure  of  damages 
can  most  conveniently  be  considered  by  classifying  the 
cases  according  as  the  action  is  brought  for  the  benefit  of 
(1)  a  husband,  (2)  wife,  (3)  minor  child,  (4)  parent  of  a 
minor  child,  or  for  the  benefit  of  (5)  one  seeking  to  recov- 
er for  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  or  (6)  of  a  prospective 
inheritance.

The  pecuniary  loss  which  a  wife  sustains  by  the  death  of 
a  husband,  and  which  a  minor  child  sustains  by  the  death 
of  a  father,  necessarily  includes  the  loss  of  support  which 
the  deceased  owed  them  respectively.**  The  measure  of 
damages  is  the  amount  which  the  deceased  would  probably 
have  earned  during  his  life  for  their  benefit,  taking  into 
consideration  his  age,  ability,  and  disposition  to  work,  and 
habits  of  living  and  expenditure.**    To  this  may  be  added,

131, 
54  P.  1101.  The  presumption  of  the  dependence  of  the  wife  and  chil- 
dren on  the  husband  and  father  during  his  lifetime  is  rebuttable,  and 
evidence  in  support  of  it,  before  it  is  known  whether  defendant  will 
present  evidence  to  overcome,  is  competent  and  material.  Standard

Held,  that  a  verdict  of  $5,000  was  not 
clearly  excessive.  Bolinger  v.  St  Paul  &  D.  R.  Co.,  36  Minn.  418, 
31  N.  W.  856, 1  Am.  St  Rep.  680.  The  deceased  was  a  laboring  man, 
sober  and  industrious,  who  provided  for  his  family  as  best  he  could 
under 'the  circumstances,  and  was  36  years  old.  He  left  a  widow  and 
six  young  children.  Held,  that  a  verdict  of  $5,000  was  not  excessive. 
Board  Com'rs  Howard  County  v.  Legg,  110  Ind.  479,  11  N.  B.  612. 
The  deceased  was  the  head  of  a  family,  39  years  old,  able  to  per- 
form the  duties  of  fireman,  and  always  at  work.

48  Deceased  earned  $1  a  day,  which  he  always  brought  home  and 
spent  on  his  wife.  The  probable  duration  of  his  life  was  27  years.

An  award  of  $25,000  made  to 
libelant  on  behalf  of  herself  and  children  for  the  death  of  her  hus- 
band, a  physician,  39  years  old,  industrious,  of  good  health  and 
habits,  and  high  standing  in  his  profession,  and  assistant  quarantine 
physician,  receiving  a  salary  and  perquisites  amounting  to  $3,000  per 
year;  his  personal  exi)enditures  being  estimated  at  $1,000  per  year. 
Ward  V.  Dampskibsselskabet  KJoebenhavn  (D.  C.)  144  Fed.  524. 
Where  deceased  was  a  strong,  healthy  man  32  years  of  age,  employed 
as  a  teamster,  a  verdict  held  excessive  above  $10,000.  Gorman  v. 
Hand  Brewing  Co.,  28  R.  I.  180,  66  Atl.  209.  A  verdict  for  $10,000  is 
not  excessive  for  damages  to  the  wife  and  children  by  the  death  of  a 
strong  and  active  business  man,  57  years  old,  and  earning  $300  or 
$400  a  month,  though  he  had  failed  in  business,  and  was  trading  in 
his  wife's  name,  it  appearing  that  such  faUure  did  not  result  from 
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ber  and  ages  is,  of  course,  necessary.**  Where,  however,  the 
action  is  to  be  brought  by  the  widow  in  her  own  name,  the 
question  arises  whether  such  evidence  is  proper.

A  verdict  of  $9,000  for  the 
death  of  a  man  48  years  old,  of  good  health  and  habits,  earning  from 
$100  to  $125  per  month,  and  leaving  a  wife  and  son,  35  and  11  years 
of  age,  respectively,  both  entirely  dependent  on  him,  will  not  be  dis- 
turbed as  excessive.

§  162.    Death  of  parent  of  minor — ^Loss  of  education  and 

personal  training 

The  damages  for  loss  of  support  suffered  by  a  minor 
child  include  the  loss  of  such  comforts,  conveniences,  and 
also  of  such  education  as  the  parent  might  have  been  ex- 
pected to  bestow  upon  him.  In  Pym  v.  Great  Northern  Ry. 
Co.,''  Cockburi),  C.  J.,  said:    "We  are  of  opinion  that,  as

comforts  and  conveniences  of  life,  depend  on  the  possession 
of  pecuniary  means  to  procure  them,  the  loss  of.  these  ad- 
vantages is  one  which  is  capable  of  being  estimated  in  mon- 
ey— in  other  words,  is  a  pecuniary  loss — and  therefore  the 
loss  of  such  advantages  arising  from  the  death  of  a  father 
whose  income  ceases  with  his  life  is  an  injury  in  respect 
of  which  an  action  can  be  maintained  on  the  statute."  It 
has  frequently  been  held,  however,  that  damages  are  not 
confined  to  the  loss  of  such  education  as  is  procurable  only 
by  pecuniary  means,  but  that  they  may  be  given  for  the 
loss  of  the  personal  care,  training,  and  instruction  of  a  par- 
ent,  and  even  of  a  mother,  where  the  father  still  survives.**

On  the  first  appeal  it  was  held  that  the  value  of  the  moth- 
er's earnings,  and  the  probability  that  the  children  would 
have  received  an  estate  increased  by  such  earnings  on  the 
death  and  intestacy  of  the  father,  could  not  be  considered ; 
but,  upon  the  second  appeal,  it  was  held  that  evidence  of 
the  mother's  capacity  to  bestow  upon  her  children  such 
training,  instruction,  and  education  as  would  be  pecuniarily 
serviceable  to  them  was  admissible,  and  that,  as  indicat- 
ing such  capacity  on  her  part,  it  was  not  improper  to  ad- 
mit evidence  of  her  capacity  to  conduct  business  and  save 
money.  "It  is  certainly  possible,"  said  Hogeboom,  J.,  "and 
not  only  so,  but  highly  probable,  that  a  mother's  nurture, 
instruction,  and  training,  if  judiciously  administered,  will 
operate  favorably  upon  the  worldly  prospects  and  pecuniary

In  an  action  on 
behalf  of  a  minor  for  the  death  of  his  mother,  under  a  statute  au- 
thorizing such  damages  **as  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
may  be  Just,"  the  recovery  is  not  limited  to  the  pecuniary  loss  suf- 
fered by  the  minor  prior  to  his  majority,  and  the  Jury  may  consider 
evidence  tending  to  show  that  he  was  deprived  of  a  home,  was  de- 
pendent on  her  earnings  for  his  education,  and  that  she  intended  to 
send  him  to  college  and  earned  sufficient  to  have  enabled  her  to  do 
so.

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interests  of  the  child.  *  *  *  If  they  acquire  health, 
knowledge,  and  a  sound  bodily  constitution,  and  ample  in- 
tellectual development,  under  the  judicious  training  and 
discipline  of  a  competent  and  careful  mother,  it  is  very  like- 
ly to  tell  favorably  upon  their  pecuniary  interests."  In 
Rhode  Island,  on  the  other  hand,  where  the  action,  in  re- 
lation to  the  question  of  damages,  is  considered  as  though  it 
were  brought  on  behalf  of  the  estate  of  the  decedent  for.  the 
damages  caused  to  the  estate  by  the  death,  and  the  dam- 
ages are  thus  distributed  without  regard  to  the  damage 
suffered  by  any  beneficiary,*^  damages  for  the  loss  to  a 
child  of  the  parental  care  of  a  father  are  not  recoverable.** 

§  163.     Death  of  wife — ^Loss  of  service 

The  pecuniary  injury  to  a  husband  from  the  death  of  a 
wife  necessarily  includes  the  loss  of  her  services,  and  the 
measure  of  damages  is  their  reasonable  value.**  Thus,  in 
Whiton  v.  Chicago  &  N.  W.  Ry.  Co.,**  a  case  arising  in 
the  circuit  court,  under  the  Wisconsin  statute,  the  plaintiff

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proved  that  his  wife  was  a  superior  woman,  as  wife,  mother, 
and  member  of  society.  The  court  charged  the  jury  (after 
stating  that  the  damages  were  confined  to  the  pecuniary 
loss;  that  it  was  impossible  to  lay  down  any  fixed  rule; 
and  that  the  matter  largely  rested  with  the  sound  reason 
and  discretion  of  the  jury)  that,  taking  all  the  facts  and  cir- 
cumstances into  consideration,  they  might  consider  the  per- 
sonal qualities,  the  ability  to  be  useful,  of  the  deceased,  and 
also  her  capacity  to  earn  money.  The  jury  rendered  a  ver- 
dict of  $5,000,  which  was  held  not  to  be  excessive.  The  de- 
fendant having  brought  the  case  to  the  supreme  court,  the 
charge  was  approved,  Mr.  Justice  Field,  who  delivered  the 
opinion,  declaring  it  to  be  clear  and  explicit  as  to  the  char- 
acter of  the  damages  which  the  jury  were  authorized  to 
consider.  Proof  that  the  deceased  actually  rendered  serv- 
ices is  not  necessary,  but  may  be  inferred  by  the  jury. 
Thus,  in  Chant  v.  South  Eastern  Ry.  Co.,*^  which  was  an 
action  by  a  gardener,  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  plaintiff, 
the  only  witness,  broke  down  in  course  of  his  examination, 
no  evidence  was  given  of  the  pecuniary  loss,  but  the  jury 
gave  a  verdict  of  £200,  This  was  moved  against  in  the  ex- 
chequer chamber,  on  the  ground  that  there  was  no  evidence 
of  pecuniary  assistance ;  but  the  court  thought  that,  in  the 
absence  of  evidence  to  the  contrary,  it  must  be  assumed 
that  she  was  a  person  of  average  health,  industry,  and  good 
character,  and  that  to  a  poor  man  such  a  wife  gave  pe- 
cuniary assistance  in  keeping  house,  etc.,  and  declined  to 
grant  a  new  trial.     So,  in  Delaware,  L.  &  W.  R.  Co.  v.

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Jones,**  the  plaintiff  introduced  evidence  to  show  that  the 
deceased  was  66  years  old  and  had  always  been  healthy,  and 
rested.  The  court  refused  to  rule  that  this  evidence  did 
not  show  a  pecuniary  loss,  or  that  the  plaintiff  could  only 
recover  nominal  damages;  and  in  the  supreme  court  the 
lower  court  was  sustained,  Sterrett,  J.,  observing  that  the 
jury  might  infer  that  she  was  an  ordinarily  industrious  and 
useful  wife.  In  Pennsylvania  R.  Co.  v.  Goodman  •■  it  is 
said  that  the  frugality,  industry,  usefulness,  attention,  and 
tender  solicitude  of  a  wife  and  the  mother  of  children,  inas- 
much as  they  render  her  services  more  valuable  than  those 
of  an  ordinary  servant,  are  elements  which  are  not  to  be 
excluded  from  the  jury  in  making  their  estimate  of  value. 

§  164.    Death  of  minor  child — Loss  of  service 

In  an  action  for  the  benefit  of  a  parent  for  the  death  of 
a  minor  child  the  damages  necessarily  include  the  loss  of 
the  child's  services  during  minority,®*  and  the  measure  of

as  a  pecuniary  compensation,  the  Jury  measuring  the  plaintiff's  loss 
by  a  Just  estimate  of  the  services  and  companionship  of  the  wife; 
fhat  is,  by  their  value  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  nothing  being  allowed 
for  the  plaintiff's  wounded  feelings.  The  charge  was  sustained, 
on  the  ground  that  ^'companionship"  was  evidently  used  to  express 
the  relation  of  the  deceased  in  the  character  of  the  services  per- 
formed.

It  is  not  essential  that  the  child  should  ever  have  earned 
anything.  Thus,  in  Duchworth  v.  Johnson,**  a  father,  who 
was  a  working  man,  sued  for  the  death  of  a  son  14  years  of 
age,  who  had  earned  4s.  a  week  for  a  year  or  more,  but 
who,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  without  employment. 
There  was  no  evidence  of  the  cost  of  boarding  and  clothing 
him,  and  the  judge  left  it  to  the  jury  to  say  whether  the 
plaintiff  had  sustained  any  pecuniary  loss  by  the  death; 
and,  the  jury  having  found  a  verdict  of  i20,  it  was  held  that 
the  plaintiff  was  entitled  to  retain  it.    In  Bramall  v.  Lees  •^

Co.,**  a  widow 
recovered  ilO  for  the  death  of  a  son  of  14,  who  had  never 
earned  anything,  but  whose  capabilities  were  valued  at  6d. 
a  day. 

In  no  English  case  does  it  appear  that  damages  have 
been  given  for  the  death  of  a  child  of  such  tender  years  as 
to  be  incapable  of  earning  wages.  But  in  the  United 
States  it  is  well  settled  that  substantial  damages  may  be 
recovered  in  such  cases.  Ihl  v.  Forty-Second  St.  &  G.  St. 
Ferry  R.  Co.**  is  a  leading  case  in  point.  The  action  was 
brought  for  the  death  of  a  child  three  years  old,  and  the 
verdict  was  $1,800.  The  court  of  appeals  sustained  the 
lower  court  in  refusing  to  nonsuit  the  plaintiff,  or  to  direct

exact  value  of  her  services,  or  as  to  the  cost  of  her  maintenance.

The  plaintiff's  father  and  stepmother  were  killed  simul- 
taneously. An  action  for  the  loss  of  the  father  had  been  instituted 
in  which  £100  was  obtained;  but  Is.  only  was  allocated  to  plaintiff, 
who  sued  in  a  second  action  for  the  death  of  her  stepmother.  The 
parties  were  in  humble  life.  The  stepmother  earned  6s.  a  week  be- 
sides her  food,  which  earnings  were  applied  to  the  support  of  the 
family.  Plaintiff  resided  with  her  father  and  stepmother.  For 
six  months  preceding  the  death  she  earned  56.  a  week,  but  pre- 
viously had  not  been  able  to  work  from  weakness  of  health.  Held 
that  a  verdict  in  the  former  case  was  no  bar;  also  that  there  was 
evidence  of  pecuniary  loss  sufficient  to  sustain  the  action.  Johnston 
V.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.,  26  L.  R.  Ir.  COL 

«»  47  N.  Y.  317,  7  Am.  Rep.  450. 
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a  verdict  for  nominal  damages,  for  absence  of  proof  of  pe- 
cuniary damages  to  the  next  of  kin.  "It  was  within  the 
province  of  the  jury,"  said  Rapallo,  J.,  "who  had  before 
them  the  parents,  their  position  in  life,  the  occupation  of 
the  father,  and  the  age  and  sex  of  the  child,  to  form  an 
estimate  of  the  damages  with  reference  to  the  pecuniary 
injury,  present  or  prospective,  resulting  to  the  next  of  kin. 
Except  in  very  rare  instances,  it  would  be  impracticable  to 
furnish  direct  evidence  of  any  specific  loss  occasioned  by 
the  death  of  a  child  of  such  tender  years ;  and  to  hold  that, 
without  such  proof,  the  plaintiff  could  not  recover,  would, 
in  eifect,  render  the  statute  nugatory  in  most  cases  of  this 
description.  It  cannot  be  said,  as  a  matter  of  law,  that 
there  is  no  pecuniary  damage  in  such  a  case,  or  that  the 
expense  of  maintaining  and  educating  the  child  would  nec- 
essarily exceed  any  pecuniary  advantage  which  the  parents 
could  have  derived  from  his  services  had  he  lived.  These 
calculations  are  for  the  jury,  and  any  evidence  on  the  sub- 
ject beyond  the  age  and  sex  of  the  child,  the  circumstances 
and  condition  in  life  of  the  parents,  or  other  facts  existing 
at  the  time  of  the  death  or  trial,  would  necessarily  be  spec- 
ulative and  hypothetical,  and  would  not  aid  the  jury  in  ar- 
riving at  a  conclusion."  He  adds  that  the  amount  of  dam- 
ages could  have  been  reviewed  in  the  court  below,  but 
could  not  in  the  court  of  appeals ;  the  only  question  for  the 
higher  court  being  whether  any,  or  more  than  nominal, 
damag^es  could  be  recovered.^® 

TO  In  Lehman  v.  City  of  Brooklyn,  29  Barb.  (N.  T.)  234,  a  stricter 
construction  of  the  statute  was  adopted;  hut  this  decision  is  op- 
posed to  the  decisions  earlier  and  later.  ludeed,  in  actions  for  the 
death  of  minor  children,  as  in  other  actions  under  the  statute,  the 
New  York  courts  have  gone  farther  than  those  of  any  other  state 
in  yielding  the  question  of  damages  to  the  discretion  of  the  Jury. 
Thus  in  Oldfleld  y.  New  York  &  H.  R.  Co.,  14  N.  Y.  310,  affirming 
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However  far  the  courts  have  gone  in  allowing  the  jury 
to  speculate  upon  the  supposed  pecuniary  value  to  the  par- 

s.  e.,  3  E.  D.  Smith,  103,  which  was  an  action  for  the  death  of  a 
daughter  six  years  old,  the  judge  charged  that  the  plaintiff  could 
recover  whatever  pecuniary  loss  the  next  of  kin  (the  mother)  might 
be  supposed  to  incur  in  consequence  of  the  loss  of  the  child,  and 
qualified  this  by  adding  that  the  Jury  were  to   give   what  they 
should  deem  fair  and  Just,  with  reference  to  the  pecuniary  injury 
resulting  from  the  death.    The  Judge  also  excluded  all  considera- 
tions arising  from  the  suffering  of  the  child  or  the  anguish  of  the 
Ifarents,  and  confined  the  rule  of  damages  exclusively  to  indemnifi- 
cation for  a  pecuniary  loss.    This  instruction  was  sustained  by  the 
court  of  appeals,  Wright,  J.,  observing  that  it  was  only  another 
way  of  instructing  the  Jury  that  the  damages  were  a  sum  which, 
in  their  opinion,  taking  into  consideration  aU  the  circumstances  of 
the  case,  would  be  the  pecuniary  loss  to  the  next  of  kin.     "This," 
he  concludes,  "was  right,  unless  the  statute  limits  the  recovery  to 
the  actual  loss  proved  at  the  trial.     We  think  it  does  not.**     See 
Quin  Y.  Moore,  15  N.  Y.  432.     In  O'Mara  v.  Hudson  River  R.  Co., 
38  N.  Y.  445,  98  Am.  Dec.  61,  the  Jury  rendered  a  verdict  of  ^1,500 
for  a  boy  11  years  old.    The  defendant  moved  for  a  new  trial  on 
fbe  ground  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  the  pecuniary  value  of 
the  life,  which  was  denied,  and  in  the  court  of  appeals  the  lower 
court  was  sustained.  Hunt,  G.  X,  observing  that  the  Jury  woul'' 
have  the  right,  acting  upon  their  own  knowledge,  and  without  proof, 
to  say  that  the  services  of  a  boy  from  11  until  21  years  of  age  were 
valuable  to  his  father,  and  to  estimate  their  value.    The  court  went 
to  the  extreme  length  in  Houghkirk  v.  Delaware  &  H.  Canal  Co., 
92  N.  Y.  219,  44  Am.  Rep.  370;    8.  c.,  28  Hun,  407  (general  term); 
Houghkirk  v.  Delaware  &  H.  Canal  Co.,  11  Abb.  N.  C.  72,  63  How. 
Prac.  328  (special  term) — ^In  which  case  a  verdict  of  $5,000  was  ren- 
dered for  an  only  chUd  6  years  old,  intelligent  and  healthy,  the 
daughter  of  a  market  gardener— these  facts  and  the  circumstance 
of  her  death  constituting  the  only  evidence.    The  general  term  de- 
clined to  set  the  verdict  aside  as  excessive,  and  the.  court  of  appeals 
declared  that  it  was  impossible  to  say  that  error  had  been  commit- 
ted thereby,  although  it  granted  a  new  trial  on  another  ground. 
In  the  opinion  of  the  court  at  general  term  the  difficulty  of  any 
court  called  upon  to  review  the  damages  in  such  cases  is  clearly 
set  forth  as  follows:   "The  court  in  that  case"  [Ihl  v.  Forty-Second 
St.  &  G.  St.  Ferry  R.  Co.]  "says  that  the  damages  could  be  reviewed 
in  this  court.     But  the  difiSculty  is,  by  what  test  are  we  to  review 
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ents  of  the  life  of  young  children,  the  line  is  drawn  at  living 
children,   to  the  exclusion   of  prospective   offspring  with 

them?  If  it  is  a  matter  of  guesswork,  the  Jury  can  guess  as  well 
as  we.  If  we  are  to  review  them  by  the  test  of  the  evidence,  then 
the  difficulty  is  that  there  is  no  direct  evidence  pro\lng  the  amount 
of  loss.  The  facts  to  which  the  consideration  of  the  Jury  is  lim- 
ited by  the  case  cited  would  be,  in  the  present  case,  substantially 
and  in  brief:  A  girl  of  six  years,  healthy  and  bright,  only  child 
of  a  gardener  and  his  wife,  both  of  whom  survived  her.  Given 
her  death;  what  is  their  pecuniary  loss?"  Referring  to  the  posi- 
tion taken  by  the  general  term,  that  the  doctrine  of  the  court  of 
appeals  leaves  it  impossible  for  a  court  to  say  in  any  instance  that 
damages  are  excessive,  Finch,  J.,  who  delivered  the  opinion  of  the 
court  of  apjpeals,  says:  *'The  damages  to  the  next  of  kin  *  •  • 
are  necessarily  indefinite,  prospective,  and  contingent.  They  can- 
not be  proved  with  even  an  approach  to  accuracy,  and  yet  they 
are  to  be  estimated  and  awarded,  for  the  statute  has  so  com- 
manded. But  even  in  such  case  there  is,  and  there  must  be,  some 
basis  in  the  proof  for  the  estimate,  and  that  was  given  here,  and 
always  has  been  given.  Human  lives  are  not  all  of  the  same  value 
to  the  survivors.  The  age  and  sex,  the  general  health  and  intel- 
ligence, of  the  person  killed,  the  situation  and  condition  of  the  sur- 
vivors, and  their  relation  to  the  deceased, — ^these  elements  furnish 
some  basis  for  Judgment.  That  it  is  slender  and  inadequate  is  true ; 
but  it  is  all  that  is  possible,  and,  while  that  should  be  given,  more 
cannot  be  required.  Upon  that  basis  and  from  such  proof  the  Jury 
must  Judge;  and,  having  done  so,  it  is  possible,  though  not  entirely 
easy,  for  the  general  term  to  review  such  Judgment,  and  set  it 
aside  if  it  appears  excessive,  or  the  result  of  sympathy  and  preju- 
dice." In  Ahern  v.  Steele,  48.  Hun,  517,  1  N.  Y.  Supp.  257,  in  sus- 
taining a  verdict  of  $4,500  for  a  child  of  six,  Van  Brunt,  P.  J.,  re- 
marked: '*The  damages  appear  to  be  excessive,  as  it  does  not  seem 
that  there  can  be  any  pecuniary  damage  resulting  from  the  death 
of  so  young  a  child;  •  *  *  but  as  recoveries  have  been  sus- 
tained, based  on  the  death  of  much  younger  children,  we  see  no 
reason  for  interference  with  the  verdict  upon  this  account."  Gor- 
ham  V.  New  York  Cent.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  23  Hun,  449;  Huerzeler  v. 
Central  Cross  T.  R.  Co.,  1  Misc.  Rep.  136,  20  N.  Y.  Supp.  676.  But 
in  Carpenter  v.  Buffalo,  N.  Y.  &  P.  R.  Co.,  38  Hun,  116,  it  was  held 
that  a  verdict  could  not  be  sustained  on  evidence  merely  of  the 
relationship,  age,  and  habits  of  the  child,  when  there  was  no  evi- 
dence of  the  condition,  pecuniary  and  physical,  of  the  parents  or 
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which  a  mother  whose  death  has  been  caused  by  wrongful 
act  was  pregnant.''^

of  a  daughter  16  years  old,  who,  since  her  mother's  death,  had 
taken  care  of  her  father's  house,  is  excessive,  where  there  Is  no 
evidence  as  to  the  relations  which  existed  between  plaintiff  and 
decedent,  or  of  his  or  her  character  or  capabilities.  Dlnnihan  v. 
Lake  Ontario  Beach  Imp.  Co.,  8  App.  Dlv.  509,  40  N.  Y.  Supp.  764. 
For  the  death  of  a  healthy,  strong,  bright,  and  studious  boy  eight 
years  of  age,  a  verdict  In  favor  of  his  father  for  $5,250  was  excessive, 
and  should  be  reduced  to  $3,000.  Connaughton  v.  Sun  Printing  &  Pub- 
lishing Ass'n,  73  App.  Dlv.  316,  76  N.  Y.  Supp.  755.  A  verdict  for 
$3,500  in  an  action  by  parents  for  a  bright,  healthy  girl  8^  years 
of  age,  who  lived  with  her  mother  apart  from  the  father  and  hus- 
band, was  excessive,  and  should  be  reduced  to  $2,500.  Wells  v. 
New  York  Cent  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  78  App.  Dlv.  1,  78  N.  Y.  Supp.  991. 
A  verdict  for  $2,500  for  the  death  of  a  girl  3%  years  old  is  exces- 
sive and  must  be  reduced  to  $1,500.  Barretto  v.  Mouquin-Offerman- 
Wells  Coal  Co.,  142  App.  Dlv.  504,  126  N.  Y.  Supp.  1009.  Verdict 
of  $600  for  death  of  a  child  under  six  years  of  age  cannot  be  set 
aside  as  inadequate.  Terhune  v.  Joseph  W.  Cody  Contracting  Co., 
72  App.

ents.'* It  is  said  in  some  of  the  cases  that  where  the  de- 
ceased is  a  minor,  and  leaves  a  parent  entitled  to  his  serv- 
ices, the  law  presumes  a  loss  for  which  more  than  nominal 
damages  can  be  recovered.^'  Such  damages  may  be  en- 
hanced by  proof  of  the  personal  characteristics,  capacity 
to  render  service,  and  habits  of  industry.''*  The  jury  may 
take  into  account  the  services  which  the  child  might  rea- 
sonably have  performed  in  the  family,  including  acts  of 
kindness  and  attention  which  would  administer  to  the  com-

fort  of  the  family.''^  From  the  nature  of  the  case,  juries 
cannot  be  held  to  fixed  and  precise  rules  in  estimating  dam- 
ages in  case  of  the  death  of  young  children.''®  Nevertheless, 
as  in  other  cases,  the  courts  exercise  their  right  to  set  aside 
and  reduce  excessive  verdicts,  though  upon  what  principle 
the  limit  is  determined  it  is  often  difficult  to  understand. 
The  extent  and  character  of  the  supervision  exercised  is  il- 
lustrated in  the  cases  collected  in  the  subjoined  note.'''

§  165.    Death  of  minor  child — Expectancy  of  benefit  after 

majority 

Damages  for  the  death  of  an  adult  child,  as  will  be  seen, 
are  usually  confined,  except  where  they  are  based  upon  the 
'  loss  of  a  prospective  inheritance,  to  cases  where  the  child 
has  manifested  his  willingness  to  assist  his  parents  by  ac- 
tually doing  so.  In  accordance  with  the  principle  of  these 
cases,  it  is  logically  held  in  Arkansas,®*  Maryland,®*  Mich- 
igan,®* Pennsylvania,®*  and  Rhode  Island  ®®  that,  in  an  ac- 
tion for  the  death  of  a  minor  child  of  tender  years,  dam- 
ages are  limited  to  the  loss  of  service  during  the  child's 
minority,  and  that  the  chances  of  his  surviving  his  parents

In  Mary- 
land ^^  the  same  rule  has  been  held  to  apply,  although  the 
minor  is  old  enough  to  be  self-supporting,  and  has  actually 
contributed  to  the  support  of  the  parent;  and  the  rule  as 
declared  in  Pennsylvania  would  cover  such  a  case.**  But 
in  Arkansas  the  rule  does  not  apply  where  the  minor  has 
shown  himself  able  and  willing  to  make  his  own  living,  and 
to  contribute  to  the  support  of  his  parents.** 

In  Missouri  and  some  other  states  the  right  of  action  is 
confined  by  the  terms  of  the  statute  to  the  death  of  a  minor 
child. 

In  New  York,  Kansas,*^  Texas,*^  and  Wisconsin,  dam- 
ages are  not  limited  to  the  value  of  the  services  during 
minority.**    And  this  rule  now  obtains  in  many  other  ju-

ing beyond  minority ;  but  that  it  must  be  shown  that  the  cir- 
cumstances were  such  as  to  render  it  probable  that  the 
parents  might  need  the  services  of  the  child,  or  aid  from 
him,  after  majority;  and  that  a  sufficient  foundation  for 
such  damages  is  laid  by  showing  that  the  physical  or  pe- 
cuniary circumstances  of  the  parents  were  such  as  to  show 
that  they  might  need  such  services  or  aid. 

In  Iowa  ••  and  Washington  "^  two  actions  may  be  main- 
tained— one  by  the  personal  representative  to  recover  dam- 
ages to  the  estate  for  the  loss  of  benefits  that  would  have 
accrued  after  majority,  and  one  by  the  parent  for  loss  of 
services  during  minority. 

§  166.    Loss  of  prospective  gifts  and  inheritance 

The  measure  of  damages  in  actions  where  the  pecuniary 
injury  consists. in  loss  of  services  and  of  support,  or  of 
other  benefits  which  are  peculiar  to  the  mutual  relation  of 
husband  and  wife,  and  of  parent  and  of  minor  child,  have 
been  considered.  It  remains  to  consider  what  other  dam- 
ages may  be  recovered,  as  well  in  actions  which  involve 
these  peculiar  relations,  as  in  cases  which  do  not  involve 
them.  As  has  been  stated,  such  damages  may  be  recovered 
(1)  for  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  and  (2)  for  the  loss  of 
a  prospective  inheritance. 

§  167.    Loss  of  prospective  gifts 

The  cases  in  which,  upon  the  facts,  damages  are  recover- 
able for  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  are  commonly  actions

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by  parents  for  the  death  of  adult  children,  although  cases 
also  arise  in  which  such  damages  may  be  recovered  for  the 
benefit  of  adult  children  on  account  of  the  death  of  a  par- 
ent, or  for  the  benefit  of  brothers  and  sisters  and  other  col- 
lateral relatives.  As  has  been  said,  such  damages  are  not 
confined  to  cases  of  these  descriptions,  but  may  be  recov- 
ered, where  the  facts  furnish  a  proper  basis,  in  addition  to 
damages  for  loss  of  services,  support,  etc.,  in  actions  for  the 
benefit  of  husbands,  wives,  minor  children,"®  and  in  some 
jurisdictions  at  least,  of  parents  of  minor  children. 

In  order  to  lay  a  foundation  for  the  recovery  of  damages 
for  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  it  is  usually  held  necessary, 
except  in  New  York,  for  the  plaintiff  to  show  that  the  de- 
ceased, during  his  life,  gave  assistance  to  the  beneficiaries, 
by  way  of  money,  services,  or  other  material  benefits, 
which,  in  reasonable  probability  would  have  continued  but 
for  the  death.*"  In  Illinois,  however,  the  rule  is  established 
that,  where  the  next  of  kin  sustain  a  lineal  relation  to  the 
deceased,  the  law  presumes  some  substantial  damages  from 
the  relatioi;shipf  alone,  and  it  is  not  essential  to  show  that 
they  received  pecuniary  assistance  from  the  deceased,^^*^ 
although  it  is  of  course  competent  to  show  that  such  assist- 
ance was  given.^*^^

Thus,  in  Dalton  v.  South  Eastern  Ry.  Co./**  where  it  ap- 
peared that  the  plaintiff's  son,  who  was  27  years  old  and 
unmarried,  and  lived  away  from  his  parents,  had  in  the 
last  7  or  8  years  been  in  the  habit  of  making  them  occasion- 
al presents  of  provisions  and  money,  amounting  to  about 
£20  a  year,  it  was  held  that  the  jury  were  warranted  in 
inferring  that  the  father  had  such  a  reasonable  expectation 
of  pecuniary  benefit  from  his  son's  life  as  to  entitle  him  to 
recover  damages.  And  in  Franklin  v.  South'  Eastern  Ry. 
Ca^**  it  apf.oared  that  the  father  was  old  and  infirm,  and 
that  the  son,  v»ho  was  young  aiiJ  earning  good  wages,  as- 
sisted him  in  some,  work,  for  which  he  was  paid  3s.  6d.  a 
week;  and,  the  jury  having  found  that  the  father  had  a 
reasonable  expectation  of  benefit  from  the  continuance  of 
the  son's  life,  it  w  is  held  :hat  the  action  was  maintainable, 
although  the  ve.  !.«.t  of  £75  was  excessive.  In  Sykes  v. 
North  Eastern  Ry.  Co.,***  on  the  contrary,,  where  the  de- 
ceased was  a  bricklaj  er.  and  received  from  his  father  the 
wages  of  a  skilled  workman,  and  was  of  great  assistance  to 
his  father,  who  was  also  a  bricklayer,  and  whcf,  owing  to 
the  loss  of  assistance  from  the  deceased,  could  not  take  the 
contracts  which  he  had  done  during  his  son's  life,  it  was 
held  that,  inasmuch  as  the  ben**fit  which  the  father  derived

The  distinction  taken  in  the  English  cases  has  generally 
been  observed  in  the  United  States ;  "•  that  is,  the  plaintiff 
must  show  that  the  decedent  gave  assistance  to  the  parent 
or  that  the  parent  had  reasonable  expectation  of  pecuniary 
benefit  from  the  continued  life  of  the  child.     The  proper

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measure  of  damages  is  the  present  worth  of  the  amount 
which  it  is  reasonably  probable  the  deceased  would  have 
contributed  to  the  support  of  the  parent  during  the  latter's

unmarried.  No  proof  was  offered  of  the  parents'  financial  condition, 
or  that  they  had  ever  received  any  actual  pecuniary  benefits  from 
him  during  his  lifetime;  nor  was  there  any  evidence  showing  a  rea- 
sonable probability  of  pecuniary  advantage  to  them  from  the  con- 
tinuance of  the  son*s  life.

Damages  for  the  death  of  a  son  must  be 
shown  by  evidence  regarding  the  earnings  of  deceased  and  other  cir- 
cumstances, unless  such  evidence  is  not  accessible.

Co.  V.  Adams,  55  Pa.  499.  If  the  child  was  of  age  and  the  family  re- 
lation existed,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  the  loss  of  the  reason- 
able expectation  of  pecuniary  advantage,  if  any,  from  the  continu- 
ance of  the  relation.  Pennsylvania  R.  Co.  v.  Adams,  supra;  Penn- 
Bylvaula  R.  Co.  v.  Keller,  67  Pa.  300;  North  Pennsylvania  R.  Co.  v. 
Kirk,  90  Pa.  15.  But  if  the  family  relation  has  ceased,  and  the  child 
does  not  contribute  to  his  parents'  support,  no  damages  can  be  re- 
covered. Lehigh  Iron  Co.  v.  Rupp,  100  Pa.  95.  Loss  of  the  exiiecta- 
tlon  of  the  payment  of  a  debt  due  from  the  son  to  the  father  is  a 
proper  element  of  damage.

mating such  sum,  if  any,  consider,  under  the  evidence  before  you, 
the  age  of  deceased,  the  time  he  might  have  lived,  the  age  of  the 
plaintiff,  the  time  she  may  probably  live,  and  any  other  evidence 
tending  to  show  what  damages,  if  any,  she  may  have  suffered  by 
the  killing  of  deceased.  You  will  find  for  plaintiff  such  damages,  un- 
der the  Instructions  heretofore  given,  as  you  may  think  will  com- 
pensate her  for  the  loss,  if  any,  she  may  have  sustained  by  the  klU- 
ing."

Where  deceased  liad  a  life  expectancy  of 
25  years  and  earned  $60  a  month,  and  spent  about  $100  on  clothing 
and  personal  expenses  annually,  and  the  balance  of  her  wages  was 
turned  over  to  her  mother  whose  life  expectancy  was  between  11  and 
12  years,  a  verdict  for  $4,500  was  not  excessive.  Smith  v.  Coon,  89 
Neb.  776,  132  N.  W.  535.  See,  also,  Chicago,  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  Co.  v. 
Young,  67  Neb.  568,  aS  N.  W.  922.  A  verdict  of  $10,000  for  the  death 
of  a  laborer  30  years  old,  earning  $3  a  day,  is  excessive,  where  it 
does  not  appear  that  he  contributed  anything  to  his  parents,  nor  that 
they  are  in  need  of  assistance,  and  there  is  no  proof  of  the  expect- 
ancy of  life  of  the  decedent  or  beneficiaries  except  their  ages.  Chris- 
tensen  v.  Floriston  Pulp  &  Paper  Co.,  29  Nev.  552,  92  Pac.  210.  De- 
ceased was  22  years  old,  and  left  as  next  of  kin  a  mother  aged  42,

eral character.  Held,  that  a  verdict  of  $3,000  was  excessive.  Paul- 
mier  v.  Erie  R.  Co.,  34  N.  J.  Law,  151.

220,  12  S.  W.  828.  A  verdict  for  $4,995  was  not  so  excessive  as  to 
justify  reversal,  where  decedent,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  was  a 
strong,  healthy  man  28  years  old,  of  good  habits,  and  earning  $1.75 
per  day.-  Webb  v.  Denver  &  R.  G.  Ry.  Co.,  7  Utah,  363,  26  Pac.  981. 
Deceased  was  industrious,  21  years  old,  earning  $40  per  month,  with 
board  and  room.  His  father  was  54  years  old,  in  fairly  good  health, 
earning  $40  a  month.  His  mother  was  43  years  old,  in  poor  physical 
condition.  Two  sisters  were  20  and  18  years  old,  respectively,  and 
a  brother  of  15  was  not  self-supporting.  There  was  evidence  that 
deceased  had  promised  to  take  care  of  his  parents,  and  that  he  did 
not  expect  to  marry  soon.  Held,  that  a  verdict  for  $2,500  was  not 
excessive.  Leque  v.  Madison  Gas  &  Electric  Co.,  133  Wis.  547,  113  N. 
W.  946.  Where  a  fireman  contributed  to  the  support  of  his  parents

Held  (1)  that,  as  the  services  rendered  by  the  mother  constituted  the 
pecuniary  benefit  which  the  daugjiter  had  a  right  to  expect  from 
the  continuance  of  the  life,  the  value  of  such  services,  and  not  what 
the  daughter  might  earn,  was  the  measure  of  damages;  (2)  that 
there  was  no  evidence  sufilcient  to  warrant  the  jury  in  finding  any 
pecuniary  loss  to  the  sons.  Baltimore  ft  O.  R.  Co.  v.  State,  to  Use 
of  Mahone,  63  Md.  135.  The  deceased  lived  with  one  married  daugh- 
ter, and  was  in  the  habit  of  rendering  services  (the  value  of  which 
did  not  appear)  to  her  and  to  her  husband,  who  was  an  invalid,  and 
to  her  other  adult  children.  Held,  that  a  nonsuit  was  properly  de- 
nied. Petrie  v.  Columbia  ft  G.  R.  Co.,  29  S.  C.  303,  7  S.  E.  515, 
The  court  lays  stress  on  the  absence  of  the  word  "pecuniary"  from 
the  statute.    A  married  daughter  and  son,  nearly  21  years  old,  nei-

i§  170.    LfOss  of  prospective  gifts — Death  of  collateral 

relative 

The  same  rules  apply  to  the  recovery  of  damages  for  the 
death  of  collateral  relations,  who  may  be  next  of  kin  or 
otherwise  included  among  the  beneficiaries,  that  is,  there 
may  be  a  recovery  of  substantial  damages  if  it  appears  that 
the  decedent  gave  assistance  to  the  beneficiary,  or  if  there 
are  other  circumstances  indicating  an  intention  to  give  as- 
sistance, so  that  there  was  a  reasonable  expectation  of  pe- 

tner  of  tbem  supported  by  their  father,  who  left  also  a  widow  knd 
dependent  minor  children,  have  no  right  to  damages.  St.  Louis,  A. 
&  T.  Ry.  Co.  V.  Johnston,  78  Tex,  536,  15  S.  W.  104.  In  an  action 
by  a  daughter  for  the  death  of  her  mother,  it  appeared  that  de- 
ceased lived  with  plaintiff,  who  was  a  laundress,  and  by  whom  she 
was  maintained,  the  deceased  assisting  her  in  the  laundry,  etc.  It  was 
not  shown  that  the  value  of  the  services  of  the  deceased  exceeded 
her  support  Held,  that  a  verdict  for  plaintiff  should  be  set  aside. 
HuU  V.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.,  26  L.  R.  Ir.  289.  Where  there  was 
some  evidence  that  deceased  earned  money  with  which  she  aided 
her  married  daughters,  such  evidence  was  properly  submitted  to 
the  jury  to  be  considered  in  the  assessment  of  damages.  Omaha 
Water  Co.  v.  Schumel,  147  Fed.  502,  78  C.  O.  A.  68.  The  right  of 
adult  children  to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  their  father, 
who  made  them  a  yearly  allowance,  is  not  affected  by  the  fact  of 
their  inheriting  his  estate.  Stabler  v.  Philadelphia  &  R.  Ry.  Co., 
199  Pa.  383,  49  Atl.  273,  85  Am.  St  Rep.  791.  Where  the  only  aid 
plaintiffs  in  an  action  to  recover  such  compensation  received  from 
deceased  during  her  life  was  a  part  of  the  income  of  property,  de- 
fendant may  show  that  plaintiffs  have  received  such  property  by 
devise  or  descent  from  the  estate  of  deceased,  for  the  purpose  of 
reducing  damages.  San  Antonio  &  A.  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Long,  87  Tex.

ii<  Deceased  had  a  sister  and  two  brothers  living  in  Denmark.  He 
was  a  bridge  carpenter,  and  received  $2  a  day.  He  had  been  at 
work  three  or  four  months,  and  had  sent  some  money  to  his  sister 
(how  much  did  not  appear).  There  was  no  evidence  as  to  his  age 
or  his  capacity  for  earning  and  saving  money,  or  as  to  the  expecta- 
tion of  pecuniary  benefit  to  be  derived  by  the  next  of  kin  from 
his  estate  if  he  had  lived  longer.  Held,  that  a  verdict  of  $1,750 
should  be  set  aside  as  excessive.  Serensen  v.  Northern  Pac.  R.  Go. 
(G.  C.)  45  Fed.  407.  Where  the  deceased  was  a  young,  unmarried 
man,  and  left  an  only  sister,  who  was  an  orphan,  and  had  been 
partly  supported  by  him,  the  failure  of  the  evidence  to  show  the 
extent  of  her  pecuniary  loss  did  not  restrict  the  jury  to  nominal 
damages.

Where  Intestate  left  her  two  brothers  and  a  nephew,  with  whom  she 
lived,  they  contributing  their  earnings  in  consideration  of  her  serv- 
ices to  the  support  of  the  family,  they  were  entitled  to  recover, 
though  there  was  no  legal  obligation  resting  on  her  to  render  such 
services,  arising  on  contract  or  otherwise.  Smith  v.  Michigan  Cent.

Where  intestate  was  a  single 
woman,  who  kept  house  for  her  three  brothers  and  a  sister,  receiv- 
ing as  compensation  her  board,  clothing,  etc.,  and  a  share  in  the 
savings  of  the  family,  a  verdict  for  $5,000  was  excessive.  Rafferty 
V.  Erie  R.  Co.,  66  N.  J.  Law,  444,  49  Atl.  456.  In  an  action  by  de- 
cedent's brother  and  only  next  of  kin,  the  jury  could  consider,  on 
the  question  of  damages,  the  fiict  that  decedent  might  have  died, 
married,  given  his  money  to  another,  or  spent  it  on  himself,  so  that 
plaintiff  would  never  have  received  anything.  Conklin  v.  Central 
New  York  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Co.,  130  App.

Supp.  190.  The  next  of  kin  of  decedent,  a  scowman,  were  two  sis- 
ters who  supported  themselves ;  but  it  was  shown  that  deceased  had 
promised  to  take  them  back  to  Norway  to  live  and  to  supply  the 
money  required.  Held,  that  such  evidence  was  sufficient  to  war- 
rant damages  in  the  sum  of  $500.  The  O.  L.  HaUenbeck  (D.  C.)  119

Where 
deceased  was  66  years  of  age,  unmarried,  a  farmer  living  on  leased 
land,  who  owned  only  a  small  amount  of  personal  property,  and 
plaintiffs  were  his  nephews  and  nieces  in  comfortable  circumstances, 
to  whom  he  had  made  casual  gifts,  a  verdict  of  $7,000  was  exces- 
sive. Missouri,  K.  &  T.  Ry.  Co.  v.  McLaughlin,  73  Kan.  248,  84  Pac. 
989.

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bejg^ven,  because  there  has  been  no  pecuniary  iojury.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  the  next  of  kin  have  been  dependent  on 
the  deceased  for  support,  in  whole  or  in  part,  it  is  immate- 
rial how  remote  the  relationship  may  be,  there  has  been  a 
pecuniary  loss,  for  which  compensation  under  the  statute 
must  be  given." 

§  171.    Loss  of  prospective  inheritance 

Where  the  evidence  shows  that  it  is  probable  that  the  de- 
cedent, but  for  his  death,  would  have  accumulated  property, 
which,  if  he  had  died  intestate,  would  have  been  inherited 
by  the  beneficiaries  of  the  action,  these  facts  constitute  such 
a  reasonable  expectation  of  pecuniary  benefit  as  to  author- 
ize a  recovery  of  damages  for  its  loss.^^* 

In  Pym  v.  Great  Northern  Ry.  Co.,**®  where  the  party 
killed  was  in  possession  of  personalty  to  the  amount  of 
i3,400,  and  was  tenant  for  life  of  an  estate  in  land  worth 
nearly  £4,000  a  year,  with  remainder  to  his  eldest  son  in 
tail,  and,  by  settlement,  a  jointure  of  il,000  a  year  was  set- 
tled on  his  wife,  and  i20,000  secured  to  the  younger  chil- 
dren on  his  death,  and  the  deceased  died  intestate,  it  was 
held  that  the  widow  and  younger  children  had  a  sufficient 
expectation  of  pecuniary  benefit  to  render  its  loss  a  ground 
for  action.  Cockburn,  C.  J.,  after  observing  that  the  loss 
of  education  and  the  greater  comforts  and  enjoyments  of

the  premature  death.  *  *  *  It  is  true  that  it  must  al- 
ways remain  matter  of  uncertainty  whether  the  deceased 
person  would  have  applied  the  necessary  portion  of  income 
in  securing  to  his  family  the  social  and  domestic  advan- 
tages of  which  they  are  said  to  have  been  deprived  by  his 
death ;  still  more,  whether  he  would  have  laid  by  any  and 
what  portion  of  his  income  to  make  provision  for  them  at 
his  death.  But  *  *  *  it  is  for  the  jury  to  say,  under 
all  the  circumstances,  taking  into  account  all  the  uncer- 
tainties and  contingencies  of  the  particular  case,  whether 
there  was  such  a  reasonable  and  well-founded  expectation 
of  pecuniary  benefit  as  can  be  estimated  in  money."  The 
jury  having  given  £13,000 — il,000  to  the  widow,  and  il,- 
500  to  each  of  the  younger  children — it  was  held  that  the 
latter  sum  ought  in  each  case  to  be  reduced  to  i  1,000. 

In  Illinois  Cent.  R.  Co.  v.  Barron,^^^  an  action  brought 
under  the  Illinois  statute,  the  testator  was  a  bachelor,  35 
years  old,  and  had  an  estate  of  $35,000,  which  he  left  by  will 
to  his  father.  He  was  an  attorney,  but  for  four  years  prior 
to  his  death  had  been  a  judge.  His  term  of  office  having 
expired,  he  was  about  to  resume  his  profession,  with  a  fair 
promise  of  doing  as  well  as  before  he  was  elected  judge, 
when  his  professional  income  had  been  about  $3,000  a  year. 
The  action  was  for  the  benefit  of  his  father,  brothers,  and 
sisters,  one  of  whom  had  formerly  received  some  assistance 
from  him  for  support.  The  court  refused  to  charge  that 
it  was  necessary  that  the  beneficiaries  should  have  a  legal 
interest  in  the  life,  but  charged,  among  other  things,  that

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the  jury  had  a  right,  in  estimating  the  amount  of  pecuniary 
injury,  to  take  into  consideration  the  relations  between  the 
deceased  and  his  next  of  kin,  the  amount  of  his  property, 
the  character  of  his  business,  and  the  prospective  increase 
of  wealth  likely  to  accrue  to  a  man  of  his  age  with  the  busi- 
ness and  means  which  he  had,  the  possibility  that  his  estate 
would  have  decreased  rather  than  increased,  and  the  con- 
tingency that  he  might  have  married,  and  his  property  de- 
scended in  another  channel.  The  verdict  and  judgment 
were  for  $3,750;  and,  the  case  coming  before  the  supreme 
court  on  exceptions  to  the  charge,  and  on  the  refusal  to 
charge  as  requested,  the  judgment  was  affirmed.  The  opin- 
ion was  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Nelson,  who  said:  "The 
damages  in  these  cases,  whether  the  suit  is  in  the  name  of 
the  injured  party,  or,  in  case  of  his  death,  under  the  statute, 
by  the  legal  representative,  must  depend  very  much  on  the 
good  sense  and  sound  judgment  of  the  jury,  upon  all  the 
facts  and  circumstances  of  the  particular  case.  If  the  suit 
is  brought  by  the  party,  there  can  be  no  fixed  measure  of 
compensation  for  the  pain  and  anguish  of  body  and  mind, 
nor  for  the  loss  of  time  and  care  in  business,  or  the  perma- 
nent injury  to  health  and  body.  So,  when  the  suit  is 
brought  by  the  representative,  the  pecuniary  injury  result- 
ing from  the  death  to  the  next  of  kin  is  equally  uncertain 
and  indefinite.  If  the  deceased  had  lived,  they  may  not 
have  been  benefited,  and,  if  not,  then  no  pecuniary  injury 
could  have  resulted  to  them  from  his  death.  But  the  stat- 
ute in  respect  to  the  measure  of  damages  seems  to  have 
been  enacted  upon  the  idea  that,  as  a  general  fact,  the  per- 
sonal assets  of  the  deceased  would  take  the  direction  given 
them  by  the  law,  and  hence  the  amount  recovered  is  to  be 
distributed  to  the  wife  and  next  of  kin  in  the  proportion 
provided  for  in  the  distribution  of  personal  property  left 
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by  a  person  dying  intestate.  If  the  person  injtired  had  sur- 
vived and  recovered,  he  would  have  added  so  much  to  his 
personal  estate,  which  the  law,  on  his  death,  if  intestate, 
would  have  passed  to  his  wife  and  next  of  kin.  In  case  of 
his  death  by  the  injury,  the  equivalent  is  given  by  a  suit 
in  the  name  of  his  representative." 

The  cases  in  which  this  element  of  damages  have  been 
allowed  are  rare.  It  has  been  pointed  out  that  any  such 
benefit  depends  on  three  contingencies :  That  the  decedent 
would  have  increased  his  estate,  that  he  would  not  have 
made  a  will  disinheriting  the  beneficiaries,  and  that  they 
would  survive  him.**^  If  such  damages  are  to  be  allowed, 
there  must  at  least  be  evidence  tending  to  show  that  the 
decedent  would  probably  have  accumulated  property  had 
he  lived ;  **•  and  the  verdict  will,  of  course,  be  set  aside 
if  the  amount  is  grossly  out  of  proportion  to  the  reasonable 
probabilities  of  the  case.^**     In  Illinois  it  seems  that  no

124  The  injury  claimed  was  the  deprivation  of  the  probable  ac- 
cumulations of  deceased  in  his  business.  The  jury  gave  a  verdict  of 
$27,500.  To  reach  this  result,  they  must  have  found  that  deceased, 
who  had  already  acquired  a  competence,  would  have  continued  in 
business  for  his  full  expectancy  of  life;  would  have  retained  sufl3- 
cient  health  and  vigor  of  mind  to  enable  him  to  do  so  as  success-

And  in  Pennsylvania  it  seems  that  an  expectation  of  in- 
heritance cannot  be  considered  as  an  element  of  damages 
to  adult  children  from  their  father's  death.  Thus  where  the 
trial  court  charged:  "The  loss  to  the  children,  of  course, 
was  one  from  whom  [sic]  they  might  expect  some  inherit- 
ance, if  you  think  the  business  was  such  as  to  warrant  them 
in  that  hope,"  the  supreme  court  said :  "This  statement  pre- 
sented to  the  consideration  of  the  jury  an  element  in  meas- 
uring the  damages  which  is  extremely  vague.    The  possi- 

safely  io  rested  his  accumulations ;  and  that  the  chUdren  would  have 
received  them  at  his  death.  Held,  that  the  verdict  should  be  set 
aside,  unless  the  plaintifiF  would  consent  to  a  reduction  to  |15,000.

Fed.  371,  3  C.  C.  A.  129.  Decedent  was  a  widow  61  years  old,  who 
had  done  a  profitable  business  as  a  boardinghouse  keeper,  and  had 
made  some  money,  beside  supporting  a  daughter,  and  occasionally 
gave  small  amounts  to  a  son.  Held  that,  as  the  jury  were  author- 
ized to  take  into  consideration  the  reasonable  expectation  of  her 
property  being  increased  for  the  benefit  of  her  children,  who  were  of 
age,  and  the  reasonable  expectation  of  pecuniary  benefit  to  them  by 
support  or  otherwise,  a  verdict  of  $1,000  was  sustained  by  the  evi- 
dence. Tuteur  v.  Chicago  &  N.  W.  R.  Co.,  77  Wis.  505,  46  N.  W. 
897,  Decedent  was  a  widower,  73  years  old,  strong  and  vigorous* 
and  actively  engaged  in  business.  The  children  were  of  age,  and 
not  dependent  on  him.  Held,  that  |1,000  was  not  excessive.  City 
of  Wabash  v.  Carver,  129  Ind.

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bility  of  accumulating  an  estate  by  the  decedent  was  very 
remote.  The  testimony  did  not  show  any  accumulation  up 
to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  whether  or  not  he  could  have 
succeeded  in  gathering  more  than  would  have  provided  for 
his  own  wants  during  the  remainder  of  his  life  was  purely 
conjectural.  If  the  subject  were  considered  at  all  by  the 
jury  in  making  up  the  verdict,  it  could  only  result  in  con- 
fusion and  speculation.  An  expectation  of  inheritance  is 
not  properly  one  of  the  elements  of  loss  to  children  in  a 
case  of  this  kind,  and  should  not  be  allowed  to  enter  into 
the  question  in  any  way  whatever."  ^** 

§  172.    Rule  of  damages  in  New  York 

A  looser  rule  in  respect  to  the  measure  of  damages  pre- 
vails in  New  York  than  elsewhere,  under  similar  statutory 
provisions;  for  in  that  state  it  is  held  in  all  cases  that  it  is 
enough  for  the  plaintiff  to  show  the  age,  sex,  condition, 
physical  and  mental,  and  the  circumstances  and  situation 
in  life  of  the  deceased,  and  the  age,  circumstances,  and  con- 
dition of  the  next  of  kin,  and  that,  provided  such  evidence 
is  introduced,  it  is  for  the  jury  to  estimate  the  "pecuniary 
injuries,"  present  and  prospective,  to  the  next  of  kin.^*^ 
This  rule  differs  little,  if  at  all,  from  the  rule  elsewhere  ap- 
plied in  actions  brought  by  parents  for  the  death  of  young 
children,  but  in  New  York  the  rule  is  also  applied  in  cases 
in  which  the  only  possible  basis  for  damages  would  seem  to 
be  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  or  of  a  prospective  inherit- 
ance— cases  in  which,  in  other  jurisdictions,  some  evidence

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either  of  past  gifts,  or  of  the  probability  of  future  accumu- 
lations, is  usually  required.**' 

Thus,  in  Tilley  v.  Hudson  River  R.  Co.,"*  it  was  held 
that  damages  for  the  loss  of  the  training,  instruction,  and 
education  of  a  mother  were  not  confined  to  minor  children. 
The  opinion  by  Hogeboom,  J.,  upon  the  measure  of  dam- 
ages, is  frequently  referred  to  with  approval.*^®  The  jury, 
he  says,  "are  to  give  such  damages  as  they  shall  deem  a 
fair  and  just  compensation,  with  reference  to  the  pecuniary 
injuries  resulting  from  such  death.  They  are  not  tied  down 
to  any  precise  rule.  Within  the  limit  of  the  statute,  as  to 
the  amount  and  the  species  of  injury  sustained,  the  matter 
is  to  be  submitted  to  their  sound  judgment  and  sense  of 
justice.  They  must  be  satisfied  that  pecuniary  injuries  re- 
sulted. If  so  satisfied,  they  are  at  liberty  to  allow  them 
from  whatever  source  they  actually  proceeded,  which  could 
produce  them.  If  they  are  satisfied,  from  the  history  of 
the  family,  or  the  intrinsic  probabilities  of  the  case,  that 
they  were  sustained  by  the  loss  of  bodily  care  or  intellectual

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culture  or  moral  training  which  the  mother  had  before  sup- 
plied, they  are  at  liberty  to  allow  for  it.  The  statute  has 
set  no  bounds  to  the  sources  of  these  pecuniary  injuries," 

In  Dickens  v.  New  York  Cent.  R.  Co.^'^  the  plaintiff 
sued  as  administrator  of  his  wife,  for  the  benefit  (the  ac- 
tion being  prior  to  the  act  of  1870)  of  brothers  and  sisters 
and  nephews  and  nieces.  The  court  refused  to  charge,  as 
requested,  that  the  plaintiff  could  only  recover  nominal 
damages,  on  the  ground  that,  as  the  deceased  had  left  nei- 
ther child  nor  parent,  the  only  loss  incurred  by  her  next 
of  kin  would  be  the  chance  of  her  accumulating  a  separate 
estate  and  dying  intestate,  or  making  a  will  in  their  favor, 
and  that  this  would  be  too  remote  a  contingency  to  be  of 
any  substantial  value  to  them.  The  court  charged,  in  the 
language  of  the  statute,  that  the  only  damages  the  jury 
could  give  were  such  as  they  might  deem  a  fair  and  just 
compensation,  not  exceeding  $5,000,  with  reference  to  the 
pecuniary  damages  resulting  from  the  death  to  the  next  of 
kin;  and  that  whether  more  than  nominal  damages,  and, 
if  so,  how  much,  resulted  to  the  next  of  kin,  were  questions 
for  the  jury.  The  defendant  excepted,  and  requested  the 
judge  to  charge  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  any  pecuniary 
injury,  and  that  the  relation  of  brother  and  sister  did  not 
raise  a  presumption  of  pecuniary  loss,  which  was  refused. 
The  jury  rendered  a  verdict  for  $500.  The  court  of  ap- 
peals held  the  charge  correct,  within  Tilley  v.  Hudson 
River  R.  Co.  Hogeboom,  J.,  in  delivering  the  opinion,  says : 
"I  think  the  defendants  cannot  successfully  assail  the 
charge    *    *    ♦     unless  it  is  a  case  for  limiting  the  plain-

tiff  to  nominal  damages.  We  are  not  at  liberty  to  lay  down 
any  such  restricted  rule,  without  violating  the  statute  and 
the  current  of  former  decisions.  *  *  *  It  is  not  always 
easy  to  see  how  the  death  of  a  particular  individual,  and  she  a 
wife,  will  operate  to  the  pecuniary  injury  of  collateral  rel- 
atives, and,  if  so,  to  what  extent.  But  as  the  law  does  not 
require  direct  and  precise  proof  on  this  subject,  and  has 
committed  to  the  jury  a  liberal  discretion  in  its  actual  dis- 
position, we  cannot  say,  in  view  of  the  not  very  extravagant 
sum  assessed  by  the  jury  in  this  particular  case,  if  any  sum 
whatever  were  to  be  allowed,  that  any  principle  of  law  has 
been  violated." 

In  Lockwood  v.  New  York,  L.  E.  &  W.  R.  Co."*  the 
court  of  appeals  seems  to  recognize  that  it  has  gone  beyond 
the  courts  of  other  states  in  its  rulings  upon  this  subject. 
The  deceased  was  68  years  old,  and  left  seven  children,  all

While  evidence  .was  admissible  as  to  damages  to 
show  the  age  of  decedent's  children  and  that  they  depended  on  him 
for  support,  evidence  that  one  was  in  an  orphan  asylum  was  inadmis- 
sible. Harrison  v.  New  York  Cent  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  195  N.  Y.  86,  87 
N.  E.  802. 
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of  age,  self-supporting,  and  living  away  from  home,  except 
an  unmarried  daughter,  who  lived  with  him  and  did  house- 
hold work,  in  consideration  of  her  board,  and  a  married  son, 
who  lived  with  him,  but  worked  for  himself,  and  used  his 
own  earnings.  The  plaintiff,  against  objection,  was  permit- 
ted to  prove  that  the  children  had  no  property,  and  that  the 
daughter  who  lived  at  home  had  a  disease  which  prevented 
her  from  working,  as  she  could  otherwise  have  done.  The 
court  refused  to  charge  that  where  the  children  are  of  full 
age,  and  living  away  from  home,  and  self-supporting,  no 
such  pecuniary  loss  has  been  sustained  by  them  as  can  be  re- 
covered. The  opinion  of  the  court  of  appeals  was  delivered 
by  Earl,  J.,  who  said:  ""Whatever  the  rule  may  be  in  other 
states,  there  are  many  cases  in  this  which  in  principle  sus- 
tain the  rulings  of  the  trial  judge.  *  *  *  in  but  few  . 
cases  arising  under  this  act  is  the  plaintiff  able  to  show 
direct,  specific  pecuniary  loss,  *  *  *  and  generally  the 
basis  for  the  allowance  of  damages  has  to  be  found  in  the 
proof  of  the  character,  qualities,  capacity,  and  condition  of 
the  deceased,  and  in  the  age,  sex,  circumstances,  and  con- 
dition of  the  next  of  kin.  The  proof  may  be  unsatisfactory, 
and  the  damages  may  be  quite  uncertain  and  contingent; 
yet  the  jurors  in  each  case  must  take  the  elements  thus 
furnished,  and  make  the  best  estimate  of  damages  they  can. 
There  seems  to  be  no  other  mode  of  administering  the  stat- 
ute referred  to,  and  protection  against  excessive  damages 
must  be  found  in  the  power  of  courts  in  some  of  the  modes 
allowed  by  law  to  revise  or  set  aside  the  verdicts  of  ju- 
ries." "• 

188  How  slight  is  the  protection  thus  afforded  Is  Illustrated  by 
Pineo  y.  New  York  Cent.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  84  Hun,  80,  which  was  an 
action  brought  by  the  brother  as  administrator  of  a  girl  of  14,  whose 
next  of  kin  was  supposed  to  be  her  father,  who  had  abandoned  his 
tanilly  years  before,  and  concerning  whom  it  was  not  known  whether 
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In  Bierbauer  v.  New  York  Cent.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,"*  the 
intestate  was  21  years  old,  earning  $25  a  month.  He  was 
unmarried,  but  left,  as  next  of  kin,  a  father,  aged  65,  resid- 
ing in  Germany.  The  court  declined  to  set  aside  as  exces- 
sive a  verdict  for  $5,000.  Bockes,  J.,  observed:  "It  is  ad- 
missible to  permit  a  reduction  of  the  damages  as  alterna- 


he  was  alive  or  dead.  It  was  held  that  a  refusal  to  charge  that 
there  was  no  evidence  that  the  life  of  deceased  had  any  pecuniary 
value  to  her  ftither  was  not  error,  and  that  a  verdict  of  $3,500  should 
not  be  set  aside  as  excessive.  In  a  dissenting  opinion,  Barker,  J., 
pertinently  remarks:  "If  we  uphold  this  verdict,  we  do,  In  effect, 
say  that  the  Jury  are  omnipotent  In  this  class  of  cases,  and  that 
there  is  no  rule  of  law  to  be  observed  by  them  in  assessing  damages." 
is«  16  Hun,  559,  affirmed  77  N.  Y.  588.  The  deceased  was  an  en- 
gineer, industrious  and  faithful  to  his  mother,  who  was  his  next  of 
kin.  Held,  that  a  verdict  for  $5,000  was  not  excessive.  Erwin  v. 
Neversink  Steamboat  Co.,  23  Hun,  573;  Quinn  y.  Power,  29  Hun,  183. 
Decedent  was  a  single  woman  36  years  old,  without  other  near  rela- 
tives than  her  parents,  who  were  66  and  58  years  old.  Both  were 
poor,  and  the  father  infirm,  and,  for  20  years  decedent  had  con- 
tributed $300  or  $400  per  annum  to  their  support  She  was  in  good 
health,  and  receiving  a  salary  of  $8  or  $9  per  week.  Held,  that  a 
verdict  for  $4,000  damages  was  not  excessive.  Bowles  v.  Rome,  W. 
A  O.  R.  Co.,  46  Hun,  324.  In  KeUy  v.  Twenty-Third  St.  Ry.  Co.,  14 
Daly,  418,  the  only  relatives  of  the  deceased  were  a  brother  and  sis- 
ter in  Ireland,  and  three  nephews  In  New  York.  There  was  no  evi- 
dence that  he  ever  did  anything  to  assist  them,  nor  was  it  shown 
what  the  proceeds  of  his  business  were,  nor  what,  if  anything,  was 
the  value  of  his  life  to  his  next  of  kin.  A  verdict  of  $1,000  was  held 
not  excessive.  The  court  points  out  that  the  courts  of  New  York 
have  not  discriminated  between  the  immediate  and  collateral  kindred, 
and  that  in  other  states  proof  is  necessary  that  the  relatives  had  re- 
ceived or  were  likely  to  receive  support  from  the  deceased.  But 
where  no  facts  appeared  except  that  the  deceased  was  a  married  wo- 
man aged  20  years,  and  a  verdict  of  $4,000  was  rendered,  it  was  held 
that  a  new  trial  should  be  granted.  Mitchell  v.  New  York  Cent  &  H.  R. 
R.  Co.,  2  Hun,  535.  It  was  error  to  admit  evidence  showing  the  num- 
ber of  next  of  kin*s  children,  and  services  and  expenditures  rendered 
and  made  by  decedent  for  the  benefit  of  the  children.  Murphy  y. 
Erie  R.  Co.,  202  N.  Y.  242,  95  N.  E.  699. 
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tive  to  the  granting  of  a  new  trial.  In  my  judgment,  this 
is  a  proper  case  for  the  exercise  of  a  fair  discretion  in  that 
regard;  but  my  associates  are  of  opinion  that  the  court 
should  not  trench  upon  the  right  of  the  jury  to  determine 
the  damages  to  be  awarded  in  cases  of  this  character,  unless 
it  can  be  plainly  seen  that  some  improper  element  was  con- 
sidered and  allowed  in  their  estimate,  or  that  they  were  in- 
fluenced by  passion,  partiality,  prejudice,  or  corrupt  mo- 
tives. In  this  view  of  the  case,  the  verdict  must  be  allowed 
to  stand." 

In  Countryman  v.  Fonda,  J.  &  G.  R.  Co.,^**  the  intestate 
was  a  woman  53  years  old,  leaving  a  daughter  aged  22,  and 
a  son  aged  25,  and  the  mother  supported  herself,  as  did  the 
children.  The  trial  court  dismissed  the  complaint,  saying 
that  there  did  not  seem  to  be  any  property  loss  on  the  part 
of  the  next  of  kin,  that  the  intestate  was  a  woman  without 
any  children  to  whom  she  owed  any  duty,  without  the 
power  to  accumulate  property,  simply  earning  her  own 
living  by  housework,  and  that  to  say  that  the  children  had 
suffered  a  property  loss  in  dollars  and  cents  on  these  facts 
and  to  leave  it  to  the  jury  as  pure  guesswork  was  some- 
thing the  courts  did  not  permit.  The  judgment  of  the  ap- 
pellate division,  affirming  the  trial  court,  was  reversed  by 
the  court  of  appeals,  which  said :  "In  the  case  at  bar  it  is  a 
question  for  the  jury  to  determine,  in  the  exercise  of  a  rea- 
sonable discretion,  what  damages  the  next  of  kin  of  the 
intestate  have  suffered,  if  any,  considering  the  situation  as 
proved.  *  ♦  *  It  is  for  the  jury  to  consider,  if  the 
health  of  the  daughter  should  fail,  whether  the  mother 
might  not  take  her  to  her  own  home,  and  nurse  and  care  for 
her  indefinitely.  The  same  might  be  true  of  the  son.  In 
other  words,  they  are  permitted  to  consider,  in  a  reason- 
it*  166  N.  Y.  201,  59  N.  E.  822,  82  Am.  St  Rep.  640. 
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able  way,  those  prospective  and  indefinite  damages  arising 
from  the  death  of  a  mother  under  these  circumstances,  in 
addition  to  the  actual  money  damages  as  proved." 

Nevertheless,  while  the  damages  are  indefinite  and  the 
discretion  of  the  jury  is  very  wide,  the  courts  exercise  the 
right  to  set  aside  and  reduce  excessive  verdicts,  as  well  as 
to  set  aside  inadequate  verdicts,  although  upon  what  prin- 
ciple the  limit  is  determined  it  is  often  impossible  to  de- 
termine. In  a  recent  case,^**  in  which  a  considerable  ver- 
dict on  behalf  of  a  widow  and  minor  children  was  sus- 
tained, the  appellate  division  of  the  supreme  court  said: 
"This  court  has  reduced  verdicts  in  such  cases,  where  in  its 
opinion  there  was  no  substantial  basis  for  the  same,  revers- 
ing the  judgment  of  the  jury  in  that  regard.  Indeed,  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  this  court,  when  the  matter  is  properly 
presented,  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  verdict  rendered 
by  a  jury  is  inadequate  or  excessive,  and  it  has  unhesitat- 
ingly exercised  its  power  in  that  regard,  as  it  believed  jus- 
tice and  the  rights  of  the  parties  required."  The  extent  and 
character  of  the  supervision  exercised  is  illustrated  in  the 
cases  collected  in  the  subjoined  note.**^

A  verdict  for  $6,000  for  the  death  of 
plalntiff^s  daughter  Is  excessive,  where  the  only  evidence  as  to  dam- 
ages is  that  plaintiff  was  61  years  old,  and  his  daughter  19,  that 
plaintiff  was  a  machinist,  and  his  daughter  was  an  industrious  girl, 
earning  $7  a  week,  which  she  gave  her  mother  to  be  used  in  support- 
ing the  family.  Seeley  v.  New  York  Cent.  &  H.  R.  R.  Co.,  8  App. 
Div.  402,  40  N.  Y.  Supp.  866.  For  an  only  daughter,  20  years  of  age, 
well  developed  physically  and  mentally,  a  successful  musician,  who 
assisted  her  mother  in  housekeeping  and  her  father  occasionally  in 
his  store,  a  verdict  for  $9,500  to  compensate  the  father  held  excessive. 
Kellogg  V.  Albany  &  H.  Ry.  &  Power  Co.,  72  App.  Div.  321,  76  N.  Y. 
Supp.  85.  A  verdict  of  $800  for  a  woman  70  years  of  age,  who  was 
supported  by  her  children,  but  who  was  in  fair  health,  and  rendered 
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very  imperfectly  responded  to,  it  is  manifest  that  it  can  be 
no  measure  of  the  pecuniary  injury  the  family  received,  or 
was  likely  to  receive,  from  the  death."  But  an  exception  to 
this  rule  is  generally  recognized  where  damages  are  based 
upon  the  loss  of  prospective  gifts,  and  especially  in  cases 
for  the  benefit  of  parents  on  .account  of  the  death  of  minor 
children,  as  tending  to  show  the  probability  that  such  gifts 

assistance  to  her  daughter,  with  whom  she  lived,  held  not  excessive.

726.  A  verdict  for  more  than  $2,500  was  excessive,  where  defendant 
was  only  liable  for  the  damage  to  decedent's  mother,  who  resides 
abroad,  and  the  evidence  as  to  what  he  paid  towards  her  support 
was  Indefinite.  Rice  v.  Interurban  St  Ry.  Co.,  121  App.  Div.  714, 
106  N.  Y.  Supp.  463.  Where  the  only  evidence  as  to  damages  was 
that  deceased  was  unmarried,  22  years  old,  that  for  12  months  prior 
to  his  death,  while  living  with  his  father  and  mother,  he  had  worked 
for  $9  a  week,  which  he  brought  to  his  mother,  and  that  his  next  of 
kin  were  father,  mother,  one  sister,  and  four  brothers,  a  verdict  of 
$600  wns  not  so  small  as  to  Justify  setting  it  aside  as  shocking  to  the 
moral  sense,  or  as  having  been  rendered  In  pali)able  disregard  of 
the  elements  of  damage  presented  to  the  Jury.  Swanton  v.  King, 
72  App.  Div.  578,  76  N.  Y.  Supp.  528.  The  next  of  kin  of  an  unmar- 
ried woman  32  years  old,  consisted  of  two  married  sisters  and  a 
brother,  two  of  whom  were  her  seniors,  for  whose  support  she  had 
never  contributed.  She  was  a  seamstress  at  $9  a  week.  While  she 
lived  with  a  married  sister  she  paid  $4  a  week  for  her  board.  She 
left  no  estate.  Held,  that  a  verdict  for  the  amount  of  the  funeral 
expenses  was  improperly  set  aside  as  inadequate,  and  the  absence 
of  any  showing  that  the  Jury  were  improperly  Infiuenced.  De  Luna

While  the  jury  may,  perhaps,  take  into  account  the  time 
which  has  elapsed  since  the  death,  as  affecting  the  amount 
of  damages,  it  is  improper  for  them,  after  computing  the 
amount  of  damages,  to  add  interest  upon  that  sum.^'*  The 
New  York  act  provides  that  the  amount  recovered  shall 
draw  interest  from  the  death  which  interest  shall  be  added 
to  the  verdict,  and  inserted  in  the  entry  of  judgment.  This 
provision  is  not  unconstitutional.^**  The  rate  of  interest  is 
governed  by  the  statute  regulating  interest  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  verdict.***  The  interest  is  to  be  added  and  in- 
serted by  theclerk.^^^

Where  the  beneficiary  acquires  property  by  descent  or 
otherwise  upon  the  death  of  the  deceased,  it  is  not  proper 
for  the  jury  to  reduce  the  damages  on  that  account;  for  it 
may  fairly  be  assumed  that  the  beneficiary  would,  in  the 
natural  course  of  events,  have  acquired  the  property  ulti- 
mately, and  his  damages  are  for  the  loss  of  benefits  which 
he  might  have  received  during  the  remainder  of  the  life 
of  the  deceased,  or  of  the  accumulations  which  the  de- 
ceased might  have  added  to  his  estate,  and  which  the  ben- 
eficiary would  have  acquired,  in  addition  to  the  estate  ex- 
isting at  the  time  of  the  premature  death.  Thus,  in  Terry 
V.  Jewett,^"*  it  was  held  that  it  was  not  error  to  refuse  to 
charge  the  jury  that  they  might  take  into  consideration 
that  the  plaintiff  would  be  entitled  to  the  property  of  the 
deceased  as  next  of  kin.  A  distinction  was  suggested  in 
Grand  Trunk  Ry.  Co.  of  Canada  v.  Jennings,^"*^  by  Lord

In  such  case  the  extent  of  the  benefit  may  fairly  be  taken 
to  be  represented  by  the  use  and  interest  of  the  money  dur- 
ing the  period  of  acceleration ;  and  it  was  upon  that  foot- 
ing that  Lord  Campbell,  in  Hicks  v.  Newport,  A.  &  H.  Ry. 
Co.,.  suggested  to  the  jury  that,  in  estimating  the  widow's 
loss,  the  benefit  which  she  derived  from  acceleration  might 
be  compensated  by  deducting  from  their  estimate  of  the  fu- 
ture earnings  of  the  deceased  the  amount  of  the  premiums 
which,  if  he  had  lived,  he  would  have  had  to  pay." 

Since  the  right  of  action  vests  upon  the  death  of  the  de- 
ceased, it  is  not  permissible  to  show  that  pecuniary  benefits 
have,  from  another  source,  subsequently  accrued  to  the 
beneficiary,  which  are  equivalent  to  those  of  which  he  has 
been  deprived.  Thus,  in  an  action  for  the  death  of  a  wife 
and  mother,  evidence  that  the  husband  had  again  married, 
and  that  his  second  wife  performed  like  services  to  those 
performed  by  the  deceased,  is  inadmissible  in  mitigation  of 
damages.***    And  so  in  an  action  by  a  widow  for  the  death

§  177.    Discretion  of  jury — ^Instructions 

From  the  indefinite  nature  of  the  proof  of  pecuniary  loss 
possible  in  such  cases,  much  is  left  to  the  discretion  and 
judgment  of  the  jury,  and  it  is  not  improper  to  instruct 
them  to  that  effect.***  But  such  an  instruction  should  not 
be  given  without  charging  them  definitely  upon  the  proper 
measure  of  damages  in  the  particular  case,***  and  instruct- 
ing them  that  the  damages  must  be  based  upon  the  evi- 
dence,*** and  upon  the  pecuniary  injury  to  the  benefici-

§  178.    Excessive  verdict — ^Reduction  of  amount 

In  cases  where  the  amount  of  the  verdict  is  deemed  by 
the  court  to  be  excessive,  it  is  a  common  practice  to  allow 
the  verdict  to  stand  upon  condition  that  the  plaintiff  remit 
a  part  of  the  sum  awarded.***     In  Wisconsin,  however,  it

§  180.    Nominal  damages 

bince  the  damages  are  based  upon  the  pecuniary  loss  of 
the  beneficiaries,  it  would  seem  on  principle  to  follow  that, 
if  there  is  no  pecuniary  loss,  the  action  cannot  be  main- 
tained for  the  recovery  even  of  nominal  damages.  This 
has  been  intimated  in  England,***  and  held  in  Michigan,*^** 
Texas,*^*  Vermont,*^*  and  Wisconsin.*^*  Thus,  in  Duck- 
worth V.  Johnson,  Pollock,  C.  B.,  said:  "If  there  was  no 
damage  the  action  is  not  maintainable.  It  appears  to  me 
that  it  was  intended  by  the  act  to  give  compensation  for 
damage  sustained,  and  not  to  enable  persons  to  sue  in  re- 
spect of  some'  imaginary  damage,  and  so  punish  those  who 
are  guilty  of  negligence  by  making  them  pay  costs."   And  in

§  181.    The  wrongful  act  or  neglect 

It  IS  not  necessary,  unless  the  action  is  based  upon  a  for- 
eign statute,*  that  the  declaration  or  complaint  should  refer 
to  the  statute  under  which  the  action  is  brought,  but  it  is 
sufGcient  to  allege  facts  that  bring  the  case  within  the  stat- 
ute.* Nor  is  it  necessary  to  allege  that  the  act  or  neglect  of 
the  defendant  was  such  that,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  the 
person  injured  might  have  maintained  an  action.*  The 
complaint  must,  of  course,  show  that  the  death  was  caused 
by  the  act  or  neglect^    Since  it  is  a  part  of  the  plaintiff's

ter class  the  nonexistence  of  beneficiaries  of  the  first  class 
must  be  averred.**    Thus  in  an  action  by  a  mother  under  a

§  183.    Appointment  of  executor  or  administrator 

Where  the  statute  requires  the  action  to  be  brought  in 
the  name  of  the  personal  representative,  the  complaint  must 
allege  the  appointment  of  the  plaintiff  as  executor  or  admin- 
istrator. Thus,  where  suit  was  brought  by  the  widow,  and 
on  her  motion  an  order  was  made  substituting  as  plaintiff  a 
person  who  was  represented  to  be  the  administrator,  it  was 
held  that  failure  to  amend  the  complaint  so  as  to  show  that 
the  substituted  plaintiff  was  administrator  of  the  estate  of 
the  deceased  was  a  fatal  defect.^*  But  where  the  complaint 
was  in  the  name  of  the  plaintiff  "as  administratrix,"  and 
in  the  body  of  the  complaint  the  deceased  was  referred  to 
as  "plaintiff's  intestate,"  it  was  held  that  the  representative 
capacity  of  the  plaintiff  sufficiently  appeared.**  The  ap- 
is Common  wealth  y.

S  184.    Allegations  of  damages 

As  has  been  stated,  it  is  held  in  some  jurisdictions  that 
the  statute  necessarily  implies  pecuniary  loss  to  the  bene- 
ficiaries from  the  death,  and  that  the  action  can  consequent- 
ly be  maintained  in  the  absence  of  pecuniary  loss  for  at 
least  nominal  damages;  while  in  other  jurisdictions  it  is 
held  that,  without  pecuniary  loss,  the  action  is  not  main- 
tainable, even  for  nominal  damages.**  In  the  latter  juris- 
dictions it  appears  to  be  necessary  to  allege  in  the  com- 
plaint the  facts  showing  pecuniary  loss.  Thus,  in  Michigan 
it  is  said  that  the  damages  are  special,  and  that  it  must  be 
made  to  appear  by  proper  allegations  that  pecuniary  loss 
necessarily  resulted.*®    And  in  Wisconsin  it  is  held  that  the

aries."* Thus,  in  New  York,  in  an  action  for  the  benefit  of 
a  widow,  the  complaint  was  held  good  on  demurrer  not- 
withstanding that  it  contained  no  allegations  that  damages 
had  been  sustained,  although  the  court  declined  to  express 
an  opinion  whether,  without  further  allegations,  proof  of 
substantial  damages  would  be  admissible."*     And,  in  an

child,  that,  in  order  to  recover  for  loss  of  services  beyond 
the  date  of  the  beginning  of  suit,  such  damages  must  be 
specially  averred.^^  And  a  California  case  has  held  that 
damages  for  funeral  expenses,  if  recoverable  at  all,  must  be 
specially  alleged.*®  In  some  cases  a  distinction  is  drawn 
between  actions  on  behalf  of  beneficiaries  who  are  so  re- 
lated to  the  decedent  that  the  law  imposes  upon  him  a  duty 
to  support  them  and  actions  on  behalf  of  collaterals  or 
other  beneficiaries  not  legally  dependent  upon  him,  and  it 
is  held  that  in  actions  of  the  first  class  it  is  enough  if  the 
complaint  show  the  existence  of  such  beneficiaries,  the  pe- 
cuniary injury  being  thereby  sufficiently  averred,**  but  that 

showing  tbat  such  widow  and  children  suffered  pecuniary  damages 
by  the  loss  of  such  life  are  required.  Haug  v.  Great  Northern  Ry. 
Co.,  8  N.  D.  23,  77  N.  W.  97,  42  L.  B.  A.  664,  73  Am.  St  Rep.  727. 
A  general  allegation  of  damages  to  a  stated  amount  Is  sufficient  to 
allow  proof  of  the  age  of  deceased  and  his  expectancy  of  life,  and 
the  dependency  of  plaintiff  on  him  for  support.  International  &  G. 
N.  Ry.  Co.  V.  Knight,  91  Tex.  660,  45  S.  W.  556.  While,  in  an  action 
for  death  of  plaintiff's  wife,  damages  for  loss  of  her  seryices  gener- 
ally may  be  recovered  as  general  damages,  yet  where  her  services 
are  not  such  as  are  usually  performed  by  a  wife,  or  are  of  peculiar 
value  to  him  in  his  trade  or  profession,  they  should  be  pleaded  and 
proved.  Gulf,  C.  &  S.  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Younger  (Tex.  Civ.  App.)  40  S. 
W.  423.  A  petition  stating  the  extent  of  decedent's  earnings  for 
services  rendered,  and  alleging  that  plaintiffs  have  lost  his  services 
and  earnings,  and  also  alleging  his  death,  his  character,  his  relation

§  185.    Bill  of  particulars 

Lord  Campbell's  act  provides  that  the  plaintiff  must,  to- 
gether with  the  declaration,  deliver  to  the  defendant  full 
particular  of  the  person  or  persons  for  whom  the  action  is 
Drought,  and  of  the  nature  of  the  claim  in  respect  to  the 
damages  sought  to  be  recovered.  The  Maryland  and  New 
Jersey  acts  contain  similar  provisions,  the  particular  in  the 
latter  state  to  be  furnished  on  request.  Under  Lord  Camp- 
bell's act,  the  omission  to  furnish  particulars  has  been  held 
ground  for  setting  aside  the  service  of  the  writ,  but  not  the 
writ  itself.*^  In  Maryland,  where  the  declaration  fully 
stated  the  nature  and  amount  of  the  claim,  and  the  defend- 
ant pleaded  without  demanding  a  particular,  the  failure  to 
furnish  a  particular  was  held  no  objection.**    The  particular

§  186.    Indictment 

The  proceeding  by  indictment  provided  for  by  the  stat- 
utes of  Massachusetts,  and  formerly  of  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire,  though  criminal  in  form,  is  to  be  treated  in  its 
main  features  as  a  civil  action  for  the  recovery  of  dam- 
ages, and  the  same  rules  of  evidence  and  principles  of  law 
are  to  be  applied  as  in  civil  cases.**  Thus,  the  indictment 
may  be  discontinued,  with  leave  of  court,  by  a  nolle  prose- 
qui, entered  by  the  prosecutor  while  the  cause  is  on  trial, 
against  the  objection  of  the  defendant.*^

The  complaint  or  declaration  may  be  amended  as  in  other

§  188.    Liability  of  personal  representative  for  costs 

Whether  the  liability  of  the  personal  representative  for 
costs  in  case  the  action  fails  should  be  governed  by  the 
same  rules  as  if  he  were  suing  as  representative  of  the  estate 
has  been  differently  answered.  Thus,  in  New  Jersey,  where 
the  statute  provided  that,  if  the  plaintiff  prosecute  a  suit  in 
the  right  of  his  intestate,  no  costs  can  be  recovered  against 
him,  it  was  held  that  the  same  rule  applied  to  an  adminis- 
trator suing  for  the  death/'    And  in  Indiana  it  was  held

§  189.    Character  of  evidence  in  actions  for  death 

The  questions  of  evidence  that  arise  in  actions  for  death 
are,  for  the  most  part,  the  same  as  those  that  arise  in  ordi- 
nary personal  injury  cases.  Questions  of  evidence  that  are 
peculiar  to  such  actions  have  been  referred  to  in  the  pre- 
ceding chapters.  As  in  other  actions,  the  burden  of  proof 
is  upon  the  plaintiff  to  establish  his  case,  including  the  fact 
that  the  death  was  caused  by  the  wrongful  act  or  neglect 
of  the  defendant,  by  a  preponderance  of  evidence.*     It  is

§  190.    Defendant  as  witness 

Notwithstanding  the  general  abrogation  of  the  common- 
law  rule  disqualifying  parties  and  persons  interested  from 
testifying,  the  statutes  in  force  in  most  of  the  states  pro- 
vide that,  in  actions  by  or  against  executors  or  administra- 
tors, neither  party  shall  be  allowed  to  testify  against  the 
other,  this  exclusion  being  commonly  confined,  however,  to 
the  testimony  of  such  persons  as  to  transactions  with  or 
statements  by  the  testator  or  intestate.  Whether  these 
statutes  exclude  the  parties  to  an  action  for  death  must, 
of  course,  depend  much  upon  the  terms  of  the  particular 
statute.    But  where  the  action  is  brought,  not  in  the  name

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of  the  personal  representative,  but  directly  in  the  name  of 
the  beneficiary,  such  statutes  have  been  held  not  to  exclude 
the  defendant.^®  And  in  Missouri,  where  the  statute  pro- 
vided that,  in  actions  where  one  of  the  original  parties  to 
the  contract  or  cause  of  action  is  dead,  the  other  party  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  testify  in  his  own  favor,  it  was  held,  in 
an  action  by  a  widow,  that  the  defendant  was  a  competent 
witness,  since  the  plaintiff  was  not  suing  on  a  contract  or 
cause  of  action  to  which  the  deceased  was  a  party.^^  On 
the  other  hand,  where  the  action  is  brought  in  the  name  of 
the  executor  or  administrator,  it  has  been  held  in  Illinois  ^* 
and  Indiana  *•  that  the  defendant  is  incompetent — in  the 
former  state  under  a  statute  excluding  parties  and  persons 
interested  from  testifying  in  suits  by  executors  and  admin- 
istrators; and  in  the  latter  state  under  a  statute  providing 
that  in  suits  in  which  an  executor  or  administrator  is  a  party, 
involving  matters  which  occurred  during  the  lifetime  of  the 
decedent,  where  a  judgment  may  be  rendered  for  or  against 
the  estate,  any  person  who  is  a  necessary  party  to  the  issue 
or  record,  whose  interest  is  adverse  to  such  estate,  shall  not 
be  a  competent  witness  as  to  such  matters  against  the  es- 
tate. In  Tennessee,  on  the  contrary,  although  the  statute 
made  evidence  as  to  transactions  with  or  statements  by  the 
decedent  incompetent  in  all  cases  in  which  judgment  might 
be  rendered  for  or  against  the  administrator,  it  was  held  in 
an  action  by  the  widow,  in  the  name  of  the  administrator,

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who  refused  to  act,  for  the  benefit  of  herself  and  an  infant 
child,  that  the  defendant  might  testify ;  the  court  observing 
that  the  administrator  was  only  a  nominal  party,  and  had 
no  interest  in  the  suit,  no  judgment  being  capable  of  affect- 
ing the  estate.** 

§  191.    Beneficiary  as  witness 

Where  the  beneficiary  sues  in  his  own  name,  the  same 
rule  would,  of  course,  apply  to  his  competency  as  a  witness 
as  to  that  of  the  defendant.**^  Whether,  in  an  action  by  the 
administrator,  the  beneficiary  would  be  competent  to  tes- 
tify under  a  statute  excluding  parties  in  such  case,  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  expressly  decided,  although  in  an  In- 
diana case  it  was  intimated  that  he  would  not  be  deemed  a 
party,  and  would  be  competent.**  And  in  New  York,  un- 
der a  provision  that  the  exemption  should  not  apply  to  a 
party  to  the  action,  nor  to  any  person  for  whose  immediate 
benefit  the  action  is  prosecuted  or  defended,  it  was  held  that 
the  beneficiary  was  not  incompetent,  the  rule  only  apply- 
ing to  a  person  into  whose  hands  the  money  would  go  im- 
mediately when  collected,  and  hence  not  to  a  case  where  it 
would  go  first  into  the  hands  of  the  administrator.*^  But 
in  Wisconsin,  where  the  only  statutory  exception  to  the 
common-law  rule — that  the  husband  and  wife  may  not  be 
witnesses  for  or  against  each  other — ^was  a  provision  that

§  192.    Testimony  of  deceased  witness 

It  has  been  held  that,  in  an  action  under  the  statute,  it  is 
admissible  to  prove  the  testimony  of  a  deceased  witness  in 
a  suit  by  the  intestate  for  the  personal  injury  which  abated 
on  his  death,  upon  the  ground  that  the  causes  of  action  were 
the  same,  and  that  the  admissibility  of  such  evidence  turns 
rather  upon  the  right  to  cross-examine  than  upon  the  pre- 
cise nominal  identity  of  the  parties.^*  But  the  testimony  of 
a  deceased  witness  at  a  coroner's  inquest,  where  the  plain- 
tiff had  no  opportunity  to  cross-examine,  is  inadmissible,  as 
well  upon  that  ground  *•  as  upon  the  ground  that  the  in- 
quest is  not  a  judicial  proceeding.**

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§  193.    Verdict  of  acquittal — Coroner's  verdict 

A  verdict  of  not  guilty  upon  an  indictment  for  the  homi- 
cide is  inadmissible.**  A  fortiori  the  verdict  of  a  coroner's 
jury,  the  inquest  not  being  a  judicial  proceeding,  is  inadmis- 
sible in  favor  of  either  party.** 


§  194.    Declarations  and  admissions  of  the  deceased 

The  declarations  of  the  deceased,  although  made  under 
such  circumstances  as  would,  upon  an  indictment  for  homi- 
cide, render  them  admissible  as  dying  declaraitions,  are  in- 
admissible on  that  ground.**  Whether  the  declarations  oi 
the  deceased  are  admissible  in  favor  of  the  plaintiff  will  de- 
pend upon  whether  they  were  made  under  such  circum-

§  195.    Statute  has  no  extraterritorial  force 

It  is  a  general  rule  that  for  the  purpose  of  redress  it  is  im- 
material where  a  tort  was  committed;  in  other  words,  the 
wrong  being  personal,  the  action  is  transitory,  and  may  be 
brought  wherever  the  wrongdoer  may  be  found.  But  to 
support  an  action  the  act  must  have  been  wrongful  where 
it  was  committed. 

Where  the  wrong  complained  of  was  one  for  which  an 
action  is  given  by  the  common  law,  it  will  be  presumed,  in 
the  absence  of  proof  to  the  contrary,  that  the  common  law 
was  in  force  in  the  place  where  the  wrong  was  committed. 
But,  where  the  wrong  is  one  for  which  the  right  of  action 
is  purely  statutory,  no  presumption  arises  that  such  statute 
is  in  force  outside  the  state  which  enacted  it.  Since  the 
right  of  action  for  death  is  statutory,  it  follows  that,  if  the 
wrongful  act  or  neglect  by  which  the  death  was  caused  occur- 
red outside  of  the  state  which  enacted  the  statute,  no  action  can 
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be  maintained  by  virtue  of  it.^  No  doubt  it  would  be  within 
the  competency  of  the  legislature  of  a  state  to  declare  that 
any  wrong  which  might  be  committed  against  its  citizens 
abroad  might  be  redressed  at  home,  according  to  the  princi- 
ples of  its  law,  if  the  wrongdoer  could  be  found  there,  so 
as  to  subject  him  to  the  jurisdiction  of  its  courts ;  *  but 
such  a  construction  has  never  been  placed  upon  any  of  the 
acts  in  question. 

Thus,  where  the  death  was  caused  in  New  Grenada,  it 
was  held  that  no  action  was  maintainable  in  New  York,  al- 
though the  defendant  was  a  corporation  of  that  state.'  So, 
also,  it  has  been  held  where  the  death  occurred  on  the  high 
seas,*  and  in  a  state  where  no  right  of  action  existed.*  And, 
if  the  action  is  based  upon  the  foreign  law,  it  cannot  be 
maintained  if  that  law  is  not  alleged  and  proved.*

But,  although  these  statutes  have  no  extraterritorial 
force,  it  is  held  by  the  greater  weight  of  authority  that,  if  a 
right  of  action  is  given  by  a  statute  of  the  state  in  which  oc- 
curred the  wrongful  act  or  neglect  by  which  the  death  was 
caused,  the  remedy  may  be  enforced  in  any  tribunal  having  ju- 
risdiction of  the  defendant,  provided,  at  least,  according  to  the 
generally  prevailing  statement  of  the  rule,  that  such  stat- 
ute is  not  in  substance  inconsistent  with  the  statutes  or 
public  policy  of  the  state  of  the  tribunal.''    A  leading  case  on

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the  authority  of  that  state.    This  judgment  was  reversed  in 
the  supreme  court,  upon  the  broad  ground  that  wherever, 
either  by  the  common  law  or  by  the  statute  law  of  a  state, 
a  right  of  action  has  become  fixed,  and  a  legal  liability  in- 
curred, that  liability  may  be  enforced  or  the  right  of  action 
pursued  in  any  court  which  has  jurisdiction  of  such  matters, 
and  can  obtain  jurisdiction  of  the  parties.    Mr.  Justice  Mill- 
er, who  delivered  the  opinion,  says:    "The  action  in  the 
present  case  is  in  the  nature  of  trespass  to  the  person,  al- 
ways held  to  be   transitory,   and  the  venue   immaterial. 
*    *    *    We  do  not  see  how  the  fact  that  it  was  a  statu- 
tory right  can  vary  the  principle.    A  party  legally  liable 
in  New  Jersey  cannot  escape  that  liability  by  going  to  New 
York.    *    *     *     It  would  be  a  very  dangerous  doctrine  to 
establish  that,  in  all  cases  where  the  several  states  have 
substituted  the  statute  for  the  common  law,  the  liability  can 
be  enforced  in  no  other  state  but  that  where  the  statute  was 
enacted  and  the  transaction  occurred."    The  court  also  con- 
siders the  objection  that  the  right  of  action  was  limited  to 
the  personal  representative  appointed  in  New  Jersey,  and 
amenable  to  its  jurisdiction,  and  holds  that  the  statute 
could  not  be  construed  as  confining  the  right  of  action  to  a 
personal  representative  so  appointed;    distinguishing  the 
case  from  that  of  an  administrator  appointed  in  one  state, 
suing  in  that  character  in  the  courts  of  another  state,  with- 
out authority  from  the  latter.    As  to  the  objection  that  the 
administrator  is  not  responsible  to  the  courts  of  New  Jer- 
sey, the  opinion  says :  "But  the  courts  of  New  York  are  as 
capable  of  enforcing  the  rights  of  the  widow  and  next  of 
kin  as  the  courts  of  New  Jersey,  and,  as  the  court  which 
renders  the  judgment  for  damages  in  favor  of  the  adminis- 
tratrix can  only  do  so  by  virtue  of  the  New  Jersey  statute, 
so  any  court  having  control  of  her  can  compel  distribution 
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of  the  amount  received  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  that 
statute."  Again,  as  to  the  objection  that,  by  virtue  of  her 
appointment  in  New  York,  the  administratrix  could  only 
act  upon  or  administer  that  which  was  the  estate  of  the  de- 
ceased in  his  lifetime,  the  opinion  says :  "No  reason  is  per- 
ceived why  the  specific  direction  of  the  law  on  this  subject 
may  not  invest  the  administrator  with  the  right  to  receive 
or  recover  by  suit,  and  impose  on  him  the  duty  of  distrib- 
uting under  that  law." 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  gist  of  the  action  is  the 
wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default,  although  death  must  result 
therefrom  to  give  rise  to  a  right  of  action,  and  an  action 
is  maintainable  under  the  statute  of  another  state,  if  the 
wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default  occurred  there,  whether  the 
death  also  occurred  there  or  occurred  without  the  state.*

The  Illinois  statute  provides 
that  on  death  by  wrongful  act  the  person  or  corporation  which  would 
have  been  liable  for  the  Injury,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  shall  be 
liable  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  person  Injured.  By  Laws 
1903,  p.  217,  a  proviso  was  added,  declaring  that  no  action  should  be 
brought  or  prosecuted  In  Illinois  to  recover  damages  for  a  death  oc- 
curring outside  the  state.  Held,  that  the  proviso  should  be  construed 
to  prohibit  actions  in  Illinois  only  where  the  act  by  which  the  death 
was  caused  occurred  in  another  state,  and  did  not  prohibit  an  action 
where  the  wrongful  act  was  committed  in  Illinois,  because  such  act 
resulted  in  the  decedent's  death  in  Indiana.  Crane  v.  Chicago  A

In  Dennick  v.  Central  R.  Co.  of  New  Jersey  the  opinion 
notices  the  fact  that  a  statute  like  that  of  New  Jersey  ex- 
isted in  New  York,  but  it  is  not  there  said  to  be  essential 
to  the  maintenance  of  the  action  that  a  similar  statute 
should  exist  in  the  state  of  the  tribunal.  In  Nashville  &  C. 
R.  Co.  V.  Spray  berry/®  decided  in  Tennessee  in  1872,  no 
such  limitation  was  suggested.  In  Leonard  v.  Columbia 
Steam  Nav.  Co.,^^  however,  decided  in  New  York  about  the 
same  time  as  Dennick  v.  Central  R.  Co.  of  New  Jersey  and 
cited  in  the  opinion,  it  is  laid  down  that  this  is  essential.  In 
that  case  Miller,  J.,  refers  to  the  fact  that  in  McDonald  v. 
Mallory  **  such  a  rule  had  been  laid  down,  although  the 
point  was  not  there  involved ;  and  he  says  that  the  rule  is 
just  and  reasonable.  "It  is  not  essential,"  he  observes,  "that 
the  statute  should  be  precisely  the  same,  *  *  *  but 
merely  requires  that  it  should  be  of  a  similar  import  and 
character."  The  case  held  that  the  statute  of  Connecticut 
was  sufficiently  similar  to  that  of  New  York.  And  in

Michigan — although  in  the  latter  case  the  court  observes 
that  the  better  view  seems  to  be  that  taken  in  Leonard  v. 
Columbia  Steam  Nav.  Co.  In  Shedd  v.  Moran,*^  brought 
in  Illinois,  under  the  statute  of  Indiana,  it  was  said  that  the

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of  that  State.  And  in  Knight  v.  West  Jersey  R.  Co.," 
brought  in  Pennsylvania,  under  the  statute  of  New  Jersey, 
Trunkey,  J.,  says :  "If  the  statute  of  New  Jersey  *  *  * 
is  similar  to  the  statute  of  this  state  upon  the  same  subject, 
it  is  plain  that  the  law  sought  to  be  enforced  is  not  con- 
trary to  the  public  policy  of  this  state,  or  prejudicial  to  its 
interests."

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V.  Cox,**  in  an  action  brought  in  the  circuit  court  for  the 
eastern  district  of  Texas,  under  the  statute  of  Louisiana.

The 
statutes  of  these  two  states  on  this  subject  are  not  essen- 
tially dissimilar,  and  it  cannot  be  successfully  asserted  that 
the  maintenance  of  jurisdiction  is  opposed  to  a  settled  pub- 
lic policy  of  the  state  of  Texas."  *•  In  construing  these 
same  statutes,  the  Texas  court,  in  Texas  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  v. 
Richards,**^  had  arrived  at  an  opposite  conclusion,  but  the 
Chief  Justice  says  that  the  question  is  one  of  general  law, 
and  settled  by  Dennick  v.  Central  R.  Co.  of  New  Jersey. 

In  Herrick  v.  Minneapolis  &  St.  L.  Ry.  Co.,*^  it  was  held 
that  an  action  which  accrued  in  Iowa  under  a  statute  which 
made  railroad  corporations  liable  for  damages  sustained  by 
employes  in  consequence  of  the  negligence  of  co-employes 
might  be  maintained  in  Minnesota,  where  there  was  no  such 
statute.  "The  statute  of  another  state  has,  of  course,  no  ex- 
traterritorial force,"  said  Mitchell,  J.,  "but  rights  acquired

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under  it  will  always,  in  comity,  be  enforced,  if  not  against 
the  public  policy  of  the  laws  of  the  former.  In  such  cases 
the  law  of  the  place  where  the  right  was  acquired,  or  the 
liability  was  incurred,  will  govern  as  to  the  right  of  action; 
while  all  that  pertains  merely  to  the  remedy  will  be  con- 
trolled by  the  law  of  the  state  where  the  action  is  brought. 
And  we  think  the  principle  is  the  same  whether  the  right 
of  action  be  ex  contractu  or  ex  delicto.  The  defendant  ad- 
mits the  general  rule  to  be  as  thus  stated,  but  contends 
that,  as  to  statutory  actions  like  the  present,  it  is  subject 
to  the  qualification  that,  to  sustain  the  action,  the  law  of 
the  forum  and  the  law  of  the  place  where  the  right  of  ac- 
tion accrued  must  concur  in  holding  that  the  act  done  gives 
a  right  of  action.  We  admit  that  some  text  writers — nota- 
bly, Rorer  on  Interstate  Law — seems  to  lay  down  this  rule, 
but  the  authorities  cited  generally  fail  to  sustain  it.  *  *  * 
But  it  by  no  means  follows  that,  because  the  statute  of  one 
state  differs  from  the  law  of  another  state,  therefore  it  would 
be  held  contrary  to  the  policy  of  the  laws  of  the  latter  state. 
*  *  *  To  justify  a  court  in  refusing  to  enforce  a  right 
of  action  which  accrued  under  the  law  of  another  state  be- 
cause against  the  policy  of  our  laws,  it  must  appear  that  it 
is  against  good  morals  or  natural  justice,  or  that,  for  some 
other  such  reason,  the  enforcement  of  it  would  be  prejudicial 
to  the  general  interests  of  our  own  citizens.  If  the  state  of 
Iowa  sees  fit  to  impose  this  obligation  upon  those  operat- 
ing railroads  within  her  bounds,  and  to  make  it  a  condition 
of  the  employment  of  those  who  enter  their  service,  we  see 
nothing  in  such  a  law  repugnant  either  to  good  morals  or 
natural  justice,  or  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  our  own 
citizens."  This  language  was  quoted  with  approval  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  Northern  Pac.  R. 
Co.  V.  Babcock.**

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The  question  was  again  considered  in  the  same  court  in 
Stewart  v.  Baltimore  &  O.  R.  Co.,^*  and  it  was  held  that 
an  action  may  be  maintained  in  the  District  of  Columbia  to 
recover  damages  for  a  death  caused  by  negligence  in  Mary- 
land, since  in  both  jurisdictions  the  statutes  have  removed 
the  common-law  obstacle  to  such  a  suit,  and  permitted  a 
recovery  for  the  benefit  of  the  near  relatives  of  the  deceased, 
and  that  the  fact  that  in  Maryland  the  action  must  be 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  state,  while  in  the  District  it  is 
brought  in  the  name  of  the  personal  representatives,  or  the 
fact  that  the  Maryland  statute  names  as  beneficiaries  the 
wife,  husband,  parent,  and  child  of  the  deceased,  while  the 
District  statute  provides  for  a  distribution  of  a  recovery 
according  to  the  statute  of  distribution,  does  not  show  such 
an  inconsistency  between  the  two  statutes  as  would  pre- 
vent the  maintenance  of  the  suit.  "Such  statutes  are  not 
penal,"  said  the  court,  "but  remedial,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
persons  injured  by  the  death.  An  action  to  recover  dam- 
ages for  a  tort  is  not  local,  but  transitory,  and  can,  as  a 
general  rule,  be  maintained  wherever  the  wrongdoer  can 
be  found.  *  ♦  *  It  may  well  be  that,  where  a  purely 
statutory  right  .is  created,  the  special  remedy  provided  by 
the  statute  for  the  enforcement  of  that  right  must  be  pur- 
sued ;  but,  where  the  statute  simply  takes  away  a  common- 
law  obstacle  to  a  recovery  for  an  admitted  tort,  it  would 
seem  not*  unreasonable  to  hold  that  an  action  for  that  tort 
can  be  maintained  where  the  statute  of  the  state  in  which 
the  cause  of  action  arose  is  not,  in  substance,  inconsistent 
with  the  statutes  or  public  policy  of  the  state  in  which  the 
right  of  action  is  sought  to  be  enforced,     *     *     *     We  can-

On  the  other  hand,  in  Slater  v.  Mexican  National  R.  Co.,** 
the  same  court  recognized  that  the  right  of  recovery  given 
by  the  foreign  statute  may  be  so  dissimilar  to  that  given 
by  the  lex  fori,  and  so  incapable  of  enforcement  through 
any  procedure  provided  by  its  law,  with  regard  to  the  rights 
of  the  defendant,  that  the  court  would  be  without  jurisdic- 
tion of  an  action  for  the  enforcement  of  such  right  of  re- 
covery. In  this  case  it  was  held  by  a  divided  court  that  a 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States  in  the  state  of  Texas  was 
without  jurisdiction  of  a  common-law  action  founded  on  the 
liability  for  death  by  wrongful  act  created  by  the  Mexican 
laws,  because  of  its  lack  of  power  to  make  a  decree  of  the 
kind  required  by  such  laws,  which  demanded  that  the  dam- 
ages be  awarded  as  support  in  the  nature  of  alimony  or 
pension,  by  a  decree  which  contemplated  periodical  pay- 
ments, and  which  was  subject  to  modification  from  time  to 
time,  as  the  circumstances  changed.  "As  Texas  has  stat- 
utes which  give  an  action  for  wrongfully  causing  death," 
said  the  court,  "of  course  there  is  no  general  objection  of 
policy  to  enforcing  such  a  liability  there,  although  it  arose 
in  another  jurisdiction.  *  *  *  But  when  such  a  liability 
is  enforced  in  a  jurisdiction  foreign  to  the  place  of  the 
wrongful  act,  obviously  that  does  not  mean  that  the  act  in 
any  degree  is  subject  to  the  lex  fori,  with  regard  to  either

its  quality  or  its  consequences.  On  the  other  hand,  it  equal- 
ly means  that  the  law  of  the  place  of  the  act  is  operative 
outside  its  own  territory.  The  theory  of  the  foreign  suit  is 
that,  although  the  act  complained  of  was  subject  to  no  law 
having  force  in  the  forum,  it  gave  rise  to  an  obligation,  an 
obligation,  which,  like  other  obligations,  follows  the  person, 
and  may  be  enforced  wherever  the  person  may  be  found. 

*  *  *  But  as  the  only  source  of  this  obligation  is  the  law 
of  the  place  of  the  act,  it  follows  that  that  law  determines  not 
merely  the  existence  of  the  obligation,  *  *  *  but  equal- 
ly determines  its  extent.  It  seems  to  us  unjust  to  allow  *a 
plaintiff  to  come  here  absolutely  depending  on  the  foreign 
law  for  the  foundation  of  his  case,  and  yet  to  deny  the  de- 
fendant the  benefit  of  whatever  limitations  on  his  liability 
that  law  would  impose.  *  *  *  Wc  may  lay  on  one  side 
as  quite  inadmissible  the  notion  that  the  law  of  the  place 
of  the  act  may  be  resorted  to  so  far  as  to  show  that  the  act 
was  a  tort,  and  then  may  be  abandoned,  leaving  the  conse- 
quences to  be  determined  according  to  the  accident  of  the 
place   where   the   defendant    may   happen   to   be   caught. 

*  *  *  The  present  action  is  a  suit  at  common  law,  and 
the  court  has  no  power  to  make  a  decree  of  this  kind  con- 
templated by  the  Mexican  statutes.  What  the  circuit  court 
did  was  to  disregard  the  principles  of  the  Mexican  statute 
altogether  and  to  follow  the  Texas  statute.  This  clearly 
was  wrong.  *  *  *  But  we  are  of  opinion,  further,  that 
justice  to  the  defendant  would  not  permit  the  substitution 
of  a  lump  sum,  however  estimated,  for  the  periodical  pay- 
ments which  the  Mexican  statute  required." 
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§  198.    Action  based  on  foreign  statute — ^Jurisdiction 

denied 

The  right  of  an  administrator  appointed  in  the  state  of 
the  tribunal  to  maintain  an  action  based  on  the  foreign 
statute  has  been  denied,  upon  grounds  that  do  not  rest  upon 
the  dissimilarity  of  particular  statutes,  in  Ohio,  Massachu- 
setts, and  Kansas.*'  The  right  to  maintain  the  action  has 
also  been  denied,  in  cases  that  turned  to  a  greater  or  less 
extent  upon  the  dissimilarity  of  the  statutes  involved,  in 
Missouri,  Maryland,  and  Texas.'* 

In  Woodard  v.  Michigan,  S.  &  N.  I.  R.  Co.,"  which  is 
the  earliest  case  in  point,  it  was  held  that  an  Ohio  adminis-

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trator  could  not  maintain  an  action  in  that  state  under  the 
statute  of  Illinois.  The  two  main  grounds  of  decision  were 
that  the  Illinois  statute  had  no  extraterritorial  force,  and 
that  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Ohio  statute  under  which  the 
administrator  was  appointed  did  not  extend  to  trusts  to  be 
carried  out  in  pursuance  of  the  law  of  another  state;  but 
the  court  also  questioned  whether  the  petition  sufficiently 
showed  that  the  act  was  one  for  which  the  deceased,  had 
he  lived,  might  have  maintained  an  action. 

The  next  case  was  Richardson  v.  New  York  Cent.  R. 
Co.,"  which  held  that  an  action  could  not  be  maintained 
under  the  New  York  statute  in  Massachusetts.  Hoar,  J., 
who  delivered  the  opinion,  took  the  view  that  the  statute 
was  penal,  but  rested  the  decision  on  the  ground  that  the 
right  of  action  of  the  administrator,  who  was  appointed  in 
Massachusetts,  was  confined  to  actions  which  accrued  to  his 
intestate,  or  which  grew  out  of  his  rights  of  property  or 
those  of  his  creditors;  and  that  the  right  of  action  which 
the  New  York  statute  gave  to  the  personal  representative 
was  not  a  right  of  property  passing  as  assets  to  the  dece- 
dent, but  a  specific  power  to  sue,  which  was  created  by  the 
law  of  that  state,  and  which  consequently  did  not  pass  to 
the  plaintiff  as  administrator.  This  objection,  which  is  sim- 
ilar to  that  raised  in  the  Ohio  case,  was  discussed  in  Den- 
nick  V.  Central  R.  Co.  of  New  Jersey.  It  is  to  be  observed 
that  no  statute  similar  to  that  of  New  York  existed  in  Mas- 
sachusetts, though  the  decision  was  not  placed  on  that 
ground.  In  a  later  Massachusetts  case,^*  where  the  de- 
ceased was  instantly  killed  in  Connecticut,  it  was  held  that

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an  action  might  be  maintained  under  the  statute  of  that 
state,  which  provided  that  "all  actions  for  injury  to  the 
person,  whether  the  same  do  or  do  not  instantaneously  or 
otherwise  result  in  death,"  should  survive.  The  court  dis- 
tinguishes the  case  from  Richardson  v.  New  York  Cent  R. 
Co.,  on  the  ground  that  in  that  case  the  right  of  action  was 
not  one  that  passed  to  the  administrator  by  succession;  but 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  Connecticut  statute  provides, 
in  terms,  that  the  right  of  action,  even  in  case  of  an  instan- 
taneous death,  shall  "survive,"  it  creates,  in  eflFect,  a  new 
right  of  action  for  the  benefit  of  certain  designated  persons; 
and  the  distinction  drawn  between  these  two  cases  is  a  very 
narrow  one. 

In  Lyon  v.  Boston  &  M.  R.  Co.**  it  was  held  that  al- 
though a  cause  of  action  for  death,  which  by  the  New 
Hampshire  statute  survived  to  the  administrator,  was  tran- 
sitory, the  survival  was  wholly  where  the  right  was,  and 
local,  and  that,  the  right  to  sue  arising  solely  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  the  accident  causing  death  occurred,  it  was 
not  carried  by  that  statute  to  a  Vermont  administrator,  en- 
deavoring to  sue  the  defendant  in  Vermont ;  the  court  say- 
ing that  if  the  statute  had  given  a  new  cause  of  action  to 
the  administrator,  it  could  have  been  brought  wherever  ju- 
risdiction of  the  defendant  could  be  had,  but  that,  as  the

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cause  of  action  came  to  an  administrator  by  survival  only, 
the  administrator  must  be  such  a  one  as  it  would  survive  to. 

In  McCarthy  v.  Chicago,  R.  I.  &  P.  R.  Co.,"  it  was  held 
that  a  Kansas  administrator  could  not  recover  for  a  death 
that  occurred  in  Missouri.  The  petition  does  not  appear  to 
have  alleged  the  Missouri  law,  but  the  court  discusses  the 
question  as  if  such  were  the  case,  and  reasons  substantially 
in  accordance  with  the  opinions  in  Woodard  v.  Michigan, 
S.  &  N.  I.  R.  Co.  and  Richardson  v.  New  York  Cent.  R. 
Co.  It  is  also  pointed  out  that  the  two  statutes  are  in  many 
respects  dissimilar. 

In  Vawter  v.  Missouri  Pac.  Ry.  Co.**  it  was  held,  con- 
versely, that  a  Missouri  administrator  could  not  recover 
for  a  death  that  occurred  in  Kansas.  The  reasoning  of 
Woodard  v.  Michigan,  S.  &  N.  I.  R.  Co.  and  Richardson  v. 
New  York  Cent.  R.  Co.  is  approved,  but  the  court  also  lays 
stress  on  the  fact  that  the  statutes  are  dissimilar,  and  es- 
pecially on  the  fact  that  by  the  Missouri  statute  it  is  ex-

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pressly  provided  that  the  action  shall  not  be  brought  by 
the  personal  representative. 

In  Ash  V.  Baltimore  &  O.  R.  Co.*'  it  was  held  that  a 
Maryland  administrator  could  not  maintain  an  action  under 
the  statute  of  West  Virginia.  The  court  adopts  the  reason- 
ing of  the  Ohio  and  Massachusetts  cases,  but  distinguishes 
the  case  from  Dennick  v.  Central  R.  Co.  of  New  Jersey,  on 
the  ground  that  the  statutes  of  Maryland  and  West  Virginia 
are  essentially  different — in  respect  to  the  beneficiaries,  the 
period  of  limitation,  the  amount  of  recovery,  and  the  nom- 
inal plaintiff.  Whether  an  action  could  be  maintained  under 
a  foreign  statute  similar  to  that  of  Maryland  the  court  de- 
clines to  say. 

In  Texas  &  P.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Richards  **  it  was  held  that  an 
action  could  not  be  maintained  in  Texas  under  the  Lou- 
isiana statute,  upon  the  ground  that  the  latter  statute  pro- 
vided that  the  cause  of  action  should  survive,  but  created 
no  new  cause  of  action.  Again,  in  St.  Louis,  I.  M.  &  S.  Ry. 
Co.  V.  McCormick,*'*  the  court  declined  to  entertain  an  ac- 
tion by  a  Texas  administrator  under  the  Arkansas  statute. 
The  decision,  which  leaves  the  main  question  open,  is  placed 
upon  the  dissimilarity  of  the  statutes. 

Without  discussing  in  detail  the  questions  of  the  similar- 
ity and  dissimilarity  of  the  various  statutes  involved  in  the 
foregoing  decisions,  it  is  enough  to  say  that  the  dissimilar- 
ity was  not  greater  in  any  of  them,  except,  perhaps,  in  the 
cases  involving  the  Missouri  statute,  than  that  between  the

In  some  states  it  has  been  enacted  that  no  action  shall 
be  brought  for  death  if  the  wrongful  act  or  neglect  occurred 
without  the  state.  In  Ohio  by  statute  the  right  to  maintain 
an  action  for  a  death  caused  in  another  state  is  limited  to 
cases  where  the  decedent  was  a  citizen  of  Ohio,**  and  it 
has  been  held  by  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
that  the  privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several 
states,  secured  by  the  federal  constitution  to  the  citizens  of 
each  state,  are  not  denied  by  this  provision.*^ 


§  198 — 1.    Action  based  on  penal  statute 

If  the  foreign  statute  is  penal,  it  is  conceded  that  it  can- 
not be  enforced  in  another  jurisdiction.  Thus  it  has  been 
held  that  when  the  injury  was  received  in  Massachusetts, 
where  an  action  for  death  was  maintainable  to  recover  dam- 
ages to  be  assessed  with  reference  to  the  culpability  of  the 
defendant,  an  action  could  not  be  maintained  in  another 
state  whose  statutes  had  no  such  penal  feature.*'    So  it  has

§  199.    Death  on  navigable  waters  within  the  state 

The  constitution  of  the  United  States  declares  that  "the 
judicial  power  shall  extend  *  *  *  to  all  cases  of  ad- 
miralty, and  maritime  jurisdiction";  and  the  ninth  section 
of  the  judiciary  act  of  1789  (chapter  20,  1  Stat.  7T)  ••  en- 
acted that  "the  district  courts  shall  have  exclusive  original 
cognizance  of  all  civil  causes  of  admiralty  and  maritime 
jurisdiction,  saving  to  suitors  in  all  cases  the  right  of  a  com- 
mon-law remedy  where  the  common  law  is  adequate  to 
give  it."  By  reason  of  the  above  saving  clause,  the  state 
courts  have  jurisdiction  to  entertain  an  action  under  the 
statutes  giving  a  right  of  action  for  injuries  resulting  in 
death,  although  the  death  occurred  on  navigable  waters  of 
the  United  States,  provided,  of  course,  that  it  occurred 
within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  state  under  whose  stat-

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ute  the  remedy  is  sought.**  Thus,  in  American  Steamboat 
Co.  V.  Chace/^  where  the  death  occurred  on  Narragansett 
bay,  within  the  state  of  Rhode  Island,  the  supreme  court 
decided  that  the  action  was  maintainable  under  the  Rhode 
Island  statute,  in  the  courts  of  that  state.  The  opinion  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Clifford,  who  held  that  the  state 
court  had  jurisdiction,  irrespective  of  the  question  whether 
the  case  was  or  was  not  also  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
admiralty  courts,  which  was  not  decided.  "Attempt  is 
made,"  he  observes,  "to  deny  the  right  to  such  a  remedy  in 
this  case,  upon  the  ground  that  the  operation  of  the  saving 
clause  must  be  limited  to  such  causes  of  action  as  were 
known  to  the  common  law  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
the  judiciary  act;  and  the  argument  is  that  the  cause  of  ac- 
tion  alleged  was  not  known  to  the  common  law  at  that 
period,  which  cannot  be  admitted,  as  actions  to  recover 
damages  for  personal  injuries,  prosecuted  in  the  name  of 
the  injured  party,  were  well  known  even  in  the  early  his- 
tory of  the  common  law.  Such  actions,  it  must  be  admitted, 
did  not  ordinarily  survive,  but  nearly  all  the  states  have 
passed  laws  to  prevent  such  a  failure  of  justice,  and  the 
validity  of  such  laws  has  never  been  questioned."

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same  effect.  In  that  case  the  deceased  was  killed  by  a  col- 
lision of  two  steamboats  on  the  Ohio  river,  between  the 
states  of  Kentucky  and  Indiana,  but  above  low-water  mark 
on  the  Indiana  side.  It  was  admitted  that  the  territorial 
limits  of  Indiana  included  the  place  in  question.  The  de- 
cision held  that  the  legislation  of  Indiana  could  be  en- 
forced with  respect  to  any  matter  occurring  on  the  river 
within  the  state  limits,  as  much  as  with  respect  to  any  mat- 
ter occurring  on  the  land ;  and  that,  although  the  colliding 
boats  were  engaged  in  carrying  on  interstate  commerce  un- 
der the  laws  of  the  United  States,  until  congress  made  some 
regulation  touching  the  liabilities  of  parties  for  maritime 
torts  resulting  in  death,  the  statute  of  Indiana  applied,  and 
constituted  no  encroachment  upon  the  commercial  power 
of  congress.  So,  where  the  legislation  of  congress,  and  the 
constitutions  of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin,  adopted  in  con- 
formity therewith,  gave  concurrent  jurisdiction  to  both 
states  on  the  St.  Croix  river,  it  was  held  that  an  action  might 
be  maintained  in  the  state  courts  of  Minnesota  for  an  injury 
causing  the  death  of  the  decedent  while  navigating  that 
river,  and  that  the  jurisdiction  was  not  affected  by  the  fact 
that  the  boat,  at  the  time  of  the  accident,  was  on  the  Wis- 
consin side  of  the  stream.'* 

§  200.    Death  on  high  seas  on  vessel  owned  in  state 

Although  the  statute  of  a  state  has  no  extraterritorial 
force  extending  over  the  high  seas,'*^  it  has  been  held  in 
New  York,  in  a  case  *•  where  the  death  occurred  on  the

New  York  statute.  The  case  is  placed  upon  the  authority 
of  the  decision  of  the  United  States  supreme  court  in 
Crapo  V.  Kelly.'^  The  decision  rests  upon  the  ground  that, 
in  respect  to  matters  not  committed  by  the  constitution  ex- 
clusively in  the  federal  government,  or  legislated  upon  by 
congress,  but  which  are  regulated  entirely  by  state  laws,  a 
state  to  which  a  vessel  belongs  can  be  regarded  as  the  sov- 
ereignty whose  laws  follow  her  until  she  comes  within  the 
jurisdiction  of  some  other  government,  and  that  hence  such 
vessel,  while  on  the  high  seas,  is  to  be  regarded,  so  far  as 
concerns  the  operation  of  such  laws,  as  a  portion  of  the 
territory  of  the  state. 

§  200 — 1.    Action  under  foreign  statute — Substantive 

rights 

Whete  an  action  is  maintainable  based  upon  a  foreign 
statute,  that  statute  of  course  governs,  so  far  as  it  affects 
the  extent  of  the  defendant's  obligation  and  the  substantive

Thus  the  foreign  statute  governs 
the  effect  of  contributory  negligence  upon  the  right  of  re- 
covery/* and  the  distribution  among  the  beneficiaries  of 
the  amount  recovered.'®  If  the  statute  imposes  a  limitation 
of  time  to  which  the  right  of  action  is  subject,  that  limita- 
tion, and  not  the  statute  of  limitation  of  the  forum,  con- 
trols."

that  state,  and  that  the  prior  right  was  with  the  assignee  as  against 
the  attaching  creditor.

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§  201.    Who  may  sue  under  a  foreign  statute 

The  proper  party  plaintiff  in  an  action  under  the  foreign 
statute  is  the  person  thereby  authorized  to  sue.  Thus,  if 
the  statute  provides  that  the  action  shall  be  brought  by  the 
personal  representative,  only  he  is  entitled  to  sue ;  and  this, 
notwithstanding  that  the  statute  of  the  state  where  the 
remedy  is  sought  requires  the  action  to  be  brought  by  the 
beneficiaries.**  On  the  other  hand,  if  the  right  to  sue  is 
given  by  the  foreign  statute  directly  to  the  beneficiaries, 
they  only  are  entitled  to  sue,  notwithstanding  that  the  stat- 
ute of  the  state  of  the  tribunal  gives  the  right  of  action  to  the 
personal  representative.*'     Whether  the  personal  represent-

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sentative  in  the  other,"  said  the  court,  "has  any  pecuniary 
interest  in  the  recovery.  Each  is  simply  a  nominal  plain- 
tiff. While  in  the  District  the  nominal  plaintiff  is  the  per- 
sonal representative  of  the  deceased,  the  damages  recovered 
do  not  become  part  of  the  assets  of  the  estate,  or  liable 
for  the  debts  of  the  deceased,  but  are  distributed  among 
certain  of  his  heirs.  By  neither  statute  is  there  any  thought 
of  increasing  the  volume  of  the  deceased's  estate,  but  in 
each  it  is  the  award  to  certain  prescribed  heirs  of  the  dam- 
ages resulting  to  them  from  the  taking  away  of  their  rel- 
ative. For  purposes  of  jurisdiction  in  the  federal  courts, 
regard  is  had  to  the  real,  rather  than  the  nominal,  party. 
*  *  *  In  such  an  action  it  is  evident  that  the  real  par- 
ty in  interest  is  not  the  nominal  plaintiff,  but  the  party  for 
whose  benefit  the  recovery  is  sought;  and  the  courts  of 
either  jurisdiction  will  see  that  the  damages  awarded  pass  to 
such  party."  This  decision  has  been  adversely  criticised  on 
the  ground  that  it  confused  two  questions — one,  whether 
the  right  of  action  on  the  statute  is  transitory  and  enforce- 
able by  the  right  person  in  the  foreign  jurisdiction;  the 
other,  whether  the  personal  representative  is  the  right  per- 
son to  enforce  it  in  that  jurisdiction  *' — and  the  criticism 
has  much  force.  Indeed,  the  opinion  concedes  that  "it  may 
well  be  that,  where  a  purely  statutory  right  is  created,  the 
special  remedy  provided  by  the  statute  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  that  right  must  be  pursued,"  and  makes  the  dis- 
tinction, which  is  hardly  to  be  supported,  that  the  statute 
is  one  "which  simply  takes  away  a  common-law  obstacle  to

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a  recovery  for  an  admitted  tort/'  saying  that  in  such  Cise 
it  would  not  seem  unreasonable  to  hold  that  an  action  for 
.that  tort  can  be  maintained  in  any  state  where  the  common- 
law  obstacle  has  been  removed."  While  the  courts  have 
sometimes  felt  it  necessary,  in  order  to  explain  a  particular 
decision,  to  say  that  statutes  like  Lord  Campbell's  act  give 
only  a  substituted  right  of  the  representative  to  sue  in  the 
place  of  the  right  which  the  deceased  himself  would  have 
had  if  he  had  survived,*''  that  position  is  clearly  untenable, 
and  there  is  no  logical  escape  from  the  conclusion  that  the 
statutes  create  a  new  right.**  This  criticism  in  no  wise  in- 
volves the  correctness  of  the  decision  that  the  right  of  ac- 
tion given  by  the  statutes  is  enforceable  by  the  right  per- 
son in  the  foreign  jurisdiction. 


§  202.    Pleading  foreign  statute 

The  plaintiff  whose  right  of  action  arises  under  a  foreigni 
statute  must  allege  and  prove  it.**  Where  the  declaration 
sets  out  a  good  cause  of  action,  according  to  the  law  of  the 
forum,  without  alleging  that  the  killing  was  in  the  state,  the 
declaration  will  be  held  good,  as  setting  out  a  cause  of  ac- 
tion arising  within  the  state.''®  If  the  declaration  fails  to 
allege  the  foreign  statute,  an  amendment  alleging  it  is  not 
open  to  the  objection  that  it  sets  up  a  new  cause  of  action,^*

§  203.    Jurisdiction  of  federal  courts 

An  action  for  injuries  resulting  in  death  may  be  brought 
in  or  removed  into  the  proper  federal  court,  if  the  citizen- 
ship of  the  parties  is  such  as  to  confer  jurisdiction  upon  that 
ground.^  And  notwithstanding  the  provision  of  the  Wis- 
consin statute  "that  such  actions  shall  be  brought. for  a 
death  caused  in  this  state,  and  in  some  couft  established 
by  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  same,"  it  was  held  in 
Chicago  &  N.  W.  Ry.  Co.  v.  Whitton  ^  that  a  nonresident 
plaintiff  might  remove  an  action,  begun  by  him  in  the  state

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court,  into  the  circuit  court.  If  the  administrator  is  a  citi- 
zen of  another  state,  he  may  bring  the  action  in  the  federal 
court,  although  the  deceased  was  a  citizen  of  the  state 
where  the  cause  of  action  arose,  and  the  beneficiaries  and 
the  defendant  are  also  citizens  of  the  same  state.'  Nor  does 
the  fact  that  a  citizen  of  another  state  is  selected  as  admin- 
istrator, for  the  purpose  of  conferring  jurisdiction  on  the 
federal  court,  defeat  that  jurisdiction.* 

§  204.    Suit  in  admiralty  for  death  not  maintainable  inde- 
pendently of  statute 

The  rule  of  the  common  law  that  no  suit  can  be  main- 
tained to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  a  human  being 
also  prevails  in  admiralty.* 

Whether  such  a  suit  might  not  be  maintained  in  the  ad- 
miralty courts  of  the  United  States  independently  of  any 
statute  was  a  question  in  respect  to  which  much  doubt  ex- 
isted •  until  it  was  set  at  rest  by  the  decision  of  the  su-

The  supreme  court  held  that  the  district  court,  having  Juris- 
diction of  the  steamer  and  of  the  collision,  was  competent  to  pass 
upon  the  question  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  it  might  es- 
timate the  damages  which  one  person  had  sustained  by  the  killing 
of  another,  and  that  the  proper  way  to  raise  the  question  was  by 
appeal.  To  the  same  effect  Ex  parte  Detroit  River  Ferry  Co.,  104 
JS.  S.  519,  26  L.  Ed.  815.  See  20  Am.  Law  Reg.  742,  note.  The  Gar- 
land (D.  C.)  5  Fed.  924.

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United  States.  The  district  court  entered  a  decree  in  favor 
of  the  libelants,  which  was  affirmed  in  the  circuit  court. 
This  decree  was  reversed  in  the  supreme  court,  after  an 
elaborate  consideration  of  the  authorities,  in  an  opinion 
delivered  by  Chief  Justice  Waite.  The  questions  for  de- 
cision were  stated  by  the  chief  justice  as  follows: 

1.  Can  a  suit  in  admiralty  be  maintained  in  the  courts  of 
the  United  States  to  recover  damages  for  the  death  of  a 
human  being  on  the  high  seas,  or  waters  navigable  from 
the  sea,  caused  by  negligence,  in  the  absence  of  an  act  of 
congress  or  a  statute  of  a  state  giving  a  right  of  action 
therefor  ? 

2.  If  not,  can  a  suit  in  rem  be  maintained  in  admiralty 
against  an  offending  vessel  for  the  recovery  of  such  dam- 
ages, when  an  action  at  law  has  been  given  therefor  by 
statute  in  the  state  where  the  wrong  was  done,  or  where 
the  vessel  belonged? 

3.  If  it  can,  will  the  admiralty  courts  permit  such  a  recov- 
ery in  a  suit  begun  nearly  five  years  after  the  death,  when 
the  statute  which  gives  the  right  of  action  provides  that  the 
suit  shall  be  brought  within  one  year? 

The  opinion  answers  the  first  branch  of  the  question  in 
the  negative,  and  concludes:  "The  argument  everywhere 
in  support  of  such  suits  in  admiralty  has  been,  not  that  the 
maritime  law,  as  actually  administered  in  common-law 
countries,  is  different  from  the  common  law  in  this  partic- 
ular, but  that  the  common  law  is  not  founded  on  good  rea- 
son, and  is  contrary  to  'natural  equity  and  the  general  prin- 
ciples of  law/  Since,  however,  it  is  now  established  that  in 
the  courts  of  the  United  States  no  action  at  law  can  be 
maintained  for  such  a  wrong  in  the  absence  of  a  statute 
giving  the  right,  and  it  has  not  been  shown  that  the  mari- 
time law,  as  accepted  and  received  by  maritime  nations  gen- 
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erally,  has  established  a  different  rule  for  the  government 
of  the  courts  of  admiralty  from  those  which  govern  courts 
of  law  in  matters  of  this  kind,  we  are  forced  to  the  conclu- 
sion that  no  such  action  will  lie  in  the  courts  of  the  United 
States  under  the  general  maritime  law."  As  to  the  second 
branch  of  the  question,  the  court  expressed  no  opinion,  since 
it  was  satisfied  that  the  suit  under  the  limitation  common 
to  both  the  Massachusetts  and  the  Pennsylvania  statutes 
was  begun  too  late. 

The  question  decided  in  The  Harrisburg  was  brought  be- 
fore the  supreme  court  a  second  time  in  The  Alaska.*  In 
that  case  the  libel  was  filed  to  recover  damages  for  the  loss 
of  the  pilot  boat  Columbia,  and  the  personal  effects  of  her 
crew,  in  consequence  of  a  collision  with  the  steamer  Alaska, 
in  which  the  pilot  boat  was  sunk,  and  all  the  men  on  board 
were  drowned.  A  supplemental  libel  was  filed  to  recover 
damages  for  the  death  of  the  persons  lost,  on  behalf  of  their 
respective  widows.  In  the  circuit  court  it  was  held  that  the 
supplemental  libel  was  properly  dismissed,  and  in  the  su- 
preme court  the  decree  of  the  lower  court  was  affirmed. 
The  opinion  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Blatchford,  who 
said :  "It  is  admitted  by  the  counsel  for  the  libelants  that 
the  statute  of  New  York  on  the  subject  of  actions  for  death 
by  negligence  does  not  apply  to  the  present  case,  because 
the  deaths  did  not  occur  within  the  state  of  New  York,  or 
in  waters  subject  to  its  jurisdiction.  *  *  *  A  distinc- 
tion is  sought  to  be  drawn  between  the  present  case  and 
that  of  The  Harrisburg,  on  the  ground  that  in  that  case 
the  vessel  was  owned  in  Pennsylvania,  while  here  the  Alas- 
ka is  a  British  vessel,  and  that  in  that  case  the  wrongful 
killing  occurred  in  the  waters  of  the  state  of  Massachusetts,

§  205.    Jurisdiction  in  admiralty  under  state  statutes — In 

rem  where  statute  creates  no  lien 

In  The  Harrisburg  the  question  was  left  unanswered 
whether  a  suit  in  rem  could  be  maintained  in  admiralty 
against  an  offending  vessel  for  the  recovery  of  damages  for 
the  death  of  a  human  being,  where  an  action  therefor  had 
been  given,  in  the  state  where  the  wrong  was  done,  or 
where  the  vessel  belonged.  Prior  to  that  decision  a  num- 
ber of  libels  founded  upon  state  statutes,  both  in  rem  and 
in  personam,  had  been  brought  for  loss  of  life,  in  the  courts 
of  the  different  districts,  and,  as  a  rule,  the  jurisdiction  in 
personam  was  sustained,*  as  it  has  since  been  sustained,^^ 
though  the  weight  of  authority  was  against  the  maintenance

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of  a  libel  in  rem  where  no  lien  was  created  by  the  statute.^* 
The  question  left  open  in  The  Harrisburg,  however,  was  de- 
termined by  the  supreme  court  in  the  negative  in  The  Cor- 
sair/* which  decides  that  no  action  in  rem  for  loss  of  life 
is  maintainable  where  no  lien  is  expressly  created  by  the 
local  law.  The  libel  was  in  rem  against  the  tug  Corsair 
by  the  mother  of  a  passenger  whose  death  was  caused  by 
the  tug  running  against  the  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river 
within  the  state  of  Louisiana.  The  suit  was  founded  on  ar- 
ticle 2315,  Rev.  Civil  Code  of  Louisiana,  as  amended  by 
the  Laws  of  1884,  and  was  upon  two  causes  of  action — 
one  for  damages  for  the  pains  and  sufferings  endured  by 
the  deceased,  and  the  other  for  damages  sustained  by  the 
mother  in  the  loss  of  the  life  of  her  daughter.  Exceptions 
were  sustained,  upon  the  ground  that  a  suit  in  rem  would 
not  lie  for  injuries  resulting  in  death;  but  leave  was  given 
to  amend,  by  proceeding  in  personam  against  the  owner  of 
the  tug.  Exceptions  were  also  sustained  as  to  the  amended 
libel,  and  the  suit  was  dismissed.    Upon  appeal  to  the  su-

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preme  court,  it  was  held  that  the  decree  of  dismissal  was 
proper,  so  far  as  it  operated  upon  the  amended  libel,  (1) 
because  the  amendment  by  introducing  new  parties  was  in 
violation  of  admiralty  rule  15,  which  prohibits  joining  the 
ship  and  her  owner  in  the  same  suit,  and  (2)  because,  if  the 
amended  libel  be  considered  as  an  independent  libel  against 
the  owners  in  personam,  it  was  defective,  in  failing  to 
aver  that  the  respondents  were  the  owners  at  the  time  of 
the  accident.  As  to  the  dismissal  of  the  original  libel,  the 
opinion,  which  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Brown,  says: 
"An  important  question  arises  in  connection  with  the  dis- 
missal of  the  original  libel,  which  has  never  been  squarely 
presented  to  this  court  before,  and  that  is  as  to  the  power 
of  the  district  court  to  entertain  a  libel  in  rem  for  damages 
incurred  by  loss  of  life,  where,  by  the  local  law,  a  right  of 
action  survives  to  the  administrator  or  relatives  of  the  de- 
ceased, but  no  lien  is  expressly  created  by  the  act.  *  *  * 
A  maritime  lien  is  said  by  writers  upon  maritime  law  to  be 
the  foundation  of  every  proceeding  in  rem  in  the  admiralty. 
In  much  the  larger  class  of  cases  the  lien  is  given  by  the 
general  admiralty  law,  but  in  other  instances — such,  for 
example,  as  insurance,  pilotage,  wharfage,  and  materials 
furnished  in  the  home  port  of  the  vessel — the  lien  is  given, 
if  at  all,  by  the  local  law.  As  we  are  to  look,  then,  to  the 
local  law  in  this  instance  for  the  right  to  take  cognizance 
of  this  class  of  cases,  we  are  bound  to  inquire  whether  the 
local  law  gives  a  lien  upon  the  offending  thing.  If  it  mere- 
ly gives  a  right  of  action  in  personam  for  a  cause  of  action 
of  a  maritime  nature,  the  district  court  may  administer  the 
law  by  proceedings  in  personam,  as  was  done  with  a  claim 
for  half  pilotage  dues  under  the  law  of  New  York,  in  the 
case  of  Ex  parte  McNiel,  13  Wall.  237,  20  L.  Ed.  624;  but, 
unless  a  lien  be  given  by  the  local  law,  there  is  no  lien  to 
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enforce  by  proceedings  in  rem  in  the  court  of  admiralty. 
The  Louisiana  act  declares,  in  substance,  that  the  right 
of  action  for  every  act  of  negligence  which  causes  damage 
to  another  shall  survive,  in  case  of  death,  in  favor  of  the 
minor  children  or  widow  of  the  deceased,  and,  in  default  of 
these,  in  favor  of  the  surviving  father  or  mother;  and  that 
such  survivors  may  also  recover  the  damages  sustained  by 
them  by  the  death  of  the  parent,  child,  husband,  or  wife. 
Evidently  nothing  more  is  here  contemplated  than  an  ordi- 
nary action,  according  to  the  course  of  the  law  as  it  is 
administered  in  Louisiana.  There  is  no  intimation  of  a  lien 
or  privilege  upon  the  offending  thing,  which,  as  we  have 
already  held,  is  necessary  to  give  a  court  of  admiralty  ju- 
risdiction to  proceed  in  rem."  ^'  As  to  the  question  wheth- 
er a  libel  in  rem  would  lie  upon  the  first  cause  of  action 
for  injuries,  suffered  by  the  deceased  before  her  death,  the 
court  did  not  find  it  necessary  to  express  an  opinion,  be- 
cause there  was  no  averment  from  which  it  could  be  gath- 
ered that  the  pains  and  sufferings  were  not  substantially 
contemporaneous  with  her  deaths  and  inseparable,  as  matter 
of  law,  from  it 

§  206.    Jurisdiction  in  personam — In  rem  where  statute 

creates  lien 

It  was  intimated  in  The  Corsair  that,  if  the  state  statute 
gives  a  right  of  action  in  personam  for  a  cause  of  action  of 
a  maritime  nature,  the  district  court  may  administer  the 
law  by  proceedings  in  personam;   and  that,  if  the  statute

such  circumstances,  a  court  of  admiralty  would  entertain 
a  suit  at  all.  In  that  case  the  opinion,  delivered  by  Mr. 
Justice  Bradley,  concludes:  "We  have  no  question,  there- 
fore, in  saying  that  the  limited  liability  act  applies  to  the 
present  case,  notwithstanding  the  disaster  happened  within 
the  technical  limits  of  a  county  of  Massachusetts,  and  not- 
withstanding the  liability  itself  may  have  arisen  from  a 
state  law.  It  might  be  a  much  more  serious  question  wheth^ 
er  a  state  law  can  have  force  to  create  a  liability  in  a  mari- 
time case  at  all,  within  the  dominion  of  the  admiralty  and 
maritime  jurisdiction,  where  neither  the  general  maritime 
law  nor  an  act  of  congress  has  created  such  a  liability.  On 
this  subject  we  prefer  not  to  express  an  opinion."  ^* 

The  question  on  which  the  court  in  Butler  v.  Boston  & 
S.  S.  S.  Co.  declined  to  express  an  opinion  was  recently 
determined  by  the  supreme  court  in  the  affirmative  in  The 
Hamilton,^*  in  which  it  was  held  that  applying  to  a  claim 
for  death  on  the  high  seas,  due  to  a  tortious  collision  of 
two  vessels  belonging  to  Delaware  corporations  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Delaware  act,  authorizing  personal  representa- 
tives to  maintain  an  action  to  recover  damages  for  death 
occasioned  by  unlawful  violence  or  negligence,  does  not 
render  such  provisions  repugnant  either  to  the  commerce

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or  admiralty  clauses  of  the  federal  constitution,  where  con- 
gress has  not  legislated  upon  the  subject;  and  that  the  lia- 
bility created  by  the  act  will  be  enforced  in  a  proceeding  in 
admiralty  for  the  limitation  of  liability  arising  out  of  such 
collision.  The  principal  question  discussed  was  whether 
the  Delaware  statute  applied  to  a  claim  for  death  on  the 
high  seas,  arising  purely  from  tort,  in  proceedings  in  ad- 
miralty. The  opinion  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Justice  Holmes, 
who  said  that,  apart  from  the  subordination  of  the  state  to 
the  federal  constitution,  there  was  no  doubt  that  the  state 
would  have  power  to  make  its  statute  applicable  to  the 
case,  and  that  the  question  was  narrowed  to  whether  there 
is  anything  in  the  structure  of  the  national  government  and 
under  the  federal  constitution  that  qualifies  the  authority 
that  otherwise  the  state  would  possess — the  question  that 
was  considered  doubtful  in  Butler  v.  Boston  &  S.  S.  S.  Co. 

"The  question,"  said  the  court,  "has  two  branches :  First, 
whether  the  state  law  is  valid  for  any  purpose;  and,  next, 
whether,  if  valid,  it  will  be  applied  in  the  admiralty.  *  *  * 
The  power  of  congress  to  legislate  upon  the  subject  has 
been  derived  both  from  the  power  to  regulate  commerce 
and  from  the  clause  in  the  constitution  extending  the  judi- 
cial power  to  'all  cases  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdic- 
tion.' Const,  art.  3,  §  2 ;  130  U.  S.  557,  9  Sup.  Ct.  612,  32 
L.  Ed.  1017.  The  doubt  in  this  case  arises  as  to  the  power 
of  the  states  where  congress  has  remained  silent.  That 
doubt,  however,  cannot  be  serious.  The  grant  of  admiralty 
jurisdiction,  followed  and  construed  by  the  judiciary  act  of 
1789,  'saving  to  suitors,  in  all  cases,  the  right  of  a  common 
law  remedy  where  the  common  law  is  competent  to  give  it,' 
leaves  open  the  common-law  jurisdiction  of  the  state  courts 
over  torts  committed  at  sea.  This,  we  believe,  always  has 
been  admitted.  *  *  *  And  as  the  state  courts  in  their 
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decisions  would  follow  their  own  notions  about  the  law 
and  might  change  them  from  time  to  time,  it  would  be 
strange  if  the  state  might  not  make  changes  by  its  other 
mouthpiece,  the  legislature.  The  same  argument  that  de- 
duces the  legislative  power  of  congress  from  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  national  courts  tends  to  establish  the  legislative 
power  of  the  state  where  congress  has  not  acted.  Accord- 
ingly, it  has  been  held  that  a  statute  giving  damages  for 
death  caused  by  a  tort  might  be  enforced  in  a  state  court, 
although  the  tort  was  committed  at  sea.  American  S.  B. 
Co.  V.  Chace,  16  Wall.  522,  21  L.  Ed.  369.  So  far  as  the 
objection  to  the  state  law  is  founded  on  the  admiralty 
clause  in  the  constitution,  it  would  seem  not  to  matter 
whether  the  accident  happened  near  shore  or  in  mid-ocean, 
notwithstanding  some  expressions  of  doubt  The  same  con- 
clusion was  reached  in  McDonald  v.  Mallory,  77  N.  Y,  546, 
33  Am.  Rep.  664,  where  the  death  occurred  on  the  high 
seas.  Sherlock  v.  Ailing,  93  U.  S.  99,  23  L.  Ed.  819,  rein- 
forces Chace's  Case,  and  answers  any  argument  based  on 
the  power  of  congress  over  commerce.  *  *  *  Without 
further  recapitulation  of  the  authorities,  we  are  of  opinion 
that  the  statute  is  valid.  See  Workman  y.  New  York,  179 
U.  S.  552,  563,  21  Sup.  Ct.  212,  45  L.  Ed.  314,  321.  We 
should  add,  what  has  been  assumed  thus  far,  as  it  had  to 
be  assumed  in  order  to  raise  the  question  discussed,  that  we 
construe  the  statute  as  intended  to  govern  all  cases  which 
it  is  competent  to  govern,  or,  at  least,  not  to  be  confined  to 
deaths  occasioned  on  land.  McDonald  v.  Mallory,  supra. 
If  it  touches  any  case  at  sea,  it  controls  this.  See  The  Bel- 
genland  (The  Belgenland  v.  Jenson)  114  U.  S.  355,  370,  5 
Sup.  Ct.  860,  29  L.  Ed.  152,  157.  Whether  it  is  to  be  taken 
to  offer  a  similar  liability  of  Delaware  owners  to  foreign 
subjects  (Mulhall  v.  Fallon,  176  Mass.  266,  57  N.  E.  386,  54 
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L.  R.  A.  934,  79  Am.  St.  Rep.  309),  need  not  be  determined 


now. 


We  pass  to  the  other  branch  of  the  first  question — 
whether  the  state  law,  being  valid,  will  be  applied  in  the 
admiralty.  Being  valid,  it  created  an  obligatio — a  personal 
liability  of  the  owner  of  the  Hamilton  to  the  claimants. 
Slater  v.  Mexican  Nat.  R.  Co.,  194  U.  S.  120,  126,  24  Sup. 
Ct.  581,  48  L.  Ed.  900,  902.  This,  of  course,  the  admiralty 
would  not  disregard,  but  would  respect  the  right  when 
brought  before  it  in  any  legitimate  way.  Ex  parte  McNiel, 
13  Wall.  236,  243,  20  L.  Ed.  624,  626.  It  might  not  give 
a  proceeding  in  rem,  since  the  statute  does  not  purport  to 
create  a  lien.  It  might  give  a  proceeding  in  personam. 
The  Corsair  (Barton  v.  Brown)  145  U.  S.  335,  347,  12  Sup. 
Ct.  949,  36  L.  Ed.  727,  731.  If  it  gave  the  latter,  the  result 
would  not  be,  as  suggested,  to  create  different  laws  for  dif- 
ferent districts.  The  liability  would  be  recognized  in  all. 
Nor  would  there  be  produced  any  lamentable  lack  of  uni- 
formity. Courts  constantly  enforce  rights  arising  from  and 
depending  upon  other  laws  than  those  governing  the  local 
transactions  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  they  sit.  But  we 
are  not  concerned  with  these  considerations.  In  this  case 
the  statutes  of  the  United  States  have  enabled  the  owner 
to  transfer  its  liability  to  a  fund  and  to  the  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  the  admiralty,  and  it  has  done  so.  That  fund  is 
being  distributed.  In  such  circumstances  all  claims  to 
which  the  admiralty  does  not  deny  existence  must  be  rec- 
ognized, whether  admiralty  liens  or  not." 

The  doctrine  of  The  Hamilton  was  followed  in  La  Bour- 
gogne,^'  in  which  case  it  was  held  that  the  law  of  France,

sonam, in  the  district  court  for  the  northern  district  of  Illinois,  by 
an  administrator  to  recover  damages  for  the  death  by  drowning 
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which  authorizes  a  recovery  for  loss  of  life  against  a  ves- 
sel in  fault,  will  be  enforced  by  the  courts  of  the  United 
States  in  a  proceeding  to  limit  the  liability  of  claims  against 
a  French  vessel  found  to  be  at  fault  for  a  collision  in  a  fog 
on  the  high  seas,  although  the  French  courts,  in  applying 
to  the  facts  the  international  rule  as  to  the  speed  of  vessels 
in  a  fog,  might  not  have  held  such  vessel  to  be  at  fault. 

It  is  thus  settled  by  The  Hamilton  and  La  Bourgogne 
that  a  state  law  can  have  force  to  create  a  liability  in  a 
maritime  case,  within  the  dominion  of  the  admiralty  and 
maritime  jurisdiction,  where  neither  the  general  maritime 
law  nor  an  act  of  congress  has  created  such  a  liability. 
What  the  cases  specifically  decide,  indeed,  is  that,  if  the 
owner  of  the  vessel  takes  proceedings  to  obtain  the  benefit 
of  the  limited  liability  act,  persons  entitled  to  an  action  for 
death  under  the  laws  of  the  ship's  domicile  or  flag  may 
share  in  the  fund  thereby  created.  It  follows  that  an  ac- 
tion in  personam  for  a  death  on  the  high  seas  will  lie  where 
such  right  of  action  is  given  by  the  law  of  the  ship's  dom- 
icile.^*

§  207.    Contributory  negligence 

Notwithstanding  that  the  admiralty  courts  have  their 
own  doctrine  on  the  subject  of  contributory  negligence, 
such  negligence  reducing,  but  not  defeating,  recovery,*^  the 
right  of  action  arising  under  a  death  statute,  being  con- 
ferred upon  the  condition  that  the  decedent  if  living  might 
have  maintained  an  action,  is  barred  even  in  admiralty  by 
the  decedent's  contributory  negligence.** 


§  208.    Jurisdiction  of  admiralty  in  England 

The  English  cases  throw  little  light  upon  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  courts  of  admiralty  in  the  United  States  in  €uch

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rived  from  an  act  of  parliament,'*  which  gives  "jurisdiction 
over  any  claim  of  damage  done  by  any  ship."  Under  the 
construction  placed  upon  these  words,  it  is  held  that  the 
admiralty  division  cannot  entertain  an  action  in  rem  for 
loss  of  life  under  Lord  Campbell's  act.**  But,  while  the 
denial  of  juris^diction  is  based  upon  the  construction  of  the 
statute,  it  has  been  pointed  out  that  the  purpose  of  Lord 
Campbell's  act  was  to  give  the  parties  a  right  to  compen- 
sation, to  be  recovered  according  to  the  procedure  of  the 
common  law;  and  that  a  transfer  of  jurisdiction  to  the  ad- 
miralty would  not  only  deprive  parties  of  the  common-law 
procedure  and  mode  of  trial,  but  would  materially  alter 
their  rights  and  relative  positions.*' 

The  admiralty  division  has  jurisdiction,  however,  as  a 
branch  of  the  high  court,  to  entertain  an  action  under  Lord 
Campbell's  act  in  personam ;  but  such  a  suit  is  not  an  ad- 
miralty action,  and  the  admiralty  rule  as  to  half  damages 
does  not  apply.**

The  limited  liability  act,*'  which  provides  that  the  liabil- 
ity of  the  shipowner  "for  any  loss,  damage,  or  injury  by

Whereas,  no  action  at  law  is  now  maintainable  against  a  person 
who,  by  his  wrongful  act,  neglect,  or  default,  may  have  caused  the 
death  of  another  person,  and  it  is  oftentimes  right  and  expedient 
that  the  wrongdoer  in  such  case  should  be  answerable  in  damages 
for  the  injury  so  caused  by  him:  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  *  *  * 
that  whensoever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  be  caused  by  wrong- 
ful act,  neglect,  or  default,  and  the  act,  neglect,  or  default  is  such 
as  would,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party  injured

(3)  When  such  injury  is  caused  by  reason 
of  the  negligence  of  any  person  in  the  service  or  employment  of  the 
master  or  employer,  to  whose  orders  or  directions  the  servant  or 
employ^  at  the  time  of  the  injury,  was  bound  to  conform,  and  did 
conform,  if  such  Injuries  resulted  from  his  having  so  conformed. 
(4)  When  such  injury  is  caused  by  reason  of  the  act  or  omission  of 
any  person  in  the  service  or  employment  of  the  master  or  employer, 
done  or  made  in  obedience  to  the  rules  and  regulations  or  by-laws 
of  the  master  or  employer,  or  in  obedience  to  particular  Instructions 
given  by  any  person  delegated  with  the  authority  of  the  master  or 
employer  in  that  behalf.  (5)  When  such  Injury  is  caused  by  reason 
of  the  negligence  of  any  i)erson  in  the  service  or  employment  of  the 
master  or  employer,  who  has  the  charge  or  control  of  any  signal, 
points,  locomotive,  engine,  electric  motor,  switch,  car,  or  train  upon

a  railway,  or  of  any  part  of  the  track  of  a  railway.  The  master  or 
employer  is  not  liable  under  this  section,  If  the  servant  or  employ^ 
knew  of  the  defect  or  negligence  causing  the  injury  and  failed  in 
a  reasonable  time  to  give  information  thereof  to  the  master  or  em- 
ployer, or  to  some  person  superior  to  himself  engaged  in  the  service 
or  employment  of  the  master  or  employer,  unless  the  master  or  em- 
ployer, or  such  superior,  already  knew  of  such  defect  or  negligence ; 
nor  is  the  master  or  employer  liable  under  subdivision  1,  unless  .the 
defect  therein  mentioned  arose  from,  or  had  not  been  discovered  or 
remedied  owing  to  the  negligence  of  the  master  or  employer,  or  of 
some  person  in  the  service  of  the  master  or  employer,  and  intrusted 
by  him  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the  ways,  works,  machinery,  or 
plant  were  in  proper  condition;  provided,  that  in  no  event  shall  it 
be  contributory  negligence  or  an  assumption  of  the  risk  on  the  part 
of  a  servant  to  remain  in  the  employment  of  the  master  or  employer 
after  knowledge  of  the  defect  or  negligence,  causing  the  injury,  un- 
less he  be  a  servant  whose  duty  it  is  to  remedy  the  defect  or  who 
committed  the  negligent  act  causing  the  injury  complained  of.  (As 
amended  Gen.  Laws  1911,  p.  486.)

2.  The  injury  or  death  was  caused  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the

3.  The  injury  or  death  was  proximately  caused  by  the  con- 
tributory negligence  of  the  employ^  but  such  contributory  negli- 
gence shall  be  considered  by  the  Jury  in  reducing  the  amount  of 
damages.

distribution  of  personal  property.

Burns'  Ann.  St.  1908 

Sec.  267.  A  father  (or,  in  case  of  his  death,  or  desertion  of  his 
famUy,  or  Imprisonment,  the  mother)  may  maintain  an  action  for 
the  injury  or  death  of  a  chUd,  and  a  guardian  for  the  injury  or 
death  of  his  ward.  But,  when  the  action  Is  brought  by  the  guardian 
for  an  Injury  to  his  ward,  the  damages  shall  inure  to.  the  benefit 
of  his  ward. 

Sec.  283.  A  cause  of  action  arising  out  of  an  injury  to  the  per- 
son dies  with  the  person  of  either  party,  except  in  cases  in  which 
an  action  is  given  for  an  injury  causing  the  death  of  any  person, 
and  actions  for  seduction,  false  imprisonment,  and  malicious  prose- 
cution. 

Sec.  285.  When  the  death  of  one  is  caused  by  the  wrongful  act 
or  omission  of  another,  the  personal  representatives  of  the  former 
may  maintain  an  action  therefor  against  the  latter,  if  the  former 
might  have  maintained  an  action,  had  he  or  she  (as  the  case  may 
be)  lived,  against  the  latter  for  an  injury  for  the  same  act  or 
omission.  The  action  shall  be  commenced  within  two  years.  The 
damages  can  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars;  and  must  inure  to 
the  exclusive  benefit  of  the  widow,  or  widower  (as  the  case  may  be), 
and  children,  If  any,  or  next  of  kin,  to  be  distributed  in  the  same 
manner  as  personal  property  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  286.  That  whoever  has  a  claim  for  personal  injuries  and 
obtains  Judgment  for  the  same  against  any  person,  company  or 
corporation  in  any  trial  court  of  this  state,  and  from  which  Judg- 
ment any  person,  company  or  corporation,  against  whom  or  which 
the  same  was  obtained,  shall  appeal  to  the  supreme  or  appellate 
court  of  this  state,  and  such  Judgment  be  reversed  by  such  supreme 
or  appellate  court,  and  a  new  trial  be  granted  to  appellant  thereon; 
and  if  the  person  who  obtained  such  Judgment  should  die,  pending 
such  appeal,  or  before  a  new  trial  after  such  reversal  can  be  had; 
such  claim  for  personal  injuries  shall  survive  and  may  be  prose- 
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cuted  by  the  personal  representatives  of  such  decedent,  as  oth^ 
claims  are  prosecuted  for  and  on  behalf  of  decedents'  estates. 

Sec.  362.  That  hereafter  in  all  actions  for  damages  brought  on 
account  of  the  alleged  negligence  of  any  person,  copartnership  or 
corporation  for  causing  personal  injuries,  or  the  death  of  any  per- 
son, It  shall  not  be  necessary  for  the  plaintiff  In  su(di  action  to 
allege  or  prove  the  want  of  contributory  negligence  on  the  part 
of  the  plaintiff,  or  on  the  part  of  the  person  for  whose  Injury  or 
death  the  action  may  be  brought  Ck)ntrlbutory  negligence,  on  the 
part  of  the  plaintiff,  or  such  other  person,  shall  be  a  matter  of  de- 
fense, and  such  defense  may  be  proved  under  the  answer  of  general 
denial :   Provided,  that  this  act  shall  not  affect  pending  litigation. 

Sec.  S597.  For  any  injury  to  person  or  persons  or  property  oc- 
casioned by  any  violation  of  this  act,«  or  any  wilful  failure  to  com- 
ply with  any  of  its  provisions,  a  right  of  action  against  the  op- 
erator shall  accrue  to  the  party  injured  for  the  direct  injury  bus- 
falned  thereby;  and  in*  case  of  loss  of  life,  by  reason  of  such  viola- 
tion, a  right  of  action  shall  accrue;  first,  to  the  widow,  If  any; 
second,  if  no  widow,  to  the  children,  or  adopted  children  (If  any). 
Jointly ;  third.  If  neither  the  foregoing  classes,  then  to  the  parents 
Jointly,  or  parent;  fourth,  or  to  any  person  or  persons  jointly,  who 
were,  before  such  loss  of  life,  dependent  for  support  on  the  person 
or  persons  killed,  for  like  recovery  of  damages  for  the  injury  sus- 
tained by  reason  of  such  loss  of  life  or  lives. 

Acts  1911,  c.  88 

Section  1.  That  any  person,  firm  or  corporation  while  engaged  in 
business*,  trade  or  commerce  within  this  state,  and  employing  in 
such  business,  trade  or  commerce  five  or  more  persons  shall  be  li- 
able and  respond  in  damages  to  any  person  suffering  injury  while 
m  the  employ  of  such  person,  firm  or  corporation,  or  in  the  case 
of  death  of  such  employ^,  then  to  his  or  her  personal  representative, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  surviving  widow  or  husband  and  children  of 
such  employ 6;  and  If  none,  then  to  such  employe's  parents;  and  if 
none  then  to  the  next  of  kin  dependent  upon  such  employ^,  where 
such  injury  or  death  resulted  In  whole  or  in  part  from  the  negli- 
gence of  such. employer  or  his,  Its  or  their  agents,  servants,  em- 
ployes or  ofilcers,  or  by  reason  of  any  defect,  mismanagement  or 
insufficiency,  due  to  his,  Its  or  their  carelessness,  negligence,  fault 
or  omission  of  duty. 

Sec.  2.  In  any  action  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  burden  of  proving  that  such  injured  or  killed  employ^  did 

^An  act  regulating  the  operation  of  coal  mines. 
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not  use  due  care  and  diligence  at  the  time  of  such  injury  or  death, 
shall  be  upon  the  defendant,  but  the  same  may  be  proved  under 
the  general  denial.  No  such  employ^  who  may  have  been  injured 
or  killed  shall  be  held  to  have  been  guilty  of  negligence  or  con- 
tributory negligence  by  reason  of  the  assumption  of  the  risk  thereof 
in  any  case  where  the  violation  by  the  employer  or  his,  its  or  their 
agents  or  employes,  of  any  ordinance  or  statute  enacted,  or  of  any 
rule,  regulation  or  direction  made  by  any  public  officer,  bureau  or 
commission,  was  the  cause  of  the  injury  or  death  of  such  employ^. 
In  actions  brought  against  any  employer  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  for  the  injury  or  death  of  any  employ^,  it  shall  not  be  a 
defense  that  the  dangers  or  hazards  inherent  or  apparent  in  the 
employmmit  In  which  such  injured  employ^  was  engaged,  con- 
tributed to  such  injury.

form or  obey,  although  such  order  or  direction  was  a  deviation  from 
other  rules,  orders  or  directions  previously  made  by  such  employer. 
Sec.  3.  That  in  any  action  brought  against  any  employer  under 
or  by  virtue  of  this  act  to  recover  damages  for  Injuries  or  the 
death  of,  any  of  his,  its  or  their  employes,  such  employ^  shall  not 
be  held  to  have  assumed  the  risks  of  the  employment  in  any  case 
where  the  violation  of  such  employer  or  his,  its  or  their  agents 
or  employes  of  any  ordinance  or  statute  enacted,  or  of  any  rule, 
direction  or  regulation  made  by  any  public  officer  or  commission, 
contributed  to  the  injury  or  death  of  such  employ^;  nor  shall  such 
injured  employ^,  be  held  to  have  assumed  the  risk  of  the  employ- 
ment where  the  injury  complained  of  resulted  from  his  obedience 
to  any  order  or  direction  of  the  employer  or  of  any  employ^  to 
whose  orders  or  directions  he  was  under  obligations  to  conform  or 
obey  although  such  order  or  direction  was  a  deviation  from  other 
orders  or  directions  or  rules  previously  made  by  such  employer. 
In  any  action  brought  against  any  employer  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  to  recover  damages  for  injuries  to  or  the  death  of,  any 
of  his,  its  or  their  employes,  such  employ^  shall  not  be  held  to 
have  assumed  the  risk  of  any  defect  in  the  place  of  work  furnished 
to  such  employ^,  or  in  the  tool,  implement  or  appliance  furnished 
him  by  such  employer,  where  such  defect  was,  prior  to  such  injury, 
known  to  such  employer  or  by  the  exercise  of  ordinary  care  might 
have  been  known  to  him  in  time  to  have  repaired  the  same  or  to 
have  discontinued  the  use  of  such  defective  working  place,  tool,  im- 
plement or  appliance.     The  burden  of  proving  that  such  employer 
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did  not  know  of  such  defect,  or  that  he  was  not  chargeable  with 
knowledge  thereof  In  time  to  have  repaired  the  same  or  to  have 
discontinued  the  use  of  such  working  place,  tool,  implement  or  ap- 
pliance, shall  be  on  the  defendant,  but  the  same  may  be  proved 
under  the  general  denial. 

Sec.  4.  The  damages  recoverable  under  this  act  shall  be  com- 
mensurate with  the  Injuries  sustained,  and  In  case  death  results 
from  such  Injury,  the  action  shall  surylve:  Provided,  that  where 
any  such  Injured  person  recovers  a  judgment  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  and  an  appeal  Is  taken  from  such  judgment,  and  pend- 
ing such  appeal,  the  Injured  person  dies  and  said  judgment  be  there- 
after reversed;  or  where  such  Injured  person  dies  after  said  judg- 
ment Is  reversed  and  before  trial,  the  right  of  action  of  such  per- 
son shall  survive  to  his  or  her  personal  representative,  and  such 
action  may  be  continued  In  the  name  of  such  personal  representa- 
tive, for  the  benefit  of  the  person  entitled  under  this  act  to  receive 
the  same. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  contract,  rule,  regulation,  by-law,  or  device 
whatsoever,  the  purpose.  Intent,  or  effect  of  which  would  be  to  en- 
able any  employer  to  exempt  himself  or  Itself  from  any  liabUity 
created  by  this  act,  shall  to  that  extent  be  void:  Provided,  that  In 
any  action  brought  against  any  such  employer  under  or  by  virtue 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  such  employer  may  set  off 
therein  by  special  plea  any  sum  such  employer  has  contributed  or 
paid  to  any  Insurance,  relief  benefit,  or  indemnity  for  and  on  be- 
half of  such  Injured  employ^  that  may  have  been  paid  to  him  or  to 
the  person  entitled  thereto  on  account  of  the  Injury  or  death  for 
which  said  action  is  brought,  but  In  no  event  shall  the  amount  of 
such  set-off  exceed  the  amount  paid  to  such  employ^  or  other  per- 
son entitled  thereto  out  of  such  Insurance,  relief  benefit  or  indemnity 
fund. 

Sec.  6.  That  where  any  action  is  brought  on  account  of  the  death 
of  any  person  under  this  act,  the  liability  of  any  such  employer  shall 
not  exceed  |10,000,  and  the  provisions  of  the  law  now  in  force  as 
to  parties  plaintiff  shall  apply. 

Sec.  7.  All  questions  of  assumption  of  risk,  negligence  or  con- 
tributory negligence  shall  be  questions  of  fact  for  the  jury  to  de- 
cide, unless  the  cause  is  being  tried  without  a  jury  In  which  case, 
such  questions  shall  be  questions  of  fact  for  the  court. 

Sec.  8.  That  no  action  shall  be  maintained  under  this  act  un- 
less the  same  Is  commenced  within  two  years  from  the  date  the 
cause  of  action  accrued. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  terms  "employer,"  "persons,"  "firm,"  and  "cor- 
poration" shall  include  receivers  or  other  persons  charged  with 
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the  duty  of  managing,  condncttng  or  operating  business,  trade  or 
commerce. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  injuries  received  by  any 
employ^  before  the  passage  of  the  same  nor  affect  any  suit  or  le- 
gal proceedings  pending  in  any  court  at  the  time  of  its  passage. 

Sec.  11.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  supplemental  to  all  laws 
and  parts  of  laws  now  in  force  concerning  employers  and  employ^, 
and  shall  repeal  only  such  laws  and  parts  of  laws  as  are  in  direct 
conflict  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  That  nothing  in  this  act 
shall  be  held  to  limit  the  duty  or  liability  of  employers  or  to  im- 
pair the  rights  of  their  employes  under  the  common  law  or  any 
other  existing  statute  or  to  affect  the  prosecution  of  any  pending 
proceeding  or  right  of  action  now  existing. 

Sec.  12.  Whereas,  an  emergency  exists  for  the  immediate  taking 
effect  of  this  act,  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  pas- 
sage. 

IOWA 

Code  1897 

Sec.  8443.  All  causes  of  actions  shall  survive,  and  may  be 
brought,  notwithstanding  the  death  of  the  person  entitled  or  liable 
to  the  same. 

Sec.  3444.  The  right  of  dvil  remedy  is  not  merged  in  a  public 
offense,  but  may  in  all  cases  be  enforced  independently  of  and  In 
addition  to  the  punishment  of  the  latter. 

Sec.  3445.  Any  action  contemplated  in  the  two  preceding  sections 
may  be  brought,  or  the  court,  on  motion,  may  allow  the  action  to  be 
continued,  by  or  against  the  legal  representatives  or  successors  in 
interest  of  the  deceased.  Such  action  shall  be  deemed  a  continuing 
one,  and  to  have  accrued  to  such  representative  or  successor  at  the 
same  time  it  did  to  the  deceased  if  he  had  survived.

ment, and  shall  be  disposed  of  like  other  property  left  by  the  de- 
ceased.

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estate  of  the  deceased,  but  if  the  deceased  leaves  a  husband,  wife, 
child  or  parent,  it  sliall  not  be  liable  for  the  payment  of  debts. 
The  words  "heirs,"  or  "legal  heirs''  or  other  equivalent  words  used 
to  designate  the  beneficiaries  in  any  life  insurance  policy  or  cer- 
tificate of  membership  in  any  mutual  aid  or  benevolent  association, 
where  no  contrary  intention  is  expressed  in  such  instrument,  shall 
be  construed  to  include  the  surviving  husband  or  wife  of  the  in- 
sured, and  the  share  of  such  survivor  in  the  proceeds  of  such  policy 
or  certificate  made  payable  as  aforesaid  shall  be  the  same  as  that 
provided  by  law  for  the  distribution  of  the  personal  property  of 
intestates. 

Sec.  3447.  Actions  may  be  brought  within  the  times  herein  lim- 
ited, respectively,  after  their  causes  accrue,  and  not  afterwards,  ex- 
cept when  otherwise  specially  declared:

3.  Those  founded  on  injuries  to  the  person  or  reputation,  includ- 
ing injuries  to  relative  rights,  whether  based  on  contract  or  tort, 
or  for  a  statute  penalty,  within  two  years.

Gen.  St.  1909 

Sec.  0012.  In  addition  to  the  causes  of  action  which  survive  at 
common  law,  causes  of  action  for  mesne  profits!  or  for  an  injury 
to  the  person,  or  to  real  or  personal  estate,  or  for  any  deceit  or 
fraud  shall  also  survive;  and  the  action  may  be  brought,  notwith- 
standing the  death  of  the  person  entitled  or  liable  to  the  same. 

Sec.  6014.  When  the  death  of  one  is  caused  by  the  wrongful  act 
or  omission  of  another,  the  personal  representatives  of  the  former 
may  may  maintain  an  action  therefor  against  the  latter,  if  the  for- 
mer might  have  maintained  an  action  had  he  lived,  against  the 
latter  for  an  injury  for  the  same  act  or  omission.  The  action  must 
be  commenced  within  two  years.  The  damages  cannot  exceed  ten 
thousand  dollars,  and  must  inure  to  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the 
widow  and  children,  if  any,  or  next  of  kin,  to  be  distributed  in  the 
same  manner  as  personal  property  of  the  deceased. 

Sec.  6015.  That  in  all  cases  where  the  residence  of  the  party 
whose  death  has  been  or  hereafter  shall  be  caused  as  set 
forth  in  the  next  preceding  section  is  or  has  been  at  the  time  of 
his  death  in  any  other  state  or  territory,  or  when,  being  a  resident 
of  this  state,  no  personal  representative  is  or  has  been  appointed, 
the  action  provided  in  said  section  may  be  brought  by  the  widow, 
or,  where  there  is  no  widow,  by  the  next  of  kin  of  such  deceased. 
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KENTUCKY 

Constitution 

Sec.  54.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  limit  the 
amount  to  be  recovered  for  Injuries  resulting  in  death,  or  for  in- 
juries to  person  or  property. 

Sec.  241.  Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  result  from  an 
injury  Inflicted  by  negligence  or  wrongful  act,  then,  in  every  such 
case,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  such  death,  from  the  corpora- 
tions and  persons  so  causing  the  same.  Until  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  the  action  to  recover  such  damages  shall  in  all  cases  be 
prosecuted  by  the  personal  representative  of  the  deceased  person. 
The  Greneral  Assembly  may  provide  how  the  recovery  shall  go  and 
to  whom  belong;  and  until  such  provision  is  made  the  same  shall 
form  part  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  person.

Sec  4.  The  widow  and  minor  child,  or  either  or  both  of  them, 
of  a  person  killed  by  the  careless,  wanton  or  malicious  use  of  fire- 
arms, or  by  any  weapon  popularly,  known  as  colts,  brass  knuckles, 
or  slung-shots,  or  other  deadly  weapon,  or  sand-bag  or  any  imita- 
tion or  substitute  therefor,  not  in  self-defense,  may  have  an  action 
against  the  person  who  committed  the  killing,  and  all  others  aid- 
ing or  promoting,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them;  and  in  such  actions 
the  jury  may  give  vindictive  damages. 

Sec.  5.  The  widow  and  minor  child  of  a  person  killed  in  a  duel, 
or  either  of  them,  may  have  an  action  against  the  surviving  prin- 
cipal, the  seconds,  and  all  others  aiding  or  promoting  the  duel,  or 
against  any  one  or  more  of  them,  for  reparation  of  the  injury;  and 
in  such  action  the  jury  may  give  punitive  damages.  The  failure  to 
include  any  of  the  persons  mentioned  as  defendants  in  the  action 
shall  discharge  them  from  liability. 

Sec.  6.  Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  result  from  an 
injury  inflicted  by  negligence  or  wrongful  act,  then  in  every  such 
case,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  such  death  from  the  person 
or  persons,  company^  or  companies,  corporation  or  corporations, 
their  agents  or  servants,  causing  the  same,  and  when  the  act  is  wil- 
ful or  the  negligence  is  gross,  punitive  damages  may  be  recovered, 
and  the  action  to  recover  such  damages  shall  be  prosecuted  by  the 
personal  representative  of  the  deceased.  The  amount  recovered, 
less  funeral  expenses  and  the  cost  of  administration,  and  such  costs 
about  the  recovery.  Including  attorney  fees  as  are  not  included  in 
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the  recH)yery  from  the  defendant,  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  and 
go  to  the  kindred  of  the  deceased  In  the  following  order,  viz. : 

1.  If  the  deceased  leaves  a  widow  or  husband,  and  no  children 
or  their  descendants,  then  the  whole  to  such  widow  or  husband. 

2.  If  the  deceased  leaves  either  a  widow  and  children  or  a  hus- 
band and  children,  then  one-half  to  such  widow  or  husband  and 
the  other  one-half  to  the  children  of  the  deceased. 

3.  If  the  deceased  leaves  a  child  or  children,  but  no  widow  or 
husband,  then  the  whole  to  such  child  or  children.  If  the  deceased 
leaves  no  widow,  husband  or  child,  then  such  recovery  shall  pass 
to  the  mother  and  father  of  deceased,  one  moiety  each,  if  both  be 
Uving;  If  the  mother  be  dead  and  the  father  be  living,  the  whole 
thereof  shall  pass  to  the  father;  and  if  the  father  be  dead  and 
the  mother  living,  the  whole  thereof  shall  go  to  the  mother;  and  If 
both  father  and  mother  be  dead,  then  the  whole  of  the  recovery 
shall  become  a  part  of  the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased;  and 
after  the  payment  of  his  debts,  the  remainder,  if  any,  shall  pass 
to  his  kindred  more  remote  than  those  above  named,  as  is  directed 
by  the  general  law  on  descent  and  distribution. 

Sec.  10.  No  right  of  action  for  personal  Injury  or  injury  to  real 
or  personal  estate  shall  cease  or  die  with  the  person  Injuring  or 
injured,  except  actions  for  assault,  slander,  criminal  conversation, 
and  so  much  of  the  action  for  malicious  prosecution  as  is  Intended 
to  recover  for  the  personal  Injury;  but  for  any  Injury  other  than 
those  excepted,  an  action  may  be  brought  or  revived  by  the  per- 
sonal representative,  or  against  the  personal  representative,  heir 
or  devisee,  in  the  same  manner  as  causes  of  action  founded  on  con- 
tract. 

Sec.  2516.  An  action  for  an  injury  to  the  person  of  the  plain- 
tiff, or  of  his  wife,  child,  ward,  apprentice,  or  servant,  or  for  in- 
juries to  person,  cattle,  or  stock,  by  railroads,  or  by  any  company 
or  corporation;  an  action  for  a  malicious  prosecution,  conspiracy, 
arrest,  seduction,  criminal  conversation,  or  breach  of  promise  of 
marriage;  an  action  for  libel  or  slander;  an  action  for  the  escape 
of  a  prisoner  arrested  or  imprisoned  on  civil  process,  shall  be 
commenced  within  one  year  next  after  the  cause  of  action  accrued, 
and  not  thereafter. 

LOUISIANA 

Rev.  Civil  Code,  1909 

Art  2315.  Every  act  whatever  of  man  that  causes  damage  to 
another,  obliges  him  by  whose  fault  It  happened  to  repair  It;  the 
right  of  this  action  shall  survive  in  case  of  death  in  fftvor  of  the 
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children  or  widow  of  the  deceased  or  either  of  them,  and  in  default 
of  these  in  fftvor  of  the  survlying  father  and  mother  or  either  of 
them,  and  in  default  of  any  of  the  above  persons,  then  in  favor  of 
the  surviving  brothers  and  sisters  or  either  of  them  for  the  space 
of  one  year  from  the  death:  Provided,  that  should  the  deceased  leave 
a  widow  together  with  minor  children,  the  right  of  action  shall  ac- 
crue to  both  the  widow  and  minor  children ;  Provided  further,  that 
the  right  of  action  shall  accrue  to  the  major  children  only  in  those 
cases  where  there  [is]  no  surviving  widow  or  minor  child  or  children.

Whoever  receives  any  bodily  Injury,  or  suffers  damage  in 
Ills  property,  tlirough  any  defect  or  want  of  repair  or  sufficient  rail- 
ing, in  any  highway,  townway,  causeway  or  bridge,  may  recover  for 
the  same  In  a  special  action  on  the  case  to  be  commenced  within 
one  year  from  the  date  of  receiving  such  injury  or  suffering  dam- 
age, of  the  county  or  town  obliged  by  law  to  repair  the  same.  If 
the  commissioners  of  such  county,  or  the  municipal  officers  or  road 
commissioners  of  such  town,  or  any  person  authorized  by  any  com- 
missioner of  such  county  or  any  municipal  officer,  or  road  commis- 
sioner of  such  town,  to  act  as  a  substitute  for  either  of  them,  had 
twenty-four  hours*  actual  notice  of  the  defect  or  want  of  repair;  but 
not  exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  in  case  of  a  town;  and  if  the 
sufferer  had  notice  of  the  condition  of  such  way  previous  to  the  time 
of  the  injury,  he  cannot  recover  of  a  town  unless  he  has  previously 
notified  one  of  the  municipal  officers  of  the  defective  condition  of 
such  way ;  and  any  person  who  sustains  Injury  or  damage,  as  afore- 
said, or  some  person  in  his  behalf,  sliall  within  fourteen  days  there- 
after, notify  one  of  the  county  commissioners  of  such  county,  or  of 
the  municipal  officers  of  such  town,  by  letter  or  otherwise,  in  writ- 
ing, setting  forth  his  claim  for  damages  and  speci^ing  the  nature 
of  his  injuries  and  the  nature  and  location  of  the  defect  which 
caused  such  injury.

servants,  to  be  recovered  In  an  action  of  tort,  commenced  within 
two  years  after  the  Injury  which  caused  the  death,  by  the  executor 
or  administrator  of  the  deceased,  one-half  thereof  to  the  use  of  the 
widow  and  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  children  of  the  deceased ;  or, 
if  there  are  no  children,  the  whole  to  the  use  of  the  widow;  or,  If 
there  Is  no  widow,  the  whole  to  the  use  of  the  next  of  kin.  (As 
amended  St.  1907,  c.  375.)

half  to  the  use  of  the  widow  and  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  children 
of  the  deceased;  or,  if  there  are  no  children,  the  whole  to  the  use 
of  the  widow;  or,  if  there  is  no  widow,  the  whole  to  the  use  of  the 
next  of  kin. 

Chapter  61 

Sec.  17.  If  the  life  of  a  person  is  lost  by  reason  of  a  defect  or 
a  want  of  repair  of  or  a  want  of  a  sufficient  railing  in  or  upon  a 
way,  causeway  or  bridge,  the  county,  city  or  town  or  person  by  law

The  negligence  of  a  person  in  the  service  of  the  employer 
who  was  in  charge  or  control  of  a  signal,  switch,  locomotive  engine, 
elevated  train  or  train  upon  a  railroad  or  elevated  railway; 

The  employ^,  or  his  legal  representatives,  shall,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  nine  following  sections,  have  the  same  rights  to  com- 
pensation and  of  action  against  the  employer  as  if  he  had  not  been 
an  employ^,  nor  in  the  service,  nor  engaged  in  the  work,  of  the  em- 
ployer. 

A  car  which  is  in  use  by,  or  which  is  in  possession  of,  a  railroad 
corporation,,  or  an  elevated  car  which  is  in  use  by  or  which  is  in  pos- 
session of  an  elevated  railway  corporation,  shall  be  considered  as  a 
part  of  the  ways,  worlds  or  machinery  of  the  corporation  which 
uses  or  has  it  in  possession,  within  the  meaning  of  clause  one  of 
this  section,  whether  it  is  owned  by  such  corporation  or  by  some 
other  company  or  person.  One  or  more  cars  which  are  In  motion, 
whether  attached  to  an  engine  or  not,  shall  constitute  a  train  within

The  damages  therein  cannot  exceed  seven  thou- 
sand Ave  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  be  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of 
the  surviving  spouse  and  next  of  kin,  to  be  distributed  to  them  in 
the  same  proportion  as  personal  property  of  persons  dying  intestate; 
but  funeral  expenses,  and  any  demand  for  the  support  of  the  dece- 
dent, duly  allowed  by  the  probate  court,  shall  first  be  deducted  and 
paid:  Provided,  that  if  an  action  for  such  injury  shall  have  been 
commenced  by  such  decedent,  and  not  finally  determined  during  his 
life,  it  may  be  continued  by  his  personal  representative  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  same  persons  and  for  recovery  of  the  same  damages  as 
herein  provided,  and  the  court  on  motion  may  make  an  order,  allow- 
ing such  continuance,  and  directing  pleadings  to  be  made  and  issues 
framed  conformably  to  the  practice  in  action  begun  under  this  sec- 
tion.

Sec  103.  Every  employ^  of  any  railroad  corporation  shall  have 
the  same  right  and  remedies  for  any  Injury  suffered  by  him  from  the 
act  or  omission  of  said  corporation  or  its  employes,  as  are  allowed 
by  law  to  other  persons  not  employ^  where  the  injury  results  from 
the  negligence  of  a  superior  agent  or  officer,  or  of  a  person  haying 
the  right  to  control  or  direct  the  services  of  the  party  injured,  and 
also  when  the  injury  results  from  the  negligence  of  a  fellow-servant 
engaged  in  another  department  of  labor  from  that  of  the  party  in- 
jured, or  of  a  fellow-servant  on  another  train  of  cars,  or  one  engaged 
about  a  different  piece  of  work.  Knowledge  by  any  employ^  in- 
jured, of  the  defective  or  unsafe  character  or  condition  of  any 
machinery,  ways,  or  appliances,  shall  be  no  defense  to  an  action  for 
injury  caused  thereby,  except  as  to  conductors  or  engineers  In  charge 
of  dangerous  or  unsafe  cars,  or  engines  voluntarily  operated  by  them. 
Where  death  ensues  from  any  injury  to  employes,  the  legal  or  person- 
al representatives  of  the  person  injured  shall  have  the  same  right 
and  remedies  as  are  allowed  by  law  to  such  representatives  of  other 
persons.  Any  contract  or  agreement,  express  or  implied,  made  by 
any  employ^  to  waive  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall  be  null  and 
void ;  and  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  deprive  any  employ^ 
of  a  corporation  or  his  legal  or  personal  representative,  of  any  right 
or  remedy  that  he  now  has  by  the  law  of  the  land.

the  father,  mother,  brothers  and  sisters,  pr  such  of  them  as  the  de- 
ceased may  have  living  at  his  or  her  death.  If  the  deceased  have 
neither  husband,  or  wife,  or  children,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  sister, 
or  brother,  then  the  damages  shall  go  to  the  legal  representatives, 
subject  to  debts  and  general  distribution,  and  the  executor  may  sue 
for  and  recover  such  damages  on  the  same  terms  as  are  prescribed 
for  recovery  by  the  next  of  kin  in  this  section,  and  the  fact  that  de- 
ceased was  Instantly  killed  shall  not  affect  the  right  of  the  legal 
representatives  to  recover.

any  passenger  shall  die  from  any  injury  resulting  from  or  occa- 
sioned by  any  defect  or  insufficiency  in  any  railroad,  whether  the 
same  be  a  steam,  street,  electric  or  terminal  railroad  or  any  part 
thereof,  or  in  any  locomotive,  car,  street  car,  electric  car  or  terminal 
car,  or  in  any  steamboat,  or  the  machinery  thereof,  or  in  any  stage 
coach,  automobile,  motor  car,  or  other  public  conveyance,  the  cor- 
poration, individual  or  individuals  in  whose  employ  any  such  officer, 
agent,  servant,  employ^,  master,  pilot,  engineer  or  driver  shall  be  at 
the  time  such  injury  is  committed,  or  who  owns,  operates  or  conducts 
any  such  railroad,  locomotive,  car,  street  car,  electric  car,  terminal 
car,  automobile,  motor  car,  stage  coach  or  other  public  conveyance  at 
the  time  any  injury  is  received  resulting  from  or  occasioned  by  any 
defect  or  insufficiency,  nnskillfulness,  negligence  or  criminal  intent 
above  declared,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  as  a  penalty,  for  every  such 
person,  employ^  or  passenger  so  dying,  the  sum  of  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Jury,  which  may  be  sued  for  and  recovered:  First,  by 
the  husband  or  wife  of  the  deceased ;  or,  second,  if  there  be  no  hus- 
band or  wife,  or  he  or  she  fails  to  sue  within  six  months  after  such 
death,  then  by  the  minor  child  or  'children  of  the  deceased,  whether 
such  minor  child  or  children  of  the  deceased  be  the  natural  bom  or 
adopted  child  or  children  of  the  deceased:  Provided,  that  if  adopted, 
such  minor  child  or  children  shall  have  been  duly  adopted  according 
to  the  laws  of  adoption  of  the  state  where  the  person  executing  the 
deed  of  adoption  resided  at  the  time  of  such  adoption ;  or,  third,  if 
such  deceased  be  a  minor  and  unmarried,  whether  such  deceased  un- 
married minor  be  a  natural  bom  or  adopted  child,  if  such  deceased 
unmarried  minor  shall  have  been  duly  adopted  according  to  the  laws 
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of  adoption  of  the  state  where  the  person  executing  the  deed  of  adop- 
tion resided  at  the  time  of  such  adoption,  then  by  the  father  and 
mother,  who  may  join  in  the  suit,  and  each  shall  have  an  equal  in- 
terest in  the  Judgment;  or  if  either  of  them  be  dead,  then  by  the 
survivor;  or,  fourth,  If  there  be  no  husband,  wife,  minor  child  or 
minor  children,  natural  bom  or  adopted  as  hereinbefore  indicated,  or 
if  the  deceased  be  an  unmarried  minor  and  there  be  no  father  or 
mother,  then  in  audi  case  suit  may  be  Instituted  and  recovery  had  by 
the  administrator  or  executor  of  the  deceased  and  the  amount  re- 
covered shall  be  distributed  according  to  the  laws  of  descent,  and 
such  corporation,  individual  or  individuals  may  show  as  a  defense 
that  such  death  was  caused  by  the  negligence  of  the  deceased.  In

That  every  company,  corporation,  or  individual  operat- 
ing any  mine,  smelter,  or  mill  for  the  refining  of  ores  shall  be  liable 
for  any  damages  sustained  by  any  employ^  thereof  within  this  state, 
without  contributing  negligence  on  his  part,  when  such  damage  is 
caused  by  the  negligence  of  any  superintendent,  foreman,  shift-boss, 
hoisting,  or  other  engineer,  or  crane  men. 

Sec.  5249.  No  contract  of  insurance,  relief,  benefit,  or  indemnity

Actions  of  tort  for  physical  Injuries  to  the  person,  al- 
though Infilcted  by  a  person  while  committing  a  felony  and  the 
causes  of  such  actions,  shall  survive,  to  the  extent,  and  subject  to 
the  limitations,  set  forth  in  the  five  following  sections,  and  not  oth- 
erwise :

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Sec.  10.  If  an  action  is  not  then  pending  and  bas  not  already  be- 
come barred  by  the  statute  of  limitations,  one  may  be  brought  for 
such  cause  at  any  time  within  two  years  after  the  death  of  the  de- 
ceased party,  and  not  afterwards. 

Sec.  11.  The  damages  recoverable  in  any  such  action  shall  not 
exceed  seven  thousand  dollars.

All  other  actions  and  causes  of  action  existing  in  favor 
of  or  against  a  deceased  person,  except  those  for  the  recovery  of 
penalties  and  forfeitures  of  money  under  penal  statutes,  shall  sur- 
vive, and  may  be  prosecuted  or  defended  by  his  administrator.

ence to  the  pecuniary  injury  resulting  from  such  death  to  the  wife 
and  next  of  kin  of  such  deceased  person:  Provided,  that  where  such 
deceased  person  has  left  or  shall  leave  him  surviving  a  widow, 
but  no  children  or  descendants  of  any  children,  the  widow  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  whole  of  the  damages  which  she  shall  sustain  and 
which  shall  be  hereafter  recovered  in  any  such  action  and  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  her;  and  provided  further,  that  every  such  action 
shall  be  commenced  within  twenty-four  calendar  months  after  the 
death  of  such  deceased  person.

Whenever  any  person  shall  die  from  any  injury  re- 
sulting from,  or  occasioned  by  the  negligence,  unskiilfulness  or  crim- 
inal intent  of  any  officer,  agent,  servant  or  employ^  whilst  running, 
conducting  or  managing  any  locomotive,  car,  or  train  of  cars,  or  of 
any  driver  of  any  stagecoach  or  other  public  conveyance  while  in 
charge  of  the  same  as  driver;  and  when  any  passenger  shall  die 
from  any  injury  resulting  from,  or  occasioned  by  any  defect  or  in- 
sufficiency in  any  railroad,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  in  any  locomotive 
or  car,  or  in  any  stagecoach  or  other  public  conveyance,  the  corpo- 
ration, individual  or  individuals,  in  whose  employ  any  such  officer, 
agent,  servant,  employ^,  engineer  or  driver  shall  be  at  the  time 
such  injury  was  committed,  or  who  owns  any  such  railroad,  loco- 
motive, car,  stagecoach,  or  other  public  conveyance  at  the  time  any 
injury  is  received,  resulting  from,  or  occasioned  by  any  defect  or 
insufficiency  above  declared,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  every  person 
or  passenger  so  dying  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  may 
be  sued  and  recovered:  First,  by  the  husband  or  wife  of  the  de- 
ceased; or  second,  if  there  be  no  husband  or  wife,  or  if  he  or  she 
fails  to  sue  within  six  months  after  such  death,  then  by  the  minor 
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child  or  children  of  the  deceased;  or  third,  If  such  deceased  be  a 
minor  and  unmarried,  then  by  the  father  and  mother,  who  may 
join  In  the  suit,  and  each  shall  have  an  equal  Interest  In  the  Judg- 
ment; or,  If  either  of  them  be  dead,  then  by  the  survivor.  In  suits 
Instituted  under  this  section  It  shall  be  competent  for  the  defendant 
for  his  defense,  to  show  that  the  defect  or  Insufficiency  named  In 
this  section  was  not  of  a  negligent  defect  or  Insufficiency. 

Sec.  3214.  Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  be  caused  by 
the  wrongful  act,  neglect  or  default  of  another,  although  such  death 
shall  have  been  caused  under  such  circumstances  as  amount  In  law 
to  a  felony,  and  the  act,  or  neglect,  or  default,  Is  such  as  would,  tf 
death  had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party  Injured  to  maintain 
an  action  and  recover  damages  In  respect  thereof,  then,  and  In  every 
such  case,  the  person  who,  or  the  corporation  which,  would  have 
been  liable.

The  proceeds  of  any  judg- 
ment obtained  In  any  such  action  shall  not  be  liable  for  any  debt 
of  the  deceased:  Provided,  he  or  she  shall  have  left  a  husband, 
wife,  child,  father,  mother,  brother,  sister,  or  child  or  children  of 
the  deceased  child,  but  shall  be  distributed  as  follows:  First.  If 
there  be  a  surviving  husband  or  wife,  and  no  child,  then  to  such 
husband  or  wife;  If  there  be  a  surviving  husband  or  wife  and  a 
child  or  children  or  grandchildren,  then  equally  to  each,  the  grand- 
child or  grandchildren  taking  by  right  of  representation;  If  there 
be  no  husband  or  wife,  but  a  child  or  children,  or  grandchild  or 
grandchildren,  then  to  such  child  or  children  and  grandchild  or 
grandchildren  by  right  of  representation;  if  there  be  no  child  or 
grandchild,  then  to  a  surviving  brother  or  sister,  or  brothers  or 
sisters,  if  there  be  any;  if  there  be  none  of  the  kindred  hereinbe- 
fore named,  then  the  proceeds  of  such  judgment  shall  be  disposed 
of  in  the  manner  authorized  by  law  for  the  disposition  of  the  per- 
sonal property  of  deceased  persons. 

Sec.  3216.  Every  corporation  operating  a  railway  in  this  terri- 
tory shall  be  liable  in  a  sum  sufficient  to  compensate  such  employ^ 
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for  all  damages  sustained  by  any  employ^  of  such  corporation,  the 
person  injured  or  damaged  being  without  fault  on  his  or  her  part, 
occurring  or  sustained  in  consequence  of  any  mismanagement,  care- 
lessness, neglectt  default  or  wrongful  act  of  any  agent  or  employ^ 
of  such  corporation  while  in  the  exercise  of  their  several  duties,

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  such  corporation  know- 
ingly and  willfully  to  use  or  operate  any  car  or  locomotive  that  is

such  corporation,  through  no  fault  of  his  own,  such  corporation 
shall  be  liable  for 'such  injury,  and  upon  proof  of  the  same  in  an 
action  brought  by  such  employ^  or  his  legal  representatives,  in  any 
court  of  proper  Jurisdiction,  against  such  railroad  corporation  for 
damages  on  account  of  such  injury  so  received,  shall  be  entitled 
to  recover  against  such  corporation  any  sum  commensurate  with 
the  injuries  sustained:  Provided,  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
the  employ^  of  railroad  corporations  to  promptly  report  all  defects 
coming  to  their  knowledge  in  any  such  car  or  locomotive  or  shops 
or  machinery  and  attachments  thereof  to  the  proper  officer  or  agent 
of  such  corporation  and  after  such  report  the  doctrine  of  contribu- 
tory negligence  shall  not  apply  to  such  employ 6. 

Sec.  3218.  Whenever  the  death  of  an  employ^  shall  be  caused 
under  circumstances  from  which  a  cause  of  action  would  have  ac- 
crued under  the  provisions  of  the  two  preceding  sections,  if  death 
had  not  ensued,  an  action  therefor  shall  be  brought  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  section  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifteen, 
and  any  sum  recovered  therein  shall  be  subject  to  all  of  the  provi- 
sions of  said  section  three  thousand  two  himdred  and  fifteen.

When  the 
husband,  wife  or  next  of  kin  do  not  participate  in  the  estate  of  the 
decedent,  under  a  will  appointing  an  executor,  other  than  such  hus- 
band, wife  or  next  of  kin,  who  refuses  to  bring  such  action,  then 
such  husband,  wife  or  next  of  kin  shall  be  entitled  to  have  an  ad- 
ministrator appointed  for  the  purpose  of  prosecuting  such  action 
for  their  benefit 

Sec.  1903.  The  damages  recovered  in  an  action,  brought  as  pre-

The  plaintiff 
may  deduct  from  the  recovery  the  reasonable  expenses  of  the  ac- 
tion, the  reasonable  funeral  expenses  of  the  decedent,  and  his  com- 
missions upon  the  residue ;  which  must  be  allowed  by  the  surrogate, 
upon  notice,  given  in  such  a  manner  and  to  such  persons,  as  the  sur- 
rogate deems  proper.    (As  amended  Laws  1911,  c.  122.) 
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Sec.  1904.  [Am'd,  1895.]  The  damages  awarded  to  the  plaintiff 
may  be  such  a  sum  as  the  Jury  upon  a. writ  of  inquiry,  or  upon  a 
trial,  or  where  Issues  of  fact  are  tried  without  a  jury,  the  court  or 
the  referee,  deems  to  be  a  fair  and  Just  compensation  for  the  pe- 
cuniary injuries,  resulting  trom  the  decedent's  deatli,  to  the  person 
or  persons,  for  whose  benefit  the  action  is  brought.  When  final 
Judgment  for  the  plaintiff  is  rendered,  the  cleric  must  add  to  the 
sum  so  awarded,  interest  thereupon  from  the  decedent's  death,  and 
include  it  in  the  Judgment.  The  Inquisition,  verdict,  report  or  de- 
cision, may  specify  the  day  from  which  interest  is  to  be  computed; 
if  it  omits  so  to  do,  the  day  may  be  determined  by  tlie  clerk,  upon 
affidavits. 

Sec.  1905.  The  term  **next  of  Icin,"  as  used  in  the  foregoing  sec- 
tions, has  the  meaning  specified  in  section  1870  of  this  act. 

Sec.  1870.  The  term  "next  of  kin,"  as  used  in  this  title,  includes 
all  those  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  law  relating  to  the  dis- 
tribution of  personal  property,  to  share  in  the  unbequeathed  assets 
of  a  decedent,  after  payment  of  debts  and  expenses,  other  than  a 
surviving  husband  or  wife. 

Sec.  1899.  Where  the  violation  of  a  right  admits  of  a  civil  and 
also  of  a  criminal  proseaition,  the  one  is  not  merged  in  the  other.

Sec.  59.  Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  is  caused  by  a  wrong- 
ful act,  neglect  or  default  of  another,  such  as  would,  if  the  injured 
party  liad  lived,  have  entitled  him  to  an  action  for  damages  there- 
for, the  person  or  corporation  that  would  have  been  so  liable,  and 
his  or  their  executors,  administrators,  collectors  or  successors,  shall 
be  liable  to  an  action  for  damages,  to  be  brought  within  one  year 
after  such  death,  by  the  executor,  administrator  or  collector  of  the 
decedent;  and  this  notwithstanding  the  death,  and  although  the 
wrongful  act,  neglect  or  default,  causing  the  death,  amount  in  law 
to  a  felony.  The  amount  recovered  in  such  action  is  not  liable  to 
be  applied  as  assets,  in  the  payment  of  debts  or  legacies,  but  shall 
be  disposed  of  as  provided  in  this  chapter  for  the  distribution  of 
personal  property  in  case  of  intestacy. 

Sec.  60.  The  plaintiff  in  such  action  may  recover  such  damages 
as  are  a  fair  and  Just  compensation  for  the  pecuniary  injury  re- 
sulting from  such  death. 

Sec.  153.  All  sums  of  money,  or  other  estate  of  whatever  kind, 
which  shall  remain  in  the  han(ls  of  any  executor,  administrator  or 
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collector  for  fiye  years  after  his  qualification,  unrecovered  or  un- 
reclaimed by  suit,  by  creditors,  next  of  kin,  or  others  entitled  there- 
to, shall  be  paid  by  the  executor,  administrator  or  collector  to  the 
trustees  of  the  University  of  North  Carolina;  and  the  said  trustees 
are  authorized  to  demand,  sue  for,  recover,  and  collect  such  mon- 
eys or  other  estate  of  whatever  kind,  and  hold  the  same  without 
liability  for  profit  or  Interest,  until  a  just  claim  therefor  shall  be 
preferred  by  creditors,  next  of  kin,  or  others  entitled  thereto;  and, 
If  no  such  claim  shall  be  preferred  within  ten  years  after  such 
money  or  other  estate  be  received  by  the  said  trustees,  then  the 
same  shall  be  held  by  them  absolutely.

Sec.  7686.  Whenever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  be  caused  by 
a  wrongful  act,  neglect  or  default  and  the  act,  neglect  or  default 
Is  such  as  would,  if  death  had  not  ensued,  have  entitled  the  party 
Injured  to  maintain  an  action  and  recover  damages  in  respect  there- 
of, then  and  in  every  such  case  the  person  who,  or  the  corporation 
or  company  which,  would  have  been  liable  If  death  had  not  ensued, 
shall  be  liable  to  an  action  for  damages,  notwithstanding  the  death 
of  the  person  injured,  and  although  the  death  shall  have  been 
caused  under  such  circumstances  as  amount  In  law  to  felony.

When  the  death  of  a  person  is  caused  by  wrongful 
act,  neglect  or  default  such  as  would  have  entitled  the  party  in- 
jured to  maintain  an  action  and  recover  damages  in  respect  thereof, 
if  death  had  not  ensued  the  corporation  which,  or  the  person  who 
would  have  been  liable  if  death  had  not  ensued,  or  the  adminis-

When  the  action  is 
against  such  administrator  or  executor  the  damages  recovered  shall 
be  a  valid  claim  against  the  estate  of  such  deceased  person. 

When  death  is  caused  by  a  wrongful  act,  neglect  or  default  in 
another  state,  territory  or  foreign  country,  for  which  a  right  to 
maintain  an  action  and  recover  damages  in  respect  thereof  is  given 
by  a  statute  of  such  other  state,  territory,  or  foreign  country,  such 
right  of  action  may  be  enforced  in  this  state,  in  all  cases  where 
such  other  state,  territory  or  foreign  country  allows  the  enforce- 
ment in  its  courts  of  the  statute  of  this  state  of  a  like  character; 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  damages  exceed  the  amount  authorized  to 
be  recovered  for  a  wrongful  neglect  or  default  in  this  state,  causing 
death.  Every  such  action  brought  under  this  act  shall  be  com- 
menced within  the  time  prescribed  for  the  commencement  of  such 
action  by  the  statute  of  such  other  state,  territory  or  foreign  coun- 
try. 

Sec.  10,772.  Such  action  shall  be  for  the  exclusive  benefit  of  the 
wife,  or  husband,  and  children,  or  if  there  be  neither  of  them,  then

That  if  the  employ^  of  any  such  employer  shall  re- 
ceive any  personal  injury  by  reason  of  any  defect  or  unsafe  condi- 
tion in  any  ways,  works,  boats,  wharves,  plant,  machinery,  appli- 
ances or  tools,  except  simple  tools,  in  any  way  connected  with  or 
in  any  way  used  in  the  business  of  the  employer,  such  employer  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  had  knowledge  of  such  defect,  before  and  at  the

death;  the  negligence  of  any  person  to  whose  orders  the  employ^ 
was  bound  to  conform  and  by  reason  of  his  having  conformed  there- 
to the  injuries  or  death  resulted;  the  negligent  act  of  any  fellow 
servant  done  in  obedience  to  the  immediate  or  peremptory  instruc- 
tions or  orders  given  by  the  employer,  or  any  person  who  has  au- 
thority to  direct  the  doing  of  said  act;  the  want  of  necessary  and 
sufficient  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  such  employes 
and  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  such  ways,  works,  boats, 
wharves,  plant,  machinery,  appliances  or  tools. 
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Sec.  6245.  That  in  any  such  action  when  It  shall  appear  that  the 
injury  or  death  was  caused  in  whole  or  In  part  by  any  of  the  fol- 
lowing, to- wit:  The  neglect  of  such  employer  in  falling  to  properly 
furnish,  maintain,  construct,  guard,  repair,  inspect,  or  protect  any 
of  the  ways,  works,  boats,  wharves,  plant,  machinery,  appliances  or 
tools,  in  any  way  connected  with  or  in  any  way  used  in  the  business 
of  the  employer,  in  any  manner  required  by  statute  or  law  of  the 
state  or  United  States;  any  defective  or  unsafe  condition  in  the 
ways,  works,  boats,  wharves,  plant,  machinery,  appliances  or  tools, 
except  simple  tools,  In  any  way  connected  with  or  in  any  way  used 
in  the  business,  of  the  employer,  the  fact  that  such  employ 6  con- 
tinued in  said  employment  with  knowledge  of  such  negligent  omis- 
sion or  want  of  care  or  such  defective  or  unsafe  condition  shall  not 
be  a  defense  unless  by  the  terms  of  his  employment  it  was  expressly 
made  the  duty  of  such  employ^  to  report  such  neglect  or  such  defec- 
tive or  unsafe  condition  to  the  employer  and  the  evidence  discloses 
that  such  employ^  failed  so  to  report,  and  that  the  employer  was 
not  otherwise  possessed  of  knowledge  of  such  negligent,  unsafe  or 
defective  condition.  Such  employ^  shall  not  be  held  to  have  as- 
sumed the  risk  of  the  negligent  act  of  any  fellow  servant  or  em- 
ploy6  of  such  employer,  done  in  obedience  to  the  immediate  or  per- 
emptory instructions  or  orders  given  by  the  employer,  or  any  other 
person  who  has  authority  to  direct  the  doing  of  said  act ;  the  want 
of  necessary  and  sufficient  rules  and  regulations  or  the  lack  of  en- 
forcement of  same  for  the  government  of  such  employes  in  the  con- 
struction, operation  and  maintenance  of  such  ways,  works,  boats, 
wharves,  machinery,  plant,  appliances  or  tools,  or  the  employing  or 
retention  of  any  incompetent  servant. 

Sec.  6245 — 1.  That  in  all  such  actions  hereafter  brought,  the 
fact  that  the  employ^  may  have  been  guilty  of  contributory  negli- 
gence shall  not  bar  a  recovery  where  his  contributory  negligence  is 
slight  and  the  negligence  of  the  employer  is  gross  In  comparison. 
But  the  damages  shall  be  diminished  by  the  jury  in  proportion  to 
the  amount  of  negligence  attributable  to  such  employe.  Provided  that 
no  such  employ^  who  may  be  injured  or  killed  shall  be  held  in  any 
degree  to  have  been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  in  any  case

be  for  the  jury,  under  the  instruction  of  the  court. 

Sec.  6245—2.  That  in  all  such  actions  where  a  minor  employ^ 
has  been  employed  or  retained  in  emi>loyment  contrary  to  any  stat- 
ute or  law  of  the  state  or  United  States,  such  employ 6  shall  not  be 
deemed  or  held  to  have  been  guilty  of  contributory  negligence  nor  to 
have  assumed  any  of  the  risks  of  such  employment;  but  the  em- 
ployer may  show  by  way  of  defense  any  fraud  or  misrepresentation 
made  by  such  employ^.

Sec.  36.  The  common  law  doctrine  of  the  fellow-servant,  so  far 
as  it  affects  the  liability  of  the  master  for  injuries  to  his  servant, 
resulting  from  the  acts  or  omissions  of  any  other  servant  or  serv- 
ants of  the  common  master,  is  abrogated  as  to  every  employ^  of 
every  railroad  company  and  every  street  railway  company  or  interur- 
ban  railway  company,  and  of  every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  en- 
gaged in  mining  in  this  state;  and  every  such  employ^  shall  have 
the  same  right  to  recover  for  every  injury  suffered  by  him  for  the 
acts  or  omissions  of  any  other  employ^  or  employ^  of  the  conunon 
master  that  a  servant  would  have  if  such  acts  or  omissions  were 
those  of  the  master  himself  in  the  performance  of  a  non-assignable 
duty;  and  when  death,  whether  instantaneous  or  not,  results  to  such 
employ^  from  any  injury  for  which  he  could  have  recovered  under 
the  above  provisions,  liad  not  death  occurred,  then  his  legal  or  per- 
sonal representative,  surviving  consort  or  relatives,  or  any  trustee. 
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curator,  committee  or  gnardian  of  snch  consort,  or  relatives,  shall 
have  the  same  rights  and  remedies  with  respect  thereto,  as  if  death 
had  been  caosed  by  the  negligence  of  the  master.  And  every  rail- 
road company  and  every  street  railway  company  or  interurban  rail- 
way company,  and  every  person,  firm,  or  corporation  engaged  in  un- 
derground mining  in  this  state  shall  be  liable  under  this  section,  for 
the  acts  of  his  or  its  receivers. 

Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  restrict  the  power  of  the 
Legislature  to  extend  to  the  employ^  of  any  person,  firm,  or  cor- 
poration, the  rights  and  remedies  herein  provided  for.

Sec.  5943.  In  addition  to  the  causes  of  action  which  survive  at 
common  law,  causes  of  action  for  mesne  profits,  or  for  an  Injury  to 
the  person,  or  to  real  or  personal  estate,  or  for  any  deceit  or  fraud, 
shall  also  survive;  and  the  action  may  be  brought,  notwithstanding 
the  death  of  the  person  entitled  or  liable  to  the  same.
